A.  Currently,  the  financing  of  the  deficit 
.  is  not  a  serious  problem.  The  Canadian 
deficit  on  a  per  capita  basis,  however,  is 
substantially  higher  than  that  in  the  U.S. 
and  therefore  may  be  perceived  as  being 
more  serious,  but  it  can  be  financed.  The 
most  important  aspect  of  deficits  stems 
from  the  wonders  of  compound  interest. 
Only  recently  have  politicians  come  to 
realize  that  when  you  have  a  sum  of 
money  on  which  interest  has  to  be  paid 
at  the  rate  of  12%  per  annum,  then  the 
outstanding  debt  doubles  every  six  years. 
Without  increasing  revenues  or  reducing 
spending,  the  interest  bill  alone  will  be 
sufficient  to  expand  the  deficit  at  quite 
phenomenal  rates.

-leither  technical  market  players  nor 
short-term  traders.  In  this  last  period  of 
jnusual  volatility  and  group  rotation,  our 
surnover  was  reduced  since  it  is  not  our 
style  to  run  from  group  to  group.  But  as 
/ou  note,  the  long  term  evidence  of 
•esults  based  on  our  style  did  prove 
awarding.  We  manage  our  accounts  with 
the  objective  of  delivering  a  return  on 
nvestment  over  time  in  excess  of  the  rate 
af  inflation.  The  rate  of  inflation  during 
the  past  10  years  averaged  around  8%.  so 
we  have  provided  a  real  rate  of  return  in 
sxcess  of  10%  per  annum  compounded. 
That  is  really  what  prudent  investment  is

David  Chadwick  Smith  installed  as  16th  Principal 
while  academic  visitors  probe 

The  Mission  of  the  University 


The  symposium  on  “The  Mission  of  the 
University"  held  at  Queen's  October 
25-26  in  conjunction  with  the  installation 
of  Principal  David  C.  Smith  brought 
together  an  impressive  group  of 
distinguished  men  and  women  known 
both  nationally  and  internationally. 

Among  the  16  speakers  and  discussants 
from  a  wide  range  of  fields  were  novelist 
and  critic  Margaret  Atwood  (Queen's 
LL.D/74),  historian  William  H.  McNeill 
of  Chicago;  Jill  Conway,  President  of 
Smith  College;  Henry  Rosovsky,  noted 
Harvard  economist;  and  Erich  W.  Vogt, 
Director  of  TRIUMF,  a  research  establish¬ 
ment  at  UBC  for  the  study  of  nuclear 
chemistry,  nuclear  physics,  radio  biology 
and  radio  therapy. 

The  symposium's  theme  arose  from 
Principal  Smith's  conviction,  widely 
shared  by  the  academic  community  at 
Queen's,  that  the  installation  of  a  univer¬ 
sity  head  in  these  fast-moving  times  pro¬ 
vides  an  occasion  for  taking  stock  of  a 
university's  role  in  both  a  national  and 


international  context. 

All  sessions  were  open  to  the  public  and 
the  university  community  at  no  charge. 
Classes  were  cancelled  on  Friday  the  26th 
so  that  all  students  and  faculty  were  free 
to  attend.

Between  the  conclusion  of  the  sym¬ 
posium  at  3.45  and  the  commencement 
of  the  academic  procession  into  the  same 
hall  four  hours  later,  the  new  Principal 
and  his  invited  guests  shared  a  formal  in¬ 
stallation  dinner  in  Wallace  Hall. 

(This  will  be  of  interest  to  those  who 
remember  Wallace  Hall  in  its  original  role 
as  the  University's  grandest  dining  room. 
After  some  years  as  a  beer  hall  and  then 
the  home  of  the  Alumni  Office,  Wallace 
Hall  has  now  been  restored  to  its  former 
dignity.  The  old  oak  furniture  has  been 
rounded  up,  refinished  and  adapted  to 
serve  Wallace  Hall's  new  dual  role;  it  can 
be  used  for  special  banquets  on  occasion, 
but  will  serve  most  times  as  a  much- 
needed  study  hall.) 

When  the  Principal's  party  left  the 
University  Centre  for  Grant  Hall,  they 
were  paraded  through  the  inner  campus 
by  a  contingent  of  Queen's  Pipers. 
Queen's  Bands  —  both  pipes  and  brass 
—  also  delighted  the  crowds  arriving  for 
the  installation  by  performing  outside 
Grant  Hall.  And  it  was  the  Bands  that 
gave  the  Principal's  installation  its  unique

Queen's  touch  as  the  formal  ceremonies 
were  concluding.  The  bagpipes  skirling  at 
the  back  of  the  hall  with  the  opening 
notes  of  Oil  Thigh  na  Banrighinn  brought 
the  crowd  to  its  feet  for  a  parade  of 
cheerleaders  and  both  bands  down  the 
centre  aisle  to  Dr.  Smith.  With  great 
solemnity,  the  drum  major  and  head 
cheerleader  replaced  their  new  principal's 
mortarboard  with  a  Queen's  tarn, 
decorated  with  a  Bands  button.  With  Dr. 
Smith  smiling  in  tarn  and  gown,  the 
assembly  raised  the  vaulted  roof  with  the 
Queen's  cheer,  delivered  with  marked 
gusto  by  the  many  alumni  among  the 
Trustees  and  University  Councillors  in  the 
platform  party. 

There  followed  a  reception  in  Ban  Righ 
Hall  for  all  those  who  wished  to  meet  and 
greet  the  new  principal  and  say  goodbye 
to  the  'old'  principal  and  new  graduate, 
Ronald  Watts.

Passionate  Quebecer,  passionate  Canadian;  legislator,  commis¬ 
sioner,  trustee  of  the  public  interest,  and  eminent  citizen. 

Communicator  par  excellence,  she  has  done  much  to  promote 
mutual  understanding  between  her  province  and  the  rest  of 
Canada,  and  maintained  'a  Watts  line'  to  Queen's.

Francess  Georgina  Halpenny,  LL.D. 

Companion  of  the  Order  of  Canada;  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society 
of  Canada  and  now  President  of  its  Academy  of  Humanities 
and  Social  Sciences. 

Born  in  Ottawa;  graduate  of  the  University  of  Toronto;  a 
wartime  weather  watcher  with  the  Royal  Canadian  Air  Force. 

A  distinguished  maker  and  shaper  of  the  Canadian  cultural 
climate  as  Managing  Editor  and  later  Associate  Director  of  one 
of  the  world's  most  formidable  publishing  enterprises,  the 
University  of  Toronto  Press;  as  Professor  and  Dean  of  the  Facul¬ 
ty  of  Library  Science  at  the  University  of  Toronto  and  as  the 
General  Editor  of  the  Dictionary  of  Canadian  Biography,  pro¬ 
ducing  eight  volumes  since  1969  with  four  more  to  come. 

In  all  of  her  manifold  capacities,  she  has  exerted  enthusiastic 
and  imaginative  leadership  in  bringing  home  to  Canadians  their 
vivid  heritage  and  the  creative  zest  and  broad  reach  of  their 
contemporary  literature.

Born  in  Vancouver;  for  three  years  a  youthful  resident  of 
Kingston,  whose  old  stones  no  doubt  encouraged  a  congenital 
bent  for  history  and  historical  writing;  graduate  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Chicago  and  of  Cornell  University;  for  more  than  35 
years  an  eminent  member  of  the  History  Department  at  the 
University  of  Chicago  and  for  six  years  its  chairman. 

His  many  great  achievements  of  creative  scholarship  and  vivid 
writing  in  books  such  as  Plagues  and  Peoples  are  matched  by 
the  challenge  and  skepticism  of  his  teaching.

nature  but  is  probably  devoid  of  vitamins  as  well.

values  of  university  and  internationalism  for  universities 
everywhere. 

Erich  Wolfgang  Vogt,  D.Sc. 

Officer  of  the  Order  of  Canada,  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society 
of  Canada;  born  in  Steinbach,  Manitoba;  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Manitoba  and  of  Princeton. 

Outstanding  nuclear  physicist,  skilled  in  the  arts  of  teaching 
and  research;  prolific  author  and  editor;  accomplished  ad¬ 
ministrator  of  university  and  scientific  affairs  at  the  University 
of  British  Columbia. 

An  undergraduate  bridge  enthusiast,  skilled  in  slamming  op¬ 
ponents  with  finesse,  he  has  exchanged  the  shuffle  of  the  card 
player  for  the  energetic  stride  of  the  outdoorsman  whose  mis¬ 
sionary  zeal  regularly  conscripts  the  unwary  to  the  strenuous 
delights  of  all-day  hiking  in  the  precipitous  hinterland  of  Van¬ 
couver;  and  whose  professional  guidance  as  Director  of  the  tri¬ 
universities  Meson  facility  towards  the  upper  reaches  of  ex¬ 
cellence  in  research  personifies  indeed  a  TRIUMF  of  mind  over 
matter. 

Ronald  Lampman  Watts,  LL.D. 

Officer  of  the  Order  of  Canada;  born  in  Japan  from  a  pioneer 
Canadian  lineage  of  shipbuilders,  poets  and  missionaries; 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  Rhodes  Scholar  and 
graduate  of  Oxford. 

Political  scientist,  author,  teacher,  public  servant  —  tireless 
commissioner  in  the  cause  of  national  unity  and  the  advance 
of  higher  education;  internationally  sought  consultant  and  ad¬ 
viser  on  federalist  systems  of  government;  keen  and  skilled  sailor 
who  has  had  to  listen  to  more  strained  nautical  metaphors  about 
setting  courses  and  weathering  storms  than  he  really  deserves. 

Principal  and  Vice-Chancellor  of  this  University  for  ten  full 
years  rich  with  incident  and  a  range  of  achievements  which  have 
won  for  him  every  visible  token  of  esteem  and  appreciation  in 
the  power  of  its  people  to  confer;  always  an  ardent  Queen's 
alumnus  in  spirit  and  leadership.  The  University  tonight, 
Madame  Chancellor,  revokes  his  status  as  an  honorary  alum¬ 
nus,  and  for  the  first  time  bestows  the  degree  Doctor  of  Laws, 
honoris  causa,  as  very  much  an  earned  degree.

When  David  Smith  talks  he  does  so  in 
even  tones,  his  voice  low.  He  answers 
questions  very  fully,  as  if  not  to  miss 
meeting  every  nuance  of  a  query,  and 
looks  into  the  middle  distance,  compos¬ 
ing  his  responses  from  an  unseen  schedule 
of  long  thought  and  long  experience. 
Concerned  for  the  comfort  of  his  inter¬ 
viewer,  the  new  Principal  of  Queen's 
University  —  primus  inter  pares,  defender 
of  the  faith  of  alumni  and  trustees  —  per¬ 
sonifies  gentleness,  thoroughness  and  in¬ 
tellectual  rectitude. 

He  is  a  man  who  has  two  grown 
children,  a  wife  to  whom  he  is  very  close, 
and  a  diverse  set  of  responsibilities  to  a 
university  that  will,  from  now  on,  exact 
even  more  of  his  time  than  it  did  when 
he  was  Head  of  the  Department  of 
Economics.  He  is  a  man  who  without 
belittling  his  new  position  has  assumed  it 
quietly,  without  airs;  he  has  consented  to 
the  exposure  the  media  wish  to  give  him 
but  is  cautious  about  'image-making'.  Sit¬ 
ting  in  his  office,  pipe  and  tobacco  pouch 
—  the  symbols  of  academic 
thoughtfulness  —  ranged  on  the  desk 
before  him,  David  Smith  discusses  the 
'genial  anarchy'  of  university  teaching 
and  research. 

The  phrase  belongs  to  Harvard  Presi¬ 
dent  Derek  Bok,  but  the  ideal  has  been 
appropriated  by  the  Queen's  Principal, 
who  says  that  a  university  "must  be 
highly  decentralized." 

"It  is  not  like  business  or  government 
organizations  that  rely  on  a  hierarchical 
structure,"  Dr.  Smith  insists.  "You  are  not 
producing  a  car  or  a  public  policy  at  the 
other  end.  Everything  of  academic  value 
takes  place  on  the  faculty  floor."  To  this 
end,  the  function  of  the  Principal  "is  to 
facilitate  teaching  and  scholarly  activity" 
at  the  departmental  and  faculty  level. 

David  Smith's  convictions  have  not 
been  acquired  by  abstract  contemplation 
alone.  Earlier  this  year  he  visited  all  61 
Queen's  departments  because,  he  says,  it 
was  "terribly  important"  for  the  Principal 
to  speak  to  as  many  people  as  he  could, 
as  informally  as  he  could,  in  order  to  take 
the  pulse  of  the  institution. 

The  health  of  the  academy  concerns  the 
Principal,  not  just  because  it  is  now  his 
job  to  nurture  it,  but  because  a  lifetime 
in  universities  —  from  his  early  prizes  at 
McMaster,  to  graduate  study  at  Oxford

and  Harvard  and  teaching  at  Berkeley 
and  Queen's  —  has  made  him  aware  of 
the  strengths  and  anomalies  of  higher 
learning.  It  is  not  surprising,  therefore, 
that  Dr.  Smith  can  combine  wryness 
about  what  professors  do  (he  answers  a 
question  about  the  public  perception  of 
'onerous'  nine-hour  teaching  weeks  by 
remarking  that  "I  still  have  difficulty  ex¬ 
plaining  the  work  involved  to  my 


relatives")  with  troubled  meditations  on 
the  state  of  finances  at  Queen's,  and  on 
the  effects  of  adverse  publicity  of  student 
behaviour. 

"Financial  constraints  are  very  real, 
very  tough,"  he  says.  "It  is  frustrating  for 
teachers  to  see  the  size  of  their  seminars 
and  classes  increasing."  Despite  the  pinch, 
David  Smith  says  he  and  the  university 
he  heads  must  seek  ways  to  maintain  the

"commitment  to  really  excellent 
undergraduate  education,  while  develop¬ 
ing  Queen's  further  as  a  major  national 
and  international  centre  for  graduate 
studies  and  research." 

Whether  or  not  unattached  grants  to 
higher  education  are  thick  or  thin  upon 
the  ground,  the  universities  must  be  ex¬ 
ceedingly  careful  about  becoming  sold  to 
government  or  business  in  joint  research 
or  production  ventures  requiring  a  lot  of 
money.  "The  university  can't  lose  its  role 
as  social  critic,"  Dr.  Smith  warns. 

During  his  progress  through  the  depart¬ 
ments,  Dr.  Smith  says  he  came  to  ap¬ 
preciate  the  collegial,  consultative  process 
by  which  administrators  who  are  also 
teachers  and  scholars  should  organize 
education  with  their  fellows.  The  Prin¬ 
cipal  states  that  appreciation  is  a  simple 
matter  of  fact.  Yet  Dr.  Smith's  con¬ 
ciliatory  and  consultative  skills  are  con¬ 
firmed  in  an  unconscious  tribute  from  Dr. 
John  Whalley  of  the  University  of 
Western  Ontario,  who  in  the  course  of  a 
conversation  on  a  different  topic  noted 
that  "some  scholars  make  their  mark  with 
a  great  deal  of  writing,  others  do  it  by 
talking  to  people.  David  Smith  is  one  of 
the  second  type.  He  used  it  well  in 
building  the  Economics  Department  at 
Queen's." 

Dr.  Smith  also  says  he  has  had  his  high 
opinion  of  the  quality  of  the  Queen's  stu¬ 
dent  confirmed  over  the  past  months  and 
has  reacquainted  himself  with  the  "wide 
educational  environment"  to  be  found  at 
Queen's  and  in  Kingston.  The  universi¬ 
ty,  he  says,  is  more  like  those  of  Oxford, 
Cambridge  and  Princeton  than  like  many 
other  North  American  schools  in  that  it 
has  a  greater  concentration  of  students 
living  on  or  near  the  campus.  That  creates 
a  greater  vulnerability  of  the  university's 
reputation  when  only  a  small  fraction  of 
the  11,000  students  act  irresponsibly,  but 
it  also  gives  the  place  a  greater  incentive 
to  serve  the  social  and  recreational  needs 
of  the  students  —  to  make  of  itself  a  true 
college  with  a  maturing  social  as  well  as 
intellectual  environment.  He  intends  to 
work  closely  with  the  student  leaders, 
who  traditionally  at  Queen's  have  the  in¬ 
itial  responsibility  for  student  discipline, 
to  develop  more  effective,  enduring 
measures  to  avert  such  problems  as  street 
parties  and  misbehaviour  at  sporting 
events. 

If  the  physical  set-up  of  the  place 
enriches  the  educational  environment,  the 
same  environment  can  be  cultivated  fur¬ 
ther  by  attracting  foreign  students  to 
Queen's,  Dr.  Smith  maintains. 


"There  are  four  arguments  for  doing 
so,"  he  says.  "Three  are  in  Canada's  self 
interest.  The  fourth  is  humanitarian.  First 
it  is  important  for  the  education  of  Cana¬ 
dian  students  that  they  rub  shoulders  with 
people  from  different  places.  Then  we 
must  increase  the  flow  of  ideas  in  the 
world.  We  are  in  some  danger  now  of 
countries  throwing  up  barriers  to  the  free 
exchange  of  knowledge.  Third,  it  is  in 
Canada's  interest  as  a  middle-level  power 
to  extend  its  contacts  in  diplomacy, 
science  and  business  by  hosting  students 
who  eventually  return  to  their  own  coun¬ 
tries.  This  has  not  been  unimportant  in 
British  and  American  history.  Finally,  we 
have  an  obligation  to  assist  people  in  less 
wealthy  countries  through  our  teaching 
and  research. 

"I  think  education  is  one  of  the  things 
Canada  produces  rather  well." 

If  this  country  produces  education  well, 
it  must,  in  part,  be  due  to  the  convictions 
of  its  educators.  Did  the  Principal  get 
some  of  his  ideas,  some  of  his  ideals,  from 
any  one  outstanding  figure?  "That's  a 
very  hard  question,"  Dr.  Smith  says, 
when  asked  about  his  heroes.  But  he  gives 
the  name  of  Harry  Johnson,  a  Canadian 
economist  who  taught  at  the  London 
School  of  Economics  and  the  University 
of  Chicago. 

"He  was  a  person  with  an  enormous 
commitment  to  the  quality  of  his  work. 
He  gave  a  lot  of  thought  to  how  you  build 
the  best  quality  in  universities,  too;  and 


the  answer  is  that  you  should  spend  a  lot 
of  time  searching  nationally  and  interna¬ 
tionally  for  the  best  people  to  teach  in  it. 

"Johnson  couldn't  tolerate..."  and  here, 
to  emphasize  his  mentor's 
singlemindedness,  David  Smith  brings  his 
fist  down  two  or  three  times  in  slow  mo¬ 
tion  on  the  tabletop  —  "people  who 
wouldn't  give  their  all  to  a  thing.  He  was 
a  merciless  critic  of  even  the  most  able 
and  gifted  individuals  if  they  didn't  strive 
to  live  up  to  their  potential.  In  the  end 
he  overworked  himself  as  such  people 
will." 

Though  it  is  clear  that  David  Smith 
shares  a  pursuit  of  excellence  with  his 
former  associate,  he  appears  to  be 
avoiding  overwork  by  varying  his 
activities. 

The  Principal  jogs.  "I'm  not  a  marathon 
runner,"  he  says,  "but  I  enjoy  jogging." 
He  also  enjoys  going  for  drives  with  his 
wife  Mary,  an  assistant  minister  in  the 
Sydenham  Street  United  Church,  and 
entertaining  friends  at  home.  The  private 
man  appears  to  be  quite  private,  preser¬ 
ving  for  his  family  a  decent  distance  from 
the  scrutiny  of  others.  The  public  man  ap¬ 
pears  ambitious  for  his  institution,  firm 
in  his  goals:  "I'd  like  to  see  Queen's  be  a 
university  that  has  high  international 
stature."

Lang  Collection 
sparks  African  Art 
show  &  symposium 

On  February  2  Queen's  will  open  the  first 
major  exhibition  based  on  its  new  Lang 
Collection  of  African  art.  The  show, 
which  will  continue  through  March  31, 
is  called  Vision  and  Models:  African 
Sculpture  from  the  Justin  and  Elisabeth 
Lang  Collection.  It  includes  63  master¬ 
pieces  from  West  and  Central  Africa  — 
statuary,  masks  and  objects  of  ceremonial 
and  domestic  life.  Visions  and  Models  has 
been  prepared  by  guest  curator  Dr.  Jac¬ 
queline  Fry,  a  faculty  member  at  the 
University  of  Ottawa  who  was  formerly 
head  of  the  Black  Africa  Department  in 
Paris's  Museum  of  Man. 

An  illustrated  catalogue  is  being 
prepared  to  accompany  the  exhibition, 
and  there  will  also  be  a  one-day  Sym¬ 
posium  on  the  Art  of  Africa  hosted  by  the 
Art  Centre  on  March  21.  Officials  are 
calling  this  the  first  of  a  number  of  conti¬ 
nuing  exhibitions  on  various  aspects  of 
West  African  art  that  will  be  organized 
by  the  Art  Centre  in  association  with  the 
Lang  Collection.  (See  Review,  July- 
August'84) 

Symposium:  The  Art  of  Africa 
Alumni  who  are  either  students  or  collec¬ 
tors  of  African  art  are  welcome  to  attend 
the  Agnes  Etherington  Art  Centre's  sym¬ 
posium  on  The  Art  of  Africa,  being  held 
Saturday,  March  2,  between  10  a.m.  and 
4  p.m.  The  symposium  is  in  celebration 
of  the  Justin  and  Elisabeth  Lang  Collec¬ 
tion,  a  recent  gift  to  Queen's  of  some  574 
African  art  pieces,  particularly  strong  in 
works  from  the  people  of  the  Bamana, 
Luba,  Ashanti,  Lega,  Bakota,  Dogon  and 
Yoruba.

IDEA  Corp  helps 
Queen's  inventions 
get  to  market 

Queen's  and  the  IDEA  Corporation  have 
signed  a  three-year  agreement  worth 
$300,000  to  the  university  in  its  efforts  to 
identify  commercially  significant  research 
developments  and  transfer  them  into  pro¬ 
ductive  industrial  use. 

IDEA  Chairman  H.  Ian  Macdonald 
told  a  press  conference  that  Queen's  is  the 
first  university  to  complete  the  details  of 
its  contract  under  this  program.  “Queen's 
is  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  well 
established  universities  in  Canada,"  he 
said,  “and  the  excellence  of  its  science  and 
engineering  graduates  has  long  been 
recognized. 

“Queen's  has  also  established  a  solid 
reputation  for  its  aggressive  and  suc¬ 
cessful  transfer  of  technology  out  of  the 
university  and  into  industry.  IDEA'S 
Commercial  Development  Officers'  pro¬ 
gram  will  help  support  this  ongoing 
activity." 

Queen's  has  had  a  Patent  Development 
Office  since  1977  (attached  to  the  office 
of  the  Vice-Principal  Services  and  super¬ 
vised  by  Heino  Lilies,  Executive  Assistant 
to  V-P  Jim  Bennett)  and  already  has  about 
40  inventions  and  80  patents  ready  to  be 
marketed.  The  IDEA  contract  will  let 
Queen's  add  a  marketing  specialist  to  its 
ongoing  industrial  liaison  effort. 

IDEA  is  an  Ontario  Crown  corporation 
with  capital  of  $91  million  available  for 
investment  in  technological  innovations 
and  new  technology-based  firms.  Three 
million  of  it  is  earmarked  for  universities 
in  the  province.  IDEA  reports  to  the 
Minister  of  Industry  and  Trade  and  is 
funded  through  the  Board  of  Industrial 
Leadership  and  Development. 

In  1984  IDEA  made  a  major  grant  of 
$800,000  to  support  further  studies  by  Dr. 
Adolfo  De  Bold's  research  team  into  their 
discovery  Cardionatrin,  a  natural  diuretic 
produced  by  the  heart.  Cardionatrin  is 
believed  to  have  tremendous  commercial 
pharmaceutical  potential. 

Some  of  the  other  recent  campus 
developments  that  were  discussed  at  the 
November  press  conference  were: 

•  An  inexpensive  alternative  to 
penicillin  being  developed  by  Queen's

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‘chemist  Saul  Wolfe  and  some  colleagues 
at  the  University  of  Alberta.  The  syn¬ 
thetic  antibiotic  will  be  a  boon  to  those 
who  are  allergic  to  penicillin; 

•  Computer  software  developed  by  the 
Faculty  of  Education  for  use  in  high 
school  computing  courses; 

•  A  portable  coring  device  for  taking 
samples  of  sediment  on  the  bottom  of 
small  lakes. 

On  second  thought, 
no  students  evicted 

Heino  Lilies,  a  lawyer  who  is  Executive 
Assistant  to  Vice-Principal  (Services)  Jim 
Bennett,  announced  in  mid-November 
that  Queen's  had  reached  a  legal  settle¬ 
ment  with  students  who  were  to  be 
evicted  from  university-owned  housing 
following  alleged  violations  of  the  City 
Noise  Bylaw.  The  university  had  begun 
the  eviction  proceedings  under  the  pro¬ 
vincial  Landlord  and  Tenant  Act  after 
receiving  formal  notice  of  the  noise  bylaw 
infractions  following  street  parties  on  the 
nights  of  October  12  and  13. 

He  said  that  following  the  beginning  of 
the  eviction  proceedings,  he  visited  the 
students  in  their  homes  to  make  sure  that 
they  understood  the  situation  and  to  get 
their  point  of  view.  He  found  that  all  of 
the  students  were  in  first  or  second  year 
and  thus  had  “no  real  knowledge  or  ap¬ 
preciation  of  the  connection  between 
noise  and  street  parties  and  the  way  these 
issues  had  unfolded  before  they  came  to 
Queen's." 

He  also  examined  the  written  informa¬ 
tion  given  to  students  who  occupy  univer¬ 
sity  housing  and  found  that  it  was  not 
specific  enough  on  the  question  of  how 
seriously  the  university  views  noise  bylaw 
violations.  He  concluded  that  eviction  by 
Queen's  would  be  an  extreme  remedy, 
given  the  students'  lack  of  knowledge. 

The  students  have  since  entered  into  a 
written  undertaking  to  comply  with  the 
terms  of  their  leases  and  the  City's 
bylaws,  particularly  the  Noise  Bylaw. 

"We  are  satisfied,"  said  Prof.  Lilies, 
"that  this  agreement  protects  the  present 
and  future  interests  of  the  University." 


First  PhD  awarded  in 
Queen's/Trent  program 

When  Alexander  B.  Young  received  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  at 
Queen's  Fall  Convocation  October  27,  he 
became  the  first  candidate  to  receive  a 
PhD  through  the  Queen's/Trent 
cooperative  program  in  graduate  studies. 
His  supervisors  were  Chemistry  pro¬ 
fessors  R.E.  March  of  Trent  and  J.A. 
Stone  of  Queen's. 

Dr.  Young  was  one  of  the  first  to  enroll 
in  the  Queen's/Trent  program  in  1981, 
says  the  Trent  Fortnightly.  Through  this 
plan  students  work  towards  Queen's 
graduate  degrees  under  the  supervision  of 
Trent  faculty  who  have  been  named  ad¬ 
junct  professors  by  Queen's.  Six  students 
are  currently  enrolled:  two  doctoral  can¬ 
didates  in  Chemistry  and  one  in  Biology, 
and  three  working  towards  master's 
degrees  —  one  in  Physics  and  two  in 
Classics. 

Foreign  policy  under 
scrutiny  with  grant 
from  Donner  group 

Four  Queen's  professors  have  received  a 
grant  of  $128,650  from  the  Donner  Cana¬ 
dian  Foundation  to  study  the  impact  of 
new  and  shifting  United  States  interna¬ 
tional  strategies  on  Canada's  foreign 
policy. 

The  four  are  all  professors  in  Political 
Studies:  David  Cox,  DaVid  Haglund,  Col¬ 
in  Leys  and  John  Meisel,  former  chairman 
of  the  CRTC.  They  will  pursue  four 
separate  research  projects  through  the 
University's  Program  of  Studies  in  Na¬ 
tional  and  International  Development. 
The  grant,  which  is  for  three  years,  also 
covers  a  series  of  workshops  that  will 
bring  a  number  of  distinguished 
academics  to  Queen's. 

The  project's  formal  name  is  Sovereign¬ 
ty  and  Security:  Canadian  Foreign  Policy 
Responses  to  the  Assertion  of  American 
Power  in  Regional  and  Comparative 
Perspectives.

The  Program  of  Studies  in  National  and 
International  Development  was  begun  in 
1983  after  initiatives  taken  by  professors 


David  Cox  and  Colin  Leys.  It  was  laun¬ 
ched  with  a  grant  from  the  Principal's 
Development  Fund  and  is  already  thriv¬ 
ing  in  its  program  of  bringing  together 
specialists  in  comparative  politics,  inter¬ 
national  development  and  international 
politics.  During  Fall  1984  it  published  the 

seventh  in  a  series  of  Occasional  Papers.

Quebec  filmmaker  is 
Michener  Visitor 

One  of  Canada's  most  accomplished  film¬ 
makers,  Jean-Pierre  Lefebvre,  was  this 
year's  Michener  Visitor  at  Queen's, 
November  12-15.  His  public  lecture, 
highlight  of  the  annual  visitorship,  was 
titled,  Creating:  What  for?  For  whom? 

Although  he  has  been  making  interna¬ 
tionally  acclaimed  movies  for  19  years, 
M.  Lefebvre  remains  largely  unknown  in 
Canada  outside  his  native  Quebec.  When 
his  movie  Les  Fleurs  Sauvages  became  the 
only  Canadian  feature  officially  invited 
to  the  Cannes  Festival  in  1982,  Globe  & 
Mail  critic  Jay  Scott  noted:  "Most  Cana¬ 
dians  have  never  seen  a  Lefebvre  film  and 
are  unaware  of  the  range  of  his  work." 

A  native  Montrealer  who  is  now  43,  M. 
Lefebvre  has  acted  as  a  critic  for  major 
publications  and  written  radio  drama,

poetry  and  magazine  articles,  in  addition 
to  producing  films. 

The  objective  of  the  Michener  Visitor- 
ship  is  to  provide  a  forum  for  fran¬ 
cophone  Canadian  views  on  issues  affec¬ 
ting  national  unity  and  cultural 
cohesiveness.  The  first  two  Michener 
Visitors  were  scientist  Larkin  Kerwin  and 
journalist  Lise  Bissonette.  The  annual 
event  was  established  in  1980  by  the 
University  Senate  and  funded  by  his 
friends  as  a  tribute  to  retiring  Chancellor 
Roland  Michener. 

Jean-Pierre  Lefebvre  participated  in  a 
number  of  campus  seminars  and  bilingual 
activities,  including  a  special  showing  of 
his  movie  Le  vieux  pays  ou  Rimbaud  est 
mort,  with  discussion  following.

Rick  Powers,  Rector 


New  Rector  is  a  , 
young  alumnus 

In  AMS  and  GSS  elections  in  November, 
Rick  Powers,  who  has  spent  11  years  on 
campus  as  student,  don  and  Athletics  staff 
member,  defeated  four  other  student  can¬ 
didates  to  become  Rector  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity.  The  post  makes  him  the  students' 
ombudsman  and  their  only  voting 
representative  on  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
The  Rector  also  has  a  ceremonial  role  in 
Convocations.  Mr.  Powers  succeeds  Jim 
Harris,  Arts'85,  who  stepped  down  after 
two  active  years  of  his  three-year  term. 
Rick  Powers,  Arts/PHE'78,  MBA'83,  and 
a  Tricolour  Award  winner,  is  currently 
a  second-year  Law  student.  While  cam¬ 
paigning  he  stressed  that  the  rector  should 
not  make  decision  on  issues,  but  should 
bring  together  all  sides  in  a  dispute. 


International  Centre 
has  role  rewarded 

The  Global  Dimensions  Development 
Education  Program,  part  of  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Centre's  current  three-pronged  pro¬ 
gram,  has  received  a  contribution  of 
$339,000  from  CIDA  (Canadian  Interna¬ 
tional  Development  Agency).  The  CIDA 
grant  mandates  the  Centre's  development 
education  team  ''to  diversify  its  program¬ 
ming  and  activities  beyond  the  previous 
focus  on  schools  and  to  reach  out  to  new 
audiences  within  the  Queen's  University 
and  Kingston  communities,"  says  Direc¬ 
tor  Wayne  Myles.  The  contract  is  for 
three  years. 

Last  year  a  similar  global  awareness 
program  operated  by  the  International 
Centre  generated  12,460  direct  contacts 
with  students  and  1,250  contacts  with 
teachers.  With  the  new  CIDA  grant,  the 
focus  on  schools  will  include  student 
workshops,  global  development  educa¬ 
tion  courses  for  teachers,  teachers-in- 
training  sessions,  and  a  Travelling 
Caravan  pilot  project. 

Under  the  community/university 
focus,  the  organizers  hope  to  interna¬ 
tionalize  Queen's  curriculum,  hold  orien¬ 
tation  sessions,  produce  cable  TV  shows, 
and  to  document  the  needs  and  resources 
of  foreign  people  in  the  Kingston  area. 

A  new  push  will  also  be  made  to  col¬ 
lect,  organize  and  disseminate  informa¬ 
tion  and  resources  and  to  improve  the 
coordination  of  the  many  in-Centre 
activities. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  International 
Centre,  published  in  November,  also 
mentions  that  in  1983-84  a  booklet  on  the 
history  of  the  Centre  was  published 
(1962-84)  and  that  groundwork  was  laid 
for  computerizing  the  administrative  side 
and  educational  resources  of  the  Centre. 
The  report  also  describes  the  ongoing  sup¬ 
port  of  the  Rotary  Club  and  the  Ed  and 
Anna  Churchill  Foundation.

Robert  Stanfield  is 
first  MacGregor  Visitor 

The  Hon.  Robert  L.  Stanfield  has  ac¬ 
cepted  Queen's  invitation  to  be  the  first 
Kenneth  R.  MacGregor  Lecturer  in  Inter¬ 
governmental  Relations.  He  will  deliver 
a  public  lecture  on  February  25  and  will 
remain  on  campus  until  the  27th,  par¬ 
ticipating  in  a  series  of  classes  and 
seminars  and  meeting  informally  with 
students  and  staff.  Mr.  Stanfield  is  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Institute  for  Research  on 
Public  Policy  and  was  Premier  of  Nova 
Scotia  1956-67  and  leader  of  the  Pro¬ 
gressive  Conservative  Party  1967-76. 

The  lectureship,  which  honours  Ken¬ 
neth  R.  MacGregor,  BSc'29  (Mechanical), 
a  longtime  Queen's  Trustee  and  retired 
chairman  of  Mutual  Life  Assurance,  is 
funded  by  Mutual  Life,  members  of 
Queen's  Board  and  other  friends. 

Chinese  pay  visit  to 
Rehab  Medicine 

The  Department  of  Rehabilitation 
Medicine  was  recently  visited  by  a  delega¬ 
tion  from  the  Chinese  Welfare  Fund  for 
the  Handicapped.  The  day-long  visit  also 
took  in  rehabilitation  units  at  St.  Mary's 
of  the  Lake  and  Kingston  General 
hospitals. 

The  group  is  gathering  information  in 
preparation  for  the  construction  of 
China's  first  rehabilitation  centre.  It  is 
estimated  that  China  has  more  than  20 
million  seriously  disabled  citizens. 

Among  the  hosts  were  Dr.  Gavin 
Shanks,  head  of  Rehab  Medicine  at 
Queen's,  Dr.  David  Symington  of  the 
same  department,  Dr.  D.L.  Wilson,  Dean 
of  Medicine,  and  hospital  representatives 
J.  deMora  and  Dr.  Gilbert  Rosenberg. 

It  is  expected  that  liaison  between 
Canadian  and  Chinese  rehabilitation  cen¬ 
tres  will  be  maintained.

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Donner  grant  aids 
study  on  aboriginal 
self-government 

The  Donner  Canadian  Foundation  has 
made  a  grant  to  Queen's  Institute  of  In¬ 
tergovernmental  Relations  for  a  project 
on  Aboriginal  Peoples  and  Constitutional 
Reform.  The  grant  of  $55,000  relates  to 
one  of  this  charitable  foundation's  major 
fields  of  interest,  Native  Peoples '  of 
Canada. 

The  project  will  focus  on  aboriginal 
self-government,  a  major  agenda  topic  of 
the  First  Ministers'  Conference  on 
Aboriginal  Constitutional  Matters  held  in 
March  1984.  A  main  objective  will  be  to 
clarify  and  'operationalize'  alternative 
concepts  of  self-government.  One  tack 
will  be  to  relate  international  experience 
to  the  Canadian  context.  Research  will 
also  cover  the  positions  taken  by  Indian, 
Inuit  and  Metis  organizations. 

The  Institute  of  Intergovernmental 
Relations  has  a  long  history  of  research 
on  the  Constitution.  Director  Peter  M. 
Leslie  considers  that  this  grant  will  assist 
the  Institute  ''in  fulfilling  its  mandate  to 
promote  public  education  on  various 
aspects  of  Canadian  federalism." 

A  series  of  papers  will  be  released  and 
a  workshop  held  prior  to  the  next  First 
Ministers'  conference  on  the  subject, 
which  must  be  convened  before  April  17. 

In  addition  to  the  grant  from  the  Don¬ 
ner  Foundation,  this  project  has  the  finan¬ 
cial  support  of  several  provincial  and  ter¬ 
ritorial  governments. 


For  the  first  time  in  its  history,  the 
Aesculapian  Society  has  a  woman 
president  —  Sharon  Caughey, 
Meds'86,  of  Nepean,  Ont.  Sharon 
recently  told  a  Queen's  Journal  in¬ 
terviewer  that  the  fact  that  she's  a 
woman  DID  play  a  part  in  her  elec¬ 
tion  campaign:  "I  figured  it  was  a 
big  job  and  therefore  needed  two 
X  chromosomes."

AMS  Report  to  the  Alumni

As  we  head  into  winter,  there  is  time  and  cause  to  reflect  on  the  Fall  of  1984.  This  column 
is  dedicated  to  a  review  of  the  controversies  and  our  responses  for  your  information  and 
comment. 

Last  February,  our  executive  was  elected  on  a  platform  dedicate^!  to  making  student 
government  more  efficient  and  accountable.  After  a  very  productive  summer,  little  did 
we  expect  to  spend  most  of  the  Fall  'dodging  the  bullets'  fired  by  our  critics.  The  annual 
McGill  Weekend  was  transformed  from  another  chapter  in  the  historic  rivalry  into  a  widely 
reported  (and  exaggerated)  'celebration'  by  exuberant  fans.  The  goalposts  came  down  and 
journalists  sounded  an  alarm  that  rang  until  the  end  of  November,  when  the  AMS  voted 
to  contribute  $750  towards  the  cost  of  repairs.  In  an  accompanying  letter  to  Dean  Steven¬ 
son  of  McGill,  I  said: 

"Please  accept  this  cheque  as  a  contribution  on  behalf  of  Queen's  University  ...a 
gesture  of  goodwill,  not  legally  admitting  responsibility.  ...The  destructive  exuberance 
perpetrated  by  some  of  the  students  I  represent  cannot  be  denied,  but,  unlike  the 
media,  I  trust  you  will  recognize  that  the  overwhelming  majority  of  Queen's  students, 
particularly  at  the  game  in  question,  are  proud  of  their  school,  but  mindful  of  the 
law  and  the  terms  of  friendly  rivalry  and  good  sportsmanship.”

The  next  crisis  developed  amidst  the  enthusiasm  of  Homecoming  Weekend,  when  hun¬ 
dreds  of  students,  alumni  and  others  gathered  on  University  Avenue  on  the  Friday  and 
Saturday  nights.  The  dreaded  Street  Party.  The  damage  to  private  property  was  minimal, 
but  the  same  can't  be  said  for  town-gown  relations  or  the  reputation  of  Queen's.  At  a  press 
conference  the  following  week,  I  attempted  to  keep  things  in  perspective  and  look  to  the 
future. 

"Of  the  64  charges  laid  throughout  the  weekend,  only  16  were  Queen's  students 
(10  were  alumni  and  38  were  locals  or  visitors).  Nonetheless,  we  are  taking  the  follow¬ 
ing  action: 

•  Paying  for  the  clean-up  and  some  Police  costs; 

•  Pursuing  disciplinary  action  under  the  University  Code  of  Conduct; 

•  Preparing  a  full  report  on  large  events  sponsored  by  the  AMS; 

•  Meeting  with  City  Council  and  Police  to  review  this  year  and  plan  for  next; 

•  Co-operating  fully  with  the  Principal's  review  of  Orientation  and  the  implemen¬ 
tation  of  an  Alcohol  Awareness  Program. 

Since  that  press  conference,  we  have  spent  many  hours  fulfilling  those  commitments.  The 
support  of  Principal  Smith  and  his  staff  has  been  reassuring  and  invaluable.  Together  we 
have  shouldered  an  unbelievable  barrage  of  criticism,  but  a  sense  of  perspective  and  pro¬ 
portion  is  prevailing.  After  this  tumultuous  Fall,  the  widely  envied  Queen's  spirit  will, 
in  fact,  be  better  defined  and  thereby  stronger. 

IN  OTHER  NEWS: 

•  Jim  Harris'  distinguished  term  as  Rector  concluded  with  the  election  of  his  successor, 
Rick  Powers,  Law'86,  on  November  22.  Jim  has  been  a  trusted  and  helpful  colleague,  and 
Rick  will  be  a  worthy  and  notable  successor. 

•  The  first  instalment  of  our  million-dollar  pledge  to  the  Queen's  Appeal  is  in  the  bank: 
$168,000!  We  are  encouraged  to  follow  the  success  of  the  overall  campaign,  and  welcome 
the  allocation  and  expenditure  of  this  badly  needed  financial  support.

"The  proposal  for  the  realignment  of  the  men's  and  women's  athletics 
programs  has  been  examined  by  most  of  the  pertinent  committees  on 
campus.  The  concept  was  approved  by  the  Men's  and  Women's  Inter¬ 
collegiate  Athletics  Committees  and  the  University  Council  on  Athletics 
in  the  early  Fall  and  was  then  sent  to  Queen's  Senate  in  October  1984. 

"Senate  received  the  recommendations  of  the  UCA  and  referred  the 
issue  to  the  Senate  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  (SCOSA)  for  further 
study.  SCOSA  is  planning  to  gather  more  information  through  an  open 
meeting  early  in  1985  and  will  report  back  to  Senate  in  late  January. 

"Final  decisions  on  the  campuses  of  McGilL  Western,  Toronto, 
Queen's  and  other  universities  will  be  made  by  late  March  so  that 
notification  may  be  made  at  the  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Cana¬ 
dian  Interuniversities  Athletic  Union  (CIAU)  in  June. 

"Currently,  the  1986-87  season  is  seen  to  be  the  most  appropriate 
target  date  for  the  new  intercollegiate  conference."

Eugby 

For  both  Queen's  players  and  supporters,  the  1984  OUAA  Rugby  season 
was  an  exciting  one.  The  league  structure  was  changed  this  year  after 
the  addition  of  teams  from  Carleton  and  Trent,  which  made  a  total 
of  12  universities  participating  in  varsity  action.  Two  benefits  of  the 
i  league  split  were  fewer  league  games  and  fewer  long-distance  road  trips. 

Queen's,  in  the  division  with  Toronto,  York,  Trent,  RMC  and 
Carleton,  was  promised  a  successful  season  by  a  large  number  of  return¬ 
ing  veterans  plus  an  encouraging  number  of  talented  rookies  and 
transfers. 

True  to  the  predictions,  Queen's  fared  well  in  league  play.  The  First 
XV  pack  continually  dominated  all  opposition,  thanks  to  a  profusion 
of  talent  plus  hard  work  on  the  newly  acquired  scrum  machine,  pur¬ 
chased  with  the  support  of  Queen's  Old  Boys.  Their  record  was  6  wins, 
1  loss  during  the  regular  season,  the  only  defeat  being  a  heartbreaker 
4-6  against  York. 

The  Second  XV  went  through  the  season  even  more  successfully,  with 
a  6-0  record.  Most  games  were  greater  than  30  points  for  and  nil  against. 
Both  teams  had  but  a  single  try  scored  against  them  in  league  play. 
Strong  efforts  from  talented  forwards  provided  the  ball  for  dazzling 
displays  of  second-phase  rugby  from  the  three-quarter  line. 

Playoff  action  saw  second-place  Queen's  visit  the  Western  Division 
champs,  McMaster.  Behind  9-7  at  three-quarter  time,  the  Queen's  for¬ 
wards  broke  the  game  wide  open.  The  backs  showed  their  apprecia¬ 
tion  with  brilliant  dummies  and  scissors.  Final  score:  25-9,  with  the  vic¬ 
torious  Queen's  set  to  host  the  final. 

The  Second  XV  final  saw  Western  Division  champions,  the  Western 
Mustangs,  hand  Queen's  seconds  their  first  defeat  all  season.  The  con¬ 
test  was  well  played  and  hard-fought,  but  Queen's  couldn't  penetrate 
offensively  and  fell  9-3  to  a  well-disciplined,  enthusiastic  Western  bunch. 
The  stage  was  then  set  for  a  rematch  against  York,  who  had  defeated 
Western  15-9  in  semi-final  action. 

Again  the  forwards  were  the  ones  to  score  and,  with  the  help  of  the 
talented  foot  of  the  rookie  fly-half,  Queen's  led  the  Yeomen  9-3  at  the 
half.  The  second  half  was  not  as  lucky  for  Queen's,  and  the  extra  weight 
and  superb  back  row  play  of  the  Yeoman  forwards  took  their  toll.  York 
went  ahead  12-9  and  held  their  lead  to  win  the  game.  The  second  half 
was  highlighted  by  a  ten-minute  goal-line  stand  which  saw  16  exhausted 
forwards  scrumming  on  the  order  of  15  times  on  the  Queen's  goal-line. 
It  was  a  tribute  to  the  courage  and  composure  of  the  entire  Queen's 
squad  that  no  points  were  scored  at  that  time,  and  unfortunate  that 
two  Queen's  near-tries  were  disallowed  as  not  being  unequivocal  in  this 
tightly  played  display  of  university  rugby  at  its  finest.  As  the  final  whistle 
blew,  the  Gaels  had  no  reason  to  hang  their  heads,  and  spectators, 
coaches  and  fellow-players  were  rightly  proud  of  this  team. 

All  in  all  it  was  an  extremely  enjoyable  season  and  gratifying  for 
coaches  Jim  Stone  and  Don  Koval  in  their  second  year  at  the  helm.i 


The  Men's  OUAA  Soccer  Team  completed  the  season  with  a  very  respec¬ 
table  record  —  the  best  for  several  years  —  but  just  failed  to  make  the 
playoffs.  The  Gaels  finished  in  second  place,  tied  with  Carleton  Ravens, 
but  because  of  a  differential  of  one  goal  in  face-to-face  competition, 
the  Gaels  missed  the  playoff  spot.  (Ironically,  in  the  OUAA  Western 
division,  the  top  three  teams  make  the  playoffs.) 

The  season  ended  in  climactic  fashion  with  a  double-header  against 
the  1983  Canadian  champions,  Laurentian,  rated  No.  1  in  the  nation. 
The  Gaels  fought  with  great  spirit  to  gain  the  vital  one  point  necessary 
to  make  the  playoffs,  but  Laurentian  showed  its  strength  by  coming 
back  and  edging  the  Gaels  3-2  in  the  dying  minutes. 

The  1984  Gaels  were  a  judicious  blend  of  veterans  (OUAA  All-Stars 
Armanda  Teves,  John  Walker,  James  Walker)  and  mostly  first-time 
players  (Dave  Symons,  Dave  Forster,  Stephen  Gregory,  amongst  many) 
who  will  be  back  next  year.  Not  returning  will  be  five-year  veteran  Cap¬ 
tain  James  Walker,  whose  spirit,  skills  and  goal-scoring  ability  will  be 
sadly  missed  in  the  mid-field.  Coach  John  Walker  will  be  back  for  his 
16th  season.

On  a  sad  note.  Professor  Walker  regrets  to  announce  the  untimely  death 
of  yet  another  five-year  veteran  Soccer  Old  Boy,  John  Booth,  in  Toronto 
this  summer.  John  will  be  greatly  missed  by  his  friends.  The  Old  Boys 
are  donating  a  soccer  trophy  to  be  awarded  each  year  in  the  name  of 
both  John  Booth  and  Bill  Ersil.

Women's  Basketball 

Once  again  it  appears  that  the  Golden  Gaels  are  headed  for  a  berth 
in  the  OWIAA  provincial  playoffs  at  McMaster  in  mid-February.  Their 
present  8  and  4  overall  record  does  not  reflect  the  potential  of  this  year's 
squad.  Veteran  provincial  All-Star  Karen  McComber  finds  herself  sur¬ 
rounded  by  quality  backcourt  specialist  Jenny  Quail,  deadly  outside 
shooter  Kelly  Massingham  (recovered  from  the  knee  injury  that  sidelined 
her  for  most  of  last  season),  the  powerful  inside/outside  game  of  Shel¬ 
ly  Gahagan  (a  stand-out  transfer  from  Brandon),  and  rebound  specialist 
Colleen  Ahrens. 

The  fast-improving  and  versatile  Sheila  Coleman  has  added  depth 
to  the  starting  line-up,  too;  Jackie  Dusenbury,  last  year's  Alfie  Pierce 
Award  winner,  extends  the  depth  at  guard,  while  former  volleyball  star 
Leslie  Strickler  is  rapidly  improving  at  centre.  Among  the  most  pro¬ 
mising  rookies  are  Dawn  Lumley,  Sue  Little,  Maureen  Mossor  and  Deb 
Weimer. 

In  league  play  the  team  has  overcome  rough  bouts  of  illness  to  main¬ 
tain  second  place  in  the  country's  toughest  conference,  the  OWIAA  East 
Division.  With  a  record  3  and  1,  Queen's  has  yet  to  face  the  powerful 
Toronto  and  Laurentian  squads,  ranked  1st  and  3rd  in  Canada,  respec¬ 
tively,  but  this  year's  team  is  capable  of  upsetting  either  of  them.

BACKGROUND 


Board  of  Trustees:  The  38-member  Board  of  Trustees 
handles  the  University's  financial  matters:  capital  ex¬ 
penditures,  building  programs,  property  purchases,  in¬ 
vestments,  allocation  of  bequests  and  other  private 
support,  academic  fee  structure,  staff  pensions,  etc. 
Trustees  are  also  charged  with  responsibility  for  ap¬ 
pointing  the  Principal,  Vice-Principals  and  certain 
senior  staff,  and  for  enacting  rules  and  ordinances.  The 
Board  normally  meets  five  times  a  year.  Meetings  of  the 
Board  are  open  to  the  public  upon  presentation  of  a 
ticket  of  admission  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

University  Council:  The  University  Council  was  provid¬ 
ed  for  in  the  Statute  of  1874  to  guarantee  graduates  a 
voice  in  University  policy-making.  The  Council  consists 
of  all  Trustees,  members  of  the  University  Senate,  plus 
a  number  of  elected  graduates  equal  to  the  number  of 
Trustees  and  Senators  combined  (usually  96).  Council 
is  concerned  with  the  University's  well-being  and  pro¬ 
sperity,  monitors  policies  (on  admission,  academic 
balance,  status  of  women,  student  counselling  services, 
etc.),  and  devises  the  by-laws  of  internal  government. 
Council  meets  in  plenary  session  on  campus  once  a 
year,  with  the  Chancellor  presiding.

The  Queen's  Review  is  received  by  many  who 
are  not  graduates  and  therefore  not  entitled  to 
vote.  Since  only  Queen's  alumni  have  a  seven¬ 
digit  number  included  in  the  Review  mailing 
label,  the  requirement  that  this  number  be  in¬ 
serted  in  the  ballot  makes  it  possible  to  verify 
by  computer  that  the  ballots  were  cast  by  a 
Queen's  graduate.

Repenting  the  sins  of 
sexual  discrimination 

Your  September-October  issue  (1984)  car¬ 
ried  two  excerpts  from  the  Queen's  Col¬ 
lege  Journal,  1884,  highlighting  the  awar¬ 
ding  of  the  first  B.A.  degrees  to  women 
at  Queen's.  These  excerpts  leave  the  im¬ 
pression  that  they  were  "the  first  women 
who  graduated  in  Arts  in  Canada." 

Mount  Allison  University  has  long 
claimed  the  distinction  of  having  award¬ 
ed  the  first  B.A.  degree  to  a  woman  in 
Canada  (1882),  and  the  first  B.Sc.  degree 
to  a  woman  in  the  British  Empire  (1875). 
(See  the  recently  published  History  of 
Mount  Allison  University  by  Dr.  John 
Reid.) 

I  do  not  intend,  by  this  letter,  to 
disparage  the  scholarly  achievement  of 
Eliza  Fitzgerald,  or  to  belittle  Queen's  for 
being  only  slightly  slower  than  Mount 
Allison  in  repenting  for  their  earlier  ,sins 
of  sexual  discrimination.

A  Fond  Look  Back,  and 
a  Tribute  to  Sc'19 

The  Review  of  September-October  1984 
contained  several  articles  that  I  cannot 
help  commenting  on,  since  they  brought 
back  many  fond  memories. 

First,  there  is  Lottie  Whitton,  Arts'17, 
"a  real  spark  plug."  When  things  got  too 
quiet  around  campus,  there  would  appear 
in  the  Journal,  of  which  she  was  editor, 
remarks  such  as,  "Those  Science  students 
are  just  a  bunch  of  educated  plumbers." 
Things  perked  up  promptly. 

Then,  there  is  that  wonderful  tribute  to 
my  classmate  Joe  Stauffer.  It  might  be 
mentioned  that  Joe  joined  the  RNAS  after 
his  freshman  year  but  suffered  a  broken 
leg  in  a  landing  accident,  while  training. 
He  returned  to  Queen's  after  missing  on¬ 
ly  a  year.  His  many  benefactions  were  not 
too  well  known,  but  that  is  the  way  he 
wanted  it. 

Finally,  it  was  good  to  read  about  the 
revival  of  the  John  Orr  Award.  As  in¬ 
dicated,  it  originated  as  the  Toronto 
Award  and  was  first  presented  in  1954  to 
Capt.  Eddie  Baker,  founder  of  the  CNIB. 
My  interest  may  be  more  understandable 


if  I  mention  that  I  happened  to  be  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Toronto  Alumni  at  the  time. 

I  should  also  mention  another  recipient 
of  the  award,  namely  J.R.  Gordon  in 
1961,  also  a  member  of  Sc'19.  "Skin"  was 
with  the  Ontario  Research  Foundation  in 
Toronto,  went  to  Inco  in  Sudbury  in  the 
early  1930s  as  Research  Director,  and 
eventually  became  President  of  Inco  in 
New  York  City.  The  present  Inco 
Research  Laboratory,  now  located  in 
Mississauga,  bears  his  name. 

Another  worthy  Sc'19er,  namely  Cliff 
Gibson,  was  a  mining  engineer.  Along 
with  his  many  other  accomplishments. 
Cliff  spent  an  enormous  amount  of  time 
and  effort  to  make  the  lot  of  mine 
workers  much  safer  than  formerly. 

I  cannot  close  this  epistle  without  men¬ 
tioning  the  name  of  another,  ardent 
Queen's  man  and  also  Sc'19er,  namely 
Norman  F.  Tisdale,  who  was  V-P  of  the 
Molybdenum  Co.  of  America  in  Pitts¬ 
burgh.  "Tizzy"  fathered  and  organized  an 
annual  talk  to  Queen's  student  by  promi¬ 
nent  engineers  (the  Advisory  Council  on 
Engineering).  Herb  Hamilton  has  ade¬ 
quately  covered  this  achievement  in  his 
book  ( Queen's  Queen's  Queen's,  Alum¬ 
ni  Association,  1977  and  1982). 

It  is  true  that  many  Sc'19ers,  owing  to 
their  war  effort,  did  not  graduate  in  that 
year,  including  all  of  those  mentioned 
above.  Nevertheless,  nearly  all  of  them 
maintained  their  "allegiance"  (as  indicated 
by  the  numbers  at  our  reunions)  partly, 
perhaps,  because  we  were  a  relatively 
small  group  to  start  with.

Where  Was  Mrs.  Newlands? 

I  greatly  enjoyed  "Women  at  Queen's:

I  read  through  it  hoping  to  find 
Mrs.  Newland's  name.  When  I  started  as 
a  Math  major  in  1927,  she  was  one  of  my 
teachers  —  a  good  teacher  and  a  great 
friend.  She  told  me  that  when  she 
graduated  in  Maths  from  Queen's  (1892) 
she  couldn't  get  a  job  teaching  in  a  high 
school  because  she  was  a  woman.  So,  the 
head  of  the  Mathematics  Department  at 
Queen's  asked  her  to  come  back  and  teach 
at  the  University.  I  hope  my  memory 
serves  me  right;  1927  was  a  long  time  ago!

Editor's  Reply:  We  are  grateful  to  Mrs. 
Macpherson  for  bringing  to  our  attention 
this  early  woman  faculty  member.  Mrs. 
T.A.  Newlands  (Etta  A.  Reid),  MA  1892, 
taught  at  Queen's  for  three  years  after 
graduation  because  the  head  of 
Mathematics,  the  legendary  Nathan 
Dupuis,  knew  of  her  dilemma  with  sex-

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ism  in  the  high  schools  and  also  knew  her 
as  a  fine  scholar.  She  left  Queen's  to 
marry,  but  returned  to  teaching  again  in 
the  1920s  and  remained  with  the  depart¬ 
ment  for  10  years.  Mrs.  Newlands  was  ac¬ 
tive  on  the  Kingston  Board  of  Education 
and  chaired  it  for  two  years  of  con¬ 
siderable  building.  At  the  time  of  her 
death  in  1963,  she  was  94  years  old  and 
fourth  on  Queen's  seniority  list. 

In  a  1958  edition  of  the  Review,  there 
was  an  article  featuring  Mrs.  Newlands 
and  what  she  recalled  as  "the  first  girls' 
supper  ever  given  to  a  graduating  class 
at  Queen's."  The  date  was  April  27,  1896, 
and  the  host  was  that  man-ahead-of-his 
time,  Nathan  Dupuis.  Mrs.  Newlands 
was  president  of  Levana  that  year  (before 
1900  it  was  customary  for  undergraduate 
bodies,  the  AMS  included,  to  choose 
graduates  as  heads);  one  of  the  other 
toastmistresses  at  the  occasion  was  Flora 
Stewart  of  Arts'97,  who  went  on  to  what 
was  described  as  "almost  a  pioneer  career 
for  a  woman  in  life  insurance."  —  Thank 
you,  Mrs.  Macpherson,  for  making  us 
look  again  at  some  of  Queen's  outstand¬ 
ing  alumnae.  —  CMP 

Good  old  days,  and 
a  cure  for  bad  ones 

Thank  you  for  the  Review  telling  of  the 
early  days  when  Queen's  was  among  the 
first  to  encourage  women  to  work  for 
higher  education  (Sept. -Oct. '84)  and  the 
way  Queen's  made  it  possible  to  get  in¬ 
struction  by  correspondence  —  mailing 
work  across  the  country  and  letting  ex¬ 
aminations  and  other  courses  be  taken  at 
Queen's  during  summer  holiday  time. 
What  a  help  to  young  teachers,  and  how 
I  enjoyed  that  in  my  schools  from  Essex 
County  up  to  the  mining  area  of  Cobalt! 

That  edition  brought  back  those 
beautiful  days.  Now  history  has  gone 
much  further.  Universities  in  Canada  are 
asking  for  more  financial  help.  They  are 
asking  for  higher  marks  to  come.  What 
is  the  cause  of  all  this  —  even  of  much 
higher  costs  per  year?  Is  it  not  largely 
because  of  our  government  spending 
billions  on  arms,  and  itself  making  and 
selling  arms  across  the  world?  How  long 
will  the  people  allow  this  to  go  on?  Is  war 
the  answer  to  our  problems  today?  I  think 
not.

At  the  end  of  September  1 984,  727  alumni,  their  spouses  and  children  were 
insured  by  Standard  Life  under  the  company's  special  term  insurance  package 
for  Queen's  alumni,  called  'Protection  Plus.'

(including  students  to  the  age  of  23). 

For  males  aged  30  and  under,  for  example,  $25,000  of  insurance  costs  only 
$1  7.75  per  year  for  non-smokers  or  $25.25  for  smokers.  For  those  aged  36-41 , 
annual  premiums  are  $32  and  $50.50  (non-smokers  or  smokers,  respective¬ 
ly).  In  the  age  bracket  46-50,  premiums  are  $73.25  and  $125.75  annually. 
Standard  Life  considers  all  women  four  years  younger  than  men  of  the  same 
age,  in  effect;  this  lowers  the  rate  for  alumnae  in  many  cases.  For  children, 
the  premium  is  fixed  at  $14  per  year  each.

John  Orr  Dinner  an 
outstanding  success 

No  one  can  remember  seeing  such  a  gathering  of  Queen's  alumni 
in  Toronto  since  the  great  football  dances  of  the  1950s,  when 
the  Toronto  Branch  under  President  John  Munro  would  fill  both 
ballrooms  of  the  Royal  York. 

Almost  800  Queen's  friends  accepted  the  Branch's  invitation 
to  the  revived  John  Orr  Award  Dinner  (see  recent  issues  of  the 
Review)  and  came  out  dressed  to  dine  and  dance  in  honour  of 
the  1984  award  winner,  Ronald  L.  Watts,  Principal  of  Queen's 
1974-84.  The  site  was  the  new  Metro  Toronto  Convention 
Centre. 

Queen's  Bands  made  a  big  hit  with  the  partisan  crowd.  So 
did  the  assembly  of  Queen's  athletes  who  had  competed  in  the 
Olympics  at  Los  Angeles.  Another  of  the  evening's  many  grace 
notes  was  the  presentation  to  Queen's  Archives  of  the  gold 
medal  in  Classics  won  by  one  of  Queen's  first  women  graduates, 
Eliza  Fitzgerald.  The  gift  adds  to  Queen's  year-long  celebration 
of  the  centenary  of  women  graduates,  and  came  from  Mrs.  T.E. 
Nichols  of  Hamilton  and  her  family,  all  relatives  of  Miss 
Fitzgerald. 

Just  how  successful  was  the  John  Orr  revival?  The  Globe  & 
Mail's  Zena  Cherry  actually  came,  saw,  and  was  conquered. 
Among  those  mentioned  in  her  column  of  December  4  was  Bruce 
B.  Alexander,  Com. '60,  Ontario's  Deputy  Minister  of  Transpor¬ 
tation  and  Communications,  instigator  of  the  dinner-dance,  and 
chairman  for  the  evening.  University  Chaplain  Brian  Yealland, 
M.Div.'72,  said  grace,  and  Rector  James  Harris,  Arts'85,  pro¬ 
posed  the  toast  to  the  University. 

"Others  at  the  head  table,  some  with  their  spouses,"  reported 
Mrs.  Cherry,  "included  David  Chadwick  Smith,  the  new  prin¬ 
cipal;  Toronto  lawyer  Norman  MacLeod  Rogers  (Arts'43), 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees;  Agnes  Benidickson 
(Arts'41),  the  Chancellor;  John  Lougheed,  Arts'85,  President 
of  the  Alma  Mater  Society;  Barry  Young,  Sc.

Guests  included  J.H.  'Jake'  Warren,  Arts'41,  LLD'74,  former 
Canadian  High  Commissioner  in  London,  now  Vice-Chairman 
of  the  Bank  of  Montreal;  Cedric  E.  Ritchie,  LLD'84,  Chairman 
of  the  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia;  and  Lawrence  G.  Greenwood, 
LLD'84,  a  director  of  the  Canadian  Imperial  Bank  of  Commerce.

puter  music  projects."  The  quote  is  from  an  ar¬ 
ticle  in  the  November'84  issue  of  The  Cana¬ 
dian  Composer.  The  article  goes  on  to  describe 
his  work  on  a  revolutionary  artificial  in¬ 
telligence  project  that  will  act  as  a  "composer's 
apprentice."  It  will  be  able  to  do  such  things 
as  add  more  voices  to  an  arrangement  or  ex¬ 
tend  a  composer's  work  (no  more  unfinished , 
symphonies!). 

With  two  other  faculty  members,  Professor 
Pennycook  is  also  building  an  all-digital 
recorder/ processor/synthesizer  that  will  be,  in 
effect,  an  all-digital  recording  studio  the  likes 
of  which  exist  only  at  the  BBC  and  the  (George) 
Lucasfilm  studio.  This  studio  work  is  on  a 
$250,000  contract  from  the  Defence  and  Civil 
Institute  for  Environmental  Medicine.

The  Legacy  of  Granny  Campbell

Words  that  unlock  the  lessons  of  the  past  and 
address  the  challenges  of  the  present  and  the 
future,  words  of  joy  and  sorrow,  of  wisdom 
and  wonder  —  these  were  the  tools  that  Helen 
Richards  Campbell  honed  during  her  87  years. 

The  many  friends  who  paid  tribute  to  Helen 
Richards  Campbell  following  her  death  at 
home  in  Kingston  on  Oct.  16  repeatedly 
highlighted  her  special  gifts  of  "remarkable 
determination"  coupled  with  "extraordinary 
energy"  and  "unflagging  humour." 

In  her  later  years  two  of  the  milestones  that 
attest  to  her  exceptional  sense  of  self  and  com¬ 
munity  made  Mrs.  Campbell  one  of  Kingston's 
best-known  and  beloved  citizens. 

In  1978,  after  six  years  of  part-time  studies, 
she  fulfilled  a  65-year-old  promise  made  to  her 
mother  when  she  donned  academic  garb  to 
receive  her  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from 
Queen's  University  Chancellor  Roland 
Michener.  At  age  81,  she  became  the  univer¬ 
sity's  oldest  graduating  student. 

And  last  June  she  joined  the  select  company 
of  seven  senior  citizens  honored  by  the  Ontario 
government  as  the  first  recipients  of  the  Senior 
Achievement  Award. 

It  is  not  honours,  however,  but  the  zest  with 
which  she  tackled  everyday  life  and  the 
warmth  that  marked  her  personal  relationships 
that  are  the  legacy  of  this  singular  woman. 

Born  at  Elginburg  in  1897,  a  descendant  of 
United  Empire  Loyalists  of  Scottish  origin, 
Helen  Lelia  Richards  spent  most  of  her  life  in 
the  Kingston  area.  After  graduating  from 
Sydenham  High  School  in  1913,  she  applied 
for  a  teaching  job  at  a  County  school.  She  was 
16  and  without  a  training  certificate. 

With  the  help  of  an  obliging  school  inspec¬ 
tor,  who  recorded  her  age  as  18,  she  began  her 
teaching  career  on  Sept.  6,  1913,  at  a  one-room 
schoolhouse  at  Lake  Opinicon  on  the  Rideau 
River. 

Two  years  later  she  attended  Peterborough 
Normal  School  and  subsequently  taught  at 
Woodburn  and  Joyceville  Public  Schools  in 
Frontenac  County. 

It  was  at  Woodburn,  in  1916,  that  Tom 
Cummings  —  artist,  poet,  writer  and  world 
traveller  —  struck  up  a  friendship  with  "the 
teacher"  that  would  eventually  span  nearly 
seven  decades. 

"I  was  a  Grade  8  student  at  the  time,  and 
she  was  interested  in  everything  that  went  on 
in  a  little  boy's  head,"  he  recalled  in  a  telephone 
interview.  "She  made  us  ambitious,"  and 
education  in  her  classroom  became  an  intrigu¬ 
ing  adventure,  said  the  North  Bay  resident. 

"She  was  in  tune  with  youngsters  and  our 


imaginations,  and  she  could  take  you 
anywhere  in  the  world  you  wanted  to  go.  She 
must  have  been  some  geography  teacher!" 

After  her  marriage  to  Ross  K.  Campbell  in 
1918,  Helen  embarked  on  a  second  career  as 
farm  wife  and  mother  to  three  sons  and  two 
daughters.  Making  ends  meet  during  the  lean 
years  of  the  Depression  left  little  time  to  pur¬ 
sue  other  activities. 

In  1939  the  Campbells  left  the  farm  and  mov¬ 
ed  to  Kingston,  where  they  opened  a  boarding 
and  rooming  home  at  104  Pine  Street.  For  near¬ 
ly  30  years  Mrs.  Campbell  ran  the  city's 
homiest  boarding  home.  She  cooked  and  cared 
for  up  to  17  people  at  a  time  —  at  first,  ex- 
servicemen  and  their  wives  and,  later,  workers 
who  would  return  again  and  again  to  enjoy  her 
hospitality  in  between  stints  of  employment 
that  took  them  on  the  road. 

Events  and  personalities  since  the  turn  of  the 
century  have  been  evoked  in  several  of  her  ar¬ 
ticles  which  appeared  in  The  Whig-Standard 
Magazine  over  the  past  five  years.  "She  wrote 
often  about  the  people  she  called  'her  boys'  — 
the  boys  she  taught,  the  boys  she  saw  go  off 
to  war  in  the  '40s,  the  boys  who  boarded  with 
her,"  says  Roger  Bainb ridge,  editor  of  the 
magazine.  The  nostalgic  tone  of  her 
reminiscences  holds  special  appeal  for  him. 
"Her  writing  style  and  her  ideas  are  perhaps 
outdated,  but  that's  partly  why  I  like  her 
writing.  Her  fine  memory  and  grasp  of  detail 
evoke  the  period,  whatever  it  might  be." 

That  view  is  echoed  by  Dr.  Barry  Thorne 
of  Queen's  English  department,  who  maintain¬ 
ed  regular  correspondence  with  Mrs.  Camp¬ 
bell  for  several  years,  exchanging  confidences 
on  the  trials  and  tribulations  of  writing  for 
publication.  "She  took  her  craft  seriously  and 
always  worked  to  make  her  writing  better." 

For  many  years  Mrs.  Campbell  had  dream¬ 
ed  of  seeing  her  ideas  in  print  and  of  earning 
a  post-secondary  degree.  At  the  age  of  75  she 
set  her  sights  on  two  major  challenges:  to  write 
a  book  based  on  her  memoirs  as  a  teacher  and 
to  return  to  school,  after  what  she  once  describ¬ 
ed  to  Ross  Wardle,  executive  assistant  to  the 
Dean  of  Arts  and  Science  at  Queen's,  as  "a 
detour  of  60  years"  in  her  education. 

Prayer,  abetted  by  an  iron  will  and  countless 
hours  of  hard  work  at  her  cluttered  kitchen 
table,  led  at  last  to  attainment  of  those  long- 
cherished  goals.  "I  always  say  a  prayer  in  the 
morning,"  she  once  confided  to  a  reporter. 
"Something  like  'Dear  Lord,  don't  let  anything 
happen  today  that  You  and  I  can't  handle.'  " 

In  1976  Chalkdust  to  Hayseed,  a  book  bas¬ 
ed  on  her  memoirs  as  a  teacher,  was  publish-

ed.  With  characteristic  generosity,  she  turned 
over  the  royalties  from  book  sales  to  scholar¬ 
ships  at  two  area  schools. 

Two  years  later,  Mrs.  Campbell  completed 
a  combination  of  correspondence  courses  and 
classroom  programs,  earning  her  B.A.  and, 
simultaneously,  the  admiration  and  fondness 
of  staff  and  students  at  Queen's. 

"There  was  no  special  welcome  or  treatment 
(when  she  enrolled).  She  just  began  under  the 
mature  student  regulations,"  recalls  Wardle, 
who  was  then  the  director  of  part-time  studies. 
But  as  time  passed,  and  the  pile  of  papers  on 
Mrs.  Campbell's  desk-cum-kitchen  table  grew 


higher,  she  was  revealed  as  "an  exceptional  per¬ 
son,  both  in  her  positive  attitude  and  in  her 


position  as  an  inspiration  to  other  students," 


he  says.  "She  had  what  one  likes  to  see  in  any 
student  —  an  eagerness  to  learn  and  a  critical 
sense  about  what  she  read." 

The  active  support  and  encouragement  of 
her  family  bolstered  Mrs.  Campbell's  resolve. 

"They  overlooked  dust  on  the  stairsteps; 
they  brewed  a  welcome  cup  of  tea,  after  clear¬ 
ing  a  few  square  inches  of  the  paper-covered 
table;  and  they  bought  groceries  when  the 
refrigerator  began  to  look  like  Mother  Hub¬ 
bard's  cupboard,"  she  wrote. 

Writer,  philosopher,  humorist  and 
humanitarian,  she  will  be  sorely  missed  by 
family  and  friends.  But  she  would  doubtless 
ask  them,  if  she  could,  not  to  mourn.  Hers  was 
a  long  and  bountiful  life  to  remember  with  joy 
and  to  strive  to  emulate.

Summerhill 

A  new  bond  between  Queen's  and  her  loyal  graduates 


Queen's  Alumni  Association  finally  has  a  permanent  campus 
home  for  its  secretariat,  and  the  University's  oldest  continuing 
building  (bought  in  1853)  has  entered  into  one  more  use  in  its 
history  as  private  mansion,  parliamentary  hotel,  medical  col¬ 
lege,  home  to  Principals  and  offices  for  faculty  in  virtually  every 
Faculty  over  130  years.  The  gift  of  such  a  magnificent  historical 
building  from  the  University  to  its  graduates  has  been  a  great 
encouragement  to  the  Association's  Directors  and  the  work  of 
the  staff. 

It  was  late  in  December  1982  that  the  Alumni  and  Develop¬ 
ment  staffs  moved  in  —  the  former  from  dark,  partitioned 
cubicles  in  Wallace  Hall,  the  latter  from  shrinking  accommoda¬ 
tion  at  131  Union  St.  The  Alumni  Office  has  had  several  sites 
since  its  founding  in  1926:  the  Douglas  Library,  Richardson  Hall, 
and  the  Students'  Memorial  Union  —  first,  where  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Centre  is  now,  and  then 
in  Wallace  Hall,  a  former  din¬ 
ing  room. 

In  Summerhill,  Alumni  staff 
(19)  occupy  both  storeys  of 
the  west  wing,  the  top  floor 
and  the  basement  of  the  cen¬ 
tre  section.  Receptionist, 
switchboard  and  Reunion  co¬ 
ordinator  are  at  the  front  door 
of  the  west  wing  (nearest  the 
Theology  building);  so  are  the 
elegant  Reception  Rooms,  fur¬ 
nished  in  the  1840-80  period 
by  gifts  from  graduates. 

Development  Director  Donald 
Duff  and  his  staff  (8)  occupy 
the  main  floor  of  the  centre 


section.  Upstairs  and  down,  desks  have  begun  to  bristle  with 
state-of-the-art  computer  hardware  —  a  seeming  paradox  in 
what  was  originally  the  country  villa  of  Archdeacon  George 
Okill  Stuart  and  on  what  are  often  40-year-old  wooden  desks. 
The  east  wing  of  Summerhill  is  still  reserved  for  the  Principal's 
use. 

Interior  renovations  were  completed  in  time  for  the  official 
ribbon-cutting  in  May  1983.  External  restoration  to  Summerhill's 
style  of  1870  continued  until  December  1984,  with  support  from 
the  Ontario  Heritage  Fund,  an  anonymous  alumni  benefactor, 
and  the  Trustees'  own  Building  Committee.  It  was  in  1870  that 
a  second  storey  was  added  to  the  wings.  During  several  renova¬ 
tions  over  the  years,  the  verandahs  had  been  whittled  down, 
the  columns  removed,  and  the  gracious  proportions  of  Arch¬ 
deacon  Stuart's  Italianate  villa  lost.  In  1958  Ontario  officially 

recognized  Summerhill  as  an 
historic  site  and  erected  a  pla¬ 
que  near  the  circular 
driveway.  With  all  its 
transformations,  the  house  re¬ 
tained  its  unusual  rounded 
and  pie-shaped  rooms  and 
several  of  its  fireplaces.  Today 
it  is  a  bright  and  airy  place  to 
work,  as  well  as  a  pleasure  to 
the  eyes  of  passers-by. 

Alumni  visiting  campus  are 
always  welcome  at  Sum¬ 
merhill,  because,  from 
camelback  sofas  to  computer 
terminals,  the  house  really 
belongs  to  you  as  a  member  of 
Queen's  Alumni  Association.

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Such  a  magnificent  gift  from  the  University 
to  its  alumni  has  sealed  a  bond  of  loyalty 
almost  as  old  as  Summerhill  itself 
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On  May  13,  1983,  after  a  sunny  outdoor  ceremony  attended  by  the 
University  Council,  Chancellor  Benidickson  cut  the  ribbon  on  the  Alum¬ 
ni  Office  door.  Behind  her:  Principal  Ronald  Watts,  who  then  lived 
in  SummerhiU's  east  wing,  Patricia  Douglas-Murray,  then  President  of 
the  Alumni  Association,  and  David  L.  Rigsby,  former  Alumni  Presi¬ 
dent  and  current  Chairman,  Trustees'  Building  Committee. 
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The  way  we  were  —  when  Alumni  and  Development  offices  moved 
to  Summerhill  in  December  1982.  The  School  of  Nursing  and  the  Vice- 
Principal  (Health  Sciences)  had  been  the  most  recent  tenants. 


One  of  SummerhiU's  two  formal  reception  rooms.  Individual  friends 
and  branches  have  presented  almost  all  the  period  furnishings.  Orien¬ 
tal  rugs,  for  example,  came  from  Dr.  Robert  Dunsmore ;  bookcase/desk 
and  chair  from  Caroline  Mitchell's  estate ;  small  tables  from  the  Kingston 
Branch:  chandeliers  from  Margaret  and  Walter  Light.  A  brass  plaque 
recognizes  other  gifts  (not  in  this  view)  from  Wilda  Parkinson. 
Chancellor  Benidickson,  Iris  Marsh,  the  Hamilton,  Ottawa  and 
Oakville/ Mississauga  Branches,  Harriet  Purdy,  Dr.  Howard  Mitchell. 
Cordon  Thompson  and  Dr.  and  Mrs.  R.B.  Lynn.  A  magnificent  Vic¬ 
torian  mirror  recently  took  Principal  Grant's  place  above  the  fireplace.

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Whither  Universities? 

By  Principal  David  C.  Smith 


Principal  Smith  was  invited  to  speak  to  the 
Canadian  Club  of  Kingston  the  week  after  the 
January  15th  release  of  the  Bovey  Commission 
i  Report  on  the  Future  Development  of  Ontario 
Universities.  "It  seemed  to  me, "  he  said ,  "the 
cues  pointed  rather  strongly  to  the  subject  of 
|  universities. "  Therefore ,  he  reflected  on  four 
5  major  issues  and  considered  the  guidance  given 
1  by  the  Bovey  Report  for  tackling  those  issues. 


As  Margaret  Atwood  said  at  my  installation  symposium  last 
October,  “The  Principalship  of  a  university  is  not,  these  days, 
a  comfortable  pew."  I  recall  a  certain  sense  of  apprehension  and 
definite  inadequacy  when  she  added:  “It's  an  unenviable  job, 
for  which  you'd  need  the  toughness  of  Margaret  Thatcher,  the 
perfect  manner  of  Pauline  McGibbon,  the  irony  of  Jane  Austen, 
the  grace  of  Karen  Kain  and  the  financial  abilities  of  Sylvia 
Ostry."  Nevertheless,  I  venture  forth  with  my  view  of  'whither 
universities'! 

The  purpose,  performance,  and  sustenance  of  universities 
have  attracted  much  public  concern  and  debate  in  recent  years. 
In  part  this  reflects  a  more  general  rethinking  of  the  importance 
of  education  in  our  society.  In  the  United  States  there  has  been 
a  series  of  national  studies  and  reports  recently  that  have  em¬ 
phasized  the  critical  role  of  education  in  that  country's  develop¬ 
ment.  One  can  sense  there  a  resurgence  of  national  purpose  and 
support,  particularly  at  the  level  of  universities.  In  Canada  the 
Macdonald  Royal  Commission  was  surprised  to  find  that  con¬ 
cerns  about  education  arose  much  more  frequently  in  its  public 
hearings  than  had  been  expected.  But,  as  a  country  and  as  a 
province,  we  are  somewhat  unsure,  I  think,  of  the  appropriate 
course  for  education  policy,  particularly  at  the  level  of 
universities. 

I  shall  list  what  I  perceive  to  be  some  of  the  major  issues  fac¬ 
ing  the  future  development  of  our  universities. 

(1)  First,  what  should  be  the  relation  between  provincial  and 
federal  support?  The  Canadian  constitution  makes  quite  clear 
that  education  is  a  provincial  matter,  but  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment  has  long  played  a  vital  role  in  the  support  of  universities, 
both  through  the  transfer  of  public  funds  to  the  provinces  for 
the  support  of  universities  and  through  research  grants  and  con¬ 
tracts.  Research,  a  key  activity  of  universities,  is  not  assigned 
to  the  provinces  under  the  constitution.  The  new  government 
in  Ottawa  is  reviewing  this  year  its  approach  to  financing  post¬ 
secondary  education  and  research.  The  universities  nervously 
await  the  outcome.  Like  so  many  things  Canadian,  universities 
are  caught  up  in  the  intricacies  and  uncertainties  of  federal- 
provincial  relations. 


(2)  A  second  issue:  What  should  be  the  size  and  pattern  of  enrol¬ 
ment?  Over  the  past  two  decades  Canadian  universities  have 
undergone  phenomenal  growth  as  a  result  of  both  the  increase 
in  population  of  university  age  and  also  the  substantial  increase 
in  the  proportion  of  that  population  —  particularly  of  women 
—  that  has  chosen  to  attend  universities.  Thus,  full-time  univer¬ 
sity  enrolment  increased  between  1962  and  1982  by  300%  in 
Canada  and  by  450%  in  Ontario,  with  the  participation  rates 
rising  by  over  50%  in  Canada  and  by  over  100%  in  Ontario. 
Queen's,  unlike  most  other  Ontario  universities,  followed  a 
deliberate  plan  of  restraining  growth  in  its  enrolment,  but  never¬ 
theless  increased  more  than  threefold  over  the  same  period. 

The  future  looks  very  different  from  the  past  with  respect 
to  enrolment.  A  levelling  off  of  growth  is  taking  place,  though 
the  compression  of  the  minimum  number  of  years  in  secondary 
school  in  Ontario  from  5  to  4  is  expected  to  produce  a  surge 
of  enrolment  above  present  levels  at  the  end  of  the  1980s.  In 
the  1990s  one  can  anticipate  a  significant  decline  in  enrolment 
for  demographic  reasons. 

The  debate  over  accessibility  to  universities  is  thus  not  over 
whether  the  university  system  has  failed  to  expand  to  meet  enrol¬ 
ment  demands.  It  has  most  dramatically,  and  there  is  likely  to 
be  some  concern  of  surplus  capacity  in  the  longer  term.  The 
debate  over  accessibility  is  whether  the  severe  financial  con¬ 
straints  on  universities  from  underfunding  and  the  decline  in 
quality  which  has  resulted  is  best  met  by  some  greater  restric¬ 
tion  on  enrolment  in  the  next  few  years  or  whether  funding  can 
be  restored  to  more  appropriate  levels  for  quality  without 
sacrifice  to  ease  of  entry. 

(3)  A  third  issue,  then,  is  the  funding  issue  —  which  is  never 
far  from  the  daily  and  nightly  (!)  thoughts  of  a  university  ad¬ 
ministrator  these  days.  What  are  the  appropriate  levels  and 
forms  of  financing  of  universities?  Over  the  past  decade  the  On¬ 
tario  government,  in  particular,  has  taken  a  highly  restrictive 
stance  on  the  appropriate  level.  Adjusted  for  inflation,  finan¬ 
cial  resources  per  student  declined  by  25%  and  became  the 
lowest  in  Canada.  Little  freedom  was  given  to  varying  tuition 
fees;  they  declined  in  real  terms  and  declined  as  a  per  cent  of 
operating  income.  Other  private  sources  of  income  have  been 
very  small.  The  financial  squeeze  has  been  very  real,  very 
severe. 

Increasing  concerns  about  the  consequences  are  being  express-

Whither  Universities?

These  are  not  the  findings  or  conclu¬ 
sions  of  the  Commission. " 


ed  not  just  by  those  in  the  university  sector  but  also  more  broad¬ 
ly  in  the  community.  A  recent  Gallup  poll  in  Ontario  showed 
that  41%  of  respondents  wanted  government  expenditures  on 
universities  at  least  to  match  inflation,  44%  wanted  them  to 
increase  and  less  than  3%  wanted  a  sharp  decrease.  The  results 
compare  with  a  figure  of  only  26%  who  favoured  general  in¬ 
creases  in  all  forms  of  government  spending. 

(4)  The  fourth  major  issue  is  that  of  the  adaptability  of  univer¬ 
sities  to  meet  the  challenges  facing  them.  Are  they  appropriately 
structured  to  meet  the  goals  expected  of  them?  Are  there 
rigidities  developing  which  could  mean  that  over  the  next  decade 
or  so  their  relatively  steady  state  might  turn  into  a  solid  state? 

The  goals  of  universities  have  not  changed  essentially  since 
their  emergence  in  modern  form  some  800  and  more  years  ago. 
They  are  to  preserve,  transmit  and  create  knowledge.  The 
ultimate  basis  for  a  university's  existence  is  "the  power  and  beau¬ 
ty  of  the  search  for  knowledge"  (Hoggat).  But  that  is  not  a  static 
conception.  Universities  must  be  restless  in  their  searching, 
testing  and  discarding  of  ideas;  they  must  respond  to  the  con¬ 
cerns  of  their  society  about  the  acquisition,  development,  and 
evaluation  of  knowledge  on  social  issues;  they  must  work  with, 
and  yet  be  independent  critics  of,  the  institutions  around  them. 
These  qualities  require  a  dynamism,  a  flexibility,  a  high  quali¬ 
ty  of  education  and  research.  By  nature  universities  are  centres 
of  controversy,  even  though  a  university  administrator  may 
sometimes  be  heard  to  express  the  view  that  there  are  some  types 
of  controversy  less  appropriate  to  a  university  than  others! 

A  particular  challenge  to  the  adaptability  of  Canadian  univer¬ 
sities  was  the  soaring  demand  for  education  of  the  past  two 
decades,  to  which  I  have  already  referred.  Another,  which  is 
continuing  to  grow  in  strength,  is  that  of  increased  research. 
The  burgeoning  of  knowledge  in  recent  times  has  tended  to  in¬ 
crease  the  intensiveness  of  the  research  process.  Also,  the  higher 
ranking  of  research  in  national  priorities  among  industrialized 
countries  of  the  world,  and  the  recognition  that  universities 
should  provide  the  basic  foundations  for  national  research  ef¬ 
forts,  have  increased  the  pressures  for  more  research-oriented 
universities.  For  example,  research  funding  in  Ontario  univer¬ 
sities  increased  by  over  800%  between  1962  and  1982,  and  the 
pressures  are  unlikely  to  abate,  as  in  the  case  of  enrolments. 

What  guidance  does  the  Bovey  Commission  Report  give  for 
tackling  these  four  issues?  The  Report  contains  51  recommen¬ 
dations.  It  is  a  complex  document  that  merits  much  careful 
study.  It  has  detailed  proposals  on  many  issues  that  I  will  not 
even  refer  to.  It  is  the  Report's  general  approach  to  the  four 
issues  I  have  raised  that  I  will  consider. 


i 

(1)  First,  with  the  respect  to  provincial  and  federal  roles  in  the 
development  of  universities,  the  Report  comes  down  very 
strongly,  despite  its  provincial  mandate  and  despite  constitu¬ 
tional  constraints,  for  a  joint,  coordinated  federal  and  provin¬ 
cial  approach  to  the  support  of  core  funding  for  university  in¬ 
struction  and  research.  This  aspect  of  the  document  has  received 
little  public  attention  but  it  is,  I  think,  a  highly  important  one. 

The  Report  expresses  concern  that  the  present  arrangement 
that  provides  unconditional  federal  transfers  to  the  provinces 
without  any  assurance  of  the  degree  to  which  they  will  be  used 
or  matched  for  university  funding  "is  in  danger  of  eroding 
federal  willingness  to  maintain"  the  transfers.  To  avoid  this 
danger  the  Commission  urges  the  provincial  government  to  enter 
into  an  agreement  with  the  federal  government  to  maintain  an 
agreed  upon  ratio  between  federal  transfers  and  provincial  ex¬ 
penditures  in  support  of  core  funding  for  universities. 

The  federal  role  in  support  of  university  research  should  also 
be  strengthened.  The  Report  points  out  that  the  indirect  costs 
of  research  are  not  now  covered  in  grants  from  federal  gran¬ 
ting  councils  and  need  to  be  covered.  And,  moreover,  it  notes 
that  if  the  federal  Progressive  Conservative  party's  election 
pledge  to  raise  the  ratio  of  research  and  development  expen¬ 
ditures  to  GNP  from  the  current  1.2%  to  2.5%  (the  current  com¬ 
parable  figure  in  the  United  States  and  Japan  is  already  2.8%), 
further  increases  in  the  outlays  of  federal  granting  councils  will 
be  required. 

Finally,  the  Report  sees  an  important  federal  role  in  combin¬ 
ing  with  the  provinces  to  provide  an  improved  student  loan  plan 
to  cover  tuition  fees  and  a  role  in  providing  assistance  to  remove 
differential  tuition  fees  for  a  specified  quota  of  foreign  visa 
students.  (Scholarships  or  fellowships  equivalent  to  the  differen¬ 
tial  portion  of  the  fees  are  suggested  up  to  a  maximum  of  5% 
of  total  provincial  enrolment.) 

The  Report  can  be  characterized,  therefore,  as  calling  for 
greater  federal-provincial  cooperation  in  supporting  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  universities,  and  it  identifies  the  key  areas  in  which  the 
federal  role  should  be  strong. 

i 

(2)  What  factors  should  determine  the  size  and  pattern  of  enrol¬ 
ment?  Treatment  of  this  issue  has  quickly  become  the  most  con¬ 
troversial  aspect  of  the  Report.  Its  mention  of  a  possible  6% 
reduction  in  enrolment  initially  from  its  proposed  revised  fun¬ 
ding  formula  has  attracted  much  attention.  In  my  view  the  im¬ 
plications  of  the  Report  are  much  less  clear-cut  and  leave  con¬ 
siderable  uncertainty  about  the  impacts  on  enrolment. 

Very  briefly  the  Report  argues  the  following: 

(i)  The  longer-run  objective  should  be  to  maintain  the  long¬ 
standing  principle  that  "no  student  who  has  the  requisite  capaci¬ 
ty  will  be  deprived  of  the  opportunity  to  find  a  place  in  some 
program  of  study  in  some  university  in  Ontario,  but  not 
necessarily  in  the  program  or  university  of  first  choice." 

((ii)  Universities  must  be  free  to  make  their  admissions 
judgments,  but  province-wide  examinations  at  least  in  English 
or  fran^ais  and  in  mathematics  should  be  developed  and  used 
in  combination  with  teachers'  marks  and  school  reports. 

(iii)  Special  attention  should  be  given  to  improve  the  ac¬ 
cessibility  of  special  groups  and,  in  particular: 
Franco-Ontarians; 
foreign  visa  students; 
students  aged  over  25; 

women  in  fields  where  their  participation  rate 
remains  significantly  below  men; 
people  in  remote  areas  such  as  Northern  Ontario; 
native  people; 

persons  from  economically  and  socially 
disadvantaged  backgrounds; 
and  the  handicapped. 
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(iv)  The  Report  does  not  propose  further  regulations  on  the 
number  and  size  of  professional  programs  and  thus  on  access 
to  them. 

(v^The  financial  incentives  for  universities  to  fine-tune  their 
enrolment  should  be  reduced  by  severing  the  link  between  enrol¬ 
ment  and  government  grants  within  a  buffer  zone  —  or  what 
is  referred  to  as  "a  corridor  of  insensitivity"  of  funding  to  enrol¬ 
ment.  It  is  this  recommendation  that  is  viewed  as  likely  to  pro¬ 
duce  an  initial  enrolment  decline  in  the  system  of  as  much  as 
6%.  But  I  am  not  convinced  that  predictions  can  be  made 
precisely  on  this  matter,  particularly  when  the  Report  suggests 
future  increases  in  the  position  of  the  corridors. 

(vi)  Tuition  fees,  says  the  Report,  should  be  raised  over  a 
four-year  period  to  a  level  that  accounts  for  25%  of  univer¬ 
sities'  Basic  Operating  Income.  This  level  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  mid-1960s,  but  has  recently  been  about  16%.  The  Report 
argues  that  "such  increased  fees  should  not  impair  accessibili¬ 
ty"  because  they  should  be  accompanied  by  a  new  student  loan 
plan  that  would  relate  repayments  to  actual  future  earnings 
("income-based  contingent  repayment  loan  plan").  I  think  an 
improved  loan  plan  is  vital,  but  would  still  expect  the  higher 
relative  cost  of  university  education  to  reduce  total  enrolment. 
Given  the  general  approach  of  the  Commission,  I  am  also  sur¬ 
prised  that  the  recommendation  calls  for  such  a  tight  binding 
of  fee  increases. 


(3)  And  now  for  the  third  issue  —  funding.  The  Commission 
presents  strong  evidence  that  the  Ontario  university  system  is 
severely  underfunded.  Support  per  student  is  higher  in  all  other 
provinces.  In  considering  data  for  other  countries,  it  concludes 
that  we  rank  low  among  the  developed  countries  of  the  world 
and  notes  that  in  the  neighbouring  State  of  Michigan  govern¬ 
ment  support  is  significantly  higher.  A  case  for  reassessment 
of  public  policy  spending  priorities  in  Ontario  is  made.  Along 
with  this  reassessment,  the  Commission  clearly  believes  that 
private  sources  of  funds  for  university  education  and  research 
must  be  increased  over  time. 

Whether  or  not  general  levels  of  support  can  be  increased, 
the  Commission  thinks  the  allocation  of  the  existing  level  should 
be  modified.  It  is  deeply  concerned  that  at  present  levels  of  fun¬ 
ding  "quality  is  in  jeopardy,  ...  system  adaptability  is  limited, 
and  ...  our  research  effort-,  while  good,  is  constrained  in  its  ef¬ 
forts  to  meet  the  competitive  challenges  of  a  new  era."  It  thus 
recommends  shifting  the  present  distribution  of  funds  to  pro¬ 
vide  incentives  in  these  three  areas,  even  if  that  shift  does  mean 
"some  reduction  in  accessibility  as  a  necessary  compromise." 

The  allocation  procedures  it  suggests  to  achieve  greater  sup¬ 
port  for  quality,  adaptability  and  research  effort  are  complex. 
They  will  need  to  be  carefully  studied,  for  complex  rules  —  as, 
for  example,  in  a  tax  system  —  can  have  surprising  and  perverse 
side  effects  that  were  not  intended.  But  I  welcome  the  basic  em¬ 
phasis  on  formula  financing  with  incentives  for  excellence. 
Queen's,  as  a  high-quality,  research-intensive  university,  would 
benefit  if  the  Commission's  financing  objectives  are  indeed 
fulfilled  in  their  practical  application. 

(4)  The  final  issue  —  what  guidance  does  the  Bovey  Report  give 
to  how  universities  should  adapt  to  meet  the  challenges  facing 
them?

and  imposed  from  "on  high".  These  are  not  the  findings  or  con¬ 
clusion  of  the  Commission. 

It  gives  high  marks  for  the  responsiveness  and  responsibility 
of  universities  under  the  past  system  of  institutional  autonomy. 
It  does  not  propose  an  imposed  master  plan.  It  emphasizes  that 
the  future  adaptation  of  the  university  system  should  be  through 
"a  process  of  evolution  within  a  competitive  context  rather  than 
by  formal  designation  and  central  control." 

Some  particular  problems  of  adaptation  are  noted.  Given  the 
rapid  expansion  universities  were  called  upon  to  make  in  the 
past  two  decades  and  the  skewed  age  distribution  of  faculty 
which  this  growth  produced,  the  Report  recommends  a  faculty 
renewal  fund  to  help  bring  young  scholars  into  the  system.  In 
addition,  it  recommends  that  the  present  buffer  body  between 
the  universities  and  the  government  —  the  Ontario  Council  of 
University  Affairs  —  be  reconstituted  and  strengthened 
somewhat  in  its  advisory  role  and  in  shaping  policies  affecting 
universities. 

In  summary,  the  Commission  has  produced  in  a  year  a  highly 
important  and  valuable  document.  Its  basic  approach  to  the 
four  issues  I  have  raised  is,  I  think,  generally  desirable.  But, 
perhaps  due  to  the  short  period  so  far  for  study  and  digestion 
of  its  complex  arguments,  I  find  some  of  the  specific  recom¬ 
mendations  often  puzzling  and  questionable,  in  relation  to  the 
laudable,  broad  objectives. 

What  impact  will  the  Report  have  anyway?  Whether  or  not 
the  government  adopts  some,  all,  or  none  of  the  Report's  recom¬ 
mendations  is  a  political  decision  not  yet  known.  The  past  rate 
of  adoption  of  such  Commission  Reports  has  not  been  so  high 
as  to  give  great  confidence  to  a  prediction  that  the  Report  is 
the  new  blueprint  for  our  universities'  development.  But  there 
is  a  great  urgency  to  make  decisions.  The  situation  is  serious; 
many  decisions  have  been  "on  hold"  until  the  Commission 
reported. 

Whither  universities  now  is  thus  still  not  clear,  and  perhaps 
a  state  of  considerable  uncertainty  is  the  normal  state.  They 
are  highly  vulnerable  institutions.  Dependent  on  public  support 
and  goodwill  and  yet  centres  of  independent  critical  thought, 
their  favour  in  society  has  not  been  a  constant.  We  have  been 
in  a  phase  —  I  hope  a  passing  phase  —  when  public  support 
in  Ontario  has  not  been  strong,  particularly  in  relation  to  other 
provinces  and  countries.  But  one  has  grounds  for  at  least 
cautious  optimism. 

As  Clark  Kerr  once  remarked:  "Knowledge  is  now  central 
to  society.  It  is  wanted,  even  demanded,  by  more  people  and 
more  institutions  than  ever  before.  The  university  as  producer, 
wholesaler  and  retailer  of  knowledge  cannot  escape  service." 
And  I  would  add  survival.  The  resilience  of  universities  was 
pointed  out  recently  in  some  research  for  the  U.S.  Carnegie 
Commission  on  Higher  Education.  The  researchers  were  able 
to  identify  only  66  organizations  and  institutions  that  have  been 
in  continuous  existence  in  Europe  since  the  Protestant  Refor¬ 
mation  of  the  16th  century.  They  are  the  Catholic  Church,  the 
Lutheran  Church,  the  Parliaments  of  Iceland  and  the  Isle  of 
Man,  and  62  universities.  r^r,

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Living  and  Learning  with  Camp  Outlook  — 

Fifteen  years  of  growing

The  more  things  change,  my  granny  us¬ 
ed  to  tell  me,  the  more  they  stay  the  same. 
I've  had  the  opportunity  to  test  that 
truism  through  my  recent  involvement 
with  Camp  Outlook,  where  fortunately 
the  changes  have  all  been  for  the  better 
and  the  sameness  has  only  served  to 
preserve  that  magic  Outlook  works  on  all 
who  lend  it  their  hearts. 

I  think  when  I  was  first  caught  up  with 
the  notion  of  "doing  a  summer  of 
Outlook"  (funny  how  the  term  itself  has 
come  to  connote  a  way  of  living),  it  was 
for  vague  reasons  like  "character 
building"  and  "getting  back  to  the  kids 
again,"  not  to  mention  the  fact  that  I 
figured  to  lose  a  few  pounds.  What  bet¬ 
ter  opportunity  than  this,  I  thought, 
where  I'm  plopped  in  the  bush  miles  away 
from  my  favourite  chocolate  bar?  And  so, 
fortifying  myself  with  flimsy  reassurances 
like  "portaging  is  a  great  way  to  see  the 
wilds,"  I  committed  myself  to  Outlook 
and  the  vast  outdoors. 

Outlook  really  is  a  wonderful  organiza¬ 
tion.  Staffed  entirely  by  volunteers  and 
funded  entirely  by  donations,  it  deals 
with  youth  drawn  from  the  community 
and  various  social  agencies  —  youth  who 
would  otherwise  never  have  a  chance  to 
participate  in  anything  like  this. 

When  it  started  15  years  ago  as  the 
brainchild  of  Ron  Kimberley,  a  Meds  stu¬ 
dent  at  Queen's,  there  were  just  a 
dedicated  half-dozen  volunteers  and  one 
marvelous  idea.  But  even  after  the  first 
year  they  could  boast  that  they  had  seen 
12  kids  portage  their  way  through  Algon¬ 
quin  Park,  and  after  five  years  the  camp 
was  composed  of  18  staff  and  150  youths. 
It  was  some  time  before  follow-up  became 
entrenched  in  the  Outlook  format,  both 
in  the  pursuit  of  those  special  tripper- 
camper  relationships  that  often  develop, 
and  in  the  social  events  meant  to  draw 
together  a  group  who  shared  many 
unique  memories. 

And  then  came  Winter  Camp,  but  that 
story  belongs  to  Andrew  Roberts, 
Arts'79,  Law  '86,  one  of  Outlook's  most 
diligent  supporters,  and  I  think  it's  best 
left  in  his  words: 

"In  the  summer  of  1976,  my  first 
Outlook  summer,  we  were  sitting  around 
the  kitchen  table  at  Outlook  House  one 
day  and  discussion  turned  toward  an  idea 


that  a  more  ambitious  winter  program 
would  offer  new  and  different  challenges 
for  Outlook  campers.  Over  the  winter  of 
'76-77  about  15  staff  were  trained,  and 
Outlook  began  taking  campers  on 
weekend  snowshoe  trips  in  the  wilderness 
north  of  Kingston. 

"Winter  Camp  has  also  been  a  very 
successful  way  of  bringing  in  new  trippers 
—  students  who  might  not  have  taken  the 
initial  leap  to  volunteer  an  entire  summer 
with  the  canoe  tripping  program.  Many 
winter  campers  have  become  so  en-» 
thusiastic,  however,  that  they  have  also 
gone  on  to  put  in  time  in  the  summer.  The 
Winter  Camp  offers  truly  unique  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  campers  and  trippers  to  work 
together  in  an  environment  which 
presents  such  adversity  that  we  usually 
shy  away  from  such  an  intimate  explora¬ 
tion  of  winter  wonders." 

Winter  Camp,  too,  has  doubled  in  size 
as  the  years  have  passed,  adding  to  the 
annual  tally  of  some  50  volunteers  who 
work  together  to  make  Outlook  happen. 

For  many,  Outlook  becomes  an  in¬ 
tegral  part  of  life  (as  it  has  mine),  and  they 
return  year  after  year  to  trip  again  or  take 
part  in  follow-up  activities.  Outlook  of¬ 
fers  them  challenges  and  rewards  that 
they  never  even  imagined,  and  that  they'd 
never  trade  away.

Oh,  I  hated  it  at  first.  I  can  still 
remember  the  hell  that  was  staff  training 
trip,  when  the  blackflies  seemed  so  thick 
that  with  each  exhausted  and  heaving 
breath  you'd  swear  you'd  inhaled  several 
families  of  the  insidious  little  creatures. 
And  canoes,  especially  Outlook's  in¬ 
destructible  Springboks,  are  darn  heavy. 
Portaging  would  seem  almost  welcome 
after  a  long  paddle,  but  within  a  few  short 
minutes  of  enduring  that  canoe  perched 
on  the  shoulders,  I  was  always  looking 
longingly  ahead  for  a  glimpse  of  the  next 
lake.  It  was  fun  watching  myself  get  bet¬ 
ter  and  better  at  it.  Sometimes  I  think  I 
got  more  out  of  the  summer  than  the  kids 
did. 

They're  quite  a  bunch,  those  Outlook 
kids.  Many  have  more  than  their  share 
of  troubles;  most  of  them  really  crave  a 
sense  of  accomplishment;  often  they 
simply  just  enjoy  the  special  kinds  of  rela¬ 
tionships  and  experiences  that  such  a 
unique  grouping  can  provide.  After  all, 
we're  quite  a  tiny  and  self-sufficient  band 
when  out  there  in  the  bush.  As  one  trip¬ 
per  observed,  "It's  nine  friends  out 
together,  just  some  have  a  little  more  ex¬ 
perience."  And  there  really  is  a  team  ap¬ 
proach.  There  has  to  be,  for  us  to  make 
it  through.  Each  member  is  as  vital  to  the 
success  of  the  trip  as  the  next  one,  and 
it  is  a  continuing  source  of  surprise  to  me 
to  see  not  only  how  aware  the  kids  are 
of  this  state,  but  how  much  responsibili¬ 
ty  they  exercise  in  living  up  to  the  higher 
expectations. 

As  a  female  on  an  all-guy  trip  (there  are 
girls'  trips,  too),  sometimes  I'd  go  a  little 
crazy.  I  mean,  I  can  carry  a  canoe  with 
the  best  of  them,  but  sometimes  the  old 
stereotypes  would  still  creep  in...  like 
after  a  long  day's  paddling  when  John  and 
Greg  would  pipe  up,  "Where's  dinner, 
Amber?"  I  love  cooking,  but  that  was  the 
moment  when  I'd  immediately  retire  and 
toss  back,  "I  don't  know.  What're  you 
making?"  And  with  somewhat  mollified 
glances  at  one  another  they'd  begin 
preparation.  They  usually  did  a  great  job, 
too,  and  I'd  kick  myself  for  not  having 
relinquished  that  task  sooner.  That's 
when  I  realized  that  I  was  as  guilty  of 
stereotyping  as  they  were.  Live  and  learn, 
live  and  learn  (another  of  my  granny's 
favourites). 
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When  I  think  back  on  this  time  at 
Queen's,  much  of  my  heart  will  wander 
back  to  my  Outlook  experiences. 
Outlook's  success,  after  all,  is  largely  at¬ 
tributable  to  the  continuing  dedication 
and  determination  of  the  Queen's  Com¬ 
munity,  past  and  present.  The  volunteer 
spirit  seems  to  flourish  here,  and  despite 
our  limited  funds  we've  managed  to  grow 
little  by  little,  year  after  year. 

For  those  initial  efforts  of  one  lone 
Meds  student  to  have  now  achieved  a 
position  as  a  bona  fide  Queen's  tradition 
seems  quite  an  accomplishment.  Still, 
there's  always  more  to  be  done,  more 
needful  kids  to  reach.  The  need  for  a  pro¬ 
gram  like  Outlook's  seems  only  to  in¬ 
crease  over  time.  With  continued  support 
we'll  keep  pushing,  keep  growing.  But  of 
course  we'll  never  lose  touch  with  that 
one  matter  that  is  the  essence  of  Outlook.

By  now 
the  other  canoes  have  caught  up,  and  the 
frustration  of  having  paddled  so  long 
against  the  wind  melts  as  we  watch  Ran¬ 
dy  battle  his  way  to  shore. 

As  my  granny  so  wisely  said,  the  more 
things  change...

Camp  Outlook  is  the  oldest  continuing  student  volunteer  organization  at  Queen's. 
It  was  founded  in  1970  by  student  Ron  Kimberley,  Meds'73,  Arts'75,  who  had 
taken  a  group  of  youngsters  on  a  rigorous  canoe  trip  and  become  convinced 
of  the  value  of  outdoor  experiences,  particularly  for  young  offenders.  Outlook 
Kingston  today  is  a  registered  charitable  organization  staffed  and  run  by  students 
and  former  students  of  Queen's.  It  offers  a  program  of  canoe  tripping,  winter 
camping  and  follow-up  activities  for  Kingston  and  area  youths  from  a  wide  variety 
of  backgrounds,  who  would  otherwise  be  unable  to  experience  a  wilderness 
adventure. 

Padre  A.M.  Laverty,  Queen's  long-time  former  chaplain,  was  involved  with 
Outlook  from  the  outset,  and  the  Chaplain's  Office  under  incumbent  Brian 
Yealland  continues  to  raise  funds  and  friends  in  support  of  the  volunteers. 

Outlook  alumni  live  in  almost  every  province  and  several  countries,  and  many 
are  now  involved  in  social  agencies  and  charitable  organizations  here  and  abroad. 
Doug  Campbell,  Arts'77,  took  the  Outlook  philosophy  with  him  when  he  went 
to  McMaster  for  graduate  studies,  and  so  Hamilton,  Ont.,  for  some  years  has 
had  a  lively  program  on  the  Queen's  model.  Then,  in  late  1982,  two  young  alumni 
took  a  look  at  "the  recognizable  need  of  Metro's  adolescents"  and  planted  the 
seeds  for  what  is  now  Outlook  Toronto.  They  were  Joey  De  Wiele,  EngMath'81, 
and  Stephen  Leafloor,  Arts' 82.

lust  a  year  ago,  an  Advisory  Committee 
on  Queen's  Colours  and  Emblems  was 
assembled  by  Principal  Ronald  Watts  at 
the  request  of  the  University  Council.  By 
September,  Queen's  was  flying  a  new 
Tricolour  flag;  by  October,  an  official 
standard  was  being  unfurled  over  Grant 
Hall;  by  Spring  Convocation,  a  newly  of¬ 
ficial  Queen's  tie  may  be  a  favourite 
graduation  gift,  with  a  scarf  following  by 
fall. 

Seldom  has  a  Queen's  committee  with 
such  a  weighty  mandate  moved  so  quick¬ 
ly  to  make  itself  redundant.  According  to 
member  Herb  Hamilton,  whose  40  years 
in  Alumni  and  AMS  work  lent  an  in¬ 
valuable  perspective,  “the  strength  of  this 
committee  was  that  it  had  such  authori¬ 
ty"  to  tap:  Judge  John  Matheson's  exper¬ 
tise  on  heraldry,  Peter  Dorn's  designing 
credentials,  and  Harvey  Marshall's 
background  in  copyright  and  trademarks. 

Former  Chaplain  A.M.  Laverty  was 
named  chairman  in  acknowledgement  of 
his  many  years  behind  the  gavel  on  city 
school  boards.  Other  members  were  John 
Bannister,  then  Secretary  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity;  Chancellor  Agnes  Benidickson; 
Dorothy  Farr,  Curator  of  the  Art  Centre 
and  committee  Secretary;  Bruce  Farrand, 
a  graduate  Engineering  student;  and 
Cathy  Shilletto  representing  the  AMS. 
Dr.  Jim  Bennett,  Vice-Principal  (Services),

was  an  ex  officio  member,  responsible  for 
implementing  the  committee's  decisions. 

Their  job  was  not  only  to  advise  on  the 
emblems  of  the  University,  but  also  on 
procedures  for  authorizing  their  use,  in¬ 
cluding  licensing  and  commercial  usage. 
The  wide  variety  of  products,  colours, 
logos  and  emblems  currently  associated 
with  Queen's  was  to  be  reviewed,  as  well. 

They  set  about  collecting  materials 
from  interested  individuals  and  such 
sources  as  the  University  and  Alumni  Ar¬ 
chives.  There  was  no  doubt  about 
Queen's  colours  being  red,  blue  and  gold; 
documentation  dates  back  to  1884.  But 
what  colour  of  red?  Heraldic  crim¬ 
son/mute  (tending  toward  purple)  or 
scarlet?  And  the  blue  —  was  it  'sky 
blue/azure'  as  in  the  cross  of  St.  Andrew^ 
or  almost  navy?  Consider  the  difference 
between  the  old  Queen's  sweater  of  the 
'20s  and  '30s  and  the  bright  colours  seen 
in  today's  coat  of  arms.  And  so  the  com¬ 
mittee  settled  in  to  define,  standardize  and 
scientifically  describe  the  three  official 
colours  for  once  and  for  all. 

Peter  Dorn  had  long  harboured  the 
idea  of  two  flags,  and  the  committee 
eventually  agreed.  First  they  launched  a 
'community'  flag,  then  changed  the  name 
to  'Tricolour'.  (See  cover  of  Queen's 
Review,  Nov. -Dec. '84.)  It  has  three  equal 
panels  (“three  perfect  pales"),  blue  at  the 
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staff,  then  gold  and  red,  with  a  gold 
crown  taken  from  the  arms  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  centred  in  the  upper  half  of  the  blue 
field.  It  is  in  the  proportion  2:1  (length 
to  depth).  This  flag  will  be  flown  every 
weekday  from  a  flagpole  on  the  Univer¬ 
sity  Centre  and  also  from  numerous 
places  on  special  occasions.  Anyone  can 
buy  and  fly  the  Tricolour  flag,  though 
Queen's  holds  the  copyright. 

It's  a  different  story  with  the 
Ceremonial  flag.  This  flag  can  be  pur¬ 
chased  only  by  the  Principal  or  his 
designate,  and  its  use  is  strictly  regulated. 

The  ceremonial  version  represents 
Queen's  shield  (coat  of  arms)  squared  to 
heraldic  standards.  It  will  fly  from  a  new 
Grant  Hall  flagpole  on  such  official  oc¬ 
casions  as  University  Day,  Convocations, 
installations  of  Chancellors  and  Prin¬ 
cipals,  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  University  Council,  Alumni  Reu¬ 
nions  and  Open  House. 

"Because  of  historical  precedent,"  says 
Mr.  Dorn,  "we  had  always  favoured  the 
version  we  finally  approved,  but  it  was 
Judge  Matheson  who  was  able  to  assure 
us  that  heraldically  it  was  the  correct  way 
of  showing  arms." 

The  whole  group  was  "keen"  about  its 
work,  members  agree,  and  the  Padre's 
fine  chairmanship  kept  it  moving  brisk¬ 
ly.  The  enthusiastic  student  members 
showed  "a  strong  family  loyalty."  The 
results  are  the  best  proof  of  how  well  this 
committee  worked  together.  When  they 
came  down  to  10  or  12  prototypes  of  the 
first  flag,  their  final  choice  was 
unanimous.  So  it  went  with  the 
ceremonial  jack  and  eventually  the  ties 
and  scarves. 

Everyone  remembers  how  the 
Chancellor,  commuting  faithfully  from 
Ottawa,  collected  the  ties  and  scarves  of 
many  institutions  and  clubs  for  viewing 
along  with  several  past  and  current 
Queen's  styles.  The  committee 
acknowledged  that  the  tie  currently  be¬ 


ing  sold  through  the  Development  Office 
in  support  of  Queen's  scholarships  and 
bursaries  was  "a  fine,  dressy  tie  in  the 
regimental  style"*and  that  many  Queen's 
officials  and  alumni  would  continue  to 
wear  it.  What  this  committee  was  seek¬ 
ing,  though,  was  a  tie  and  scarf  that 
would  be  instantly  and  clearly  identified 
with  this  university. 

After  several  sessions  where  waxed 
transposable  elements  (shields  and  stripes) 
were  literally  moved  around  on  various 
fabric  swatches,  the  committee  made  its 
decision  —  unanimously. 

As  seen  opposite,  the  tie  has  only  four 
shields  among  four  stripes.  Stripes  run 
downward,  right  to  left,  blue  at  top,  gold, 
red,  gold  and  blue.  The  tie  has  been 
manufactured  in  both  polyester  and  silk 
and  in  two  colours:  navy  blue  or  dark 
brown. 

The  scarf  is  a  30-inch  square  with  four 
crests  among  five  stripes.  When  tied,  it 
has  the  same  pattern  of  diagonal  stripes 
and  shields  as  the  tie.  It  comes  in  two 
background  colours:  navy  blue  and  light 
brown. 

At  Convocation  this  Spring,  the  major 
works  of  this  committee  will  be  visible  at 
the  same  time,  for  the  first  time  —  but 
certainly  not  for  the  last  time.  Cha  Gheill!

Policy  Statement  of 
Trademarks  & 
Copyright  Regulation 

Queen's  University  has  a  number  of 
trademarks  and  copyrights,  and  it  in¬ 
tends  to  enforce  and  regulate  the  quali¬ 
ty  and  the  use  thereof.  The  trademarks 
are  QUEEN'S,  QUEEN'S  UNIVERSITY, 
the  Queen's  Logo  and  Crest,  and 
GOLDEN  GAELS.  Copyrights  include 
the  official  Queen's  Tie  and  Scarf. 


The  following  policy  guidelines  have 
been  developed  in  order  to  permit 
Queen's  University  to: 

(a)  regulate  the  use  of  symbols,  regalia 
and  all  forms  of  identifiers  which  would 
associate  any  product  with  Queen's 
University; 

(b)  ensure  that  all  products  identified 
vyith  Queen's  University  meet 
qualitative  standards  acceptable  to  the 
University; 

(c)  ensure  an  adequate  financial  return 
to  Queen's  University  from  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  any  product 
identified  with  the  University,  the  com¬ 
mercial  value  of  which  is  related  in  any 
way  to  that  identification. 


It  is  proposed  that  the  objectives  set 
out  above  be  met  by  the  establishment 
and  implementation  of  a  Policy  on 
Trademarks  and  Copyright  of  Queen's 
University.  This  Policy  calls  for  registra¬ 
tion  of  Trademarks  and  Copyrights  for 
three  classes  of  products  which  are  or 
may  be  identified  with  the  University: 


(i)  Patented  inventions  and  copyright- 
protected  material  (including  computer 
software).  Some  examples:  Q'SOL. 
Q'STRAINT,  Q'TEXT,  Q'NIAL. 
Trademarks  on  this  class  of  product  are 
registered  with  the  patent  or  copyright. 

(ii)  Regalia  identified  with  and 
adopted  by  Queen's  University.  Ex¬ 
amples:  the  ceremonial  flag,  the 
tricolour  flag,  the  Queen's  Tie  and  Scarf. 

(iii)  Symbols  and/or  words  which 
identify  the  University.  Examples:  the 
Queen's  crest  (coat  of  arms),  the 
Queen's  logo,  the  words  'Golden 
Gaels',  'Queen's'  and  'Queen's 
University'.

The  evening  of  Monday,  February  18,  the  10  Queen's  students 
telephoning  alumni  from  the  basement  of  Summerhill  were 
treated  to  champagne;  they  had  reached  the  milestone  of  a 
million  dollars  in  pledges  to  the  Queen's  Appeal.  Under  the 
direction  of  Madeleine  Lim  of  John  Martin  Associates,  Toron¬ 
to,  teams  of  10  students  have  been  calling  four  nights  a  week 
since  mid-October  as  part  of  the  Alumni  Division's  Phone/Mail 
program.  Besides  money,  the  students  ask  for  up-to-date  ad¬ 
dresses  and  career  information  and  explore  Matching  Gift 
possibilities.  For  that  first  million,  they  called  grads  in  Kingston, 


Ottawa,  Eastern  and  Southern  Ontario  —  and  an  amazing  50% 
of  those  making  decisions  decided  YES!  (Normal  alumni  par¬ 
ticipation  is  22%.)  Of  that  50%,  half  have  never  given  to 
Queen's  before!

Dunning  Trust  Lectures  focus  on  health 


The  Dunning  Trust  Lectures  have  become 
one  of  Queen's  most  prestigious  annual 
series,  but  never  in  their  39-year  history 
have  the  Dunning  lecturers  commanded 
so  much  attention  from  the  public  media 
as  this  year.  The  newspaper,  television 
and  radio  coverage  was  not,  however, 
evenly  devoted  to  all  three  speakers;  Dr. 
Henry  Morgentaler  received  a  dispropor¬ 
tionate  amount.  Dr.  Morgentaler,  known 
for  his  high-profile  campaign  for  changes 
in  Canada's  abortion  laws,  spoke  at 
Grant  Hall  on  February  5,  as  most  alum¬ 
ni  within  reach  of  the  CBC  will  know.  A 
crowd  of  950  who  had  lined  up  for  tickets 
two  weeks  earlier  filled  the  hall,  while 
about  600  pro-life  and  some  pro-choice 
men  and  women  demonstrated  on 
University  Avenue.  His  40-minute  lecture 
reviewed  the  medical,  legal  and  moral 
aspects  of  abortions. 

Second  speaker  in  the  series  was 
Richard  Selzer,  Professor  of  Surgery  at 
Yale  and  an  award-winning  essayist  who 
follows  in  the  literary  tradition  of  famous 
doctor/writers  such  as  Chekhov, 
Maugham  and  William  Carlos  Williams. 
He  visited  Queen's  on  February  11  and 
gave  a  public  lecture  on  "The  Exact  Loca¬ 
tion  of  the  Soul." 

The  following  evening  a  third  Dunn¬ 
ing  Lecture  was  given  by  Mary  O'Brien 
on  the  topic  "Ethics  and  Ideology  in 
Health  Care:  A  Feminist  Perspective." 
Born  in  Glasgow,  Dr.  O'Brien  was  a  nurse 
and  midwife  for  25  years,  but  began  mov¬ 
ing  into  senior  positions  in  the  nursing 
profession  after  emigrating  to  Canada  in 
1957.  Since  1977  she  has  been  Professor 
of  Sociology  in  Education  at  OISE  in 
Toronto.  She  calls  herself  "far  more 


radical"  than  the  more  publicized 
Morgantaler,  was  a  founding  member  of 
the  Feminist  Party  of  Canada,  and  is  the 
author  of  Politics  of  Reproduction. 

The  theme  that  brought  these  three 
together  under  the  umbrella  of  the  Dun¬ 
ning  Trust  Lectures  was  "Health  and 
Human  Dignity." 

All  the  lectures  were  broadcast  live  by 
Queen's  Radio,  CFRC,  and  the  complete 
texts  were  published  by  The  Whig- 
Standard. 


Principal's  Statement 

"The  Chancellor  Dunning  Trust 
Lectureship  was  established  by  an 
anonymous  donor  in  1947  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  permanent  tribute  to  the  late 
Queen's  Chancellor  Charles  A. 
Dunning.  The  purpose  of  the  Trust 
was  'to  promote  understanding  and 
appreciation  of  the  supreme  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  dignity,  freedom  and 
responsibility  of  the  individual  per¬ 
son  in  human  society.' 

"A  committee  made  up  of 
members  of  the  university  com¬ 
munity  has  the  responsibility  for 
selecting  speakers.  Over  the  years, 
a  wide  range  of  views  has  been  ex¬ 
pressed  by  dozens  of  visitors  to 
Queen's  taking  part  in  the 
Lectureship. 

"Individual  reactions  to  con¬ 
troversial  views  will  vary,  but  the 
role  of  the  University  in  providing 
a  forum  for  their  expression  is  not 
in  question."

Slide-rules  —  at  one  time  definitive  sym¬ 
bols  of  engineering  —  have  now  been 
replaced  by  electronic  equipment  as 
primary  tools  of  the  profession.  Last  year 
the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science,  with  the 
support  of  Senate  and  the  Trustees,  decid¬ 
ed  to  introduce  the  use  of  microcomputers 
as  a  fundamental  component  of  its 
undergraduate  programs.  As  a  result, 
each  student  admitted  to  first-year 
engineering  this  September  will  be  strong¬ 
ly  encouraged  to  purchase  a  microcom¬ 
puter  and  software  recommended  by  the 
Faculty. 

Civil  Engineering  Professor  David 
Turcke  is  the  Faculty's  Microcomputer 
Co-ordinator.  He  and  his  colleagues  agree 
that  the  mastery  of  such  PCs  (personal 
computers)  will  be  a  necessity  for 
engineers  of  the  future;  wherever  they  go, 
or  whatever  field  they  specialize  in  after 
graduation,  they  are  going  to  find  com¬ 
puters  in  the  workplace. 

Recently  there  was  a  day-long  display 
in  Grant  Hall  to  give  both  faculty  and 
students  a  chance  to  become  familiar  with 
instructional  software  which  has  been 
developed  for  engineering  courses  here. 


While  the  demonstrations  focussed  on 
instructional  software  for  first-year 
courses  (offered  through  the  departments 
of  Geology,  Physics,  Chemistry,  Com¬ 
puting  and  Information  Science, 
Mathematics  and  Statistics  and  Engineer¬ 
ing  Drawing),  many  upper-year  courses 
were  also  represented. 

A  similar  Microcomputer  Day  is 
planned  for  later  this  term,  for  a  much 
wider  audience,  when  the  microcomputer 
package  has  been  defined  and  more 
'courseware'  development  has  been 
completed. 

A  major  benefit  of  the  new  computer 
programs  foreseen  by  Prof.  John  Hanes 
of  Geological  Sciences  relates  to  the  large 
size  of  first-year  classes  in  engineering. 
While  the  ratio  of  students  to  lab 
demonstrators  at  present  makes  one-on- 
one  instruction  impossible,  he  notes,  the 
interactive  nature  of  computer  learning 
will  allow  instant  feedback  and  reinforce¬ 
ment.  Manipulating  data  to  assemble  a 
computer  program  is  one  of  the  best  ways 
to  learn  a  subject,  he  adds.  “Understand¬ 
ing  is  achieved  more  rapidly,  and  possibly 
better,  using  computers.  They  allow

students  to  bypass  much  of  the  boring 
drudgery  and  concentrate  on  concepts." 

A  word  of  caution  comes  from  Prof. 
David  Farahmand  of  Mining  Engineering, 
who  doesn't  want  students  to  consider 
these  machines  as  "magic  boxes."  It  is 
essential  first  to  understand  the  processes 
and  procedures  involved,  he  says.  Dr. 
Farahmand  has  taught  a  fourth-year 
course  in  the  basic  concepts  of  Finite  Ele¬ 
ment  Methods  for  the  past  three  years  and 
had  a  display  in  Grant  Hall  to  illustrate 
methods  of  calculating  stress  at  a  number 
of  points  in  an  underground  excavation.

Two  alumni  donors 
make  possible  the 
new  School  of 
Public  Policy 

Principal  David  Smith  announced  to 
Queen's  Board  of  Trustees  on  February 
8  that  a  donation  of  $1.25  million  from 
the  estate  of  Joseph  S.  Stauffer  will  per¬ 
mit  plans  for  the  School  of  Public  Policy 
to  go  ahead. 

Plans  for  the  School  were  developed 
last  May  and  involved  construction  costs 
of  $3  million  for  a  new  building  and

donation  from  the  Stauffer  Estate,  three 
other  sources  of  funding  had  been  com¬ 
mitted:  $500,000  from  Queen's  alumna 
Miss  May  Ball,  which  will  be  used  to 
finance  the  library  for  the  School; 
$750,000  from  the  federal  government

through  the  Secretary  of  State's  Centres 
of  Specialization  Fund;  and  an  additional 
allocation  of  up  to  $1  million  from  the 
Queen's  Appeal. 

The  prime  purposes  of  the  proposed 
School  of  Public  Policy  would  be  to 
facilitate  research  in  the  general  area  of 
public  policy  and  to  encourage  a  deeper 
involvement  in  continuing  education.  As 
described  in  Queen's  brief  to  the  Bovey 
Commission  last  September,  the  School 
is  intended  to  be  a  loose  confederation  of 
existing  teaching  and  research  activities 
and  to  facilitate  a  multidisciplinary  ap¬ 
proach  to  both  professional  development 
and  research  in  public  policy.  The  pro¬ 
fessional  development  programs  include 
Public  Administration  and  Industrial 
Relations.  Current  research  centres  and 
institutes  involved  will  include:  In¬ 
tergovernmental  Relations,  Resource 
Studies,  and  the  John  Deutsch  Institute 
for  Economic  Policy. 

Potential  additional  areas  of  research 
on  public  policy  would  include: 

•  transportation,  as  an  expansion  of 
Queen's  existing  Canadian  Institute  on 
Guided  Ground  Transport; 

•  health  care  policy,  involving  faculty 
from  Business,  Economics,  Sociology  and 
Health  Sciences,  as  well  as  the  staff  and 
resources  of  local  health  care  facilities,  in¬ 
cluding  Hotel  Dieu  and  Kingston  General 
hospitals; 

•  American  studies,  involving  a  wide 
range  of  humanities  and  social  science 
disciplines; 

•  socio-legal  studies,  involving  the 
Faculty  of  Law  and  the  social  science 
departments. 

The  Stauffer  Estate,  which  is  ad¬ 
ministered  by  Toronto  lawyer  and 
Queen's  man  Dennis  Jordan,  QC, 
Arts'38,  has  donated  generously  to 
Queen's  causes  in  the  past,  including  a 
$2.3  million  contribution  last  July  toward 
construction  of  a  high  technology  centre.* 
The  late  Mr.  Stauffer,  BSc'20,  a  native  of 
Galt,  Ont.,  died  in  Toronto  in  1978 
(please  see  article  in  the  Review,  Sept.- 
Oct.'84). 

Miss  Ball,  also  a  previous  benefactor, 
is  a  Toronto  resident  who  spent  much  of 
her  career  teaching  high  school  in  Nor¬ 
thern  Ontario  —  particularly  Cobalt  and 
Kirkland  Lake.

and  English,  and  a  diploma  in  French 
literature  and  art  from  the  Sorbonne  in 
Paris. 

The  proposed  new  School  of  Public 
Policy  building  will  be  approximately 
45,000  gross  square  feet  in  area.  Tentative 
plans  place  it  contiguous  to  Mackintosh- 
Corry  Hall,  home  of  many  social  science 
departments.  The  physical  facility  will 
provide  many  benefits,  say  university  of¬ 
ficials.  The  relevant  schools,  centres  and 
institutes  will  be  able  to  draw  on  the 
resources  of  a  single,  combined  library, 
as  well  as  centralized  seminar  and  con¬ 
ference  rooms.  Proximity  to  related 
departments  should  assist  the  coordina¬ 
tion  of  research  into  public  policy  ques¬ 
tions  that  require  a  multidisciplinary 
approach. 

Other  advantages  of  this  confederation 
include: 

•  more  efficient  use  of  staff  for  the 
organization  of  conferences  and  meetings; 

•  sharing  of  guest  lecturers  and  visitors; 

•  better  interchange  of  ideas  among 
students  registered  in  different  but  related 
programs; 

•  coordinated  administration  of  profes¬ 
sional  development  and  graduate  studies. 
The  Secretary  of  State's  Centres  of 
Specialization  Fund  was  established  by 
Ottawa  last  spring  with  a  budget  of  $25 
million  to  help  Canadian  universities 
create  new  capacity  or  improve  existing 
strengths  in  research  and  human  resource 
development.

AMS  Report  to  the  Alumni

In  this,  the  last  of  my  reports  to  the  Alumni  and  other  friends  of  Queen's,  I 
would  like  to  concentrate  on  a  universal  need  of  students:  employment.  As 
the  academic  term  leads  into  the  home  stretch,  students  and  soon-to-be  graduates 
are  flooding  the  job  market  with  their  ambition  and  ability.  You  can  help. 

At  the  January  conference  of  the  Ontario  Federation  of  Students,  we  endorsed 
the  slogan  "The  best  student  aid  is  a  job  "  for  its  timely  and  compelling  message. 
Simply  put,  summer  employment  allows  students  to  pay  much  of  the  cost  of 
their  year  at  school,  and  a  job  after  graduation  is  essential  to  cover  accumulated 
debts,  let  alone  begin  'life  after  University'. 

On  February  6th,  Kingston's  own  Flora  MacDonald  announced  the  details 
of  federal  student  job  programs  for  the  summer.  Dubbed  'Challenge  '85',  this 
funding  represents  a  new  direction  for  job  creation  policy  in  Canada.  With 
a  budget  of  205  million  dollars,  Challenge  '85  is  designed  to  inspire  the  private 
sector  to  hire  students.  Wage  subsidies  ranging  from  50%  to  100%  are  available 
to  small  businesses,  large  corporations  and  non-profit  enterprises  alike.  Last 
summer's  program  involved  direct  job  creation  and  succeeded  in  placing  85,000 
Canadian  students.  The  new  approach  is  supposed  to  create  95,000  jobs,  but 
the  onus  is  squarely  on  employers.  The  Minister  has  lauded  these  incentives 
for  career-related  employment,  but  a  combination  of  the  precariously  late  an¬ 
nouncement  and  the  sluggish  private  sector  could  imperil  the  program  and  the 
educational  interests  of  students.  We  have  consistently  struggled  with  escalating 
fees  and  diminishing  quality,  but  now  our  basic  need  of  summer  employment 
has  been  jeopardized  by  the  government's  delay  and  the  private  sector's 
reluctance. 

Canada's  youth  are  its  most  vital  resource.  If  you  or  your  employer  want 
more  information  about  Challenge  '85,  contact  the  Employment  Development 
Branch  Office  at  the  Canada  Employment  Centre  in  your  area.  The  Queen’s 
family  has  always  responded  to  the  needs  of  its  members,  and  this  plea  for 
summer  employment  relies  on  the  furtherance  of  that  tradition.  Consider  it 
an  investment  in  the  future  of  your  business,  that  student  and  this  University. 

It  has  been  an  honour  and  pleasure  for  me  to  serve  as  AMS  President  this 
year.  I  have  enjoyed  getting  to  know  so  many  of  you,  as  we  work  together 
to  forge  further  links  between  Queen's  students  and  its  alumni.  Thank  you  for 
reading  this  column  throughout  the  year,  and  I  commend  my  successor's  in¬ 
sights  to  you  in  the  next  and  subsequent  editions. 

I  look  forward  to  seeing  some  of  you  at  University  Council  in  May,  when 
we  will  be  discussing  Queen's  as  a  Community.  How  true  it  is,  and  may  it  always 
be  so.

Women's  Basketball 

The  road  to  the  playoffs  this  year  for  the  Gaels  has  proved  to 
be  a  difficult  one  ...  one  yet  to  be  completed.  The  fate  of  the 
team  may  well  rest  on  their  performance  in  their  last  season 
game  against  York  on  February  9.  At  press  time,  the  Gaels  have 
accounted  for  only  four  season  wins  against  seven  losses,  but 
may  still  capture  the  fourth  and  final  playoff  spot  in  the  tough 
Eastern  division.  Emotional  ups  and  downs  have  caused  incon¬ 
sistency  on  the  court,  leading  to  many  frustrations.  The  women, 
however,  have  remained  intense,  and  if  the  gateway  to  the 
playoffs  is  open,  the  team  is  capable  of  upsetting  many  teams 
in  the  province. 

Women's  Soccer 

After  a  number  of  years  of  “club"  status,  fall  1984  saw  Queen's 
first  "official"  women's  soccer  team  formed.  Coached  by  two 
fourth-year  students  and  led  by  a  number  of  veterans  from  the 
former  club.  Queen's  dominated  its  early  season  tournaments 
and  exhibition  games.  Heading  into  the  OWIAA  Tournament, 
hosted  by  Guelph  University,  it  looked  as  though  Western 
would  once  again  be  the  team  to  beat.  The  two-division  draw, 
however,  had  Queen's  and  Western  playing  each  other  in 
preliminary  matches. 

The  Queen's  team  trounced  Wilfred  Laurier  in  their  opening 
match  by  a  score  of  7-0,  and  followed  up  with  a  6-0  win  over 
York.  That  set  the  stage  for  the  showdown  with  Western.  Down 
by  one  goal  at  the  half,  Queen's  fought  back  to  a  final  1-1  tie. 
On  the  basis  of  goals  for  and  against,  however,  Queen's  ad¬ 
vanced  to  the  final  against  Brock.  In  their  final  match  the  Gaels 
showed  their  stuff,  dominating  Brock  and  winning  by  4-0.

Lou  Bruce 

Lou  Bruce  widely  mourned 

Lou  Alexander  Bruce,  BA/BPHE'56,  CLU,  a 
nationally  known  athlete  and  charter  member 
of  Queen's  Football  Hall  of  Fame  (1983),  died 
in  Ottawa  on  January  16.  He  was  51. 

Ottawa  Citizen  sports  editor  Eddie  MacCabe 
called  Lou  "a  swashbuckler  as  a  ball  player" 
and  "one  of  the  great  Queensmen  who  came 
to  Ottawa  in  the  50s  and  made  the  Rough 
Riders  a  power."  The  Biter'  played  with  one 
of  Coach  Frank  Tindall's  great  gangs  —  in¬ 
cluding  Gary  Schreider,  Gary  Lewis,  Jim 
Hughes  and  Ron  Stewart  (his  friend  from 
boyhood  Toronto  days)  —  who  won  college 
football's  supreme  honour  in  1955  —  the  Yates 
Cup.  Lou  was  a  standout  defensive  end,  par¬ 
ticularly  as  a  pass  rusher,  though  he  also  star¬ 
red  as  offensive  end. 

He  went  on  in  1956  to  play  for  Frank  Clair's 
Rough  Riders  and  contributed  to  the  team's 
Grey  Cup  victory  in  1960  —  "tough  and  smart 
and  a  team  man,"  as  Clair  recalls.  He  retired 
with  knee  problems  that  year  and  went  into 
business.  By  1968  he  was  President  of  Canus 
Equipment  Ltd.  (plastics)  in  Ottawa.  He  still 
managed  to  find  time  and  energy  for  those  with 
hearing  disabilities,  especially  youngsters,  and 
donated  the  building  now  housing  the  Capital 
Region  Centre  for  the  Hearing  Impaired. 

Queen's  also  benefitted  from  his  generosi¬ 
ty.  Many  of  his  gifts  were  anonymous  bursary 
funds  for  needy  football  players.  He  was  a 
charter  member  of  Queen's  Cha  Gheill  Socie¬ 
ty,  a  special  giving  club.  When  the  students  of 
Project  Green  appealed  for  alumni  help  after 
Dutch  Elm  Disease  devastated  the  campus,  he 
donated  the  grove  of  black  pines  from  his 
Gatineau  retreat  that  now  form  a  grove  near 
Grant  Hall.  Lou  Bruce  was  former  president 
of  the  Ottawa  Alumni  Branch  and  a  founder 
of  the  1960s  Quarterback  Club.  Lately  he  had 
been  involved  with  John  Munro,  a  fellow  Hall 
of  Famer,  in  raising  funds  for  a  scholarship  in 
memory  of  Ted  Reeve. 

Many  Queen's  folk  from  Toronto  and 
Kingston  joined  Lou  Bruce's  friends  in  Ottawa 
for  a  memorial  service.  His  survivors  include 
three  daughters:  twins  Heather,  Artsci'86,  and 
Wendy,  Arts'88,  and  Jennifer.

Cardiologist  Colin  Penfield  Rose,  Sc'67  (MD 
McGill),  Associate  Professor  of  Medicine  at 
McGill  and  Montreal  General  Hospital,  is  co¬ 
author  of  a  best-selling  diet  book.  The  New 
Canadian  High  Energy  Diet  (Corona 
Publishers,  $22.50).  Co-author  is  his  dietician- 
nutritionist  wife,  Sandra  Cohen-Rose  (BHE, 
UBC).  She  runs  a  private  one-to-one  nutrition 
clinic  in  their  townhouse,  catering  to  "in¬ 
telligent,  motivated  executives"  but  also 
treating  some  dancers,  models  and  actresses. 

The  Roses'  High  Energy  diet,  in  which  whole 
grain  breads  and  the  humble  potato  take  cen¬ 
tre  stage,  has  received  high  praise  from  three 
publications:  Chatelaine,  Protect  Yourself  (con¬ 
sumer  information)  and  Leisure  Ways  (the  On¬ 
tario  Motor  League's  life-style  magazine).

Dr.  T.H.  'Harry'  Milburn,  Meds'08,  born  in 
1885,  is  the  oldest  living  physician  in  British 
Columbia  and  was  profiled  in  the  October'84 
edition  of  BC  Medical  ]ournal.  "His  life  has 
spanned  the  growth  and  development  of 
organized  medicine  in  BC,"  says  the  article. 
"...His  life  is  unusual  because  he  has  not  only 
practised  medicine  for  65  very  productive  years 
(1911-76)  but  has  contributed  significantly  to 


the  progress  of  medicine  during  40  of  those 


years. 


Dr.  Milburn  practised  with  Dr.  Bert  Wallace 


on  Vancouver's  West  Broadway  from  the  ear¬ 
ly  1950s  until  an  accident  forced  his  retirement 
in  1976,  when  he  was  91.  He  had  spent  the 


previous  30  years  with  Dr.  A.Y.  McNair  in  the 


same  city. 

In  his  earliest  years  in  Vancouver 


the 


years  around  World  War  I  —  Dr.  Milburn 


became  part  of  the  medical  'spokesgroup'  that 
helped  draft  the  first  Workman's  Compensa¬ 
tion  Board  regulations.  By  1924  he  was  presi-  • 
dent  of  the  Vancouver  Medical  Association  and 
an  initiator  of  the  annual  Osier  Lecture,  the 
VMA  summer  school  and  the  Medical  Bulletin. 
He  also  served  as  Chief  of  Staff  at  St.  Paul's 
Hospital,  lecturer  in  its  School  of  Nursing,  an 


executive  in  several  capacities  in  the  BC 
Medical  Association,  and  treasurer  of  the  BC 


College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons. 

He  was  thrust  into  political  controversy  in 
1935  when  he  united  BC  doctors  against  the 
Premier's  medical  insurance  scheme  ("the  in¬ 
famous  Weir  Bill").  Dr.  Milburn  was  among 
the  founders  of  the  Cancer  Agency  when  that 
disease  became  an  international  concern  50 
years  ago.  He  chaired  a  provincial  project  to 
provide  fee  assistance  for  indigent  patients,  and 
he  represented  BC  on  the  Medical  Council  of 


Canada,  1948-52.  "His  great  service  to  both 
provincial  and  national  organized  medicine 


was  recognized  with  life  memberships  in  both 
the  CMA  and  the  BCMA,"  reports  the  Journal. 

"St.  Paul's  doctors,"  the  article  concludes, 
"will  remember  Harry  at  the  age  of  90  appear¬ 
ing  several  times  a  week  to  visit  his  patients. 
He  continues  to  live  a  fairly  active  life  at  Cen¬ 
tral  Park  Lodge  and  his  memories  of  Van¬ 
couver  medical  heritage  are  still  clear,  in  spite 
of  his  99  years. 

"His  vision  and  perseverance  produced  many 
of  the  vital  developments  that  we  today  take 
for  granted."

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Antony  Alpers  feted 

New  Zealand  author  Antony  Alpers,  Emeritus 
Professor  of  English  since  1982,  had  his  literary 
scholarship  saluted  through  an  honorary  doc¬ 
torate  from  Queen's  last  spring.  Now  he  is  in 
the  spotlight  again  with  a  new  book,  the 
definitive  edition  of  the  Stories  of  Katherine 
Mansfield.  Its  publication  in  November  '84  by 
Oxford  University  Press  was  the  occasion  of 
a  tribute  hosted  at  the  Canadian  Chancery  in 
Wellington,  N.Z.,  by  the  Canadian  High  Com¬ 
missioner,  His  Excellency  C.O.  Roger 
Rousseau,  CC. 

Dr.  Alpers'  1980  book.  Life  of  Katherine 
Mansfield,  was  highly  praised  and  went  on  to 
win  the  New  Zealand  National  Book  Award 
in  1981.  He  had  barely  cleared  the  final  proofs 
for  that  book  during  a  sabbatical  leave  in  Ox¬ 
ford  in  1979  when  he  was  unexpectedly  given 
access  to  a  large  and  hitherto  unsuspected  col¬ 
lection  of  Mansfield  manuscripts,  belonging  to 
Mrs.  Edison  Dick  of  Chicago.  (They  have  since 
been  presented  to  the  Newberry  Library  of 
Chicago.) 

The  new  book  of  stories,  which  was  called 
"a  new  work  of  literary  scholarship  from 
Queen's  University"  in  press  releases,  is  being 
hailed  for  its  brand  new  material  and  for  "an 
authority  not  possessed  by  any  previous  edi¬ 
tion".  Oxford  Press  expects  to  have  the  Alpers 
book  available  in  Canada  and  Britain  this 
spring.

Alumni  teaching  awards  to 
historian  and  computer  scientist 


Professors  Frederick  W.  Gibson  of  the 
History  Department  and  Robert  G. 
Crawford  of  Computing  and  Information 
Science  are  this  year's  winners  of  the 
Queen's  University  Alumni  Award  for 
Excellence  in  Teaching.  The  awards  are 
made  by  the  Alumni  Association  to  salute 
exceptional  professors  who  have  been 
nominated  by  their  students,  former 
students  and  colleagues. 

Prof.  Gibson,  a  specialist  in  Canadian 
history,  is  himself  a  Queen's  alumnus 
(BA'42,  MA'44)  and  has  been  a  member 
of  faculty  since  1952.  In  1966  he  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  a  three-year  term  as  Queen's 
first  Vice-Principal  (Academic).  In  1969 
he  resumed  full-time  teaching  and 
research,  but  has  also  handled  three  ma¬ 
jor  extracurricular  tasks  over  the  past  15 
years:  editing  the  extensive  report  of  the 
1970  Commission  on  Bilingualism  and 
Biculturalism,  co-editing  the  late  Hilda 
Neatby's  book.  Queen's  University, 
Volume  1,  1841-1917,  and  then  com-

pleting  his  own  much-acclaimed  Volume 
II  of  the  history  —  To  Serve  and  Yet  Be 
Free  (1983). 

Frederick  Gibson  has  also  assembled 
for  the  public  archives  the  papers  of  three 
historically  significant  Canadians: 
Mackenzie  King,  Clifford  Sift  on  and  john 
Dafoe.  His  expertise  in  this  area  has  also 
helped  to  endow  Queen's  with  the  best 
collection  found  among  Canadian  univer¬ 
sities  of  the  papers  of  public  figures. 

Robert  Crawford  joined  the  faculty  in 
Computing  and  Information  Science  in 
1972  after  completing  his  doctorate  and 
lecturing  at  Cornell  University.  He  also 
has  an  MSc  from  Cornell  and  a  BSc  from 
Penn  State.  During  13  years  at  Queen's, 
Dr.  Crawford  has  been  chairman  of  his 
department's  undergraduate  studies,  part- 
time  degree  studies,  and  Curriculum 
Committee;  has  been  its  link  with  High 
School  Liaison,  Career  Planning  and 
Placement,  and  the  faculty  boards  in  both 
Applied  Science  and  Arts  and  Science; 
and  has  served  on  the  Senate  and  Senate 
committees.  Concurrently,  he  has  writ¬ 
ten  22  published  articles,  addressed  seven 
refereed  conferences,  had  12  reviews 
published,  and  been  co-author  of  three 
books,  including  a  text  used  at  Queen's. 
He  has  also  supervised  the  research  of  11 
graduate  students  and  taught  a  total  of 
16  computing  courses  on  campus,  in  Ber¬ 
muda,  and  at  Collins  Bay  Penitentiary. 

The  nominations  of  both  professors 
had  enthusiastic  support  from  many 
students,  as  well  as  their  academic 
colleagues. 

"A  truly  outstanding  teacher,"  one 
senior  student  wrote  of  Prof.  Gibson, 
"without  question  the  best  I  have  ever 
had."  "A  walking  history  book,"  said 
another.  "He  has  demonstrated  not  only 
an  intimate  knowledge  of  Canadian 
political  history,"  added  a  third,  "but  also 
a  remarkable  ability  to  relate  t©  his 
students  both  academically  and  socially." 
Several,  including  a  "troubled  essayist," 
appreciate  the  fact  that  his  office  door  is 
so  often  open. 

From  colleagues  in  the  History  Depart¬ 
ment  came  references  to  Mr.  Gibson's 
"clarity  of  mind,  cogency  of  argument 
and  facility  of  expression"  and  to  his  "ex¬ 
emplary  conscientiousness"  in  consulting 
with  individual  students.  In  direct 


reference  to  the  criteria  for  the  teaching 
award,  they  saluted  his  "incomparable 
knowledge  of  his  field,  infinitely  careful 
preparation,  imagination,  charm  and  wit" 
...his  "truly  brilliant  lectures"  and  the  way 
he  "constantly  challenges  his  students  to 
perform  both  orally  and  in  writing  at  the 
very  highest  level"  and  "enhances  their 
skills  as  analytical  scholars." 

With  Prof.  Crawford,  teaching  style 
"has  been  elevated  to  an  art,"  according 
to  several  students.  In  past  years.  Depart¬ 
mental  Student  Councils  have  expressed 
their  appreciation  through  gifts  and  cer¬ 
tificates,  as  well  as  nominations  for  this 
Alumni  Award.  "He  teaches  much  more 
than  bits,  bytes  and  programming 
pearls,"  observed  one  student;  "he 
represents  the  very  personality  of  our 
department."  "He  sparks  our  interest  in 
the  subject  at  a  level  at  which  we  feel 
competent  to  participate  fully  in  class 
discussions,"  they  added.  "Rather  than  a

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fixed  curriculum,  he  provides  a 
framework,  with  direction,  and 
challenges  us  to  pursue  our  own  areas  of 
interest  within  that  context." 

"In  his  ability  to  express  ideas,  main¬ 
tain  interest  and  show  sincere  interest  in 
teaching,"  wrote  one  senior,  "Dr.  Bob  not 
only  meets  but  surpasses  the  criteria  of 
the  award.  His  lectures,  though  less  struc¬ 
tured  than  many  others,  are  rich  in  con¬ 
tent  drawn  from  his  research,  standard 
material,  and  contributions  from  ex¬ 
perienced  class  members."  (Dr. 
Crawford's  courses  have  attracted  several 
mature  students.) 

Colleagues  commented  on  his  "patience 
and  concern"  for  all  students  who  have 
come  to  him  for  advice  about  course 
work,  careers  and  curriculum  and  on  his 
"dedication  to  the  long-term  well-being  of 
the  department." 

Each  of  the  award  winners  will  receive 
$500  and  a  Certificate  of  Merit  from 
Alumni  President  J.  Barry  Young  at 
Spring  Convocation  on  June  1st. 

Since  the  awards  were  instituted  in 
1974,  winners  have  been  Professors 
William  Gilbert,  H.R.S.  Ryan,  A.R.C. 
Duncan,  Catherine  Harland,  William 
Reeve,  David  Mullan,  William  Cannon, 
Ronald  Delisle,  Catherine  Brown  and 
Collette  Tonge  (co-winners)  and 
Josephine  Reddick  and  Gerald  S.  Marks 
(co-winners  1984). 


Three  other  professors  won  impor¬ 
tant  teaching  awards  from  their 
students  in  April,  as  well.  John 
Matthews  of  the  English  Depart¬ 
ment  and  Carol  Gibbons-Wood  of 
the  Art  Department  were  the 
choice  of  the  Arts  and  Science 
Undergraduate  Society  (ASUS)  for 
"distinguishing  themselves  beyond 
the  call  of  teaching  duty."

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African  Art  gift  to  Queen's 
already  becoming  a  national  resource

Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  Montreal  art 
collectors  Justin  and  Elisabeth  Lang  and 
the  foresight  and  energy  of  Robert  Swain 
and  his  staff,  the  Agnes  Etherington  Art 
Centre  at  Queen's  has  acquired  a  stun¬ 
ning  collection  of  African  art  which  is 
destined  to  become  a  university,  com¬ 
munity  and  national  resource. 

When  the  574  pieces  passed  from  the 
Langs  to  Queen's,  they  immediately 
became  the  largest  public  collection  of 
African  art  in  Canada.  Lovingly  assembl¬ 
ed  over  a  40-year  period,  the  Lang  Col¬ 
lection  is  valued  at  $1. 8-million.  It  con¬ 
sists  of  figure  sculptures,  ritualistic  ob¬ 
jects,  masks  and  many  other  fascinating 
objects  connected  with  the  ceremonial 
and  domestic  life  of  several  African  tribes. 

Because  of  its  significance  as  a  public 
collection,  the  African  art  will  make  the 
Centre  a  focus  for  studies  of  African  art 
and  culture.  Director  Robert  Swain,  who 
supervised  the  acquisition  of  the  Collec¬ 
tion  beginning  with  his  first  exciting  visit 
to  the  Lang  home  in  Montreal  back  in 
June  1983,  expects  the  collection  to  attract 
scholars  working  at  many  levels  of 
sophistication. 

"This  is  a  resource  which  members  of 
the  university  community,  the  people  of 
Kingston  and  the  surrounding  areas  will 
enjoy  over  the  years,"  he  says.  "Its  most 
immediate  impact  has  been  on  the  hun¬ 
dreds  of  school  children  who  have  come 
for  a  specially  designed  African  program 
originated  by  the  Centre's  Education  Of¬ 
fice.  Its  value  as  an  educational  tool  is 
enormous.  Over  the  long  term,  we  see  a 
body  of  scholarship  growing  around  it 
which  will  be  quite  exciting." 

The  inaugural  exhibition  based  on  the 
Lang  Collection,  called  Visions  and 
Models,  had  a  gala  opening  on  February 
2.  Response  was  so  enthusiastic  that  the 
show  was  extended  a  full  month  (to  April 
28).  By  the  end  of  March,  some  2,000 
school  children  and  hundreds  of  other 
visitors  had  seen  Visions  and  Models, 
making  it  the  biggest  success  in  the  Cen¬ 
tre's  recent  history. 

During  the  March  school  break, 
children  aged  6  to  13  gathered  at  the  Art

Centre  for  tours  and  workshops.  After  a 
visit  to  the  gallery  showing  the  Lang  Col¬ 
lection,  the  children  were  given  materials 
to  put  together  their  own  original  masks. 
The  workshops  ended  with  an  impromp¬ 
tu  dance  with  masks,  inspired  by  the 
rituals  the  masks  were  once  used  for  in 
Africa. 

On  Sunday,  February  24,  some  375 
people  crowded  into  the  Centre's  main 
gallery  to  hear  a  moving  performance  of 
African  Sanctus  by  David  Fanshawe, 
with  the  Pro  Arte  Singers  of  Kingston 
under  the  direction  of  KSO  conductor 
Brian  Jackson.  Then,  on  Saturday,  March 
2,  close  to  100  people  from  Toronto, 
Montreal,  Ottawa  and  upper  New  York 
State  gathered  on  campus  for  a  sym¬ 
posium  on  African  art  conducted  by 
visiting  experts  in  the  field.  Papers  were 
presented  by  Prof.  Ruth  Phillips  of 
Carleton  University,  Prof.  Zdenka 
Volavka  of  York  University,  and  Roslyn 
Walker,  Curator  of  the  National  Museum 
of  African  Art  at  Washington's  Smith¬ 
sonian  Institution. 

Dorothy  Farr,  Curator  of  the  Art  Cen¬ 
tre  and  organizer  of  the  symposium,  says, 
"Frankly,  I  thought  we  would  be  doing 
well  to  draw  25  people.  We  were  just 
overwhelmed  by  the  incredible  en¬ 
thusiasm  and  interest." 

Robert  Swain  agrees  that  interest  in  the 
collection  is  surpassing  all  expectations  — 
already.  "We  knew  when  we  acquired  the 
Lang  Collection  that  we  were  getting 
something  special.  But  we  fully  expected 
it  would  take  a  number  of  years  to  build 
up  interest.  The  public  events  we  have 
staged  have  shown  that  there  is  even  more 
interest,  ready  to  be  tapped,  than  we 
thought." 

A  sense  of  history  in  the  making  has 
surrounded  the  exhibition  from  the  day 
of  its  gafla  opening.  Federal  Cabinet 
Minister  Monique  Vezina  flew  through  a 
snowstorm  from  Ottawa  to  formally 
open  this  inaugural  exhibition  and  to  at¬ 
tend  the  fund-raising  reception  sponsored 
by  the  Centre's  supportive  Gallery 
Association. 
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During  March  Break  from  school,  children  from  Kingston  and  area  had  a  chance  to  take  con¬ 
ducted  tours  of  the  show,  then  participate  in  mask-making  workshops.  After  their  masks  were 
'built',  the  children  put  them  on  and  enjoyed  a  dance  to  African  music. 


The  presence  of  the  donors,  Justin  and 
Elisabeth  Lang,  who  were  seeing  their 
cherished  collection  on  public  view  for  the 
first  time,  and  their  sons  Robert  (Arts'71) 
and  John  Lang  with  their  families,  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  sense  of  occasion.  Among 
the  many  guests  were  Chancellor  Agnes 
Benidickson  (niece  of  the  late  Agnes 
Etherington,  who  made  her  home  a  gift 
for  use  as  a  campus  and  community  art 
gallery).  Principal  David  C.  Smith  and  his 
wife  Mary,  Dr.  Jacqueline  Fry,  guest 
curator  for  the  exhibition,  and  Kingston 
Mayor  John  Gerretsen  with  his  wife 
Assunta.  Following  the  reception,  Prin¬ 
cipal  and  Mrs.  Smith  entertained  the  of¬ 
ficial  party  at  a  buffet  supper  in 
Summerhill. 

Visions  and  Models,  the  show  at  the 
core  of  all  this  happy  hubbub,  included 
64  pieces  from  West  and  Central  Africa, 
chosen  from  the  larger  collection  by  guest 
curator  Jacqueline  Fry.  Dr.  Fry  is  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  Art  History  at  l'Universite  d'Ot- 
tawa  and  an  internationally  known 
African  art  scholar.  She  formerly  head¬ 
ed  the  Department  de  l'Afrique  Noire  in 
the  Musee  de  l'Homme  in  Paris. 


A  70-page  catalogue  for  the  exhibition, 
written  by  Dr.  Fry,  designed  by  Peter 
Dorn,  RCA,  FGDC,  and  containing 
many  full-colour  illustrations,  is  available 
and  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  The 
Agnes  Etherington  Art  Centre,  Queen's 
University,  Kingston,  Ont.

Queen's  Radio  History  Project  Continues 


|  When  the  Queen's  Radio  History  Project 
i  began  in  the  summer  of  1982,  the  goal 
i  was  to  document  the  activities  of  CFRC 
i  and  its  ancestor,  9BT,  from  the  first  ex- 
j  perimental  broadcasts  in  1922.  The  pro¬ 
ject  quickly  grew  beyond  a  proposed 
three-hour  anniversary  broadcast  into  a 
series  of  12  two-hour  broadcasts. 

In  the  course  of  the  original  research, 
several  sources  suggested  to  me  in- 
j  dependently  that  the  year  of  sign-on  of 
Queen's  Radio  in  its  original  form 
antedated  1922.  Hard  data  are  lacking, 

‘  however,  and  memories  are  imprecise, 
f  and  so  the  actual  date  of  the  first  broad¬ 
cast  could  lie  anywhere  between  the  fall 
of  1929  (when  Prof.  D.M.  Jemmett,  Sc'13, 

1  returned  to  Queen's  from  MIT)  and  some 
unrecorded  date  in  1922  when  George 
‘  Parsons,  Sc'23,  played  'The  Bluebells  of 
Scotland'  on  his  cornet  for  the  primitive 
microphone  of  station  9BT  in  Fleming 
Hall.  There  is  a  lot  of  discontinuity  in  the 
story. 

Recently,  an  even  earlier  phase  of  radio 
activity  at  Queen's  has  come  to  light, 
thanks  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  W.  Harold  Reid 
of  Stoney  Creek,  Ont.  Rev.  Reid,  Arts'24, 
taught  signalling  at  the  summer  War 
Camps  at  Barriefield,  and  he  recalls  that 
the  School  of  Signalling  used  a  code 
transmitter-receiver  that  was  on  loan 
I  from  Queen's  University.  He  has  also  pro¬ 
vided  technical  details  and  a  photograph 
|  of  the  apparatus.  Follow-up  research  has 
[  yielded  a  rather  detailed  account  of  the 
use  of  the  wireless  sets  (there  were  two) 
from  Queen's  over  at  Barriefield.  The  sets 
were  brought  to  the  War  Camp  original¬ 
ly  by  Prof.  L.W.  Gill  in  1915.  Later,  Prof. 
E.W.  Henderson,  Sc'05,  had  charge  of 
some  aspects  of  the  operation  of  the 
wireless. 

Further  probing,  with  the  help  of 
Queen's  Archives,  turned  up  the  original 
purchase  orders  for  the  university's 
wireless  sets,  signed  by  Professor  Gill  on 
December  27,  1911.  It  was  as  exciting  as 
striking  gold!  A  search  through  the  calen¬ 
dars  of  the  School  of  Mining  showed  that 
Professor  Gill  taught  Course  XI 
(Telegraphy  and  Telephony)  and 
Laboratory  No.  4  in  the  fourth  year  of  the 
Electrical  Engineering  section  (G)  of  the 
Applied  Science  Courses  offered  by  the 
■

School  of  Mining.  Professor  Gill  left  for 
active  military  service  in  1915,  and  his 
teaching  was  taken  over  by  George  F. 
Drewry,  Sc'10.  From  1917  to  1920,  Pro¬ 
fessor  Henderson  taught  the  course. 

When  the  war  ended  and  the  ban  on 
amateur  radio  was  lifted,  the  students  at 
Queen's  founded  a  Wireless  Club 
(November  1919)  with  Professor  Gill  as 
Honorary  President.  Very  soon  after  that 
he  left  Queen's,  and  we  next  find  Pro¬ 
fessor  Jemmett  listed  as  Honorary  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Wireless  Club.  The  link,  if  any 
existed,  between  Gill's  interest  in  wireless 
and  Jemmett's  founding  of  9BT  and  CFRC 
is  still  obscure,  except  possibly  with 
regard  to  the  Wireless  Club. 

I  would  appreciate  any  information  of 
any  sort  that  might  add  to  the  story  and

Alumnae  make  first  award  of  Roy ce  Fellowship  - 


The  Alumnae  Association's  first  award 
from  the  Jean  Royce  Fellowship  Fund  has 
been  announced  simultaneously  with  the 
annual  Marty  Memorial  Scholarship.  The 
1985-86  Marty  Scholarship  has  been  won 
by  Lee  Ann  Kozlik,  32,  a  Canadian 
painter  now  living  in  Europe  and  work¬ 
ing  in  both  France  and  Germany.  She 
studied  at  the  University  of  Alberta,  com¬ 
pleted  her  Bachelor  of  Art  Education  pro¬ 
gram  at  Queen's  in  1975,  and  also  manag¬ 
ed  some  seasonal  courses  in  England  at 
the  Falmouth  School  of  Art. 

For  seven  years  she  taught  two  courses 
in  Queen's  Art  Department  (introductory 
painting  and  drawing),  taught  both 
children  and  adults  at  the  Agnes  Ether- 
ington  Art  Centre,  and  contributed  ar¬ 
ticles  to  newspapers  and  journals.  In  1978 
Lee  took  a  year  off  for  full-time  painting 
in  Crete.  This  chance  to  concentrate  her 
activity  produced  a  solid  body  of  work 
—  enough  for  two  large  solo  shows,  one 
at  Queen's  Art  Centre  and  the  other  at  a 
commercial  gallery  in  Ottawa.  The  ex¬ 
perience  was  an  unqualified  success;  85% 
of  her  paintings  sold  and  by  1980  had 
doubled  in  value. 


Feeling  by  the  end  of  spring  term  1984 
that  she  was  talking  more  about  painting 


than  she  was  actually  painting,  Ms  Kozlik 
made  a  major  career  decision.  She  left 
Queen's  and  moved  to  Europe,  found  an 
ideal  studio  (roomy  and  inexpensive)  in 
Lubeck,  Germany,  just  seven  hours  from 
Paris,  and  set  about  painting  and  draw¬ 
ing  in  earnest.  Last  September  she  had  a 
show  at  the  estate  of  Baroness  von  Butler 
(where  she  is  invited  to  present  another 
landscape  exhibition  in  September  1985); 
in  December  she  presented  "Small  Works 
on  Paper"  at  her  own  atelier;  and  just  in 
March  she  had  a  large  one-artist  show  in 
Lubeck. 

What  will  she  do  with  her  Marty  prize 
of  $9,000?  "I  propose,"  she  says,  "to  com¬ 
plete  a  series  of  24  large  canvases  and  to 
exhibit  this  work  in  one-man  and  group 
exhibitions  in  Canada  and  Germany." 

From  the  foundation  of  such  large-scale 
major  paintings  she  expects  to  forge  other 
paintings  and  find  new  directions  "so  that 
the  initial  work  multiplies  in  many- 
faceted  ways"  until  the  work  "perpetuates 
itself  through  sales"  and  she  is  able  to  take 
care  of  herself  —  “the  ultimate 
experience." 

Specifically,  the  support  of  Queen's 
alumnae  "will  help  pay  for  the  reality  of 
what  it  costs  to  paint  a  painting  (paint, 
stretchers,  canvas,  brushes,  turps,  etc.), 
mount  an  exhibit,  make  slides,  make  an 
application,  frame  a  drawing,  and  main¬ 
tain  a  studio." 

To  date  she  has  been  economically 
restricted  to  small  scale  paintings  and 
work  on  paper,  generally  speaking, 
although  she  gives  painting  lessons  in  her 
studio  and  teaches  English.  (She  also 
speaks  French  and  has  acquired  workable 
German.)  Besides  the  material  'makings' 
of  her  large  canvases,  Mz  Kozlik  is  look-

ing  forward  to  another  product  of  her 
new  scholarship:  freedom  from  the  severe 
time  and  energy  constraints  of  'outside' 
work  and  the  opportunity  to  sit  silently 
before  her  paintings  for  the  reflection  so 
necessary  to  artists. 

While  teaching  at  Queen's,  she  was  ac¬ 
tive  in  the  Ban  Righ  Foundation  for  Con¬ 
tinuing  University  Education,  another  in¬ 
stitution  which,  like  the  Marty  and  Royce 
awards,  enjoys  the  support  of  the  Alum¬ 
nae  Association  (women  graduates). 

When  applying  for  the  Marty  Scholar¬ 
ship,  she  wrote  to  the  awards  committee 
chaired  by  Prof.  Catherine  Harland  as 
follows:  "I  realize  the  painter  has  never 
been  a  convenient  personality  to  classify. 
...I  feel  thinly  dressed  compared  to  the 
scientist  or  scholar  ...but  I  would  see  your 
trust  in  me  as  an  affirmation  and 
acknowledgement  of  the  creative 
process."

The  first  Jean  Royce  Fellow  was  more 
easily  'classified'.  Catherine  Hyett,  39,  is 
a  doctoral  candidate  and  lecturer  in 
Political  Studies  at  Queen's.  She  came  to 
Kingston  in  1981  with  a  BA  from  Shef¬ 
field,  England,  and  completed  her  MA  in 
1984. 


i0 
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Her  special  field  of  research  and 
teaching  has  become  the  politics  of 
underdevelopment,  with  the  Caribbean 
and  Central  American  regions  as  specific 
foci.  She  intends  to  use  her  Royce 
Fellowship  for  field  work  in  Jamaica  this 
summer,  studying  the  role  of  women  and 
the  emergence  of  women's  organizations 
in  Caribbean  social  structures.  The 
research  is  commissioned  by  the  Program 
of  Studies  in  National  and  International 
Development  (SNID,  Queen's)  and  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  produce  a  document  under  the 
joint  authorship  of  Miss  Hyett  and  two 
SNID  directors.  Profs.  Colin  Leys  and 
David  Cox. 

The  winner  already  has  a  growing  con¬ 
viction  about  the  "immense  potential  to 
be  realized  in  adult  education  programs 
in  the  Third  World"  and  her  own  ability 
to  contribute  to  making  educational  net¬ 
works  more  relevant  for  those  using 
them. 

Professor  Leys  calls  her  originality  and 
industriousness  outstanding.  He  adds 
that  "her  MA  thesis  on  the  evolution  of 
labour  law  in  Jamaica  was  remarkable, 
and  very  much  her  own."  He  told  the 
selection  committee  that  Miss  Hyett  was 
"an  exceptional  (mature)  student  who 
would  fulfill  the  intentions  of  the  Mar- 
ty/Royce  Scholarship  Committee  in  an 
exemplary  way."

The  Marty  Memorial  Scholarship  is  of¬ 
fered  annually  by  Queen's  Alumnae 
Association  (as  distinguished  from  the 
Alumni  Association)  in  memory  of  Dr. 
Aletta  Marty,  MA  1894,  LLD'19,  and  her 


sister  Sophie,  MA  1897.  The  selection 
committee  was  chaired  this  year  by 
Catherine  Harland,  Arts'69  (PhD  Har¬ 
vard),  a  professor  in  Queen's  Department 
of  English  and  winner  in  1978  of  the 
Alumni  Award  for  Excellence  in 
Teaching.

For  1986-87,  the  value  of  the  Marty 
Memorial  Scholarship  is  being  raised  to 
$9,500. 

Any  woman  who  holds  a  degree  from 
Queen's  or  who  will  graduate  by  Spring 
1986  is  eligible  to  apply.  The  Marty  is 
awarded  for  a  year  of  graduate  study  and 
research  or  "an  endeavour  which  con¬ 
tributes  to  the  advancement  of 
knowledge,  contributes  to  society,  or 
allows  creative  expression." 

Applicants  for  the  Marty  will  also  be 
considered  for  assistance  from  the  Jean 
Royce  Fellowship  Fund,  established  in 
memory  of  Jean  1.  Royce,  BA'30,  LLD'68, 
long-time  Registrar  of  Queen's  Univer¬ 
sity.  Awards  will  be  made  at  the  discre¬ 
tion  of  the  Marty/Royce  Selection  Com¬ 
mittee.  For  1985,  this  Fellowship  amounts 
to  $2,500.

Another  Queen's-industry  collaboration 

Advanced  Materials  Technology  Unit  launched 


A  new  co-operative  research  program  — 
the  Advanced  Materials  Technology  Unit 
—  was  launched  at  the  February  meeting 
of  Senate  to  (in  the  words  of  The  Whig- 
Standard)  "strengthen  the  links  between 
the  ivory  tower  and  industry." 

The  new  unit  has  been  established 
within  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science,  but 
will  co-ordinate  materials  technology 
research  not  only  in  that  faculty  but  also 
in  Arts  and  Science  and  the  School  of 
Business. 

The  unit's  interim  co-ordinator  is 
Physics  Professor  J.L.  Whitton.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  him,  the  new  arrangement  "builds 
upon  long-standing  interest  at  Queen's  in 
non-destructive  testing;  materials 
characterization  of  ceramics,  polymers, 
metals  and  alloys;  corrosion  and  degra¬ 
dation  studies;  and  other  areas  of 
materials  processing,  as  well  as  on  the 
work  in  the  School  of  Business  on  innova¬ 
tion  and  the  management  of  technology. 

Many  Queen's  alumni  in  Chemistry, 
Geology,  Physics  and  all  fields  of 
engineering  will  also  be  interested  to 
know  that  the  new  unit  recognizes  an  ac¬ 
tive  collaboration  with  a  number  of  in-

dustries  that  has  been  building 
dramatically  in  recent  years. 

The  announcement  on  campus  follow¬ 
ed  a  February  1st  meeting  at  the  Donald 
Gordon  Centre  between  Queen's  people 
and  senior  managers  from  a  number  of 
Canadian  companies. 

At  present,  the  Advanced  Materials 
Technology  Unit  is  purely  a  joint 
university-industry  venture.  No  govern¬ 
ment  assistance  was  solicited  for  the  start¬ 
up  period. 

Dean  David  Bacon  expects  that  the 
more  formalized  collaboration  will 
develop  more  relevant  expertise,  man¬ 
power  and  facilities  at  Queen's  and  at  the 
same  time  enhance  the  economic  poten¬ 
tial  of  Canada's  materials  industry. 


Q's  Quarterly  honoured 

Queen's  Quarterly  has  two  reasons  to 
celebrate.  The  160-member  Conference  of 
Editors  of  Learned  Journals  gave  it  their 
1984  award  for  Best  Journal  Design,  and 
the  government  made  it  a  grant  of 
$17,350  under  the  Aid  of  Learned  Jour¬ 
nals  program  of  the  Social  Sciences  and 
Humanities  Research  Council  of  Canada. 
This  is  the  second  year  in  a  row  that  the 
design  award  has  gone  to  the  Quarterly, 
thanks  to  the  work  of  Peter  Dorn,  head 
of  Queen's  Graphic  Design  Unit. 


Depository  for  Screenplays 

Queen's  Department  of  Film  Studies  and 
Telefilm  Canada  (formerly  the  Canadian 
Film  Development  Corporation)  have 
negotiated  the  deposit  at  Queen's  of  about 
1,000  screenplays,  representing  almost  all 
submissions  made  to  the  CFDC  for  pro¬ 
ject  funding  since  1979. 

The  deposit,  to  be  housed  in  the 
Department  on  Stuart  Street,  represents 
a  valuable  archival  resource  for  use  in  ad¬ 
vance  film  courses,  as  well  as  by  faculty 
members  and  visiting  scholars. 

The  department  already  has  on  deposit 
a  complementary  holding  of  about  800 
National  Film  Board  films  that  have  been 
withdrawn  from  circulation. 


Students  protest  \ 

Bovey  Report  i 

Three  busloads  from  Queen's  joined  other 
Ontario  students  who  travelled  to 
Queen's  Park  in  Toronto  March  21  to 
protest  the  Bovey  Report  on  the  future  1 
role  of  universities  in  the  province.  The 
report,  which  recommends  higher  tuition 
(up  to  50%  more  in  fees)  and  lowering 
enrolments  (by  4%-8%),  is  under  attack  ; 
from  the  200,000-member  Ontario 
Federation  of  Students  (colleges  and 
universities). 

In  Kingston,  about  20  other  students 
with  placards  marched  to  the  constituen¬ 
cy  office  of  MPP  Keith  Norton.  Mr.  Nor¬ 
ton,  an  alumnus,  recently  assumed  the 
portfolio  of  Ontario  Minister  of  Colleges 
and  Universities. 

Cabinet  review  of  the  Bovey  recom¬ 
mendations  is  delayed  because  of  an  elec¬ 
tion  campaign  under  way  (at  press  time) 
in  Ontario.  Former  Queen's  Principal 
R.L.  Watts  was  a  member  of  the  three- 
man  Bovey  Commission,  and  current 
Principal  David  C.  Smith  has  expressed 
his  support  for  their  report  in  several 
public  forums. 

Blast  Off  Gets  Closer 

A  federal  government  grant  of  $56,500 
has  brought  Queen's  space  shuttle  project 
closer  to  reality.  Called  QUEST,  it  will 
be  Canada's  first  materials-processing  ex- 
.  periment  to  be  conducted  in  the  near-zero 
'micro-gravity'  conditions  of  a  US  space 
shuttle  flight.  Last  year  the  proposal  won 
the  National  Research  Council's  approval 
in  the  Getaway  Special  Competition.  The 
federal  grant  will  allow  the  faculty- 
student  team  (headed  by  Prof.  R.W. 
Smith,  Head  of  Metallurgical  Engineer¬ 
ing)  to  design  a  prototype  furnace,  con¬ 
trol  system  and  set  of  experiments  for 
delivery  to  NRC  by  October.  The  experi¬ 
ment  is  expected  to  be  launched  into  space 
mid-1986.

Mechanical  Engineers  building  a  car  for  EXPO  86 


A  team  of  students  in  Mechanical 
Engineering  has  accepted  UBC's  invitation 
to  the  international  Innovative  Vehicle 
Design  competition  being  held  a  year 
from  August  in  conjunction  with  EXPO 
86. 

Their  entry  is  an  economical  multipur¬ 
pose  vehicle,  with  innovative  powertrain, 
chassis,  body  and  suspension.  The  power- 
train,  for  example,  is  an  electrical  and  in¬ 
ternal  combustion  engine  hybrid  system 
which  the  students  expect  will  deliver  at 
least  100  miles  per  gallon  without  giving 
up  performance.  The  chassis  will  be  ex¬ 
tendable,  allowing  for  transformation 
from  a  small  sporty  car  to  a  larger,  more 
utilitarian  vehicle. 

"Such  transformations,"  explains  team 
co-ordinator  James  Rodrigues,  Sc '87, 
"will  be  made  possible  by  the  building  of 
different  rear  end  body  modules." 

What  will  make  Queen's  Innovative 
Vehicle  Design  (QIVD)  very  competitive, 
says  James,  is  not  only  its  innovative 
aspects,  but  the  fact  that  it  also  meets  the 
demands  of  the  "normal  car  owner." 

QIVD's  proposed  body  bears  out  this 
practicality.  Form  and  function,  say  the 
designers,  have  been  combined  to  give 
good  aerodynamics,  interior  space,  effi¬ 
ciency,  styling  and  considerable  weight 
savings.  This  is  not  the  mad  scientist's 
propelled  skateboard  seen  in  fuel 
economy  contests;  the  Queen's  car,  in 
height  and  width,  conforms  to  an  average 
four-door  subcompact. 


The  young  engineers  plan  to  build  their 
car  of  a  composite  material  called  Kevlar 
49,  using  simple  wooden  molds  to 
fabricate  panels.  Fasteners  and  rubber 
strips  will  attach  these  Kevlar  panels  to 
a  tubular  frame.  Ancillary  parts,  such  as 
body  molding,  tail  light  assemblies  and 
door  fixtures,  are  readily  available  at 
salvage  yards. 

The  powertrain  plans  are  similarly 
practical.  "Our  powertrain  provides  ex¬ 
cellent  efficiency  at  a  reasonable  cost," 
points  out  the  prospectus.  "Perhaps  even 
more  exciting  is  the  fact  that  all  the  re¬ 
quired  components  are  currently 
manufactured  today,  making  construc¬ 
tion  of  this  vehicle  quite  feasible." 

With  regard  to  safety,  there  will  be  a 
breathalizer,  remote  control  cameras,  fire 
extinguisher,  and  excellent  passenger 
restraints. 

Queen's  is  competing  with  four  other 
universities:  UBC,  Manitoba,  Concordia 
and  Sherbrooke.  School  pride  as  well  as 
mechanical  and  electrical  ingenuity  are  in¬ 
volved  here.  The  project  team  says  with 
confidence  that  "all  the  components  of 
our  vehicle  are  within  our  scope  of 
knowledge  and  ability.  Given  that  ade¬ 
quate  money  can  be  raised,  our  propos¬ 
ed  vehicle  will  be  an  excellent  entry  in  the 
IVDC." 

To  solicit  the  financial  help  of  relevant 
corporations  and  Queen's  engineering 
alumni,  the  QIVD  team  has  prepared  a 
13-page  case  statement  with  details  and

They  estimate,  for  example,  that  it  will 
cost  $10,800  for  the  powertrain;  $3,200 
for  chassis/suspension;  $1,500  for  the 
body's  Kevlar  49  and  glass;  $5,150  for  in¬ 
terior  features;  and  $3,950  for  the  elec¬ 
trical  and  control  system.  Once  the  car 
is  built,  it  will  cost  $5,000  to  get  it  out 
to  EXPO  86.  Salaries  for  a  crew  to  work 
on  it  for  two  summers,  in  lieu  of  other 
summer  jobs,  will  cost  about  $36,000. 
Altogether, .  a  Queen's-engineered  car 
could  be  driving  into  automotive  history 
at  the  next  World's  Fair  for  under 
$70,000. 

To  Lee  Iacocca,  that's  a  drop  in  the 
bucket  (seat).  To  a  group  of  keen  Queen's 
students,  it's  big  bookkeeping,  even  when 
the  Department  of  Mechanical  Engineer¬ 
ing  has  undertaken  to  regulate  all  spend¬ 
ing  on  the  project.

The  crucial  role  computers  play  in  science 

I  and  engineering  is  reflected  in  the  recent 
announcement  by  Queen's  that 
microcomputers  will  be  formally  incor¬ 
porated  into  its  first-year  engineering 
program. 

Queen's  is  the  first  university  in 
i  Canada  to  take  such  a  bold  step.  What 
;  it  means  is  that  all  students  who  are  ac- 
:  cepted  into  the  program  will  be  encourag¬ 
ed  to  purchase  their  own  personal  com¬ 
puter  and  the  appropriate  software.  To 
help  students  select  a  machine  at  a  price 
they  can  afford,  the  university  has  done 
some  homework  and  come  up  with  two 
specially  priced  models.*  ...Students  who 
cannot  afford  a  computer  on  top  of  their 
tuition  fees  can  apply  for  a  special  loan 
from  Queen's  with  favorable  pay-back 
terms.  Students  who  are  not  keen  to  own 
a  computer  will  be  able  to  use  microcom¬ 
puters  which  the  university  plans  to  in¬ 
stall  in  clusters  throughout  the  campus. 

...The  microcomputer  is  an  engineer's 
most  powerful  tool.  It  is  also  helping  to 
make  the  world  safer  for  the  rest  of  us, 
(helping  engineers)  improve  the  quality  of 
their  products  —  the  buildings,  the 
chemical  plants  and  the  roads,  cars  and 
aircraft  we  depend  on  every  day. 


By  incorporating  microcomputers  in¬ 
to  the  daily  life  of  students,  the  Queen's 
engineering  faculty  has  formally  recogniz¬ 
ed  an  important  educational  tool.  The 
program  will  help  make  (Queen's) 
students  more  competitive  when  they 
enter  the  job  market.  Former  graduates 
may  finger  their  slide  rules  with  nostalgia. 
But  you  never  know:  The  computer  may 
go  the  way  of  the  slide  rule  in  another  few 
years.

After  considering  a  number  of  proposals, 
Queen's  is  recommending  two  specially 
priced  microcomputers  for  student  pur¬ 
chase.  Both  are  supplied  by  Zenith  Data 
Systems.  Both  are  IBM-PC  compatible, 
have  two  diskette  drives,  256kB  of  inter¬ 
nal  memory,  full  graphics  capability, 
parallel,  serial  and  video  ports,  and 
12-month  warranties. 

The  first  model,  which  is  specially  con¬ 
figured  for  engineering  students,  will  cost 
less  than  $2,000,  including  FORTRAN 
and  BASIC  capability,  word  processing 
and  graphics  software.  Further  expansion 
capability  is  available.  The  second  model 
provides  full  expansion  capability  and 
costs  about  $2,500.  Those  interested  in 
more  details  may  talk  to  Prof.  D.J.

Womenfs  Basketball 

The  women's  Basketball  team  managed  a  fourth-place  finish  in 
the  tough  Eastern  division  of  the  OWIAA  with  a  5  and  7  record. 
For  the  second  year  in  a  row  the  team  qualified  for  the  provin¬ 
cial  championships  at  McMaster  University,  but  facing  the 
Brock  Badgers  (first  place  in  the  West)  in  the  first  round  was 
too  much  for  the  Gaels.  The  game  was  much  like  a  synopsis 
of  the  team's  entire  season:  fantastic  basketball  being  played 
at  times,  with  unfortunately  heavy  slumps  of  poor  basketball. 

Queen's  met  Waterloo  in  the  second  round  in  a  hard-fought 
battle.  Continually  behind  on  the  scoreboard,  the  team  kept 
fighting  back  to  tie  the  game,  forcing  a  five-minute  overtime 
period.

The  experience  and  skills  gained  from  play¬ 
ing  indoor  hockey,  added  to  the  incoming  young  talent  show¬ 
ing  interest  in  the  Queen's  program,  will  be  a  definite  asset  to 
the  team  next  fall.

Recommendations 
Invited  for  the 
Queen's  Hall  of  Fame 

To  fulfill  the  objectives  of  the  Constitution,  it  is  necessary  that 
all  former  players  on  Queen's  football  teams  be  notified  yearly 
of  the  Selection  Process  for  the  Hall  of  Fame.  Following  are  ex- 
erpts  from  the  Constitution: 

Objectives 

(1)  To  establish  and  maintain  a  Hall  of  Fame  in  order  to 
recognize  those  former  students  of  Queen's  University  who  have 
distinguished  themselves  in  their  performance  as  football  players 
and  have  thereby  brought  honour  to  Queen's,  and  those  other 
individuals  who  made  significant  contributions  to  the  cause  of 
football  at  Queen's. 

(2)  To  nurture  and  promote  a  lasting  relationship  among  former 
Queen's  football  players  and  to  provide  a  special  focus  for  their 
return  to  the  university. 

Selection  Procedures  for  Hall  of  Fame 

General  Criteria  for  Players 

(1 )  Only  players  who  have  performed  since  the  Intercollegiate 
League  was  formed  in  1898  may  be  considered. 

(2)  Players  are  to  be  judged  on  their  performance  at  Queen's 
and  not  upon  a  subsequent  career  in  football. 

(3)  Any  player  who  has  played  senior  football  at  Queen's  may 
be  considered. 

(4)  A  player  is  not  eligible  for  selection  until  ten  years  after  the 
last  season  in  which  he  played. 

(5)  Players  shall  be  selected  from  each  of  the  following  eras: 

a)  Pre-First  World  War 

b)  1920-29 

c)  1930-39 

d)  1940-59 

e)  1960-69 

f)  and  thereafter  for  each  decade  following. 

Special  Category 

(1)  Individuals  who  have  contributed  greatly  to  the  develop¬ 
ment  or  cause  of  football  at  Queen's  other  than  as  a  player  may 
be  inducted  into  the  Hall  of  Fame  under  the  special  category 
of  ''Contributor''  (Builder). 

Selection  Process 

(1)  The  Selection  Committee  shall  solicit  from  the  general 
membership  by  way  of  advertisement  in  the  Queen's  Alumni 
Review  suggestions  for  inductees  for  the  coming  year.  Each 
recommendation  must  indicate  clearly  the  era  in  which  the 
player  belongs. 

(2)  Each  recommendation  must  provide  a  written  summary  of 
the  achievement  of  each  player,  indicating  why  that  player  is 
worthy  of  induction  into  Queen's  Hall  of  Fame. 

(3)  The  Selection  Committee  shall  make  the  final  selection  of 
all  inductees  and,  in  so  doing,  shall  take  into  account  the  views 
and  opinions  of  those  who  have  been  previously  formally  in¬ 
ducted  into  the  Hall  of  Fame.

Football  heroes  take 
whirlwind  tour

Legendary  Queen's  football  coach  Frank  Tindall  and  his 
award-winning  successor,  Doug  Hargreaves,  spent  a 
weekend  in  late  March  'scouting'  in  Northern  Ontario  —  but 
their  quest  was  for  Queen's  Alumni  rather  than  potential 
players. 

The  two  giants  of  the  gridiron  were  accompanied  by  Vice- 
Principal  (Services)  Jim  Bennett,  Professor  of  Electrical 
Engineering  and  an  avid  supporter  of  the  Golden  Gaels. 

An  extra  element  of  excitement  entered  the  whirlwind 
three-day  tour  with  the  announcement  (while  the  group  was 
in  Sault  Ste  Marie)  of  Mr.  Tindall's  induction  into  the  Cana¬ 
dian  Football  Hall  of  Fame  as  a  'builder'  of  the  CFL.  (See 
page  31) 

"This  was  basically  intended  as  a  'flag  waving'  trip  to  raise 
the  Queen's  colours  and  show  alumni  in  the  north  that  we 
hadn't  forgotten  them,"  said  Doug  Hargreaves,  who  was 
awarded  the  Frank  Tindall  Trophy  as  top  Canadian  univer¬ 
sity  football  coach  in  1983  by  the  CIAU. 

"We  were  very  pleased  with  the  support  shown  by  the 
alumni  who  turned  out  in  all  three  cities  (40  in  Sudbury,  60 
in  Sault  Ste  Marie  and  30  in  Thunder  Bay),"  he  added. 
"What  we  have  to  do  now  is  try  to  keep  that  enthusiasm 
for  Queen's  alive." 

In  each  of  the  three  communities,  receptions  were  organiz¬ 
ed  by  local  alumni.  Films  showing  the  university  as  it  is  to¬ 
day,  as  well  as  sports  bloopers  from  past  games,  were 
featured,  and  guests  had  the  opportunity  to  meet  or  renew 
old  ties  with  Frank  Tindall,  known  to  members  of  former 
football  and  basketball  teams  as  "the  kindly  ol'  coach." 

As  well  as  ex-Gaels  and  their  supporters,  the  tour  appeal¬ 
ed  particularly  to  Applied  Science  alumni,  said  Dr.  Bennett, 
Sc'58,  a  past  winner  of  the  Engineering  Society  Golden  Ap¬ 
ple  Award  (for  excellence  in  teaching).  He  noted  that  many 
graduates  of  Applied  Science  programs  at  Queen's  are 
employed  by  industries  in  the  northern  part  of  the  province. 
"It  was  a  pleasure  to  meet  with  so  many  engineers  during 
our  trip,"  he  says. 

Despite  frosty  weather  conditions,  the  spirits  generated  by 
gatherings  of  alumni  in  each  city  were  extremely  warm, 
declared  Frank  Tindall.  "I  was  particularly  happy  to  see  the 


number  of  former  football  and  basketball  players  who  turn¬ 
ed  out." 

Among  ex-Gaels  attending  the  receptions  were  John 
Milliken,  PHE'56,  MEd'75,  and  Dr.  Maurice  St.  Martin, 
Artsci'76,  Meds'80,  of  Sudbury;  Frank  Donnelly,  PHE'55, 
Doug  Cozak,  PHE'82,  Ed'73,  and  Gary  Lucenti,  Sc'62,  of  the 
Soo;  and  Gill  Labine,  Arts'72,  Law'75,  and  Orvel  Penner, 
PHE'51,  of  Thunder  Bay.  (Orvel's  son  Darrell  Penner, 
Meds'78,  was  also  an  outstanding  football  Gael.)

This  year  the  University  fielded  a  total  of  41  intercollegiate

(women),  Alpine  ski  (women),  Nordic  ski  (men),  women's  soc¬ 
cer  and  men's  tennis  (all  Ontario  championships).

Nearing  the  Goal! 

During  the  past  1 5  months,  your  efforts  have  helped  The 
Queen's  Appeal  raise  $21.5  million.  This  is  a  quite 
remarkable  achievement!  Especially  so,  considering  the 
multiplicity  of  financial  campaigns  and  a  continuing  frailty 
in  certain  key  areas  of  business  and  industry. 

Reviewing  the  progess  of  The  Queen's  Appeal  at  a  re¬ 
cent  meeting  of  Queen's  Board  of  Trustees,  William  D. 
Mulholland,  General  Chairman  of  the  appeal,  declared: 

"Although  we  have  exceeded  our  goals  in  certain 
categories,  we  still  have  some  challenges  remaining.  We 
are  continuing  active  solicitiation  in  all  categories.  I  feel 
confident  that  we  shall  reach  our  ($25-million)  target,  and 
exceed  it,  by  1986." 

Over  the  Top 

Four  divisions  of  the  Appeal  have  attained  their  respec¬ 
tive  goals,  but  canvassing  of  corporations  continues  na¬ 
tionally  and  locally.  Results  to  date: 

TRUSTEES  $  459,000  (1 53%  of  goal) 

SPECIAL  GIFTS  $  2,615,000  (123%)

Alumni  Progess 

Active  canvassing  —  in  person  and  by  telephone  and  mail 
—  has  advanced  the  Alumni  Division  to  79%  of  its 
$5. 5-million  target.  Gifts  and  pledges  have  reached 
$4,351,000,  including  about  $1. 5-million  from  the 
Phone/Mail  Program  in  which  Queen's  students  telephone 
alumni  for  contributions. 


Progress  in  Other  Divisions 

i  ■  Faculty  and  staff  have  contributed  $890,000  to 
date,  and  canvassers  anticipate  exceeding  their  goal  in 
1986.  Mr.  Mulholland  comments  that  "We  are  reluctant 
to  aggressively  canvass  in  this  category  during  a  period 
i  when  there  is  some  restraint  being  exercised  on  salaries." 

■  Parents.  A  renewed  appeal  to  parents  of  Queen's 
students  (i.e.,  parents  who  are  not  Queen's  alumni 
themselves)  is  under  way.  To  date,  parents  have  given 
$209,000  to  the  Appeal.  The  goal  is  $750,000  by  1989. 


H  Foundations.  Increasing  emphasis  is  being  put  on 
attracting  support  from  private  foundations.  Several  have 
before  them  proposals  prepared  by  faculty  members. 
Grants  secured  through  the  Appeal  now  exceed  $2.8 
million.  Target  is  $4  million  by  '89. 

H  Bequests.  Bequests  to  Queen's  totalling  $1,525,000 
have  been  credited  to  this  appeal,  including  $490,000 
received  recently  from  the  estate  of  Avery  Charles  Dunn¬ 
ing  of  Ottawa,  a  member  of  Commerce'41  and  son  of 
former  Chancellor  C.A.  Dunning. 

■  City  of  Kingston.  Kingston's  City  Council  voted  in 
favour  of  a  $500,000  contribution,  payable  over  five  years. 
Requests  have  also  been  submitted  to  the  Counties  of 
Frontenac  and  Lennox  and  Addington,  where  many 
Queen's  alumni,  faculty,  staff  and  students  live. 

ALLOCATING  FUNDS 

A  special  committee  chaired  by  Principal  David  C.  Smith 
has  begun  allocating  undesignated  funds  raised  through 
The  Queen's  Appeal. 

First  priority  was  given  to  $5  million  required  to  fund 
the  National  Scholars  Program,  designed  to  enrich 
teaching  and  research  in  newly  developing  fields  of 
knowledge,  as  well  as  the  traditional  disciplines,  and  to 
improve  the  proportion  of  women  on  faculty. 

The  importance  of  Queen's  National  Scholars  program 
is  emphasized  by  economic  consultant  Judith  Maxwell  in 
the  April  issue  of  Report  on  Business.  Government  budget 
cutting,  she  says,  has  begun  to  impair  universities'  ability 
to  hire  young  professors: 

"There  is  little  or  no  new  talent  moving  into  faculty 
ranks... The  universities  are  therefore  losing  access  to  the 
most  dynamic  and  energetic  age  group  of  academics  — 
the  ones  who  have  the  most  to  offer  in  terms  of  building 
the  foundations  for  excellence  in  education  and  research 
during  the  1990s." 

Other  priority  needs  being  addressed  by  the  Review 
Committee  include  new  and  replacement  equipment, 
graduate  and  undergraduate  student  assistance,  research 
support,  space  requirements,  and  library  resources.

Do  you  remember  the  secret  boarding  of  the  'Yacht  Edith', 
bound  for  Clayton,  N.Y.,  and  the  triumphant  departure 
without  detection  under  the  leadership  of  'Honest  John' 
Dargavel?  Our  return  was  obstructed  by  a  hostile  phalanx 
of  Sophomores  and  Seniors  lined  up  on  the  Kingston  dock, 
clamoring  like  the  bleacher  section  at  a  football  game.  We 
managed  to  land  a  crewman  by  making  a  close  pass  at  the 
dock;  he  brought  out  the  customs  men,  who  in  turn  brought 
the  girls  safely  to  shore. 

Do  you  remember  the  amphibious  landing  at  Dead  Man's 
Bay,  the  guarded  bridge  over  the  Cataraqui  River  at  the 
Frontenac  Barracks  and  the  long  trek  home  via  Kingston  Mills 
on  the  railroad  tracks,  only  to  have  our  hair  vandalized  by 
the  sophomore  goon  squad  shortly  afterwards? 

Do  you  remember  the  initiation,  decoration  with  Duco  in 
Queen's  colours,  glue  in  the  hair  and  arm  pits,  and  the  even¬ 
tual  fight  with  considerable  damage  to  a  couple  of  sophs, 
including  paint  dumped  on  their  heads?  I  can  remember  Bob¬ 
by  Kingston  holding  down  someone  much  bigger  than 
himself  and  thumping  him  thoroughly.  I  also  remember, 
with  gratitude.  Bill  Kitto  taking  me  home  to  his  basement 
where  we  could  remove  the  paint  and  glue  with  copious 
amounts  of  turpentine  and  hot  water. 


To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  we  did  not  initiate  Arts'36, 
and  this  primitive  practice  was  dropped  for  several  years. 

The  intervening  years  passed  quickJy  and  quietly  with  hap¬ 
py  memories  of  football  games.  Tea  Dances  and  Formals,  ex¬ 
cept  for  a  few  events  like  the  fraternity  fracas,  when  several 
of  the  football  players  who  joined  the  fraternity  were  dis¬ 
qualified  from  playing  for  the  rest  of  the  season.  The  team 
was  rebuilt  by  the  inclusion  of  intermediates  like  Johnny 
Wing,  Ted  Young  and  Jesse  Turner,  who  distinguished 
themselves  and  Queen's  by  thoroughly  trouncing  Toronto 
at  Varsity  Stadium  to  win  the  championship.  A  toast  to  the 
Fearless  Fourteen!  Their  running  back  of  Toronto  kicks  was 
something  spectacular,  seldom  if  ever  equalled. 

Then,  suddenly,  it  was  finals  and  Convocation  on  a 
glorious  spring  morning.  I  remember  the  girls,  beautiful  in 
white,  with  their  bouquets  of  red  roses  filling  the  old  Arts 
Building  and  Grant  Hall  with  a  magnificent  aroma  that 
lingered  for  hours. 

For  the  last  few  Reunions  I  have  been  the  only  recorded 
attendant  from  Arts'35.  The  last  members  of  our  year  that 
I  met  at  a  Reunion  were  Don  McHoul  and  Jim  Brown  and 
their  wives.  We  reminisced  late  into  the  night  at  the  LaSalle 
Motel.  In  more  recent  years  I  was  privileged  to  join 
Science'35,  who  have  consistently  returned  in  good  numbers, 
including  Brent  Wilson  and  Grant  (the  Boxer)  Baker. 

This  lone  Arts'35  attendant  at  recent  reunions  hopes  to  see 
you  in  great  numbers  at  Queen's  this  fall.  Our  alma  mater 
still  retains  its  charm.  Cha  Gheill!  And  Mille  Failt-ye. 
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General  Council  Field  Staff  Committee 
in  Ottawa.

Education  Faculty  will  miss 
Don  Cooper ;  so  will  alumni 

Donald  James  'Don'  Cooper,  BA'79,  died  in 
Kingston  on  January  11.  Don  was  Ad¬ 
ministrative  Assistant  to  the  Faculty  of  Educa¬ 
tion  in  the  areas  of  Field  Studies,  Continuing 
Education,  and  Computers  in  Education.  His 
death  from  cancer  was  termed  both  a  severe 
shock  and  a  serious  loss  to  the  field  of  edu¬ 
cation  by  former  students  who  wrote  to  the 
Review. 

Speaking  for  the  Dean  of  Education  and 
other  McArthur  Hall  colleagues.  Prof.  Bill 
Egnatoff  said:  "In  all  his  work,  we  knew  that 
what  he  took  on  would  be  done  with  en¬ 
thusiasm  and  with  deep  concern  for  all  those 
affected.  ...Most  recently,  Don  had  begun  to 
put  more  and  more  energy  into  the  area  of 
computers  in  Education.  He  was  the  prime 
mover  behind  courses  offered  by  this  Faculty 
to  teachers.  He  also  organized  conferences,  and 
took  great  pleasure  in  seeing  children  use  the 
computer  to  'grab  hold  of  the  world'  and  so 
to  derive  'a  sense  of  achievement  and  the  dig¬

Rosemary  Vrooman,  Ed'70,  MEd'78,  added 
that  "there  are  many  practising  teachers  who 
benefitted  greatly  from  his  kind  shepherding 
during  practice  rounds.

Don  Cooper  was  born  in  Montreal,  grew  up 
in  Kemptville,  Ont.,  and  attended  Ottawa 
Teachers'  College.  He  taught  elementary  school 
in  Kingston  and  developed  science  projects  for 
both  OISE  and  the  Ontario  Teachers'  Federa¬ 
tion  before  becoming  an  adjunct  faculty 
member  at  Queen's  and  then  administrative 
assistant  in  Education.  An  avid  outdoorsman 
and  historian,  he  wrote  several  publications  for 
Parks  Canada.

John  D.  Jerome, 
Arts'59,  acted  as  master  of  ceremonies 
at  his  father's  celebration. 

Lavell:  W.  Steward  Lavell,  Arts'28, 
MA'32,  a  long-time  newspaperman  now 
retired  to  Woodstock,  Ont.,  has  another 
book  to  his  credit.  The  Church  the 
Gaels  Built  is  the  history  of  Chalmers 
United  Church  in  Woodstock  (originally 
the  Gaelic  Free  Church  1852-1929)  and 
was  published  as  part  of  the 
community's  contribution  to  Ontario's 
Bicentennial  in  1984.

Christopher  Redmond,  Arts'71 


Sherlockian  adds  to  lore 
about  Great  Detective 

In  Bed  with  Sherlock  Holmes  is  the  name 
of  a  new  book  by  Christopher  Redmond, 
Arts'71  (MA  Waterloo),  about  'sexual 
elements  in  Arthur  Conan  Doyle's  stories 
of  The  Great  Detective.'  Examining  these 
aspects,  says  the  author,  makes  the 
Sherlock  Holmes  stories  even  more 
interesting  and  intriguing.  His  384-page 
book  contains  both  bibliography  and  index, 
and  has  illustrations  by  S..  Paget. 

Chris  Redmond  has  been  a  Sherlock 
Holmes  enthusiast  (like  his  author-father 
D.  A.  Redmond  of  Queen's  libraries)  since 
he  was  13.  In  1966  he  became  the  youngest 
member  of  the  Baker  Street  Irregulars,  a 
New  York-based  guild  which  accepts 
Sherlockians  (male  only)  on  the  basis  of 
work  written  in  other  societies.  He  was 
also  the  first  male  ever  invited  to 
address  the  annual  dinner  of  the 
all-female  Adventuresses  of  Sherlock 
Holmes. 

He  is  an  active  member  of  The 
Bootmakers  of  Toronto,  Canada's  national 
Sherlockian  society,  and  because  of  his 
new  book  has  been  named  a  Master 
Bootmaker.  With  his  wife,  Kate  Karlson, 
also  a  Sherlockian,  he  edits  The 
Bootmakers'  quarterly  journal,  Canadian 
Holmes,  which  provides  society  news, 
scholarly  articles  and  light-hearted 
pieces  about  Holmes,  Arthur  Conan  Doyle, 
and  the  Victorian  world. 

Somehow  Chris  finds  time  to  direct 
the  Publications  Office  at  the  University 
of  Waterloo,  edit  the  weekly  UW  Gazette 
and  the  quarterly  alumni  magazine,  UW 
Courier,  and  be  an  adjunct  lecturer  in  the 
English  Department.

'Johnny  Biosphere'  trying  to  reach  children 


It  may  now  be  too  late  to  reach  adults  with 
his  'ecosphere'  message,  although  Johnny 
Biosphere,  a.k.a.  Dr.  Jack  Vallentyne,  Arts'49 
(PhD  Yale),  senior  scientist  with  the  Canada 
Centre  for  Inland  Waterways,  has  presented 
his  person/planet  image  to  more  than  300 
million  people  over  the  last  four  years.  Now 
he's  tailoring  his  ecology  message  for  the 
young. 

"In  the  1960s  the  environmental  revolution 
started  with  government  and  industry  and 
reached  into  the  universities,"  he  says.  "Now 
it's  down  to  the  high  schools.  It  hasn't  got  very 
far  in  elementary  school  curriculum,  and  yet 
the  message  is  so  simple.  If  you  haven't  got  the 
message  (about  being  responsible  for  the 
balance  of  life  on  this  planet)  by  the  age  of  10, 
you'll  never  get  it.  That  age  is  tremendously 
important  in  shaping  our  attitudes  for  the  rest 
of  our  lives;  by  the  time  we  get  to  15  or  20  we 
are  a  bundle  of  habits.  Really,  in  terms  of  the 
whole  environment  issue,  for  the  past  20  years 
we've  messed  up.  We've  lost  a  whole 
generation." 

Today,  with  a  'talking'  globe  on  his  back  that 
lights  up  and  gives  off  the  sounds  of  whales, 
wolves  and  loons,  with  a  spray  bottle  of  acid 
rain  —  "It's  real  acid  rain;  1  just  go  out  and 
melt  the  local  snow"  —  and  a  sick  plant  which 
he  feeds'  with  crumbled  potato  chips  and  cokes 
"as  an  image  of  your  personal  ecosystem,"  he's 
speaking  to  that  next  generation  in  grade  and 
high  schools,  teaching  students  to  think  of 
themselves  and  their  environment  together  as

a  personal  ecosystem,  and  urging  them  "to  get 
unpolluted." 

Dr.  Vallentyne  sees  at  first  hand  the  results 
of  environmental  apathy.  He  lives  in  Burl¬ 
ington,  on  the  edge  of  Lake  Ontario,  "the  worst 
toxic  lake  in  the  world,"  and  he's  not  optimistic 
about  immediate  government  efforts  to  clean 
it  up.  "It's  analogous  to  traffic  lights.  To  get 
traffic  lights  installed,  the  governments  demand 
that  you  have  some  casualties.  I  think  we're 
just  waiting  for  dead  bodies."  He  has  been 
working  on  a  book  directed  towards  children 
for  the  past  four  years.  "It's  more  pain  than 
pleasure,  but  if  I  can  convey  the  biosphere 
message  in  a  way  that  makes  the  whole  thing 
meaningful  to  their  generation,  I'll  be  happy. 
If  I  can't,  I  shall  probably  be  squirming  in  my 
grave."

The  Nurse  As  Backbone 

In  October  1982,  Janet  L.  Murphy,  NSc'81, 
went  to  Papua-New  Guinea  as  a  CUSO 
volunteer.  Her  term  ended  last  December. 
Janet  had  been  on  New  Ireland,  a  coral, 
copra-growing  island  just  south  of  the 
equator  (population  65,000),  working  as  a 
Nurse  Tutor  at  the  School  of  Nursing  and 
Health  Centre  connected  with  the  Lemakot 
Catholic  Mission.  Officially,  she  was 
'Medical-Surgical  Nursing  Supervisor'  at 
the  Centre,  with  clinical  responsibilities 
for  41  villages  and  a  number  of  smaller 
aid  posts  connected  with  Lemakot  mission. 

'The  concept  of  Primary  Health  Care 
appears  to  be  working  in  this  area,'  she 
wrote  last  year  to  her  former  professors 
at  Queen's.  'Nursing  in  a  developing 
country  is  remarkably  different  from 
Canada.  Our  nursing  course  (at  Lemakot) 
is  very  demanding,  as  it  must  prepare 
i  students  to  examine,  diagnose  and  treat, 
as  well  as  provide  routine  nursing  care 
and  physio  and  occupational  therapy. 
Nurses  are  the  backbone  of  health  care 
services  in  the  country.' 

Janet  plans  to  begin  graduate  studies 
next  fall.  Despite  the  frustrations  and 
such  inconveniences  as  rationed  electric¬ 
ity  and  drugs  and  limited  transportation, 
she  is  eager  to  recruit  more  nurse  tutors 
for  CUSO  (acknowledging  that  one  doesn't 
have  to  travel  as  far  as  New  Guinea  for 
the  experience).

Building  for  a  new  age 


In  the  1880s,  faced  with  the  gloomy 
prospect  of  university  work  in  Ontario 
becoming  increasingly  centralized  in 
Toronto,  Queen's  began  to  develop 
courses  in  practical  science,  which  even¬ 
tually  grew  into  what  is  today  the  Facul¬ 
ty  of  Applied  Science. 

A  century  later,  pressure  for  improv¬ 
ed  research  and  teaching  space  in  Elec¬ 
trical  Engineering,  as  well  as  for  its  in¬ 
creased  collaboration  with  Computing 
and  Information  Science  (CISC),  has  led 
to  the  finalization  of  plans  for  a  new 
technology  centre,  to  be  completed  by 
Fall  1986. 

Since  the  early  days,  when  only  one 
course  in  Electrical  Engineering  was  of¬ 
fered  by  the  School  of  Mining  (which, 
although  always  affiliated,  was  separate 
from  Queen's  until  1916),  Electrical 
Engineering  has  become  one  of  the  fastest 
growing  disciplines  in  the  university,  now 
occupying  the  majority  of  space  in  Car- 
ruthers  Hall  and  all  of  the  space  in  the 
Jemmett  and  Stewart-Pollock  Wings  of 
Fleming  Hall. 

In  the  last  decade,  undergraduate  enrol¬ 
ment  in  Electrical  Engineering  has  almost

doubled,  from  152  in  1974-75  to  297  in 
1984-85.  During  that  same  period,  enrol¬ 
ment  for  MSc  programs  has  jumped  from 
16  to  63,  and  PhD  enrolment  has  grown 
from  12  to  22.

rapid  growth  is  its  ever-increasing 
research  funding.  In  1974-75,  Electrical 
Engineering  received  $275,436;  for 
1984/85,  grants  and  contracts  totalled 
$1,038,580.  This  funding  comes  mainly 
from  external  sources  such  as  grants  from 
the  Natural  Science  and  Engineering 
Research  Council  (NSERC)  and  contracts 
from  government,  industry,  the  Urban 
Transport  and  Development  Corpora¬ 
tion,  and  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Guid¬ 
ed  Ground  Transport  (a  Queen's-based 
research  organization). 

While  increased  research  funding  and 
student  enrolment  have  enhanced  the 
reputation  of  Queen's  Electrical  Engineer¬ 
ing,  they  have  also  resulted  in  very 
cramped  quarters.  Says  David  Bacon, 
Dean  of  Applied  Science,  'I'm  embarrass¬ 
ed  that  in  some  courses  we  actually  have 
lab  groups  of  five  or  six  people  trying  to 
use  equipment;  they  become  passive 
observers  instead  of  active  participants.' 

Dr.  Paul  Wittke  (MSc'62,  PhD'66), 
Head  of  Electrical  Engineering,  agrees  and 
says  the  problem  is  magnified  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  when,  in  addition  to  graduate 
students,  the  facilities  are  crowded  with

When  Carruthers  Hall  first  opened  in 
1891,  it  was  considered  the  first  step 
toward  establishing  a  school  of  practical 
science  at  Queen's.  Then  known  as 
Science  Hall,  the  building  was  built  for 
Chemistry  and  Physics,  although  Physics 
never  moved  in.  Practical  science  was 
seen  as  the  key  if  Queen's,  then  firmly 
church-affiliated,  was  to  get  additional 
aid  from  the  Ontario  government,  which 
was  increasingly  centralizing  its  univer¬ 
sity  work  at  Queen's  rival,  Toronto. 

1893  saw  the  opening  of  the  School  of 
Mining,  under  which  the  first  electrical 
engineering  courses  were  offered. 
Separate  but  affiliated  with  Queen's,  it 
was  unique  in  Ontario  and  thus  received 
its  own  provincial  aid. 

In  1894  the  Faculty  of  Practical  Science 
was  established,  which  included  courses 
in  electrical  engineering.  As  discussed  by 
former  Dean  of  Applied  Science  A.  L. 


Clark  in  his  history  of  the  faculty,  The 
First  Fifty  Years,  the  facilities  and 
organization  of  the  new  faculty  were  far 
from  adequate.  According  to  one  of  the 
first  students,  Tom  Scott,  BA'94,  BSc'97, 
'There  was  very  little  money  for  equip¬ 
ment.  We  started  in  the  basement  of  the 
Philosophy  room.  We  had  a  bench,  an 
electric  motor,  one  or  two  lathes  and  lit¬ 
tle  else. ' 

By  1901,  with  grants  from  the  province 
assured,  plans  were  approved  to  build 
Fleming  Hall  and  Ontario  Hall.  Fleming 
Hall  had  been  planned  to  house  Botany 
and  the  School  of  Forestry  (only  Botany 
eventually  moved  in).  But  from  the  start 
it  was  referred  to  as  the  home  of  electrical 
and  mechanical  engineering,  and  later  just 
electrical  engineering,  as  mechanical  mov¬ 
ed  into  McLaughlin  Hall,  and  electrical 
engineering  began  its  steady  path  of 
expansion.

students  hired  as  summer  research 
assistants.  'We  have  one  little  room  where 
sometimes  one  could  see  about  24 
students  at  work/  Dr.  Wittke  says.  'It's 
like  a  sweatshop.' 

Electrical  Engineering  began  documen¬ 
ting  its  need  for  space  eight  years  ago  and, 
as  a  result,  a  three-storey  wing  was  add¬ 
ed  to  Fleming  Hall  in  1982  and  dedicated 
to  two  former  students  who  became 
distinguished  professors  in  their 
discipline:  Harold  Stewart  (Sc'26)  and 
Harold  Pollock  (Sc'32,  MSc'34).  Since 
then,  however,  enrolment  and  research 
projections  have  been  quickly  surpassed, 
and  the  need  for  increased  joint  activity 
between  Computing  Science  and  Elec¬ 
trical  Engineering  has  become  critically 
evident. 

As  Dr.  Bacon  explains,  expanding  joint 
teaching  and  research  activities  between 
CISC  and  the  two  streams  of  Electrical 
Engineering  (Computing  and  Electrical) 
holds  enormous  potential  for  enhancing 
the  broadscale  research  that  Queen's  has 
been  developing  since  the  1960s. 
Although  most  of  Electrical  Engineering 
research  is  funded  externally.  Queen's 
often  initiates  projects  and  gets  them 
underway  with  its  own  financing.  The 
establishment  of  the  Canadian  Microelec¬ 
tronics  Corporation  (CMC)  on  Queen's 
campus,  for  instance,  can  be  traced  to  an 
early  commitment  of  $40,000  by  the 
Faculty  of  Applied  Science  to  establish 
research  in  Very  Large  Scale  Integrated 
Circuits  (VLSI). 

Headed  by  Peter  Schell  (Arts'75), 
Director  of  Space  Planning  and  Manage¬ 
ment,  a  1983  study  of  space  needs  across 
the  campus  identified  Electrical  Engineer¬ 
ing  as  being  most  space  deficient  both  in 
terms  of  present  and  future  needs.  Accor¬ 
ding  to  Vice-Principal  (Services)  Jim  Ben¬ 
nett,  the  conclusion  was  reached  that  'the 
quantitative  and  qualitative  needs  of  the

Electrical  Engineering  Department  and  the 
establishment  of  a  closer  working  rela¬ 
tionship  with  CISC  could  not  be  met 
within  the  existing  Fleming  quadrangle 
buildings.' 

There  is  an  accumulation  of  tradition 
attached  to  Fleming  Hall,  Dr.  Bennett 
acknowledges,  because  so  much  of  its 
history  has  been  associated  with  Electrical 
Engineering  and  so  many  alumni  have 
graduated  from  its  labs  to  make  their 
mark  in  a  highly  innovative  profession. 
Maintaining  and  expanding  those  same 
creative  and  pioneering  traditions  and 
reputation  have  created  a  need  for  more 
teaching  and  research  facilities.  (Dr.  Ben¬ 
nett  is  himself  an  Electrical  Engineering 
graduate  --  Sc'58,  MSc'60.) 

Three  possible  solutions  were  con¬ 
sidered.  The  first,  providing  for  further 
expansion  of  Carruthers  Hall  and  Flem¬ 
ing  Hall,  was  rejected  for  reasons  of  cost 
and  inefficiency,  as  well  as  the  negative 
effect  it  would  have  on  the  aesthetics  of 
the  area.  The  second,  moving  into  the  old 
Anatomy  Building  after  its  occupants 
move  to  Botterell  Hall,  was  seen  as  inef¬ 
fective,  since  it  would  mean  spreading  the 
department  across  four  buildings  and  still 
would  not  meet  the  identified  space  needs 
of  the  Department. 

Erecting  a  new  building  was  seen  as  the 
only  feasible  alternative,  and  the  logical 
location  for  it  was  on  Union  Street,  ad¬ 
jacent  to  Goodwin  Hall,  where  CISC  is 
located.  This  was  not  only  compatible 
with  Queen's  14-year-old  plans  for  the 
area,  but  also  satisfied  the  important  ob¬ 
jective  of  bringing  the  departments  of 
Electrical  Engineering  and  CISC  into 
closer  geographical  proximity.  The  loca¬ 
tion  is  also  close  to  Queen's  Computing 
Centre  in  Dupuis  Hall. 

Once  the  site  was  chosen,  work  began 
on  raising  the  $4.6  million  necessary  to 
fund  the  construction.  In  early  1984,  then- 
Principal  Watts  made  the  Technology 
Centre  the  core  of  his  proposal  to  the  On¬ 
tario  government  for  increased  capital 
funding.  At  the  same  time,  an  interest  was 
taken  in  the  project  by  Mr.  Dennis  Jor¬ 
dan,  QC  (Arts'38),  executor  of  the  estate 
of  Joseph  S.  Stauffer,  a  member  of  Sc'19 


and  graduate  of  1920  who  had  long  been 
a  generous  Queen's  benefactor. 

Impressed  with  the  project  following  a 
campus  visit,  Mr.  Jordan  announced  that 
the  Stauffer  Estate  would  contribute  $2.3 
million  provided  there  was  a  matching 
grant  from  the  Ontario  government.  By 
July  1984,  the  Ontario  grant  had  been 
secured,  and  planning  was  underway.  Of 
the  sucessful  funding,  Dr.  Watts  com¬ 
mented,  The  assistance  of  the  Ontario 
government  and  the  contribution  from 
the  estate  of  one  of  our  own  graduates, 
the  late  Joseph  Stauffer,  has  enabled 
Queen's  to  make  a  major  thrust  in  the 
direction  we  have  been  pursuing  for  some 
years  now  in  the  high  tech  area.' 

The  new  building  will  require  the 
demolition  of  the  temporary  building  ad¬ 
jacent  to  Goodwin  Hall  now  occupied  by 
the  Department  of  Community  Health 
and  Epidemiology,  which  will  ultimate¬ 
ly  move  to  Abramsky  Hall  (the  renova¬ 
tion  of  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  ap¬ 
proved  at  their  May  11,  1985,  meeting). 

Originally,  as  announced  in  the  Review 
last  year  (September-October),  the 
Technology  Centre  was  to  run  north  from 
Union  St.  and  adjoin  both  Goodwin  Hall 
and  Dupuis  Hall.  According  to  former 
Building  Committee  Chairman  Harvey 
Marshall  (Sc'41,  MSc'46),  this  was  chang¬ 
ed  because  it  would  have  incurred  greater 
construction  costs,  meant  fewer  parking 
spaces,  high  summer  temperatures  from 
the  afternoon  sun,  and  the  possible  en¬ 


trapment  of  gases  emitted  from  the 
Chemical  Engineering  Department 
located  in  Dupuis  Hall. 

In  the  new  plans,  the  seven-storey 
building  will  run  east-west,  with  the  first- 
floor  laboratories  and  the  second-floor 
library  projecting  outwards.  It  will  be 
connected  to  Goodwin  Hall  by  glassed- 
in  links  on  every  level,  allowing  easy 
movement  between  the  two  buildings. 
Goodwin  Hall  was  designed  and  con¬ 
structed  to  provide  for  such  an 
interconnection. 

As  reported  in  the  Queen's  Journal,  ar¬ 
chitect  Andrew  Mathers  said  the  building 
will  correspond  in  design  to  Goodwin 
Hall.  'The  concrete  tower  will  match  the 
color  and  texture  of  Goodwin  while,  in 
a  similar  fashion,  the  glass  will  be  bronze- 
tinted  like  that  found  in  the  existing  struc¬ 
ture.'  The  exterior  of  the  new  building, 
however,  will  be  only  21  %  glass,  as  com¬ 
pared  to  the  less  energy  efficient  50%  of 
Goodwin  Hall.  At  night  it  will  have  the 
same  aesthetically  pleasing  appearance  of 
Botterell  Hall,  which  faces  it  from  the 
other  end  of  Arch  St. 

A  welcome  surprise  was  the  recent 
anonymous  donation  of  $300,000  from  an 
engineering  alumnus  residing  in  the 
United  States  for  an  additional  180-person 
lecture  theatre.  This  will  allow  Electrical 
Engineering  to  hold  its  lectures  within  its 
own  building.  This  $300,000  has  meant 
the  building  will  be  much  more  adequate

in  meeting  our  needs/  Dr.  Wittke  says. 
'We  will  have  much  better  teaching 
facilities  than  we  have  ever  had  before.' 

When  the  Electrical  Engineering  depart¬ 
ment  moves  from  Carruthers  Hall  and 
Fleming  Hall  in  Fall  1986,  it  will  bring 
with  it  all  its  equipment  and  furnishings 
that  are  not  fixed.  Even  the  main  power 
labs,  rebuilt  in  1970,  are  to  be  dismantl¬ 
ed  and  reassembled  in  the  new  building. 

'It's  an  exciting  development  for  the 
department,  but  it's  still  a  very  financial¬ 
ly  tight  project,'  Dr.  Wittke  says.  'For  ex¬ 
ample,  the  present  budget  provides  for  the 
construction  of  the  library,  but  not  for 
library  equipment  or  shelving.'  Dr.  Ben¬ 
nett  explains  that  unlike  the  1960s,  when 
new  buildings  were  always  given  a 
generous  budget  for  new  equipment,  the 
budget  for  the  new  Technology  Centre 
does  not  provide  for  any  new  equipment. 

Exactly  what  will  occupy  Fleming  Hall 
and  Carruthers  Hall  after  the  move  has 
not  yet  been  confirmed.  'The  whole  area 
is  being  examined  right  now,  'Vice- 
Principal  Bennett  says.  'There  are  a 
number  of  possibilities.  We  must  really 
use  that  space  in  the  most  effective  way 
possible  to  meet  our  pressing  campus¬ 
wide  space  needs.'  It  seems  certain, 
however,  that  the  Canadian  Microelec¬ 
tronics  Corporation,  since  it  is  a  national 
organization  and  not  specifically  a 
Queen's  service,  will  remain  in  Carruthers 
Hall.  (Review  reference,  March- April, 
1984) 

One  scenario  being  considered  would 
turn  Fleming  Hall  into  an  administrative 
building  housing  the  Dean  of  Applied 
Science,  the  Dean  of  Graduate  Studies, 
the  Office  of  Research  Services,  and  the 
Office  of  Patents  and  Licencing.  'That 
would  bring  into  close  juxtaposition  those 
activities  related  to  research,  to  the 
undergraduate  affairs  of  Applied  Science, 
and  to  the  protection  and  marketing  of 
the  intellectual  property  of  the  universi¬ 
ty,'  Dr.  Bennett  explains. 

While  the  move  represents  the  end  of 
Electrical  Engineering's  long-time  oc¬ 
cupancy  of  Carruthers  Hall  and  Fleming 
Hall,  it  is  also  a  bold  step  forward  which 
will  enhance  the  high  tech  teaching  and 
research  facilities  of  the  department,  con¬ 
tinuing  Queen's  reputed  ability  to  meet 
new  challenges.  'The  two  fields  of  com¬ 
puting  science  and  electrical  engineering 
are  among  the  most  rapidly  expanding 
fields  at  Queen's,'  Dean  Bacon  comments. 
'I  think  our  problem  is  going  to  be  con¬ 
taining  the  demand  for  growth.'

Medicine  at  Queen's  in  good  health 

Dr.  D.  Laurence  Wilson,  Meds'44,  Dean  of  Medicine  since  1982 
and  a  recent  president  of  the  Canadian  Medical 
Association,  addressed  the  University  Trustees  at  the  Board's 
May  meeting.  Dr.  Wilson  told  them  of  achievements  in 
research,  teaching  and  clinical  care,  and  answered  questions 
that  the  Trustees  share  with  many  Queen's  alumni.  Here  are 
parts  of  the  Dean's  address. 


Deceptive  Size;  1000,  not  300 

"We  are  one  of  the  smaller  Canadian  medical  schools,  with  300 
undergraduate  students.  This  is  a  deceptive  number.  To  it  must 
be  added  190  undergraduates  in  Rehabilitation  Therapy,  235 
interns  and  residents,  and  approximately  100  conventional 
graduate  students  (total  of  825  students).  In  addition,  our  basic 
science  departments  have  responsibilities  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts 
and  Science  equivalent  to  an  additional  200  students.  ...We  have 
a  total  of  501  faculty  members,  including  the  School  of 
Rehabilitation  Therapy.  Of  these,  279  are  full-time  with  the  re¬ 
mainder  being  adjunct  staff." 


What  Kind  of  Education? 

"I  have  already  made  it  clear  that  we  are  fortunate  in  attract¬ 
ing  superlative  medical  students.  ...By  all  the  benchmarks 
available  to  me,  we  are  providing  a  sound  medical  education. 
Our  graduates  acquit  themselves  well  on  external  examinations 
and  are  welcomed  across  the  country  by  other  institutions  for 
graduate  training  and  for  academic  and  professional  positions. 

"The  curriculum  committee  report  of  1984  has  led  to  a  signifi¬ 
cant  revision  of  the  undergraduate  curriculum,  reducing  the

Controls  Needed?  Start  with  Foreign  Grads 

"We  continue  to  attract  very  high  quality  students.  In  the  cur¬ 
rent  year  we  have  over  2,300  applications  for  75  places  in  the 
first  medical  year  next  September.  ...The  competition  for  places 
is  so  keen  that  only  a  fraction  of  extraordinarily  well-qualified 
candidates  can  hope  to  succeed. 

"In  this  connection,  it  is  very  relevant  to  note  that  25%  of 
new  physician  registrations  in  Ontario  are  graduates  of  foreign 
medical  schools  —  a  significant  number  of  them  Canadian 
citizens  who  have  gone  abroad  to  study  because  they  could  not 
find  a  place  at  home. 

"It  should  worry  us  all  that  provincial  governments  across 
the  land  are  discussing  cuts  in  the  class  sizes  of  Canadian  schools, 
even  though  there  is  no  good  evidence  that  we  are  moving  in 
Canada  toward  an  over-supply  of  physicians.  Should  that 
evidence  ever  appear,  surely  the  appropriate  response  would 
be  the  institution  of  controls  on  the  registration  of  graduates 
of  medical  schools  abroad  —  whose  programs  may  be  inferior 
to  ours  —  rather  than  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  places  in 
Canadian  schools  available  to  young  Canadians. 

"When,  and  if,  controls  are  needed,  surely  this  'second  stream' 
is  the  place  to  apply  them!" 


Women  Now  35%  of  Undergrads 


"The  undergraduate  classes  show  increasing  numbers  of  women 
—  between  35%  and  40%  at  present  —  percentages  somewhat 
higher  than  the  percentage  of  applications  submitted  each  year 
by  women.  Like  the  rest  of  the  University,  the  medical  school 
displays  a  national  character,  *with  17%  out-of-province 
undergraduate  students  at  present."

number  of  formal  lectures  and  increasing  the  opportunity  for 
self-directed  learning.  Clinical  experience  has  been  increased, 
and  sub-committees  are  evaluating  the  curriculum  to  reduce  un¬ 
necessary  duplication  in  teaching.  Modern  technology  is  entering 
the  curriculum,  and  in  the  coming  academic  year,  appropriate 
qualified  students  will  utilize  computerized  learning  programs 
to  carry  out  projects  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Head 
of  Biochemistry."  (This  will  be  a  first  for  a  Canadian  medical 
school.) 

"For  several  years  we  have  had  in  place  a  system  of  stu¬ 
dent/faculty  advisers,  co-ordinated  by  the  student  body,  which 
matches  a  student  with  a  faculty  adviser  to  whom  the  student 
may  turn  for  informal  help  and  advice,  during  his  years  at 
Queen's." 

Research:  More  Industry  Contracts  Sought 

"The  Faculty  of  Medicine  attracts  over  40%  of  the  research 
grants  coming  to  Queen's,  and  although  Queen's  is  one  of  the 
smallest  medical  schools,  it  currently  stands  11th  in  rank  among 
the  16  schools  in  the  research  funding  which  it  attracts.  ...In¬ 
dices  fluctuate  from  year  to  year,  but  the  trend  is  encouraging: 
201  operating  grants  were  obtained  from  external  agencies  in 
1984-85  with  a  total  dollar  value  of  $9,715,508."  (Dr.  Wilson's 
text  cites  several  specific  examples  of  investigative  excellence.) 

"...Yet,  it  is  our  perception  as  a  Faculty  that  we  must,  as  a 
high  priority,  strengthen  our  performance  in  research.  We  must 
continue  to  exploit  external  funding  as  a  means  of  attracting 
young  investigators  on  board;  we  must  develop  more  adequate 
space  and  facilities;  and  we  must  look  increasingly  to  industry 
and  government  agencies  for  contract  support,  in  addition  to 
conventional  research  grants."

News  in  Rehabilitation 

By  September,  the  School  of  Rehabilitation  Therapy  will  enter 
the  final  phase  of  implementing  its  new  curriculum,  the  first 
major  change  since  the  School  was  established  in  1967. 

During  the  past  academic  year,  research  activities  have  been 
expanded  by  the  development  of  a  motion  analysis  laboratory, 
concentrating  on  the  upper  limb,  under  the  direction  of  the 
School's  new  Director,  Dr.  Malcolm  Peat.  (Dr.  Peat  was  former¬ 
ly  director  of  the  Program  in  Physical  Therapy  at  Western.) 
The  School's  research  activity  continues  to  be  closely  linked  with 
that  of  the  Medical  Faculty's  Clinical  Mechanics  Group,  par¬ 
ticularly  through  the  studies  of  Dr.  Peat  and  Dr.  Sandra  Olney. 

Planning  is  under  way  for  the  establishment  of  a  Master's 
program  in  Rehabilitation  Sciences,  and  a  formal  proposal  is 
expected  to  go  before  the  University  during  1985-86. 

In  the  Division  of  Physical  Therapy,  several  faculty  members 
have  been  involved  in  a  CIDA  program  for  the  development 
of  physiotherapy  services  in  the  Caribbean.  This  project  is 
directly  assisting  the  development  of  a  School  of  Physical 
Therapy  in  Jamaica  and  also  providing  continuing  education 
programs  for  therapists  throughout  the  Caribbean.

A  Senate  Committee 
has  been  looking  at 
Queen's  policies 

Admissions 
Committee 
recommends 
policy  change 


Dr.  Duncan  Sinclair,  Vice-Principal  (Institu¬ 
tional  Relations),  chaired  the  14-member 
Senate  Committee  on  Admissions. 


In  June  1984,  Queen's  established  a  Senate 
Committee  on  Admissions  to  review  the 
procedures,  standards,  criteria  and  con¬ 
ditions  of  admission  to  be  used  in  admit¬ 
ting  students  to  first  degree  programs  at 
Queen's  and  to  make  recommendations 
to  Senate  on  appropriate  revisions.  The 
following  material  is  based  on  the  Com¬ 
mittee's  report  of  April  1,  1985,  drafted 
after  its  interim  report  of  January  had 
been  discussed  by  Senate,  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  many  members  of  the 
University  Committee  at  an  open 
meeting. 

Why  was  such  a  committee  set  up? 
There  was  concern  that  some  prospective 
students  with  potential  for  academic 
achievement  and  leadership  are  being 
denied  admission  to  Queen's  under  pre¬ 
sent  policies  —  i.e.,  under  the  practice  of 
selecting  students  almost  exclusively  on 
the  basis  of  their  scholastic  records  in 
secondary  school. 

The  Committee  agreed  that  the  educa¬ 
tion,  the  full  academic  potential,  of  all 
Queen's  students  would  be  enhanced 
significantly  if  the  degree  of  student  diver¬ 
sity,  expressed  in  five  principal  areas, 
were  to  be  even  greater: 

1.  Geographical  diversity  within 
Canada; 

2.  Geographical  diversity  outside 
Canada; 

3.  Social  and  economic  diversity; 

4.  Age  diversity; 

5.  Diversity  of  achievement  in  non- 
academic  activities. 

A  question  which  greatly  absorbed  the 
committee,  then,  was  how  to  solicit, 
verify,  and  analyze  supplementary  infor¬ 
mation  for  applicants  to  be  used  in  the  ad¬ 
missions  process. 

It  is  worth  repeating  in  connection  with 


this  committee's  work  that  all  programs 
at  Queen's  are  substantially  oversubscrib¬ 
ed,  attracting  far  more  applicants  than 
can  be  admitted.  This  is  likely  to  be  the 
case  for  virtually  every  program  for  the 
foreseeable  future.  Therefore  selective  ad¬ 
missions  policies  will  continue  to  be  re¬ 
quired.  However,  the  committee  came  to 
believe  that  the  assessment  of  academic 
potential  can  be  improved  significantly  by 
taking  into  account  achievements  other 
than  scholastic  of  applicants  who  are  in 
competition,  especially  for  the  last  5%  to 
20%  of  places  available  in  each  program 
of  study.  Following  are  excerpts  from 
their  recommendations: 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

•  The  University  should  continue  to  ex¬ 
pand  its  efforts  to  attract  students  from 
across  Canada.  Student  liaison  in  second¬ 
ary  schools  should  also  be  applied  to  the 
maximum  extent  beyond  Ontario.  Na¬ 
tional  scholarship  and  bursary  programs 
should  be  maintained  and  expanded. 
Queen's  Student-Alumni  Liaison  Teams 
should  be  actively  encouraged,  particular¬ 
ly  in  recruiting  able  students  from  outside 
Ontario.  Queen's  should  continue  to 
advertise  its  national  character  as  broad¬ 
ly  as  possible. 

•  The  University  should  continue  its  ef¬ 
forts  to  attract  students  from  countries 
other  than  Canada,  in  the  developed  and 
developing  countries  of  the  world.  The 
system  of  using  alumni  teams  to  identify 
strong  students  and  encourage  them  to 
apply  here  should  be  extended  to  centres 
outside  Canada  wherever  feasible.

Elitist  —  and  unashamedly  so! 

"Thoughout  its  discussions,  the  committee  has  been  very  much  aware  that  Queen's 
admissions  processes  constitute  a  rationing  system  which,  by  virtue  of  the  limited 
number  of  places,  provides  admission  only  to  some  of  a  large  number  of  qualified 
candidates  who  could  well  derive  benefit  from  and  contribute  much  to  the 
University, 

"It  is  an  elitist  system  and  unashamedly  so!  It  seeks  to  admit  the  choice,  the 
best,  of  an  already  select  group  made  up  of  those  with  demonstrated  potential. 
...The  University  should  continue  to  strive  for  the  best  possible  students  to  become 
its  undergraduate  (and  other)  members.  Elitism  based  on  merit  of  performance, 
on  achievement  in  academic  and  worthwhile  extra-curricular  activities,  on  the 
overall  academic  potential  to  excel,  is  something  of  which  Queen's  is  and  should 
be  proud. 

"It  should  not  be  confused  with  the  more  perjorative  notion  of  elitism  based 
on  social  or  economic  class  distinctions,  inherited  advantage,  ethnic  origin,  col¬ 
our,  sex,  age,  or  any  other  factor  which  does  not  represent  something  gained 
by  an  individual's  own  efforts."

IN  CASES  where  all  other  fac¬ 
tors  are  considered  equal 
preference  may  be  given  to  the 
son  or  daughter  of  a  Queen's 
alumnus  or  an  applicant  from 
the  local  community. 


•  The  University  should  seek  from  ap¬ 
plicants  to  all  programs  information 
about  their  non-academic  activities  and 
achievements  to  supplement  information 
about  their  academic  performance  in  high 
school.  So  far  as  possible,  this  informa¬ 
tion  should  be  obtained  using  elements  in 
common  on  a  questionnaire  or  form. 


•  Up  to  95%  of  available  places  in  each 
program  should  be  allocated,  as  now,  to 
those  candidates  presenting  the  best 
records  of  academic  performance  in  the 
required  courses  at  (high)  school.  The  re¬ 
maining  places  (minimum  5%,  maximum 
of  20%)  should  be  allocated  after  review 
of  the  complete  dossier,  including  sup¬ 
plementary  information.  Information  on 
non-academic  achievements  should  bear 
significantly  on  admission  decisions,  and 
diversity  of  achievement  should  be  active¬ 
ly  sought  after  as  qualification  for  admis¬ 
sion  to  Queen's. 


•  To  encourage  applications  from 
students  who  may  currently  be  reluctant 
because  of  misconceptions  about  the 
University,  particular  attention  should  be 


given  during  all  our  contacts  with  second¬ 
ary  school  students  to  point  out  the  finan¬ 
cial  assistance  that  may  be  available  to 
them  through  government  aid  programs 
and  from  Queen's. 

•  Part-time  and,  particularly,  mature 
students  should  be  actively  encouraged  to 
attend  Queen's.  Whenever  possible,  study 
programs  should  be  open  to  such  students 
and  courses  should  be  offered  so  that  they 
are  accessible  to  part-time  students.  The 
Mature  Student  Regulation  of  the  Facul¬ 
ty  of  Arts  and  Sciences  is  particularly  ap¬ 
propriate  as  a  means  of  enhancing  the 
diversity  of  Queen's  undergraduate  stu¬ 
dent  body. 

•  Queen's  should  begin  to  consider  plans 
for  dealing  with  the  increase  in  applica¬ 
tions  that  will  result  as  students  begin  to 
graduate  from  the  parallel  four-  and  five- 
year  programs  in  Ontario  schools.  A 
small  increase  is  expected  in  1986,  with 
maximum  increases,  of  the  order  of  30%, 
appearing  in  1989  and  1990.  Obviously, 
consideration  of  this  matter  will  be  of 
concern  to  all  universities  in  Ontario.

University  hopes  to 
make  $2  million  on 
trademarks  in  2  yrs. 

Richard  J.  Hicks,  Queen's  Director  of 
Patents  and  Licensing,  reports  that  the 
words  'Queen's'  and  'Queen's  University' 
are  now  officially  registered  under  the 
Trade  Marks  Act  (Section  9)  as  trade 
marks  of  the  University.  The  two  Queen's 
flags  are  also  registered.  (See  Review, 
March-April'85.) 

The  Queen's  logo,  seen  on  the  contents 
page  of  this  magazine,  and  the  crest,  or 
coat-of-arms,  are  similarly  registered 
(Sections  9  and  12).  Shortly,  the  name 
'Golden  Gaels'  and  the  Golden  Gaels 
design  marks  (as  used  in  QUEEN'SPORT) 
will  join  the  list  of  'protected  species'. 

These  registrations  are  expected  to 
make  $2  million  for  the  University  in 
royalties  by  the  end  of  the  second  year 
—  royalties  on  such  items  as  notebooks, 
stationery,  pens,  mugs,  bookends  and  T- 
shirts. 

Use  of  the  trade  marks  is  now  restricted 
to  (a)  official  University  use,  (b)  use  by 
student  groups  with  the  permission  of  Mr. 
Hicks'  office  and  (c)  use  by  an  approved 
licencee,  of  whom  there  are  about  12  cur¬ 
rently.  These  licencees  pay  a  fee  of  $100 
to  cover  five  years  and  also  pay  a  royal¬ 
ty  of  75c  per  item  for  silk-screened  or  em¬ 
broidered  articles  or  10%  of  the  manufac¬ 
turer's  net  sale  price  in  the  case  of  articles 
inscribed  in  any  other  way.  Applicants 
must  satisfy  the  University  that  the  quali¬ 
ty  of  the  goods  to  carry  the  trade  marks 
is  acceptable. 

"We  have  agreed  to  exempt  leather 
Faculty  jackets  from  the  licensing  pro¬ 
gram,"  Mr.  Hicks  says. 

The  new  Queen's  Tie  and  Scarf  cannot 
be  registered  as  trade  marks  per  se,  but 
Queen's  does  own  the  copyright  and  will, 
in  effect,  until  50  years  after  the  death  of 
their  principal  designer,  Peter  Dorn  of  the 
Graphic  Design  Unit.

In  the  Review's  May-June  issue  (page  i4), 
we  reported  that  a  team  of  Mechanical 
Engineering  students  was  building  a  car 
for  the  international  Innovative  Vehicle 
Design  competition  being  held  next  year 
in  Vancouver  as  part  of  Expo  86.  The 
students  had  put  their  case  before  all  the 
possible  supporters  they  could  think  of, 
and  hoped  that  Queen's  alumni  would  be 
among  those  responding  to  their  need  for 
help  —  advice,  encouragement  and 
$69,000. 

The  ink  was  scarcely  dry  on  that  story 
before  there  was  some  very  newsworthy 
response. 

Flora  MacDonald,  Kingston  MP  and 
Minister  of  Employment  and  Immigra¬ 
tion,  came  down  to  McLaughlin  Hall  with 
a  cheque  for  $21,088  from  the  federal 
government's  SEED  program.  That 
specific  amount  was  needed  to  pay  the 
salaries  of  the  student  team  for  this 
summer. 

Toyota  representative  Doug  Lunau 
brought  along  a  1985  Toyota  Tercel  for 


the  team  to  use  as  parts. 

Cash  and  supplies  have  come  from 
Alcan,  Du  Pont,  Canadian  Curtis- 
Wright,  and  Queen's  Faculty  of  Applied 
Science. 

According  to  team  leader  James 
Rodriguez,  Sc'87,  they  needed  about 
$69,000  to  fund  the  entire  project,  and 
have  so  far  raised  about  $45,000.  "We  are 
now  assured,"  he  says,  "that  we  have 
enough  support  to  begin  the  actual  design 
and  construction  of  our  vehicle." 

To  date,  Queen's  is  still  the  only  On¬ 
tario  university  entered.  Other  teams 
competing  are  UBC,  University  of 
Manitoba,  Sherbrooke,  Concordia,  and 
international  groups  in  the  U.S.,  Britain, 
Mexico  and  Kuwait.  Queen's  six  team 
members  are  to  accompany  their  proto¬ 
type  vehicle  to  Vancouver  for  testing  next 
July  6-19.  Their  project  is  being  supervis¬ 
ed  by  Prof.  J.  Jesweit.  The  cars  will  be 
judged  for  performance,  functionality, 
safety,  energy  efficiency  and  innovation. 
Queen's  expects  its  car  to  deliver  at  least 


100  miles  per  gallon.

Innovation  Centre  here 
largest  of  20  in  Ont. 

On  April  23,  then-Ontario  Minister  of  In¬ 
dustry  and  Trade,  Andy  Brant,  announc¬ 
ed  that  Kingston  had  been  chosen  for  one 
of  20  Innovation  Centres,  due  to  a  suc¬ 
cessful  joint  proposal  by  Queen's,  Trent, 
Loyalist  College  (Belleville)  and  St. 
Lawrence  College  (Kingston  campus). 

Funding  will  amount  to  $200,000  per 
year  for  three  years,  making  this  grant  the 
largest  in  the  .province.  The  purpose  of 
this  Innovation  Centre  will  be  to  evaluate 
faculty  and  student  inventions  for  com¬ 
mercial  development. 

Vice-Principal  Duncan  Sinclair  will 
oversee  Queen's  participation  and  the 
relationship  between  the  Innovation  Cen¬ 
tre  and  the  activities  of  Queen's  new 
Technology  Transfer  Group. 

The  University  believes  that  curiosity- 
driven  research  and  development  research 
of  interest  to  industry  are  not  mutually 
exclusive  and  that  the  new  arrangement 
will  lead  to  funding  of  several  young 
researchers  (through  industrial  research 
contracts)  who  can  also  contribute  to  the 
teaching  program.

Maglev  to  Vegas? 

From  the  Whig-Standard's  editorial  page.  May  25: 

CHEERS  for  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Guided  Ground  Transport  at 
Queen's  University.  The  institute  recently  landed  a  $100,000  contract 
from  the  City  of  Las  Vegas  to  assess  a  super-speed  passenger  transport 
system  which  employs  magnetic  levitation  (known  at  Queen's  as 
'Maglev').  The  proposal  is  to  connect  Los  Angeles  and  Las  Vegas  with 
a  Maglev  system  capable  of  speeds  of  450  km/h.  Imagine  that  — 
Hollywood  and  blackjack  in  the  same  afternoon  without  even  leaving 
the  ground! 

Editor's  note:  The  CIGGT  is  to  complete  this  study  for  Las  Vegas  by  March  1986 
under  Chris  Boon,  Artsci'70,  MBA'77,  who  is  the  Institute's  Manager  of  Passenger 
System  Research.  Maglev  research  began  at  Queen's  in  the  1970s  and  continues 
into  the  '80s  with  Queen's  and  NRC  as  partners.  Maglev  is  seen  by  many  as  the 
ultimate  solution  to  high-speed  transportation,  since  it  is  not  limited  by  physics 
to  the  speeds  achievable  by  a  railway  and  has  superior  energy  performance,  com¬ 
pared  with  planes. 


Major  conferences  hosted  by  Queen's 


Music  Educators  —  More  than 

300  from  across  Canada  met  at  Queen's 
in  May  when  the  university's  Music 
Department  organized  the  Canadian 
Music  Educators  Association's  national 
conference. 

Chairman  was  Prof.  David  C.M. 
Smith,  who  explains  the  association's  ob¬ 
jective  as  encouraging  and  giving 
guidance  throughout  Canada  to  the 
development  of  enriched  school  music 
programs  within  a  balanced  curriculum, 
and  encouraging  creative  and  competent 
teachers  of  music. 

Among  the  speakers  and  performers 
drawn  to  the  first  conference  at  Queen's 
were  broadcaster  Laurier  LaPierre,  U  of 
T  jazz  specialist  David  Elliott,  the  North 
American  Indian  Travelling  College,  the 
Elmer  Iseler  Singers,  the  string  quartet 
Collage,  and  satirist  Nancy  White. 
Among  the  many  workshops  was  one 
conducted  by  Prof.  Bruce  Pennycook, 
Queen's  expert  on  computer-assisted 
music  instruction. 

Technology  Transfer  - 

Queen's  went  off  campus  to  host  a  new 
kind  of  conference  in  May.  It  was  called 
the  Aladdin  Conference  on  Technology 
Transfer,  was  held  in  Toronto,  and  was 
described  as  "a  new  approach  to  bring¬ 
ing  together  academic  and  industrial 


researchers."  The  meeting,  which  involv¬ 
ed  11  universities  from  Ontario  and 
Quebec  and  some  50  Canadian  and 
American  companies,  was  planned  by  Dr. 
John  Beal,  Director  of  Research  Services 
and  Associate  Dean  of  Queen's  School  of 


Graduate  Studies  and  Research.  He  was 
assisted  by  Gerry  Dyer  of  Du  Pont 
Canada's  Research  Division  in  Kingston. 

"All  the  effort  (of  an  Aladdin  con¬ 
ference)  is  concentrated  on  real  conver¬ 
sation  between  people  in  key  positions 
who  can  speak  with  authority,"  they  say, 
"and  who  can  and  will  follow  up  when 
they  return  to  their  home  base." 

Chemical  Institute  —  More 

than  1500  scientists  converged  on  Queen's 
the  first  week  of  June  for  the  68th  Cana¬ 
dian  Chemical  Conference  and  Exhibi¬ 
tion.  Experts  described  the  status  of  the 
Great  Lakes  ecosystem,  chemical  studies 
on  Egyptian  artifacts,  a  new  technique  for 
measuring  formaldehyde,  new  antibiotics 
and  antifungal  agents,  and  numerous 
other  developments  in  this  diverse  field. 
Some  600  scientific  papers  were 
presented,  and  Stirling  Hall  hosted  an  ex¬ 
hibition  of  state-of-the-art  equipment.

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Enzyme  may  hold  key  to  diabetes  complications

Before  insulin  was  discovered  nearly  65 
years  ago,  a  diagnosis  of  diabetes  was  also 
a  death  sentence.  And  even  though  in¬ 
sulin  has  become  the  'giver  of  life'  for 
countless  diabetics,  they  still  must  deal 
with  the  complications  —  some  serious 
—  of  having  an  incurable,  life-long 
|  disease. 

According  to  T.G.  Flynn,  a  Professor 
of  Biochemistry  at  Queen's,  the  activities 
of  an  enzyme  called  aldose  reductase  may 
be  responsible  for  some  of  these  complica¬ 
tions  —  specifically  damage  affecting  eye, 
nerve  and  kidney  tissue.  Dr.  Flynn  has 
been  studying  aldose  reductase  for  near¬ 
ly  five  years  and  is  considered  an  expert 
on  its  mechanisms,  particularly  by  the 
Canadian  Diabetic  Association,  which 
has  invested  nearly  $100,000  in  his 
research  project. 

For  those  unfamiliar  with  enzymes, 
they  might  be  called  magicians  perform- 
|  ing  within  the  human  system.  They  are 
biological  catalysts,  enhancing  the  con¬ 
version  of  one  substance  into  another 
without  being  changed  themselves.  They 
are  also  specific  in  their  action;  their 
'magic'  works  only  on  a  certain  substance 
or  group  of  closely  related  substances. 

As  Dr.  Flynn  explains,  aldose  reductase 
(AR)  is  an  enzyme  highly  localized  in 
tissues  which  manifest  the  serious  symp¬ 
toms  of  cataracts,  kidney  and  nerve 
damage. 

"In  normal  people,"  he  says,  "this  en¬ 
zyme  has  a  poor  affinity  for  glucose;  it 
doesn't  metabolize  this  type  of  sugar.  But 
in  people  with  diabetes,  who  have  high 
circulating  levels  of  glucose,  for  some 
reason  AR  swings  into  action,  converting 
glucose  to  a  sugar  alcohol  called  sorbitol." 

This  sorbitol  cannot  permeate  freely 
through  cell  membranes  because  there  is 
no  transport  mechanism  for  it.  Instead, 
it  is  trapped  within  the  cell  and  ac¬ 
cumulates.  In  the  eye,  lens  tissue  takes  up 
significant  amounts  of  water  to  accom¬ 
modate  the  sorbitol,  and  cataracts  result. 
In  humans,  this  process  is  irreversible.  Dr. 
Flynn  hopes  to  find  an  effective,  specific 
inhibitor  of  aldose  reductase  so  that  the 
process  leading  to  cataracts  will  not 
i  .occur. 

Two  or  three  such  inhibitor  drugs  have 
been  developed,  but  recently  researchers 
in  Dr.  Flynn's  laboratory  were  among  the 


first  in  the  world  to  show  that  these  new 
drugs  are  not  specific  enough  to  aldose 
reductase.  Their  plan  is  to  find  something 
they  call  "a  suicide  inhibitor,"  a  com¬ 
pound  that  looks  like  the  substance  that 
would  normally  be  metabolized  by  AR. 
Then,  perhaps  AR  can  be  altered  enough 
to  form  an  irreversible  complex  that 
would  render  the  enzyme  ineffective. 

"With  aldose  reductase  securely  lock¬ 
ed  into  a  non-productive  complex,  it  ef¬ 
fectively  has  committed  suicide,"  Dr. 
Flynn  explains. 

There  is  still  much  work  to  be  done 
unravelling  the  intricacies  of  this  problem, 
but  the  researcher  in  charge  believes  his 
lab  at  Queen's  is  closer  to  finding  the 
mechanisms  of  this  enzyme  than  any 
other  in  the  world. 

Professor  Flynn  and  his  team  of  six 
graduate  students  also  are  involved  in 
related  enzymology  projects  with 
$150,000  in  grants  from  the  Medical 
Research  Council.  He  was  one  of  only  a 
few  Canadian  scientists  to  receive  a  grant 


from  the  American-based  National 
Science  Foundation  for  a  collaborative 
project  with  a  professor  from  Syracuse 
University. 

And  with  funding  from  Ontario's  IDEA 
Corporation,  Flynn's  lab  was  responsible 
for  sequencing  the  peptide  known  as  Car- 
dionatrin  —  a  vital  contribution  to  the 
now  famous  achievement  by  another 
Queen's  medical  professor.  Dr.  A.J.  de 
Bold  of  the  Pathology  Department.  As  a 
natural  diuretic,  Cardionatrin  appears  to 
have  immense  implications  for  the  health 
care  and  pharmaceutical  industries. 

Future  developments  with  aldose 
reductase  could  well  have  the  same  for¬ 
tunate  impact  on  millions  of  diabetes  pa¬ 
tients  that  Cardionatrin  will  soon  have  on 
those  suffering  high  blood  pressure.

Around  the  Campus 


Elderhostelers  are  ' ideal  students' 


Some  of  the  most  energetic  students  at 
Queen's  this  summer  are  also  among  the 
oldest. 

But  one  doesn't  mention  age  when  talk¬ 
ing  to  participants  in  the  international 
Elderhostel  Program.  As  campus  co¬ 
ordinator  Doug  Thompson  notes,  "This 
isn't  a  social  club  where  people  discuss 
their  retirement.  They  want  good,  solid 
academic  courses  to  challenge  their 
minds,  and  plenty  of  activities  to  get  their 
blood  going." 

Open  to  anyone  aged  60  or  over, 
regardless  of  educational  background,  the 
Elderhostel  Program  has  headquarters  in 
Boston,  with  Canadian  operations  cen¬ 
tred  in  Fredericton,  N.B.  Courses  in 
everything  from  Amish  crafts  to  Yiddish 
literature  are  offered  at  universities 
throughout  North  America  and  in  many 
European  countries.  Since  it  is  operated 
on  a  non-profit  basis  and  has  volunteers 
handling  much  of  the  organization,  tui¬ 
tion  costs  are  held  at  a  level  affordable 
to  seniors. 

In  Kingston,  Elderhostel  is  incorporated 
into  the  summer  Kingfest  schedule  (July 


7  through  21  this  summer).  Doug  Thomp¬ 
son,  Arts'55,  Coordinator  of  Administra¬ 
tion  and  Services  for  the  Faculty  of  Arts 
and  Science,  is  also  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  Kingfest,  which 
began  in  1983  with  an  emphasis  on  fam¬ 
ily  participation  in  a  variety  of  workshops 
and  courses  and  the  use  of  inexpensive 
university  accommodation. 

"Being  included  in  the  larger  program 
provides  the  Elderhostelers  with  a  lot  of 
fringe  benefits,"  he  says.  "They  are 
welcome  at  a  large  civic  reception  on 
Kingfest's  opening  night,  have  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  meet  local  dignitaries,  take  part 
in  communal  activities,  and  mix  with  a 
much  wider  age  range  than  would  usual¬ 
ly  be  found  at  an  Elderhostel  institution." 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eric  Browne  of  Islington, 
Ont.,  particularly  enjoyed  sharing  Vic¬ 
toria  Hall  with  young  people  who  came 
from  Quebec,  Mexico  and  Columbia  for 
six  weeks  of  improvement  in  English  and 
with  the  Suzuki  music  students. 

Eric  Browne  is  a  Queen's  grad  of  Sc'36. 
He  and  Mrs.  Browne  (Marion  Hayes), 
Arts'35,  have  studied  at  Elderhostels 


"from  Newfoundland  to  Georgia."  One 
of  their  contemporaries.  Miss  Jean 
Richardson,  Arts'36,  of  Kingston,  also  at¬ 
tended  Elderhostels  in  Sudbury  and 
Jerusalem  before  signing  up  at  Queen's. 
After  their  first  experience  here,  all  are 
enrolled  again  this  summer  —  along  with 
other  seniors  from  four  provinces  and  11 
U.S.  states.  Miss  Richardson,  being  a 
Kingston  native  and  a  seasoned  traveller, 
has  been  pleased  to  discover  a  great  deal 
in  her  own  backyard. 

"I  particularly  enjoyed  a  course  on  local 
geology,  including  a  field  trip  around  the 
area,  and  am  looking  forward  to  an 
historical  view  of  Kingston's  landscape 
and  environment  this  year,"  she  com¬ 
ments.  Studying  The  Odyssey  with 
Queen's  Classics  Professor  Ross 
Kilpatrick  was  a  highlight  for  both  her 
and  the  BrowneS  in  1984,  and  they  were 
among  the  first  to  sign  up  for  the  course 
he's  teaching  this  summer  —  I,  Claudius. 

At  Queen's  as  at  most  Elderhostels,  the 
program  is  divided  into  two  programs, 
each  a  week  long.  This  year.  Queen's  pro¬ 
fessors  are  teaching  courses  in 
philosophy,  poetry,  computers,  antiques 
and  music.  Two  Kingston  alumnae  who 
are  elementary  school  teachers,  Sandy 
McRae  and  Faye  Koshel,  volunteer  as 
program  co-ordinators.  Mary  Lou 
Marlin,  Arts'83,  is  a  PR  volunteer. 

Last  year's  inaugural  Elderhostel  ses¬ 
sion  at  Queen's  attracted  92  participants, 
including  13  Kingston-area  'commuters.' 
More  than  140  have  signed  up  for  courses 
this  summer.  "People  were  just  entranc¬ 
ed  with  the  lake  and  the  beautiful  setting," 
according  to  Jean  Richardson,  "and  the 
residence  facilities  at  Queen's  were  a  lot 
more  luxurious  than  accommodation  in 
many  of  the  other  places  Elderhostelers 
had  stayed." 

Noting  that  one  retired  79-year-old 
mailman  drove  his  camper  all  the  way 
from  California  to  attend  Elderhostel  at 
Queen's,  Doug  Thompson  says,  "These 
are  very  energetic,  adventurous  people, 
who  bring  a  lifetime  of  experience  with 
them.  They  have  been  doers  all  their  lives 
and  now  they're  still  'doing'."  Prof.  Ross 
Kilpatrick  calls  them  the  ideal  students.

Queen's  Spirit: 
What  it  means 
to  us

I'd  like  to  start  this,  my  first  report  to  the 
alumni,  by  saying  how  much  students  ap¬ 
preciate  the  advice,  assistance,  and  direc¬ 
tion  given  by  our  alumni  (and  ae).  In  the 
past  two  months,  I've  had  the  opportun¬ 
ity  to  speak  to  many  of  you  at  meetings 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  University 
Council,  and  the  Alumni  Assembly.  It  is 
from  these  discussions  that  I've  drawn  my 
first  topic:  Queen's  Spirit:  what  it  means 
to  us. 

Perhaps  the  most  heated  issue  involv¬ 
ing  the  AMS  in  recent  memory  has  been 
the  antics  of  students  during  homecom¬ 
ing,  roadtrips,  and  orientation.  The 
publicity  has  been  fast  and  furious;  reac¬ 
tion  from  the  media,  other  schools,  the 
city,  the  administration,  and  alumni  has 
been  scathing. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  there  are 
reasonable  concerns  about  these  events. 
John  Lougheed,  AMS  President  1984-85, 
outlined  many  of  the  corrective  measures 
taken  in  his  January-February  Alumni 
Review  article.  Be  comforted  in  knowing 
that  a  large  portion  of  my  time  and  that 
of  my  commissioners  has  been  dedicated 
to  the  development  of  both  reasonable 
alternatives  to  homecoming  street  parties, 
and  of  a  better  Judicial  Committee 
operating  policy.  I  don't,  however,  wish 
to  dwell  on  these  aspects  of  the  issue  but 
rather  on  the  whole  question  of  "spirit." 

Queen's  has  grown  significantly  since 
the  early  1960s.  This  fact,  combined  with 
changes  in  society's  tolerance  of  students' 
actions,  has  made  many  of  these  ex¬ 
uberant  outbursts  totally  unacceptable. 
One  must  remember  that  present  students 
are  weaned  on  stories  of  snake  dances, 
train  rides,  and  football  games  passed  on 
through  generations.  Although  these 
"legends"  foster  expectations  for  the  non- 
academic  side  of  student  life,  I  do  not  pre¬ 
sent  them  as  justification  for  present 
behavior.

It  has  always  been  my  view  (and  that 
of  a  large  portion  of  the  student  body) 
that  we  are  extremely  lucky  to  have  the 
enthusiasm  which  underlies  these  events. 
After  going  to  national  conferences  and 
visiting  numerous  other  schools,  there  is 
no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  Queen's  has  the 
best  spirit  in  Canada.  All  you  have  to  do 
is  watch  the  orientation  program,  go  to 
a  football  game,  see  the  success  of  the 
Queen's  Appeal,  or,  most  importantly, 
listen  to  what  members  of  our  Queen's 
community  have  to  say.  Unlike  many 
AMS  presidents  before  me,  I  am  not  from 
a  long-standing  Queen's  family.  In  fact, 
both  my  parents  and  grandparents  are  of 
the  University  of  Toronto  strain.  I  came 
here  because  I  admired  both  the 
academics  and  the  spirit.  Where  most 
schools  now  abound  in  apathy,  Queen's 
students  and  alumni  seem  as  loyal  to  their 
University  as  ever.  Biannually  we  can  get 
40  bus  loads  of  students  to  McGill  as  well 
as  8,000  to  the  Vanier  Cup.  In  com¬ 
parison,  we  never  have  more  than  five 
bus  loads  visiting  Queen's!  Even 
something  as  obscure  as  turnout  for  elec¬ 
tions  and  referenda  show  us  far  above 
others.  I  am  proud  of  our  record  and 
believe  the  loss  of  this  spirit  would  be  a 
major  blow  to  the  University. 

The  AMS  is  an  organization  that,  as 
my  eloquent  predecessor  put  it,  "is  caught 
in  a  vice  between  the  expectations  of 
students  and  those  of  others."  We  con¬ 
tinue  to  make  positive  changes  in 
response  to  the  concerns  of  the  ad¬ 
ministration  and  the  city,  but  we  are  also 
very  protective  of  those  aspects  of  student 
life  that  we  and  generations  of  students 
before  us  have  treasured:  qual¬ 
ity  teaching,  a  student-run  AMS,  and, 
most  important  of  all,  our  spirit.  As  the 
experiences  of  other  universities  have 
shown,  these  are  too  fragile  and  precious 
to  change  at  the  drop  of  a  hat.

"I'm  so  glad  now  I  gave  while  I'm  alive" 

Kingston  Alumnus  Funds  Cancer  Research 

One  sunny  afternoon  in  April,  a  venerable  alumnus  of  Arts'24  called  on  his  good 
friend  Padre  Laverty  to  drive  him  on  some  errands  around  Kingston.  Dr.  Laver¬ 
ty  now  calls  it  "a  joy  ride,"  because  the  outcome  was  the  institution  of  the  A.  W.M. 
Germain  Cancer  Research  Fund. 

When  the  car  stopped  at  the  home  of  Mr.  Germain's  long-time  Alwington 
Avenue  neighbour.  Dr.  H.G.  'Gub'  Kelly,  Mr.  Germain  handed  the  amazed 
former  Vice-Principal  (Health  Sciences)  a  certified  cheque  for  $50,000  for  cancer 
research  at  Queen's.  With  it  came  a  promise  that  a  similar  amount  would  be 
donated  annually  as  long  as  Mr.  Germain  lives. 

"It  strikes  me  that  it's  now  in  Queen's  best  interest  to  take  good  care  of  me," 
the  donor  quipped.  He  later  added,  in  all  seriousness,  that  it  has  given  him  much 
happiness  to  see  Queen's  response  to  his  gift.  "I'm  so  glad  I  gave  it  while  I'm 
alive  to  enjoy  the  nice  fuss  and  to  meet  the  doctors  who  will  use  my  money," 
he  says. 

On  May  21,  Bill  Germain  was  conducted  on  a  tour  of  the  cancer  research 
facilities  in  Botterell  Hall  by  Dean  D.L.  Wilson  and  Dr.  Kelly,  and  had  the  pleasure 
of  meeting  three  doctors  who  will  be  involved  with  his  research  fund:  Albert 
Clark,  Associate  Dean  (Research),  and  pathologists  Robert  Kerbel  and  David 
Robertson.  Guests  at  the  small  reception  following  included  Vice-Principal  Dun¬ 
can  Sinclair,  Padre  Laverty,  Jim  Courtright  (Director  of  Bequests  and  Estate  Plan¬ 
ning),  and  two  members  of  the  Alumni  Office  who  were  largely  responsible  for 
reacquainting  Mr.  Germain  with  Queen's  during  Reunion'84  (his  60th  anniver¬ 
sary):  Anne  Whan  and  Patricia  Douglas-Murray. 

Mr.  Germain's  first  career  was  with  the  Presbyterian  missions  to  Alberta  in 
the  1920s;  he  held  a  three-point  charge  near  Medicine  Hat.  Then  he  worked  with 
the  Civil  Service  in  Ottawa,  polished  his  investment  skills,  and  retired  in  his 
30s  to  the  old  family  home  in  Kingston.  Just  as  he  planned  many  years  ago, 
though,  his  money  "is  still  working,"  and  he's  just  as  happy  as  the  University 
is  that  some  of  it  is  working  at  Queen's.

Student  group  urges 
more  attention  to 
Women's  Studies 

Charging  Queen's  with  failure  to  provide 
a  program  in  women's  studies  and  citing 
its  weak  record  in  hiring  women  faculty 
relative  to  other  universities,  some  80 
students  last  term  formed  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  for  the  Establishment  of  a 
Chair  in  Women's  Studies. 

In  April  this  committee  released  a  six- 
page  discussion  paper  in  which  it  noted 
that  while  women  currently  make  up 
56%  of  the  student  body,  only  13.7%  of 
Queen's  teaching  staff  are  women  and  on¬ 
ly  2%  of  tenured  Full  Professors  are 
women.  "Of  the  52  institutions  in  Canada 
(excluding  Quebec)  which  have  women 
faculty,  Queen's  ranks  42nd  in  terms  of 
percentage  of  full-time  women  on  facul¬ 
ty,"  the  paper  said. 

The  Committee  thinks  that  this  under¬ 
representation  requires  immediate 
remedy,  and  its  main  proposals  are  the 
establishment  of  a  Women's  Studies  pro¬ 
gram  to  counter  androcentrism  (especially 
in  the  humanities)  and  a  Chair  in 
Women's  Studies  to  help  draw  prominent . 
women  academics  to  Queen's.  "Under 
women's  studies  programs,  exciting  new 
research  is  being  conducted  and  courses 
in  many  fields  are  exploring  topics  of  in¬ 
terest  and  concern  not  only  to  women, 
but  to  all  people.  We  feel  that  Queen's 
students  should  not  be  denied  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  benefit  from  this  rich  field." 

The  paper  also  provides  economic 
grounds  for  its  proposals:  "Women  pay 
over  half  of  all  tuition,  bring  to  the 
university  over  half  of  all  governmental 
Basic  Income  Units,  and  have  pledged 
over  half  of  the  students'  (million-dollar) 
contribution  to  the  Queen's  Appeal." 

The  paper  was  circulated  for  comments 
to  all  faculty  and  administrators,  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  University  Council, 
and  the  Alumni  Assembly.  A  press  con¬ 
ference  produced  much  media  coverage 
of  the  issues,  on  and  off  campus.  The 
Committee  is  continuing  to  develop  the 
concept  of  a  Chair  in  Women's  Studies.

Queen's  alumna  Llewellya  Hillis-Colinvaux  (right)  received  an  honorary 
D.Sc.  degree  as  a  marine  biologist  of  international  repute.  Among  her 
well-wishers  was  Allison  Sayers,  Professor  of  Nursing.  Dr.  Hillis- 
Colinvaux  came  to  Kingston  directly  from  a  three-month  visit  to  China 
as  National  Scholar  of  the  U.S.  National  Academy  of  Sciences,  and 
her  Convocation  address  reflected  her  recent  experiences.  The  conclu¬ 
sion  is  below. 

"Unlike  your  Eastern  peers,  you  will  be  creating 
your  own  niche  in  life  through  choice,  for  you  have 
personal  freedom,  a  heritage  of  your  foremothers 
and  fathers.  ...May  you  develop  your  niche  in  a 
way  that  will  enhance  the  freedom  and  quality  of 
your  country  and  its  educational  systems,  which 
are  the  nurturing  grounds  of  our  freedoms. " 


Honorary  degrees  were  conferred  upon  seven  distinguished 
scholars  at  Queen's  six  Spring  Convocations.  They  represented 
a  diversity  of  expertise  and  service,  ranging  from  business  ad¬ 
ministration  to  laboratory  medicine  and  marine  biology.  All 
recipients  were  presented  by  Principal  David  C.  Smith  for 
laureation  by  Chancellor  Agnes  Benidickson.

MAY  24  (afternoon),  Convocation  for  the  Graduate  School, 
Theological  College,  Concurrent  Education  graduates  and  the 
Faculty  of  Education: 

DR.  JOHN  H.  McARTHUR,  LL.D.,  Wayland,  Mass.  —  the 
first  and  only  Canadian  to  be  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  of 
Business  Administration  at  Harvard  University.  Dr.  McArthur 
is  a  graduate  of  UBC  and  Harvard,  has  extensive  consulting 
experience  in  North  America  and  Europe,  and  is  also  a  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Canadian  Investment  Development  Corporation, 
established  by  Senator  Austin  and  administered  by  Maurice 
Strong,  another  honorary  graduate  of  Queen's. 

MAY  25  (morning),  Convocation  for  Applied  Science: 

DR.  THOMAS  S.  HUTCHISON,  D.Sc.  —  an  accomplished 
physicist  who  has  held  many  senior  posts  at  the  Royal  Military 
College,  including  Dean  of  Science  and  (currently)  Distinguished 
Professor  and  member  of  the  College  Senate.  Dr.  Hutchison 
is  recognized  as  a  founding  father  of  the  organized  metal  physics 
community  in  Canada. 

MAY  25  (afternoon),  Convocation  for  Law,  Medicine,  Nurs¬ 
ing  and  Rehabilitation  Therapy: 

JUDGE  ROSALIE  ABELLA,  LL.D,  Toronto  —  renowned 
Canadian  lawyer,  Chairman  of  the  Ontario  Labour  Relations 
Board,  a  director  of  the  International  Commission  of  Jurists  and 
a  director  of  the  Canadian  Institute  for  the  Administration  of 
Justice.  Judge  Abella  is  a  former  Ontario  Human  Rights  Com¬ 
missioner,  is  author  of  two  books  on  family  law  and  legal  ser¬ 
vices  for  the  disabled,  and  formerly  chaired  the  Attorney- 
General's  Study  on  Access  of  Legal  Services  by  the 
Handicapped. 

DR.  JAMES  D.  HATCHER,  LL.D.,  Halifax,  N.S.  -  Dean 
of  Medicine  at  Dalhousie  University  and  former  Head  of 
Physiology  at  Queen's,  where  he  was  also  Associate  Dean  of 
Medicine.  While  at  Queen's  he  was  renowned  for  his  fine  work 
as  a  cardiovascular  physiologist  and,  with  Dr.  Garfield  Kelly, 
was  responsible  for  the  establishment  of  the  first  car¬ 
diopulmonary  laboratory  at  KGH. 

MAY  31  (afternoon),  Convocation  for  School  of  Business: 

DONALD  RICKERD,  LL.D.,  of  Toronto  —  a  graduate  of 
Queen's  University,  Oxford  and  Osgoode  Hall,  Member  of  the 
Order  of  Canada  and,  since  1968,  President  of  the  Donner  Cana¬ 
dian  Foundation  and  a  recognized  leader  among  the  heads  of 
Canadian  foundations.  Dr.  Rickerd  is  a  former  faculty  member 
of  York  University,  where  he  was  also  Registrar,  Secretary  of 
the  Senate  and  Master  of  Winters  College.  He  was  also  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Ontario  College  of  Art  and  one  of  the  three  members 
of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Inquiry  into  the  RCMP. 

JUNE  1  (morning),  Convocation  for  Arts  and  Science  —  B.  A. 
Honours  and  B.A.s  surnames  A-L: 

DR.  J.  WREFORD  WATSON,  LL.D.  —  internationally 
renowned  geographer  and  the  man  who  advised  Principal 
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Mackintosh  on  the  founding  of  a  Geography  Department  at 
Queen's.  Dr.  Watson  has  been  Chief  Geographer  of  Canada's 
Department  of  Mines  and  Technical  Surveys;  founder  and  first 
Convenor  of  the  Centre  for  Canadian  Studies  at  Edinburgh; 
Dean  of  Social  Sciences,  Head  of  Geography,  and  Convenor 
of  the  School  of  Scottish  Studies  at  the  University  of  Edinburgh, 
his  alma  mater;  and  also  founder  of  geography  departments  at 
both  McMaster  and  Carleton  in  Canada.  He  was  awarded  the 
Governor-General's  Medal  (literary)  30  years  ago. 

JUNE  1  (afternoon),  Convocation  for  Arts  and  Science  —  B.Sc. 
Honours,  B.A.  (M-Z),  and  Bachelors  of  Music,  Fine  Arts,  and 
Physical  and  Health  Education: 

DR.  LLEWELLYA  HILLIS-COLINVAUX,  D.Sc.  —  Professor 
in  Zoology  at  Ohio  State  University,  a  world-famous  marine 
biologist  specializing  in  algae  (particularly  halimeda  growing 
in  the  South  Pacific  atolls  where  40  atomic  bombs  were  tested), 
and  most  recently  the  U.S.  National  Academy  of  Science's 
academic  ambassador  to  China.  Dr.  Hillis-Colinvaux,  who 
graduated  from  Queen's  and  won  the  Alumnae  Association's 
Marty  Memorial  Scholarship  to  do  graduate  work  in  Michigan 
in  1953,  has  since  won  grants  for  her  research  in  India,  Den¬ 
mark,  France,  Holland,  England  and  Australia.  Three  years  ago 
she  set  a  record  for  deep-water  research  in  a  two-person 
submersible. 

She  was  one  of  the  honorary  graduates  to  address  Convoca¬ 
tion.  The  others  were  Drs.  McArthur,  Hutchison,  Abella, 
Rickerd  and  Watson. 

All  Spring  Convocations  were  held  in  the  Jock  Harty  Arena. 
Fall  Convocation  will  be  held  on  October  25  and  26  in  Grant 
Hall.

Women's  Studies  Expert  Receives 
D.D.  from  Theological  College 

When  Queen's  Theological  College  held  its  annual  Convoca¬ 
tion  on  May  8  in  Chalmers  United  Church,  the  honoree  receiv¬ 
ing  a  Doctorate  in  Divinity  was  the  Rev.  Anne  Squire,  one  of 
Canada's  foremost  authorities  on  women's  studies. 

Dr.  Squire  is  Co-ordinator  of  Women's  Studies  and  chairs 
the  Interdisciplinary  Committee  in  that  field  at  Carleton  Univer¬ 
sity.  She  also  has  an  honorary  D.D.  from  United  Theological 
College  at  McGill  University.  Outside  her  academic  affiliation 
she  is  Secretary,  Division  of  Ministry  Personnel  and  Education, 
for  the  United  Church,  and  for  the  past  five  years  has  served 
Queen's  as  an  executive  member  of  the  Board  of  Management 
at  the  Theological  College. 

At  the  same  evening  service,  Chancellor  Benidickson  presid¬ 
ed  over  the  presentation  of  Testamurs  to  19  graduates  of  the 
Theological  College.  Six  of  this  year's  graduating  class  are 
women.  [Among  the  men  graduating  in  Theology  was  Dr. 
David  J.  Ward,  Ph.D.  (B.Sc.,  M.Sc.  London),  known  to  many 
alumni  as  an  instructor  in  the  Chemistry  Department.]

Something 
to  Think  About 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  University  Council,  Gerald 
P.  Taber,  Arts/Com'49,  a  Councillor  from  New  York  Ci¬ 
ty,  addressed  the  plenary  session  on  a  topic  which  he  ask¬ 
ed  to  have  considered  as  the  theme  of  a  future  meeting: 
A  Queen's  Educated  Person. 

Overall,  he  defined  a  Queen's  educated  person  as  "an 
effective  citizen  of  a  complex,  democratic  society;  a 
cultured  person." 

Mr.  Taber  also  threw  out  this  question:  "Is  there  a 
discernible  core  of  learning  that  should  be  the  possession 
of  civilized  men  and  women?"  His  own  answer  was  this: 

SKILLS:  able  to  express  self  in  written  English  and  to  orate 
extemporaneously;  working  competence  in  French,  oral 
and  written;  able  to  undertake  a  research  project  from 
inception  —  planning,  analysing,  arriving  at  findings  and 
conclusions  and  expressing  them  in  writing. 

KNOWLEDGE:  History  and  geography  of  Canada, 
Europe,  U.S. A.,  Asia  and  Africa; 

The  arts  —  familiar  with  masterpieces  of  literature  (pro¬ 
se  and  poetry),  theatre,  music  and  art  —  and  participating 
in  all  these  fields; 

Mathematics  —  having  basic  mathematical  skills,  in¬ 
cluding  statistics  and  computer  usage; 

Economics  and  business  policy;  politics  and  world 
affairs; 

Knowing  how  scientific  advances  are  made,  having 
some  'hands-on'  laboratory  experience,  some  knowledge 
of  the  history  of  scientific  development  and  scientific  prin¬ 
ciples  in  chemistry,  physics  and  biology; 

Ethics  and  philosophy.

ELEANOR  M.  'LIN'  GOOD  —  the  University's 

dedicated  Associate  Librarian  for  the  past  seven  of  her  36 
years  on  staff  and  the  person  responsible  for  the  complex 
day-to-day  operations  of  18  branches.  ***  An  articulate, 
outspoken  (though  softspoken)  and  eternally  optimistic  pro¬ 
ponent  of  women's  rights  since  Cambridge  days  and  a 
crusader  by  word  and  example  against  media  stereotyping, 
she  was  a  natural  choice  to  chair  the  Principal's  pioneering 
Advisory  Committee  on  the  Status  of  Women  at  Queen's  in 
1973.  She  was  a  good  and  fair  friend  to  Queen's  as  an  ear¬ 
ly  appointee  to  Ontario's  advisory  Council  on  University 
Affairs.  When  the  Centenary  of  Queen's  Women  was 
celebrated  in  1984,  she  sounded  the  keynote.  When  the 
University  was  forced  to  ask  its  faculty  and  staff  for  a 
million  dollars,  it  was  Lin  Good  they  recruited  to  co-chair 
that  Appeal. 

She  is  involved  in  the  Social  Sciences  and  Humanities 
Research  Council  of  Canada.  She  has  worked  on  the  On¬ 
tario  Council  on  the  Status  of  Women,  been  a  City  Aider- 
man,  active  on  area  planning  boards,  first  woman  president 
of  the  Community  Planning  Association  of  Canada,  a 
founder  of  Kingston's  Women  Electors,  a  Governor  of  St. 
Lawrence  College  and,  though  matriarch  of  a  distinguished 
Queen's  family,  a  worker  for  women  in  prison,  Anglican 
missions,  city  shut-ins  and  the  Red  Cross.  Her  many  in¬ 
formed  interests  and  services  have  greatly  enriched  the 
university  community,  and  Queen's  now  shows  its  pride  in 
her  continuing  commitment  to  higher  education  in  general 
and  to  the  work  of  this  university  in  particular. 


JOHN  LORNE  McDOUGALL  —  gentleman, 

scholar  and  cyclist  of  note,  in  response  to  his  former 
students'  unabated  respect  and  appreciation  for  his  for¬ 
midable  and  formative  guidance  as  professor  in  Commerce 
and  Economics  between  1932  and  1970; 

•  for  his  sense  of  dedication,  proportion,  tolerance  and  ser¬ 
vice  to  others,  shown  as  much  by  example  as  by  word; 

•  for  the  way  he  enriched  his  own  teaching,  enlarged  the 
study  of  transportation  economics,  and  enhanced  the  whole 
university's  quality  through  his  witnessing  to  Canadian 
Royal  Commissions  and  U.S.  House  Committees,  his  ser¬ 
vice  as  City  Alderman,  his  authoritative  texts,  his  benefac¬ 
tions  to  Queen's  libraries  and  his  trenchant  newspaper 
columns; 

•  for  his  faithful  and  appreciated  attendance  at  Class  Re¬ 
unions,  where  his  memory  of  individual  alumni  attests  to 
his  keen  interest  in  them  as  students; 

•  for  his  watchdog  vigilance  over  the  economics  of  his 
community  and  his  nation,  his  agile  swordsmanship  in  any 
battle  of  wits;  for  the  nose  that  could  detect  a  scoundrel  or 
a  scandal  a  mile  away  and  the  eyes  that  could  spot  a 
misplaced  dollar  sign  from  across  the  Collins  Room  or  the 
council  chamber; 

•  for  teaching  generations  of  students  to  shape  their  lives 
according  to  their  interests  and  capabilities  rather  than 
financial  gain  and  for  his  outstanding  contribution  to 
Queen's  continuing  effort  to  stimulate  dedication  to  public 
service  and  send  out  into  the  world  graduates  worthy  of 
distinction. 
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GEORGE  OWEN  TOLLER  —  whose  graduation 
vow  to  cherish  a  generous  loyalty  to  his  university  has 
been  a  motivating  principle  of  his  life  for  35  years.  ***  As 
former  President  of  the  general  Alumni  Association,  a 
member  of  its  Board  of  Directors,  Chairman  of  its  Fund 
Committee,  president  of  branches  in  Toronto  and  Ottawa, 
and  a  charter  member  of  the  Cha  Gheill  Society,  he  has 
given  unstintingly  of  his  time,  energy,  inspiration  and 
talents  as  a  professional  investment  analyst.  As  Alumni 
President  he  oversaw  the  computerization  of  graduate 
records,  the  launching  of  a  new  constitutional  framework 
for  the  association's  growing  role  in  the  life  of  Queen's, 
i  and  the  laying  of  groundwork  for  the  secretariat's  eventual 
move  to  permanent  quarters  in  historic  Summerhill.  He 
worked  indefatigably  in  four  major  fund-raising  campaigns, 
and,  thanks  to  the  support  of  his  peers,  was  able  to  give 
the  University  Council  the  benefit  of  his  experience  for  18 
years.  ***  Concurrently,  this  man  of  faith  has  served  on 
the  Board  of  Management  of  Queen's  Theological  College, 
successfully  applying  the  Biblical  mustard  seed  dynamic  as 
Chairman  of  its  Investment  Committee. 

We  salute  his  unfaltering,  optimistic  devotion  to  the 
ideals  of  his  alma  mater,  his  sincere  interest  in  its  workings 
and  its  workers,  and  the  innate  sense  of  responsibility, 
hospitality,  courtesy  and  confidence  that  have  inspired 
others  to  work  at  his  side,  leaving  this  University  and  all 
Queen's  alumni  his  debtors. 

WILLIAM  DONALD  WOOD  —  the  undisputed 

dean  of  the  Canadian  industrial  relations  community  and 
for  a  quarter  century  Queen's  ambassador  at  large.  After 
wartime  service  with  the  RCAF,  Don  Wood  graduated  in 
short  order  from  McMaster,  Queen's  and  Princeton.  After 
five  years  with  Imperial  Oil  he  came  to  Queen's  in  1960  as 
Director  of  the  Industrial  Relations  Centre  and  professor  of 
economics. 

Fuelled  by  his  incredible  energy  and  entrepreneurial  zeal, 
the  Centre  expanded  its  operations  to  meet  a  growing  de¬ 
mand  from  every  sector  of  the  economy  right  across 
Canada  for  sound  research  and  continuing  education  ser¬ 
vices  for  those  involved  in  labour/management  relations. 
Under  his  stimulus  the  publications  list  of  the  Centre 
burgeoned,  and  its  popular  and  highly  respected  profes¬ 
sional  development  seminars  and  courses  have  made  some 
10,000  men  and  women  special,  informal  alumni.

Through  his  own  writings  and  those  of  his  colleagues, 
through  a  multiplicity  of  contacts  with  industry,  govern¬ 
ment  and  labour,  he  has  won  for  the  Centre  and  for 
Queen's  a  reputation  for  imaginative  leadership,  impartial 
judgment,  and  solid  service  in  the  real  world  of  human 
resources  policy  formation  and  administration. 

It  is  fitting  that,  during  his  last  two  years,  he  has  presid¬ 
ed  as  Director  over  the  inaugural  sessions  of  the  new 
School  of  Industrial  Relations  for  which  he  built  such  a 
sturdy  foundation.  ***  But  there  is  more:  Long  before  hard 
times  forced  Canadian  universities  to  scour  every  byway  in 
search  of  more  and  more  private  funding,  Don  Wood  was 
already  supporting  the  Centre  and  building  its  library  by 
selling  subscriptions  to  its  publications  and  other  services. 
There  are  few  faithful  servants  of  Queen's  who  have  done 
as  much  to  enhance  her  reputation  while  filling  her  purse! 

JOHN  HAMILTON  WOODS  —  Administrative 

Officer  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  through  four  Deanships 
over  the  last  20  years.  ***  Leaving  his  first  career  in  the 
RCAF,  he  flew  solo  as  faculty  administrator  for  his  first 
few  years  at  Queen's,  charting  flight  paths  through  the 
mountainous  paperwork  of  research  applications,  faculty 
and  staff  records,  committee  reports,  and  interdepartmental 
communications. 

Over  two  decades,  his  meticulous  attention  to  detail, 
wide  experience,  good  judgement  and  equanimity  have  set 
Jack  Wood's  distinctive  stamp  on  the  practices  and  prin¬ 
ciples  of  his  important  Queen's  Faculty.  His  institution  of 
modern  recording  and  checking  procedures  for  research 
grants  is  the  operating  basis  of  Medicine's  present  Research 
Office.  He  put  in  place  a  coherent  staff  record  system  and 
later  computerized  it,  making  it  possible  for  him  to  give 
ever  sounder  advice  on  matters  of  appointment,  promotion, 
tenure  and  leave.  He  lent  planning  expertise  and  continuity 
to  complex  health  sciences  committees  on  campus  and  in 
the  wider  community,  and  represented  his  Faculty  when  the 
University  introduced  job  evaluation.  He  has  represented 
Queen's  on  both  the  association  of  Canadian  Medical  Col¬ 
leges  and  the  Ontario  Faculties  of  Medicine. 

In  company  with  his  Deans,  we  pay  tribute  here  to  his 
valuable  contribution  to  sound  administrative  practices,  to 
the  great  good  sense  and  fairness  which  have  made  him 
friend  and  confidant,  and  to  the  stable,  able  service  which 
has  been  a  strength  to  the  entire  University.  I®!

Alumni  Office  Reorganization 

A  reorganization  of  the  Alumni  Office  has  been  studied  by  a 
special  committee  and  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  and  was  approved  by  the  Assembly  at  the  May  meeting. 
However,  the  Constitutional  changes  required  to  implement  the 
reorganization  cannot  be  made  until  the  Assembly  meets  again 
in  October. 

Under  the  new  format,  the  Alumni  Office  will  have  a  rela¬ 
tionship  within  the  University  that  is  comparable  to  a  Faculty 
office,  responsible  to  the  Principal,  with  the  Alumni  Assembly 
standing  in  the  place  of  a  Faculty  Board.  At  the  same  time, 
several  accounting  and  computer  functions  will  be  absorbed  into 
the  University's  financial  and  information  systems  to  avoid  un¬ 
necessary  duplication  and  provide  increased  supervision  and 
integration.  This  new  format  will  enable  the  Alumni  Office  staff 
to  better  carry  out  its  Assembly-directed  functions  of  com¬ 
munications  (including  the  Queen's  Review),  fund  raising,  and 
alumni  services  to  groups  off  and  on  campus. 

Vice-Principal  Duncan  Sinclair  (Institutional  Relations)  has 
been  designated  as  the  University  officer  through  whom  the 
Alumni  Association  is  to  report.  The  Alumni  Assembly  and  its 
Board  of  Directors  retain  complete  responsibility  for  alumni 
policy. 

The  revised  organization  is  composed  of  a  Director  of  Alumni 
Affairs,  an  Associate  Director,  Alumni  Services  (including 
student-alumni  relations),  an  Associate  Director,  Fund  Raising, 
and  an  Associate  Director,  Communications,  each  with  ap¬ 
propriate  support. 

Record-keeping  in  both  Alumni  and  Development  Offices  will 
become  a  division  of  the  University  Information  System  (UIS). 
The  actual  processing  of  gifts  will  be  the  responsibility  of  an 
Information  Systems  Group  under  the  direction  of  Steve  Swain, 
former  Alumni  Field  Secretary  and  currently  the  person  in 
charge  of  the  offices'  conversion  to  the  Wang  computer  with 
Shy  software. 

Alumni  Services  will  be  directed  by  Murray  Gill,  who  has 
been  given  a  strong  mandate  to  develop  new  initiatives. 

After  the  plan  becomes  fully  operational  at  the  October 
Assembly  meeting,  a  search  will  begin  for  a  Director  of  Alum¬ 
ni  Affairs  to  head  up  the  department.  These  duties  are  current¬ 
ly  discharged  by  Prof.  Russ  Kennedy,  Executive  Director  (part- 
time),  with  the  assistance  of  John  Lynch,  who  also  continues 
to  be  Associate  Fund  Director.  Mr.  Kennedy  agreed  to  stay  on,

Two  Queen's  professors  were  elected  members 
of  the  Royal  Society  of  Canada  at  its  annual 
meeting  in  Montreal:  Dr.  John  H.  Spencer, 
Head  of  Biochemistry,  and  Dr.  Colin  T.  Leys 
of  Political  Studies.  The  Royal  Society  is  this 
country's  most  distinguished  learned  society. 

Dr.  Spencer  is  a  native  of  England  and 
graduate  of  St.  Andrews  and  McGill.  He  came 
to  Queen's  as  department  head  in  1978  with 
a  major  goal:  to  establish  an  increasingly  strong 
program  in  recombinant  DNA.  He  is  con¬ 
sidered  a  pioneer  in  the  development  of 
methodology  for  DNA  sequence  analysis. 

Dr.  Leys  is  a  Welshman  and  graduate  of  Ox¬ 
ford.  After  academic  appointments  at  univer¬ 
sities  in  Britain,  Africa  and  the  U.S.,  he  came 
to  Queen's  10  years  ago.  His  area  of  specializa¬ 
tion  is  underdevelopment  and  development  in 
tropical  Africa.  He  and  three  colleagues  cur¬ 
rently  share  a  grant  of  almost  $130,000  from 
the  Donner  Foundation  to  study  the  impact  of 
new  and  shifting  U.S.  international  strategies 

on  Canada's  foreign  policy.

When  the  68th  Canadian  Chemical  Conference 
convened  at  Queen's  in  June,  the  CIC's  Organic 
Chemistry  Division  paid  high  honour  to  Prof. 
Erwin  Buncel.  Dr.  Buncel  received  the  Syntex 
Award  in  Physical  Organic  Chemistry  — 
$1,000  and  a  scroll  —  for  "distinguished  con¬ 
tribution  to  physical  organic  chemistry  while 
resident  in  Canada."  Dr.  Buncel  is  both  a 
graduate  and  honorary  graduate  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  London.  He  joined  the  Chemistry 
Department  at  Queen's  in  1962.  He  is  popular 
internationally  as  a  visiting  academic,  has  serv¬ 
ed  the  Chemical  Institute  of  Canada  in  many 
roles,  and  is  currently  editor  in  his  field  for  the 

Canadian  Journal  of  Chemistry.

Rod  Fraser,  Dean  of  Arts  and  Science,  was 
Director  of  Research  for  the  Eastman  Commis¬ 
sion  of  Inquiry  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Industry, 
which  released  its  report  on  May  22. 

The  Commission  made  recommendations  for 
a  policy  framework  for  the  Canadian  phar¬ 
maceutical  industry.  A  central  issue  was  the 
compulsory  licencing  provisions  of  the  Patents 
Act,  but  broader  aspects  of  the  industry  were 
also  considered,  including  research  activities, 
the  prospects  for  the  industry's  growth  in 
Canada,  and  the  practices  of  other  countries. 

Preparation  for  the  Eastman  Report  includ¬ 
ed  public  hearings,  146  briefs,  and  14  research 
studies  commissioned  from  experts.  In  ad¬ 
dition,  Dr.  Fraser  and  Commissioner  Dr.  Harry 
Eastman  visited  the  United  Kingdom,  Belgium, 
the  Commission  pf  the  European  Commun¬ 
ity,  Switzerland  and  Italy  "to  learn  first  hand 
of  programs,  practices,  and  opinions  in  other 
countries."

Was  Trail  Blazer  for 
Women  Faculty  at  Queen's 

Dr.  Hilda  Campbell  Laird,  BA'18  (BLS  Pratt, 
PhD  Cornell),  died  in  Toronto  on  May  3.  She 
was  88.  As  The  Whig-Standard  put  it,  Dr. 
Laird  ''blazed  a  trail  for  women  at  Queen's" 
as  a  faculty  member  in  German,  1940-62,  and 
as  one  of  the  first  women  to  rise  through  the 
ranks  to  Head  of,  Department. 

Miss  Laird  had  also  been  the  University's  first 
official  Dean  of  Women,  her  appointment  coin¬ 
ciding  with  the  opening  of  Ban  Righ  Hall  in 
1925.  One  of  the  12  'houses'  making  up  Jean 
Royce  Hall  on  West  Campus  is  named  for 
Hilda  Laird. 

She  was  born  in  Port  Hope,  graduated  from 
Queen's  in  English  and  French,  proceeded  to 
a  degree  in  library  science,  and  then  worked 
as  cataloguer  at,  successively,  the  Yale  Univer¬ 
sity  library,  the  League  of  Nations  Library  in 
Geneva,  and  the  New  York  State  Library  in 
Albany. 

Queen's  recruited  her  as  Dean  of  Women, 
a  position  she  held  from  1925  through  '34, 
when  she  left  for  Germany  to  begin  the  doc¬ 
toral  studies  in  German  that  were  completed 
at  Cornell  in  1940.  Then  she  rejoined  Queen's 
as  a  full  faculty  member,  and  soon  instigated 
exchange  scholarships  between  Queen's  and 
European  universities. 

Mrs.  Marjorie  Little,  an  early  resident  of  Ban 
Righ,  recalls  Dean  Laird  as  "a  very  dignified 
person  who  won  all  our  respect."  Lin  Good  of 
Douglas  Library,  looking  back  to  her  own  days 
as  a  grad  student,  says  Dr.  Laird  "operated  as 
a  scholar  and  a  department  head.  She  was  not 
a  token  woman  (but)  an  academic  among 
academics."  Mrs.  Good  also  recalls  Dr.  Laird's 
many  kindnesses  to  German  families  who  im¬ 
migrated  to  Kingston  in  the  1950s. 

Former  Principal  J.A.  Corry  once  describ¬ 
ed  his  bright  and  lovely  colleague  as  "an  im¬ 
portant  part  of  the  inner  life  of  the  Universi¬ 
ty,  as  well  as  one  of  its  outer  ornaments." 

Dr.  Laird  is  survived  by  cousins  in  Canada, 
the  U.S.A.  and  Germany.  She  was  buried  in 
Halifax  after  services  in  Toronto.

Correspondence  Courses 

The  Review's  reference  to  correspondence 
courses  (Jan--Feb'85)  helped  to  turn  back 
the  pages  for  me.  As  an  18-year-old, 
responsible  for  educating  33  Grade  1-8 
students  in  a  rural  school  in  Nepean,  Ot¬ 
tawa  area,  taking  these  courses  was  the 
only  way  to  achieve  higher  education. 

Springtime  meant  preparing  pupils  for 
Entrance  Class,  completing  corre¬ 
spondence  assignments,  packing  for 
Queen's  Summer  School.  High  on  the 
priority  list,  as  it  was  Wartime,  was  at¬ 
tempting  to  find  suitable  material  to  make 
long,  formal  gowns,  considered  essential 
for  success  socially. 

Ground  indelibly  into  my  learning  ex¬ 
perience  so  strongly  I  can  still  visualize 
it  today  was  a  caustically  written  com¬ 
ment  in  red  ink  from  the  marker  of  one 
correspondence  course.  My  use  of  an 
apostrophe  to  denote  the  possessive  case 
was  abruptly  changed  for  the  rest  of  my 
life! 

Sometimes  self-esteem  got  a  boost,  as 
on  one  occasion  when  the  marker  prais¬ 
ed  my  academic  attempts  and  suggested 
we  meet  during  the  summer.  Being 
young,  trusting  and  shy,  I  never  found 
out  if  intentions  were  purely  educational. 

Thanks  for  the  memory  —  and  the 
heritage  that  is  Queen's.

R.D.  Madill: 

Government  Geophysicist 

Further  to  the  notice  of  the  death  on  Aug. 
7,  1984,  of  Russell  Glenn  Madill,  BA'20 
(March-April  Review):  Mr.  Madill,  who 
died  in  Victoria  at  the  age  of  85,  was  a 
native  of  Lakefield,  Ont.,  and  a 
geophysicist  with  the  Government  of 
Canada  from  1921  until  his  retirement  in 
1965.  Prior  to  this,  he  served  overseas  in 
WWI.  He  received  recognition  in  1947  for 
his  description  of  the  location  of  the 
magnetic  north  pole,  and  he  established 
magnetic  survey  stations  throughout 
northern  Canada  during  his  career.  He 
was  the  author  of  many  scientific  papers 
on  magnetic  geophysics.  Mr.  Madill  was 
a  devoted  Queen's  supporter  for  more 
than  60  years.

MacClement  Fund  continues  to  build  as 
students  recall  'the  beloved  professor' 


A  year  after  its  establishment,  the  William 
T.  MacClement  Fund  for  Excellence  in 
Education  has  received  $10,170  in  con¬ 
tributions,  and  continues  to  grow. 

The  fund  commemorates  the  spirit  and 
achievements  of  Dr.  W.T.  MacClement, 
BA'88,  MA'89,  LL.D/37  (DS  Armour 
Inst.),  a  Biology  professor  and  Director 
of  Queen's  Summer  School  1910-36.  He 
was  widely  known  as  "the  beloved 
teacher." 

When  the  fund  was  created,  one  of  the 
organizers.  Prof.  'Mac'  Freeman  (Arts'51) 
of  the  Faculty  of  Education  (a  great- 
nephew  and  namesake  of  MacClement), 
said  its  goal  was  to  "underwrite  at  least 
a  prestigious  annual  MacClement  Lec¬ 
tureship  in  Education  and,  if  possible,  the 
presence  at  McArthur  Hall  each  year  of 
a  MacClement  Scholar  who  would  use  his 
or  her  expertise  to  assist  teachers  at  both 
the  school  and  the  university  level  who 
seek  excellence  in  their  work." 

Many  donations  to  the  fund  have  come 
from  teachers  and  other  educators  who 
fondly  remember  Prof.  MacClement's 
teaching  and  personal  influence.  One  is 
Maurice  Nichol,  Arts'33,  a  former  Toron¬ 
to  elementary  school  teacher  and  prin¬ 
cipal  who  spent  eight  consecutive  sum¬ 
mers  at  Queen's  Summer  School  to  com¬ 
plete  his  degree.  "We  returned  eagerly, 
summer  after  summer,"  he  wrote.  "Prof. 
MacClement  would  be  there,  directing  the 
School  and  relating  on  the  campus  in  a 
friendly  way  with  the  many  teachers  who 
had  come  to  advance  their 


qualifications." 

In  1922,  the  graduating  class  of  the 
Summer  School  presented  Dr.  MacCle¬ 
ment  with  a  six-page  testament  to  his  help 
and  encouragement,  beautifully  hand- 
incribed,  with  finely  detailed  drawings  on 
each  page.  Part  of  it  reads:  "In  the  rush 
and  turmoil  of  these  materialistic  days, 
with  their  sordid  struggle  for  gain  and 
self-advancement,  one  is  apt  to  lose  one's 
faith  in  humanity.  To  meet  and  learn  to 
know  such  as  you,  a  man  with  so  en¬ 
thusiastic  a  devotion  to  a  noble  cause  and 
with  such  self-sacrifice  for  the  good  of 
others,  is  to  have  that  faith  restored." 

Will  Shales,  MA'13  (BPaed),  Honorary 
Chairman  of  the  Fund,  who  became  a 
distinguished  science  teacher  in  London 
and  now  lives  in  Kingston,  said  "Dr.  Mac¬ 
Clement  was  a  highly  respected  and  very 
helpful  professor  of  Biology.  As  Director 
for  many  years  of  the  Queen's  Summer 
School  he  made  a  very  important  con¬ 
tribution  to  education  in  the  province  of 
Ontario."

Toronto  TV  journalist  Isabel  (MacDonald) 

:  Bassett,  Arts'61,  has  become  better  known 
across  Canada  in  recent  months  since  the 
publication  by  Collins  of  her  best-seller  The 
Bassett  Report:  Career  Success  and  Canadian 
Women. 

The  Whig-Standard's  book  page  summarizes 
it  as  "a  revealing  analysis  of  the  status  of  Cana¬ 
dian  career  women  today... showing  not  only 
how  far  they  have  advanced,  but  why  they  are 
held  back  from  further  advancement,  and  what 
they  and  society  can  do  to  change  the  pattern.” 

The  author,  a  former  reporter  on  the  Toron¬ 
to  Telegram,  has  been  married  to  newspaper 
publisher  John  Bassett  since  1969,  has  three 
children,  and  has  had  a  career  in  television 
(CFTO  Toronto)  since  1979.  Her  book  con¬ 
cludes  that  two  things  are  holding  women  back 
in  the  work  force:  discrimination  and  their  own 
attitudes.  These  conclusions  are  based  on  a 
nation-wide  survey  of  400  women  earning 
more  than  $25,000.  It  was  done  for  her  by 
pollster  Martin  Goldfarb. 

Whig-Standard  columnist  Gillian  (Robert¬ 
son)  Sadinsky,  Arts'61  and  a  classmate  of  the 
author,  writes  that  "as  a  woman,  I  found  the 
most  compelling  aspect  of  the  book  was  see-

Comet  Named  for  Amateur  Astronomer 


After  searching  for  20  years  and  logging  917 
hours  of  star  gazing,  self-taught  astronomer 
David  Levy,  MA'79  (BA  Acadia),  has  become 
only  the  second  Canadian  amateur  astronomer 
ever  to  discover  a  comet. 

A  Montreal  native  now  living  in  Tucson, 
Arizona,  Mr.  Levy  discovered  the  comet  last 
November  13.  In  recognition  of  him,  it  was 
named  the  Comet  Levy-Rudenko  (the  name  in¬ 
cludes  a  Mr.  Rudenko,  who  discovered  the 
comet  independently  24  hours  after  Levy). 

The  comet,  now  being  observed  by 
astronomers  around  the  world,  is  currently  in 
the  constellation  Hercules  and  is  about  1.1 
astronomical  units  (100  million  miles)  away 
from  the  earth.  As  reported  in  the  Acadia 
Bulletin,  Mr.  Levy  said,  "It  is  an  average-size 
comet,  with  a  nucleus  approximately  50  or  60 
kilometres  across  and  a  gas  cloud  thousands 
of  kilometres  —  maybe  30  or  40  thousand  — 
long." 


Royal  Astronomical  Society  of  Canada 
president  Dr.  Roy  Bishop,  a  physics  professor 
at  Acadia,  commented  on  the  significance  of 
the  find:  "In  any  given  year  perhaps  15-20  com¬ 
ets  are  discovered.  ...To  discover  a  comet 
demonstrates  an  uncommon  combination  of 
skill,  knowledge  of  the  night  sky,  dedication 
(hundreds  of  hours  of  careful  telescopic  work 
are  typically  required),  and  luck.  I  say  luck 
because  there  are  hundreds  of  people  world¬ 
wide  interested  in  such  work,  and  also  many 
cometary  discoveries  are  made  at  professional 
laboratories  with  large,  state-of-the-art  equip¬ 
ment.  David  Levy  beat  out  everyone  else  with 
a  small  telescope  in  his  backyard." 

Since  completing  his  MA  iri  English  at 
Queen's,  Mr.  Levy  has  lived  in  the  United 
States.  A  full-time  writer,  he  is  working  on  a 
biography  of  the  late  astronomer  Bart  Bok,  and 
also  writing  observing  guides  for  fellow 
astronomers.

In  Error  about  Licensing 

Re  the  article  "University  hopes  to  make 
$2  million  on  trade  marks  in  2  years" 
(July- August,  p.  10):  I  have  been  work¬ 
ing  on  the  project  of  licensing  the  Queen's 
trade  marks  (specifically,  the  word 
"Queen's",  the  words  "Queen's  Universi¬ 
ty",  the  Queen's  crest,  or  coat  of  arms, 
and  the  Queen's  logo,  or  Q  symbol). 

A  return  of  $2  million  over  a  two-year 
period  would  be  wonderful  to  have. 
Realistically,  the  Office  of  Patents  and 
Licensing  predicts  that  the  revenue 
generated  from  licensing  the  University 
trade  marks  will  be  closer  to  $200,000  at 
the  end  of  two  years.  Good  marketing 
may  increase  sales  of  the  Queen's-marked 
goods,  but  that  will  take  time.  One  of  our 
primary  objectives,  however,  is  to  main- 
!  tain,  and  in  some  cases  raise  the  quality 
of  both  the  printed  Queen's  trade  marks 
and  the  material  on  which  these  trade 
marks  are  produced. 

We  have  set  up  a  Quality  Control 
Committee  to  be  responsible  for  safe- 
:  guarding  quality  of  trade-marked  goods: 
Mr.  Richard  Hicks  (Director  of  Patents 
&  Licensing),  Mr.  Peter  Dorn,  (Director 
of  Graphic  Design  Unit),  Mrs.  Alison 
Morgan  (Secretary  of  the  University),  Mr. 
Bernard  Trotter  (Special  Assistant  to  the 
I  Principal  and  Secretary  of  the  Univer- 
j  sity  Council)  and  a  student  representative 
j  of  the  AMS. 

While  there  have  been  many  samples 
|  of  the  Trade  Mark  License  Agreement 
sent  out,  we  have  four  approved  licensees 
to  date.  More  are  expected. 

The  royalty  rate  for  silk-screened  arti¬ 
cles  only  is  75c  per  item.  For  any  other 
type  of  impression,  a  royalty  rate  of  10% 
of  the  manufacturer's  net  sale  price  will 
be  imposed.

Heart  Disease 

Dr.  Colin  Rose,  Sc'67,  was  quoted  in  a 
recent  Review  ("Alumni  in  the  Spotlight") 
as  saying  "...no  one  really  knows  what 
causes  heart  disease."  Dr.  Rose  might 
have  made  a  more  accurate  statement  had 
he  said  "...no  one  (or  very  few)  in  the 
medical  profession  really  knows  what 
causes  heart  disease." 

There  are  in  fact  thousands  of  former 
heart  disease  victims  alive  and  well  today 
who  know,  or  at  least  understand  very 
well,  that  this  disease  is  brought  about 
through  a  prolonged  improper  mode  of 
living  —  whether  voluntary  or 
involuntary. 

To  paraphrase  the  title  of  a  book  by 
John  H.  Tilden,  MD,  toxemia  is  the  basic 
cause  of  all  disease.  Toxemia  is  the 
gradual  accumulation  of  unexcreted 
poisons  in  the  body.  These  wastes  are  ab¬ 
sorbed  as  a  result  of  wrong  eating  habits 
and  the  constant  inhalation  of  impure  air 
combined  with  excessively  stressful  living 
conditions.  Toxemia  is  a  'slow  bullet'  in 
instances  of  chronic  illness  and  is  not 


usually  blamed  for  the  long-term,  often 
irreversible  damage  which  results.

Salute  to  'Doc'  Jeffrey 

When  Dr.  Fred  Jeffrey  died  on  May  18, 
Queen's  University  and  the  Canadian 
Paediatric  Society  lost  one  of  their 
leaders.  Over  the  years  Fred  had  a 
tremendous  impact  on  paediatrics  as  it  is 
now  practised,  not  only  in  Ottawa  but 
throughout  the  country.  He  was  a  past 
president  of  the  Canadian  Paediatric 
Society,  the  Ottawa  Paediatric  Society, 
Ottawa  Academy  of  Medicine,  Chief  of 
Paediatrics  at  the  Ottawa  Civic  Hospital, 
and  his  proudest  achievement  was  that  of 
being  one  of  the  founding  fathers  of  The 
Children's  Hospital  of  Eastern  Ontario. 

'Doc',  as  he  was  referred  to  by  most, 
not  only  had  a  great  impact  on  his 
science,  but  taught  many  of  us  the  art  of 
medicine.  Most  of  his  patients  would 
agree  that  he  knew  how  to  add  that  ex¬ 
tra  comfort,  warmth  and  compassion.  He 
was  firm  in  his  decisions  and  a  humble 
man.  He  shied  away  from  public 
honours.  Fred  worked  hard  for  his  com¬ 
munity,  both  at  a  political  level  and  in 
medicine.  He  was  very  proud  of  his 
Queen's  heritage  and  referred  often  to  his 
days  in  medical  school. 

At  the  age  of  70,  when  he  was  slowing 
down  in  his  practice,  he  still  refused  to 
reminisce  about  'the  good  old  days,'  but 
went  on  planning  his  future  and  that  of 
our  paediatric  practice.  When  I  joined 
Doc  as  a  partner,  I  thought  I  knew  it  all, 
but  he  taught  me  a  very  important  aspect 
of  health  care  —  "the  art  of  paediatrics 
and  medicine."  He  planned  to  live  until 
his  age  equalled  his  golf  score  (82),  but 
we  never  learned  whether  the  82  was  for 
nine  or  18  holes!

". ..swooping  like  an  eagle  in  its  flight, 
came  a  great  floating  ship  of  white 
with  buzzing  fan  —  it  lightly  ran 
and  soared  into  the  night. " 


Thus  sang  the  Queen's  Journal 
bard  on  the  night  of  Saturday,  Nov. 
15,  1913,  as  the  Great  Aerobile 
"Maud"  took  her  place  in  the  Queen's 
Parade.  "The  Maud"  was  a  technical 
marvel  and  a  thing  of  beauty,  and  it's 
no  wonder  she  inspired  outbursts  of 
poetic  rapture.  She  was  going  to  be 
the  star  of  the  parade. 

The  student  parades  of  the  late  fall 
are  a  hazy  memory  now,  but  back  in 
those  days  they  were  held  to  be  a  sign 
of  good  feeling  between  Queen's  and 
Kingston.  Actually,  the  1913  parade 
would  be  a  revival  of  the  tradition, 
because  it  had  not  taken  place  the 
year  before.  In  1912  the  students  were 
too  sophisticated  for  college  high 
jinks.  The  student  courts  were  done 
away  with  that  year  and  the  beloved 
Rushes  came  close  to  being  abolish¬ 
ed.  But  now  it  was  1913.  The  mood 
had  changed  and  the  parade  was  on 
again.  It  was  going  to  be  the  best  ever 
—  out  Deacon  to  Barrie  Street,  up  to 
Brock  (because  Princess  Street  was 
under  repair),  then  down  Brock  to 
King,  up  Clarence  to  Wellington  and 
along  Wellington  to  West  and  by 
way  of  King  and  Barrie  to  Stuart  and 
back  into  the  College  grounds  where 
Principal  Gordon  would  address  the 
marchers  in  front  of  Summerhill. 

The  Maud  began  as  the  brainchild 
of  Robert  Denovan  (Sc'14)  and  was 
built  by  the  '14  Mechanicals  as  their 
entry  in  the  parade.  She  was  a  self- 
propelled  earth-bound  airship, 
mounted  on  four  wagon  wheels, 
probably  powered  by  an  internal 
combustion  engine,  driven  by  a  rear- 
mounted  propeller  and  directed  by  a 


front-mounted  tiller-steerage.  The 

brakes  were . under-engineered. 

People  said  later  that  Denovan  in¬ 
vented  the  Great  Aerobile  in  order  to 
assassinate  his  classmates.  But,  in 
fact,  the  motive  was  of  the  utmost 
loftiness,  as  the  Faculty  Song,  per¬ 
formed  at  the  Science  Dinner  in 
December  1913,  reveals  (Tune  — 
"Good  Night  Nurse"): 

Professor  Gill's 

Been  waiting  till 

He  felt  quite  sure  his  aeroplane 

If  started  once,  would  stop  again 

Before  he  tried 

To  take  a  ride. 

So  to  run  it  he  would  not  agree, 

But  pretty  soon  1  think  you'll  see 
His  plane  will  run.  He'll  say  he  always 
knew  it, 

Since  Science  '14  showed  him  how  to  do 
it. 

Chorus 

Year  Fourteen  built  "The  Maud"  to  give 
him  hope; 

Built  "The  Maud"  out  of  scraps  and  brains 
and  rope, 

Just  to  show  our  Professor  Gill, 
Aerobiles  do  not  always  kill. 

We  hope  he  has  got  encouragement  from 
knowing, 

And  quite  soon  his  plane  to  us  he  will  be 
showing, 

Soaring  over  buildings  and  fields  diverse, 
If  it  works  like  "Maud"  —  Good-night, 
Nurse! 


Lester  Willis  Gill,  Professor  of  Elec¬ 
trical  and  Mechanical  Engineering, 
was  truly  a  man  ahead  of  his  time. 
He  was  building  a  real  aeroplane  of 
his  own  design,  an  all-metal  "safety 
first"  craft  in  a  day  when  aeroplanes 
were  all  of  wood  and  canvas  and 
wire.  There  hadn't  yet  been  a  test 
flight,  and  the  students'  enthusiasm 
for  Gill's  invention  inspired  their  con¬ 
struction  of  The  Maud  for  the 
parade. 


Well  sir,  the  parade  was  a  marvel 
to  behold,  assembled  on  campus  all 
ready  to  march  off  into  Kingston. 
There  were  a  dozen  floats,  the 
Meds'15  Kazoo  Band  and  the 
'Queen's  Mission  Band',  plus  hordes 
of  green-tinted  Sc'17  frosh  carrying 
a  sign  "NOT  AS  GREEN  AS  WE 
LOOK"  (they  had  launched  a  surprise

attack  and  almost  defeated  the 
seniors  in  the  Rush  that  year)  and 
droves  of  demons,  doctors,  soldiers, 
sailors  and  'beautiful  ladies'.  Even  the 
local  theatre  manager  was 
caricatured,  defending  his  premises 
against  the  hoodlum  students. 

Maud  had  it  all  over  the  other 
floats.  She  was  resplendent,  magnifi¬ 
cent...  but  she  didn't  get  very  far  that 
night.  The  Daily  British  Whig 
reported  that,  "Owing  to  engine  trou-

ble  the  airship  used  in  the  parade  on 
Saturday  night  did  not  do  its  share 
of  the  performance  as  required,"  and 
was  taken  out  of  the  parade.  "Like 
many  aerial  inventions,  it  would  not 
work."  To  add  to  the  humiliation  of 
the  Mechanicals,  their  arch-rivals, 
Meds'14,  won  the  $10  prize  for  the 
best  float. 

After  making  some  adjustments, 
the  boys  got  Maud's  engine  running 
the  next  Monday  afternoon,  and 
took  their  ship  out  for  a  tour  to  show 
her  off.  The  news  blazed  across  cam¬ 
pus,  and  Union  Street  and  lower  Bar¬ 
rie  down  by  City  Park  were  already 
lined  with  students  as  The  Maud 
emerged  in  splendour  from  her 
aerodrome. 

Emeritus  Prof.  Morris  Wood 
(Arts'll,  Sc'14)  remembers  that  Mon¬ 
day  afternoon.  "I  was  there,"  he  says. 
"Oh,  Queen's  was  all  there  —  not  just 
the  engineers  —  anybody  who  was 
down  at  the  University  and  not  at 
home...  even  at  home,  because  the 
homes  were  close  by.  Queen's  was 
pretty  small  at  that  time.  Six  boys, 
the  whole  '14  Mechanical  class,  were 
on  top...  and  there  was  a  seventh 
man.  They  had  her  out  and  they  went 
along  from  the  University  and  then 
down  Barrie  by  the  City  Park." 

What  happened  next  is  a  matter  of 
opinion,  and  there  were  as  many 
opinions  as  there  were  witnesses. 
Professor  Wood  recalls,  "There's  a 
grade  down  (Barrie)  to  the  Martello 
Tower  and  The  Maud  got  out  of  con¬ 
trol.  The  brakes  weren't  good 
enough,  especially  with  the  weight, 
and  the  first  thing  they  knew  it  got 
off  on  the  side  and  banged  into  a  tree, 
I  think." 

Other  opinions  are  given  under  the 
headline  "The  'Maud'  Wrecked"  on 
the  Queen's  Journal  of  Thursday, 
Nov.  20,  1913: 

"Those  who  were  lucky  enough  to 
be  on  Barrie  Street  Monday  after¬ 
noon,  when  The  Maud,  owned  by 
Science  '14  and  manned  by  some 
mechanicals  and  an  electrical,  shied 
at  a  (street)  railway  track  and  tried 
to  run  between  two  closely  situated 
telephone  poles,  saw  a  sight  which 
they  will  not  soon  forget. 


"The  cause  of  the  accident  has  not 
been  settled,  but  a  committee  have 
been  formed  to  place  the  blame 
somewhere.  'Luke'  Lawson  (William 
G.  Lawson,  Elect  T4)  claims  it  was 
because  he  couldn't  see  for  the  (AMS) 
election  signs  on  the  front,  while  'Hot 
Carburetor'  Nourse  (Hugh  C. 
Nourse,  Mech'14)  says  the  brake  han¬ 
dle  was  jammed  up  against  the  water 
barrel.  Bob  Denovan  (Mech'14)  on 
the  other  hand,  blames  it  on  the 
engine,  which  wouldn't  stop  when  he 
shut  off  the  spark.  George  Raitt 
(Mech'14)  says  he  thinks  the  steering 
gear  was  broken  anyway,  after  they 
hit  the  streetcar  track,  and  so  Luke 
couldn't  have  steered  even  if  he  had 
been  able  to  see.  Barney  Brebner  (K .J. 
Brebner,  Mech'14),  when  approach¬ 
ed,  said,  -*!,;?*** 

Jawn  Aird  (John  Aird, 
Mech'14)  says  he  thinks  they  just  ran 
into  the  poles  because  they  couldn't

stop  her  any  other  way.  From  what 
we  saw,  our  firm  opinion  is  that  they 
all  happened. 

"The  damage  done  to  the  machine 
was  slight  considering  the  velocity  of 
approach.  The  steering  gear  suffered 
mainly,  and  a  temporary  one  had  to 
be  rigged  up  before  the  craft  could 
proceed.  Just  to  show  that  she  was 
'some  boat',  she  started  down  Barrie 
Street  again  and  finished  by  carrying 
seven  passengers  back  up  the  grade 
with  the  brakes  on,  before  returning 
to  the  aerodrome  for  repairs." 

And  so  The  Maud  trundled  up  Bar¬ 
rie  St.  and  around  the  corner  onto 
Union  and  vanished  into  the  swirling 
mists  of  the  passsing  years.  Only  the 
Whig  reported  on  her  demise,  on 
Nov.  27,  that  "Science  '14  have  taken 
apart  its  air-driven  motor-car,  which 
was  to  have  been  in  the  Parade. 
Before  doing  so,  a  picture  was  taken, 
which  will  be  sent  to  Popular 
Mechanics." 

One  mystery  remains,  and  that's 
the  name  of  the  Aerobile.  Whence 
"Maud"?  Was  the  original  Maud 
someone's  sweetheart?  Or  was  the 
name  perhaps  an  acronym  or  a 
pointed  reference?  There's  a  clue 
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woven  into  the  “History  of  Year  '14“ 
in  the  Science  '14  yearbook,  and,  if 
it's  really  the  whole  story,  it's  not 
altogether  romantic: 

“To  the  ingenuity  and  mechanical 
genius  of  Bob  Denovan  and  his 
mechanical  associates  must  be  at-

tributed  the  blame  for  uncovering 
that  old  air  horse  The  Maud,  who 
like  her  namesake  was  notorious  for 
her  kicking.  The  notable  run  down 
Barrie  St.  will  be  remembered  by  the 
onlookers  for  some  time.  One  of  the 
outstanding  features  of  this  ex¬ 
perimental  trip  was  the  failure  of 
Nourse  to  lift  the  barrel  of  cooling 
water  by  means  of  his  brakes. 
Another  feature  was  the  performance 
of  Captain  Denovan,  who,  after 
opening  the  throttle  wide,  leaped  for 
his  life,  leaving  the  noble  animal  to 
come  to  rest  between  two  telegraph 
poles.” 

If  you're  a  septuagenarian,  it'll  be 
obvious  that  the  original  Maud  was 
a  mule  owned  by  Si  Slocum  in  the 
weekly  comic  strip  “Down  on  the 
Farm"  by  F.  Opper.  Maud  was  most¬ 
ly  a  placid  beast,  but  she  was  very 
easily  provoked.  Every  few  weeks 
some  thoughtless  cube  would  end  up 
flying  headlong  into  the  next 
township  with  Maud's  double  U 
monogram  on  the  seat  of  his  trousers. 
So  both  M^uds  were  hybrids  with 
volatile  temperaments  in  common. 

Professor  Gill  must  have  been  en¬ 
couraged  by  The  Maud,  because  he 


carried  on  with  the  construction  of 
his  novel  aeroplane.  And  he  actual¬ 
ly  did  test  it,  early  in  1915,  but  that's 
another  story. 


This  story  of  The  Maud  was  uncovered 
in  the  course  of  research  on  the  CFRC 
Radio  History  Project.

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The  French  Fact 

Queen's  efforts  to  promote  Canada's  second  official  language  are  applauded  by 
government  experts  —  but  unappreciated  by  students

While  most  universities  were  soundly 
scolded  in  the  federal  government's  latest 
report  on  the  state  of  bilingualism  in 
Canada,  Queen's  efforts  to  promote 
Canada's  second  official  language  were 
heartily  applauded. 

Solid  improvements  are  readily  visible 
at  Queen's  —  the  appointment  of  a  French 
language  coordinator,  increased  course 
offerings  in  French,  the  French  Centre, 
French  Floors  in  residence,  and  the  weekly 
French  Table  in  Ban  Righ.  However,  most 
students  have  shown  little  interest  in  tak¬ 
ing  advantage  of  the  many  opportunities 
to  use  French.  In  1984,  for  instance,  all 
students  who  applied  to  Queen's  were 
surveyed  about  their  interest  in  lectures 
given  in  French.  Of  the  12,000  surveys 
mailed  out,  a  dismal  87  were  returned, 
and  only  half  of  these  were  positive. 

Who  does  want  French  at  Queen's?  The 
growing  efforts  to  upgrade  'la  vie  fran¬ 
chise'  at  Queen's  have  come  about 
because  of  the  concerns  of  alumni, 
parents  and  faculty  that  students  coming 
from  primary  and  secondary  school  im¬ 
mersion  programs  are  not  able  to  main¬ 
tain  their  French  and  that  Queen's 
graduates  are,  for  the  most  part,  unable 
to  function  in  bilingual  environments. 
University  Councillors,  in  particular, 
have  expressed  a  wish  that  graduates  in 
the  social  sciences  (background  to  federal 
civil  service)  be  truly  bilingual. 

At  a  plenary  session  of  the  University 
Council  meeting  in  1981,  Queen's  respon¬ 
sibility  for  bilingualism  as  a  national 
university  was  widely  discussed.  One 
recommendation  was  that  Queen's  "ex¬ 
pand  our  bilingual  and  bicultural  aspira¬ 
tions  with  formal  teaching  programs  as 
well  as  the  French  Floors  and  Michener 
Visitors  and  other  extra-curricular  ways 
so  as  better  to  prepare  our  students  to 
participate  more  effectively  in  the  public 
service  and  the  professions." 

Two  years  ago  French  Professor  Max 
Vernet  began  setting  up  courses  for  post¬ 
immersion  students  outside  the  French 
Department.  While  the  results  of  the  1984 
I  survey,  distributed  by  High  School 
Liaison,  were  disappointing,  the  post¬ 


immersion  program  continued.  A 
Chemistry  Professor,  Dr.  Suzanne  For¬ 
tier,  was  appointed  French  Language 
Coordinator  when  M.  Vernet  went  on 
sabbatical  in  August  1984.  The  appoint¬ 
ment  was  heralded  by  then  Official 
Languages  Commissioner  Max  Yalden  as 
a  symbolic  step,  since  it  was  at  a  time 
when  most  universities  were  still  holding 
back  and  not  wanting  to  do  anything 
about  French. 

In  September  1984  students  were  of¬ 
fered  four  first-year  courses  in  French 
(Chemistry  112,  Economics  110,  Music 
124,  and  Math  121),  as  well  as  tutorial

sections  in  Classical  Studies  101  and 
Politics  110,  and  lab  sections  of  Geology 
111  and  Physics  102.  "There  were 
altogether  eight  courses  being  offered  in 
French,  but  at  Registration  there  just 
wasn't  the  demand,"  Dr.  Fortier  says.  "It 
was  impossible  to  offer  full  courses  for 
just  one  or  two  students." 

She  herself  had  offered  to  teach  up  to 
15  Chemistry  students  in  French,  but  on¬ 
ly  two  of  the  450  students  in  the  course 
even  inquired  about  it.  "It's  a  bit  of  a  pro¬ 
blem  in  the  Sciences  because  students  feel 
they  have  to  learn  the  vocabulary  in 
English  anyway,"  she  says. 

In  the  end  only  two  tutorials,  in  Politics 
and  Classics,  went  ahead,  and  each  was 
deemed  a  resounding  success.  English 
class  readings  were  supplemented  in  both 
with  optional  readings  in  French,  and 
students  had  their  choice  of  language  for 
essays  and  exams. 

Politics  Professor  John  Meisel,  who 
gave  one  eight-student  tutorial  of  his 
Canadian  Politics  class  in  French,  found 
the  experience  "very  useful"  and  says  he 
will  definitely  do  it  again  next  year. 
"Some  of  them  spoke  absolutely  perfect 
French,  while  some  of  them  managed  but 
weren't  letter-perfect.  But  nobody  ever 
said  anything  in  English  —  it  was  con¬ 
ducted  totally  in  French." 

Meisel  feels  French  is  absolutely 
necessary  for  any  graduate  wanting  to 
work  in  the  Canadian  public  service.  "In 
Ottawa  I've  been  very  struck  by  the  fact 
that  at  any  meeting  I  go  to,  everybody 
speaks  in  their  own  language."  He  says 
he  would  teach  full  courses  in  French  if 
the  demand  was  there,  and  that  many 
other  Politics  professors  would  be  able  to 
\  do  the  same. 

Fortier  says  this  is  the  same  throughout 
the  university.  "We  have  graduate 
students  and  faculty  in  almost  every 
department  who  could  teach  or  direct  a 
tutorial  in  French." 

Of  the  45-member  Classics  101  class, 
seven  registered  for  the  optional  French 
tutorial  conducted  by  graduate  student 
Francois  Renoux.  Department  Head  Dr. 
Ross  Kilpatrick  says  the  course  was  ex- 
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'French  is  absolutely  necessary 
for  any  graduate  wanting  to 
work  in  the  Canadian  public 
service.

had  a  full  13  years  of  immersion  in  grade 
school  and  high  school  will  enter 
university. 

Suzanne  Fortier  promises  the  post¬ 
immersion  program  will  continue  despite 
last  year's  discouraging  response,  a  deci¬ 
sion  for  which  Queen's  was  commended 
in  the  federal  bilingualism  report.  She 
says  the  main  emphasis  will  be  on  French 
tutorial  and  lab  groups,  rather  than  full 
courses. 

"I  think  a  lot  of  departments  are  in¬ 
terested  in  offering  a  certain  amount  of 
French,  a  low  level  at  the  beginning,  but 
every  department  faces  the  same  thing  — 
it's  a  redirection  of  resources  which  are 
limited  to  start  with."  For  this  reason, 
Fortier  has  appealed  to  the  administration 
for  additional  support  to  hire  French 
teaching  assistants.  "I  think  it  could  real¬ 
ly  get  going  this  year,"  Fortier  says. 

The  second  component  of  the  promo¬ 
tion  of  French  at  Queen's  actually  came 
before  the  academic  response.  The  in¬ 
troduction  of  the  French  Floors  in 
residence  in  1975  was  the  first  attempt  to 
increase  the  use  of  French  outside  the 
academic  department.  Ten  years  later 
there  are  three  of  these  floors  two  in 
Victoria  Hall  and  one  in  Brockington 


House,  each  with  its  own  Don.  Most  but 
not  all  of  the  100  students  involved  are 
bilingual  or  advanced  in  French. 

According  to  French-in-Residence 
Coordinator  Hermance  Pelletier  of  the 
Office  of  the  Dean  of  Women,  "A  search 
for  new  participants  has  proven  to  be 
necessary,  especially  for  the  Men's 
Residence.  Owing  to  the  insufficient 
number  of  participants,  the  French  Floor 
has  had  to  house  unilingual  English- 
speaking  students.  This  has  considerably 
hurt  the  idea  of  French  immersion." 

The  successful  French-in-Residence 
program  was  followed  by  the  1981 
establishment  of  the  French  Centre,  and 
the  appointment  of  Mile.  Pelletier  as  its 
first  (and  current)  Director.  Located  in  a 
house  on  Albert  St.  below  Union,  the 
Centre  offers  a  number  of  non-credit 
French  courses,  Drop-Ins  and  other  social 
activities  —  concerts,  films,  lectures  and 
dinners. 

She  points  out  that  the  Centre's  ac¬ 
tivities,  accessible  to  the  community  as 
well  as  to  Queen's,  are  limited  by  the 
house's  size.  "At  present  we  are  constrain¬ 
ed  by  our  facilities  to  accept  no  more  than 
12  students  per  class,  and  to  offer  our 
courses  at  times  which  are  not  in  conflict

cellent.  "We're  very  pleased  that  some  of 
the  interest  and  activity  has  shown  up  in 
our  department,"  he  says,  "because  the 
department  has  long  been  enthusiastic 
about  the  use  of  French.  Since  time  im¬ 
memorial  we've  encouraged  Francophone 
students  to  do  their  essays  in  French." 

"All  the  students  were  very  en¬ 
thusiastic,"  Renoux  says,  but  most  were 
interested  mainly  in  oral  French  and  none 
submitted  essays  or  exams  in  French. 
"They  told  me  'We  need  good  marks  and 
we  feel  we  can  do  better  in  English'... 
Even  in  English,  students  find  this  course 
very  difficult." 

Reaction  to  a  similar  tutorial  offered  in 
the  first-year  Classical  Literature  course 
was  surprisingly  negative  -  no  one  came 
forward.  When  the  professor  asked  if  any 
of  the  students  had  done  immersion  pro¬ 
grams,  about  half  a  dozen  raised  their 
hands.  "They  had  had  immersion  pro¬ 
grams,"  says  Dr.  Kilpatrick,  "but  had  had 
enough  of  them." 

Nancy  Rabb  of  High  School  Liaison 
says  this  is  typical  of  many  students  enter¬ 
ing  first  year  at  Queen's.  "Most  students 
are  worried  about  handling  their  courses 
in  English  alone,  aside  from  tackling  them 
in  both  languages."  She  points  out, 
however,  that  the  true  test  will  not  come 
until  1987,  when  the  first  students  to  have

;  with  the  hours  of  the  Drop-In."  Dean  of 
!  Women  Elspeth  Baugh  says  the  search  is 
i  on  for  a  larger  house,  preferably  on 
University  Ave.  or  Barrie  St.,  but  that 
shortages  of  student  accommodation 
have  made  the  search  difficult. 

Last  year  the  French  Centre  received  a 
sound  boost  when  then-Principal  Watts 
committed  Queen's  to  financially  suppor- 
j  ting  the  French  Centre  for  five  years. 
Despite  this,  the  Centre's  financing  re¬ 
mains  uncertain.  Half  of  its  funding 
comes  from  the  federal  Secretary  of 
State's  funding  for  language  education, 
which  comes  to  the  Ontario  Ministry  of 
Colleges  and  Universities  via  transfer 
payments.  (These  transfers  are  among  the 
most  controversial  aspects  of  federal- 
i  provincial  relations.)  Dean  Baugh  ex¬ 
plains  that  this  has  often  left  the  French 
Centre's  funding  uncertain  until  the  end 
of  the  summer. 

Unlike  in  previous  years,  this  year's 
funding  was  guaranteed  last  December. 
"I  can  only  hope  that  this  means  the  fun¬ 
ding  is  relatively  stable  for  a  while,"  says 
Dean  Baugh.  On  May  29  the  Secretary 
of  State  extended  funding  for  language 
education  until  March  1988,  which  would 
appear  to  signal  at  least  temporary  stabili¬ 
ty.  However,  while  the  amount  of  fun¬ 
ding  available  is  not  increasing,  the 
number  of  educational  institutions  apply¬ 
ing  for  it  is. 

Dean  Baugh  says  she  has  been  struck 
by  the  fact  that  although  more  students 
are  coming  to  Queen's  from  immersion 
programs,  the  demand  for  French  has  not 


noticeably  increased.  "The  parents  are 
very  keen  that  their  children's  French 
language  be  maintained,  but  the  kids 
themselves  need  a  great  deal  of  pushing." 
As  for  the  possibility  of  Queen's  being  hit 
with  a  wave  of  post-immersion  students 
in  1987,  Dr.  Baugh  says,  "I  think  we 
could  respond  very  quickly  if  we  had  a 
sudden  upsurge  in  demand.  We'd  need 
about  six  months  warning  to  hire  enough 
French  Dons.  We're  quite  willing  to  leap 
into  action  and  turn  all  of  Chown  Hall 
into  a  French  residence."  She  comments, 
however,  that  the  demand  may  not  even 
swell  in  1987.  "I  think  it's  very  self- 
selected.  If  you're  very  French  in  your  ap¬ 
proach,  you're  not  going  to  pick 
Queen's." 

In  an  age  when  the  need  for  bilingual 
graduates  is  quickly  increasing.  Queen's 
faculty  and  administration  appear  to  be 
doing  their  part  to  improve  French.  Like 
the  Commissioner  of  Official  Languages, 
D'Iberville  Fortier,  most  feel  Queen's  is 
progressive  and  has  reason  to  be  proud 
of  its  accomplishments. 

"I  was  at  UBC  last  year,  and  I'm  cer¬ 
tain  they  could  not  have  had  a  French 
tutorial,"  Renoux  says.  "They're  not  as 
interested  or  keen  to  learn  French."  The 
eventual  success  of  the  post-immersion 
program  will,  of  course,  depend  mainly 
on  whether  or  not  the  importance  of  bil¬ 
ingualism  perceived  by  many  is  translated 
into  greater  student  demand.  Maybe 
students  should  have  a  few  words  with

The  Rt.  Hon.  Roland  D.  Michener,  prob¬ 
ably  the  best-known  of  living  Canadians 
and  also  Chancellor  Emeritus  of  Queen's, 
will  receive  the  John  Orr  Award  from  the 
Toronto  Alumni  Branch  at  a  gala  dinner 
and  dance  on  Friday  evening,  November 
29,  in  the  Metro  Convention  Centre. 

Dr.  Michener  was  chosen  for  the 
honour  because  of  his  lifetime  service  to 
Canada  and  his  special  contributions  to 
the  life  of  the  University.  He  was 
Chancellor  from  April  1974  till  October 
1980,  but  has  been  affiliated  with  Queen's 
since  he  received  an  honorary  LL.D.  in 
1958,  when  he  was  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Commons. 

Roland  Michener  was  Canada's  twen¬ 
tieth  Governor  General  (April 
1967-January  1974).  Prior  to  that  he  was 
High  Commissioner  to  India  and  Am¬ 
bassador  to  Nepal  (1964-67),  Speaker  of 


the  House  of  Commons  (1957-62), 
Member  of  Parliament  for  St.  David's 
riding  in  Toronto,  and  a  practising  lawyer 
in  the  same  city.  The  list  of  charities  and 
organizations  with  which  he  is  and  has 
been  associated  is  long,  as  is  the  list  of  his 
corporate  affiliations  and  memberships. 

A  well-known  devotee  of  fitness  and 
sport,  Mr.  Michener  was  recently 
Honorary  Master  of  the  Masters'  Games, 
a  unique  international  sports  festival  for 
veteran  athletes  in  22  different  sports, 
which  took  place  in  Toronto  in  August.

honoured  retiring  Principal  Ronald 
Watts.  At  that  time,  Canada's  Olympic 
athletes  from  Queen's  were  also 
honoured,  as  were  the  Oscar-winning 
film  grads  of  Atlantis  Films.  A  highlight 
of  the  evening  was  the  jubilant  entry  of 
the  Queen's  Bands  and  Highland  Dancers.

(1959),  Lome  Pierce  (1960),  J.R.  Gordon 
(1961),  Rector  Leonard  W.  Brockington 
(1962),  three  brothers  in  1963  ■>—  W.H., 
H.A.  and  D.I.  McLeod  —  and  Chancellor 
J.B.  Stirling  (1965). 

In  1966,  the  award  was  to  be  made  to 
Dr.  John  Orr,  a  long-time  member  of  the 
medical  faculty  who  had  also  been  a  vital 
and  active  member  of  the  Alumni 
Association  for  some  30  years.  However, 
Dr.  Orr  died  before  the  award  could  be 
presented,  and  at  that  time  it  was 
renamed  in  his  honour.  Among  recipients 
of  the  Orr  Award  have  been  Frank  Tin¬ 
dall,  Principals  J.A.  Corry,  J.J.  Deutsch 
and  R.L.  Watts,  Herb  Hamilton  and 
Robertson  Davies.

Queen's  University  Council  was  provided  for  in  a  Statute  of  1874  to  guarantee 
graduates  a  voice  in  how  the  University  is  run.  Council  meets  once  a  year,  usually 
for  a  session  of  one  evening  and  one  day,  in  late  April  or  early  May.  Councillors 
are  addressed  by  the  Principal  and  other  university  officers  and  then  share  in 
discussions  on  topics  of  interest  and/or  concern  to  the  Senate  and  the  Board  of 
Trustees.

Ground  Transport  Institute  receives  huge 
$1.5-million  tamping  machine  as  a  gift 


This  massive  94-ton  tamping  machine  has  been  donated  to  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Guided  Ground 
Transport  at  Queen's  by  the  Tamper  Division  of  Canron,  Toronto.  It  will  add  new  dimensions 
to  the  Institute's  ongoing  track  research  program,  and  is  the  result  of  some  extraordinary  net¬ 
working  among  three  Sc'77  alumni. 

'Discover  Queen's'  is  theme  of 
week-long  open  house  in  October 


Due  to  a  remarkable  alumni  'conspiracy', 
the  Queen's-based  Canadian  Institute  of 
Guided  Ground  Transport  (CIGGT)  now 
owns  a  94-ton  mobile  laboratory.  The 
donation  came  from  the  Tamper  Division 
of  Canron.  It's  a  prototype,  continuous 
tamping  machine  used  to  test  and  repair 
railway  track. 

The  enormous  machine,  worth  $1.5 
million,  is  self-propelled  with  powerful 
hydraulic  circuits  capable  of  lifting  and 
repositioning  railway  track.  Canron,  a 
Toronto-based  firm  that  manufactures 
equipment  for  railway  track  maintenance, 
donated  the  tamper  to  the  CIGGT  in 
June,  after  it  had  outlived  its  usefulness 
as  a  test  vehicle  for  the  company. 

The  decision  to  donate  it  to  the  Institute 
here  resulted  from  contacts  among  three 
alumni  of  Science'77:  Peter  Wilson  (Elec¬ 
trical),  who  is  a  part-time  employee  of 
Queen's  Physics  Department;  Mike 
Driscoll  (Metallurgy),  who  is  with  the 
CIGGT  as  Manager,  Applications 
Development;  and  John  A.  'Jay'  Gandy 
(Civil),  Engineering  Manager  for  Tamper 
Division  in  Canada.  Peter  Wilson  also 
worked  for  Canron  during  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  prototype  tamper. 

Once  they  had  brought  together  all 
parties  to  negotiate  the  transfer  from 
Canron  to  the  CIGGT,  the  tamper  was 
driven  to  Napanee,  where  it  will  be  stored 
until  ready  to  use  on  one  of  the  Institute's 
research  projects. 

CIGGT  plans  to  use  the  machine  to 
take  measurement  of  track  modulus,  a 
factor  that  describes  a  railway  track's 
ability  to  handle  traffic  of  given  axle  loads 
and  train  speeds.  Such  research  is  part  of 
CIGGT's  ongoing  $250,000-per-year 
track  research  program.  This  program  is. 
comprised  of  projects  supported  by  CN, 
CP,  Transport  Canada  and  Burlington 
Northern,  a  major  U.S.  railroad.  The 
tamper  has  many  other  potential  uses,  in¬ 
cluding  vehicle  development. 


Plans  for  “Discover  Queen's  '85,"  a 
university-wide  open  house  extend¬ 
ing  from  October  21  through  27,  are 
well  under  way.  “Discover  Queen's" 
is  being  staged  in  conjunction  with 
National  Universities  Week.  During 
this  time,  universities  from  coast  to 
coast  are  planning  programs  design¬ 
ed  to  raise  public  awareness  of 
universities  and  their  unique  role 
within  Canadian  society. 

Susan  Sarjeant,  Arts'85,  Ad¬ 
ministrative  Assistant  to  Vice- 
Principal  Duncan  Sinclair  (Institu¬ 
tional  Relations)  and  co-ordinator  of 
the  Discover  Queen's  project, 
describes  it  this  way: 

“The  approach  taken  at  Queen's 


will  be  that  of  'business  as  usual', 
ideally,  opening  up  lectures  and, 
where  possible,  focussing  on  topics 
that  might  especially  interest  people 
in  the  community  surrounding 
Queen's. 

“As  well,  we  are  recommending  i 
that  departments  invite  guest 
speakers,  hold  panel  discussions  or 
debates,  etc.  We  want  to  persuade 
people  from  the  community  to  come 
and  discover  what  Queen's  has  to  of¬ 
fer.  This  will  be  more  decentralized 
than  previous  open  houses.  Rather 
than  set  up  a  multitude  of  booths  in 
Mackintosh-Corry  Hall  or  the  John 
Deutsch  Centre,  we  hope  to  en¬ 
courage  visitors  to  drop  into  in- 
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dividual  departments  —  to  see  what 
happens  in  labs,  the  greenhouse,  the 
School  of  Business,  the  computing 
centre,  the  School  of  Nursing,  the 
Physics  Department,  etc.” 

Also  part  of  the  decentralizing  ef¬ 
fort  will  be  displays  set  up  in  the  two 
biggest  shopping  centres,  public 
libraries,  and  perhaps  City  Hall. 
Various  community  groups  are  being 
contacted  to  see  if  they  would  be  in¬ 
terested  in  inviting  a  guest  speaker 
from  faculty  to  one  of  their  off- 
i  campus  meetings,  or  in  bringing  their 
group  on  campus  some  particular 
day  or  evening.  Through  the  High 
School  Liaison  Office,  flyers  were 
sent  to  every  high  school  in  Ontario 
in  late  August,  encouraging  students 
and  teachers  to  visit  Queen's  during 
that  particular  week  of  October. 

Individual  alumni,  branch  groups, 
or  any  other  group  with  which  you 
are  affiliated  will  be  made  welcome.

PhD  program  in  computing 

Following  Senate  approval  in  June, 
Queen's  will  offer  a  PhD  program  in 
Computing  and  Information  Science 
beginning  this  term.  There  is  already  a  de¬ 
mand  for  such  a  program,  said  the  Senate 
Committee  on  Academic  Development. 
The  undergraduate  base  of  students  in  this 
science  has  doubled  in  the  last  five  years 
to  a  current  level  of  about  4,900  term- 
course  enrolments.  About  five  students 
will  enter  the  doctoral  course  each  year, 
it  is  expected,  and  so  the  new  program 
will  not  likely  add  significantly  to  univer¬ 
sity  costs.

The  AMS: 
An  Overview 
for  the  Year 


As  the  summer  winds  up,  the  AMS  is 
heading  into  a  busy  fall  beginning  with 
Orientation  Week  and  ending  with  the 
Vanier  cup  and  exams!  I  thought  this  an 
appropriate  time  to  outline  some  of  the 
major  changes  in  the  AMS,  as  well  as 
outlining  some  of  our  plans  for  the  com¬ 
ing  year. 

The  summer  has  been,  as  expected, 
relatively  uneventful,  giving  our  Inner 
Council  (now  simply  called  Council)  an 
opportunity  to  become  familiar  with  our 
jobs,  as  well  getting  a  start  on  some  of  our 
objectives.  At  one  time  the  question  of 
Council  summer  employment  was  a 
heated  issue.  As  for  our  Council,  I  think 
it's  safe  to  say  that  the  summer  has  been 
an  extremely  important  and  productive 
part  of  the  year.  Numerous  projects  have 
been  worked  on  which  otherwise  would 
have  fallen  by  the  wayside.  To  understand 
why  this  summer  work  is  so  important,  it's 
necessary  to  examine  the  scope  of  the 
organization.  The  AMS  now  generates 
almost  $2  million  of  revenue  annually 
with  a  payroll  of  approximately  400 
(which  is  dwarfed  by  the  army  of 
volunteers,  the  heart  of  the  AMS).  It  is 
probably  one  of  the  most  diversified  small 
businesses  in  the  country,  operating  two 
pubs,  a  bus  service,  a  word  processing  ser¬ 
vice,  an  entertainment  agency,  the  rental 
of  hoods  and  gowns,  three  multi-issue 
publications,  as  well  as  numerous  events 
and  activities  through  commissions  and 
clubs.  This  doesn't  even  include  the  very 
time-consuming,  more  political  role  of  in¬ 
forming  and  representing  students  on 
numerous  committees  and  boards. 

Last  year  there  was  an  extensive  con¬ 
stitutional  review  which  resulted  in  a 
redefinition  of  the  relationship  between 
the  corporate  and  non-corporate  AMS.  We 
intend  to  build  upon  this  by  instituting 
long-term  objectives  for  all  parts  of  the 
AMS  to  provide  suitable  continuity  for  an 


organization  of  our  scope  and  nature. 
Some  of  our  other  objectives  include: 

•  Orientation:  To  continue  improving  this 
unrivalled  week  by  implementing  the 
recommendations  of  the  Orientation  Ac¬ 
tivities  Review  Board. 

•  Homecoming:  Mainly  because  of  il¬ 
legal  streetparties  on  University  Ave.,  the 
planning  of  a  large  scale  alternative  on  the 
Saturday  night  has  become  a  top  priority 
for  the  AMS.  If  and  when  approval  is  at¬ 
tained  I  would  urge  you  to  attend  it  as  op¬ 
posed  to  congregating  on  University  Ave. 

•  Canadian  Federation  of  Students:  Now 

that  our  prospective  membership  in  CFS 
has  lapsed,  the  whole  question  of  whether 
to  support  a  referendum  campaign  to  join 
the  organization  will  be  the  subject  of 
much  discussion  and  debate. 

•  Improved  Services  and  Activities: 

Among  other  things,  we're  working  on 
selling  Via  Rail  tickets  through  the 
Tricolour  Bus  Service,  starting  a  Model 
U.N.,  resurrecting  Studio  Q  (an  AMS  show 
on  Kingston  Cablenet),  revamping  the 
Judical  Committee's  (formerly  AMS 
Court's)  operating  procedure,  and 
building  upon  the  success  of  our  first 
Alcohol  Awareness  Week. 

•  "Narrowing  the  Gap”:  This  was  our 
campaign  slogan,  as  well  as  being  a 
''cornerstone''  objective.  Through 
numerous  measures  we  plan  to  improve 
the  AMS's  lines  of  communication  with 
its  members  to  better  inform  them  of  what 
the  organization  offers  as  well  as  better 
informing  the  AMS  of  what  its  members 
want. 

I  look  forward  to  meeting  many  of  you 
on  Reunion  weekend  (but  not  on  Univer¬ 
sity  Avenue!!).

Telecommunications  network  replaces  phones ; 
moves  Queen's  into  the  next  century 


A  technological  transformation  is  under 
way  on  campus.  Bell  Communications 
Systems  Inc.  (BCSI),  a  member  of  the  Bell 
Canada  Enterprises  group,  is  installing  a 
new  telecommunications  network  pro¬ 
duced  by  Northern  Telecom  —  and  it  will 
be  visible  on  every  desk  that  now  has  a 
regular  black  phone. 

The  system  is  called  Meridian  SL-1  In¬ 
tegrated  Services  Network.  It  will  cost 
$4.25  million  and,  in  the  words  of  The 
Whig-Standard,  "will  give  users  on  the 
campus  access  to  data  banks  around  the 
world."  Queen's  University,  adds  the 
Whig,  "has  taken  a  step  into  the  next 
century." 

By  next  summer,  the  dial  desk 
telephones  (Centrex)  installed  in  1970  will 
be  replaced  by  2,500  modernistic, 
multifunctional  touchtone  sets  that  will 
be  linked  to  the  roughly  1,000  computer 
terminals  now  in  place  on  campus.  Pro¬ 
fessors,  students,  researchers  and  ad¬ 
ministrators  will  not  only  be  able  to  talk 
on  these  phones,  but  also  send  images  and 
typed  material  through  a  telephone/com¬ 
puter  combination  across  the  campus, 
across  North  America,  and  to  Meridian- 
connected  bases  around  the  world. 

Alumni  Ski  Program 
choice  of  Swiss  Alps 

Alumni  skiers,  their  friends,  university 
staff,  and  members  of  Queen's  Parents 
Association  have  two  new  destinations  to 
choose  from  in  the  new  Alumni  Ski  Pro¬ 
gram.  From  February  14  to  23,  Queen's 
will  ski  in  Davos,  Switzerland  (package 
price  $1350).  From  March  8  to  15,  the 
alumni  group  will  be  in  Sun  Valley,  Idaho 
(package  price  $1075).  Details  are  on  page 
2  of  this  Review. 

Program  co-ordinator  Murray  Gill, 
who  will  lead  the  excursions,  describes  the 
two  destinations  this  way: 

•  DAVOS  is  called  'the  Metropolis  of 
Wintersports'  because  it  offers  Alpine  ski¬ 
ing,  Nordic  skiing  and  all  kinds  of  ice 
sports.  It  is  the  highest  town  in  Europe, 
has  12,000  permanent  residents,  and  is  a 
skiers'  town  par  excellence  with  its  bars, 
cafes  and  fabulous  shopping.  As  for  ski¬ 
ing,  Davos/Klosters  boasts  seven  separate 


Already  educational  programs  are  being 
held  to  brief  representatives  from  each 
and  every  university  department. 

Dr.  Jim  Bennett,  Vice-Principal  (Ser¬ 
vices),  explains  that  recent  communica¬ 
tions  advances  gave  Queen's  an  outstand¬ 
ing  opportunity  to  modernize  the  existing 
campus  system  and  establish  a  new 
strategy  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
future.  The  decision  to  install  the  Meri¬ 
dian  system  was  made  after  an  exhaustive 
two-year  review  of  choices  and  costs. 
This  review  was  conducted  by  a  commit¬ 
tee  under  the  chairmanship  of  Prof. 
Donald  A.  Jardine,  Computer  and  Infor¬ 
mation  Science.  His  group  is  called 
PACIN,  for  Principal's  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Information  Networking. 

Dr.  Jardine  explains  that  it  will  take 
about  112  km  (70  miles)  of  cable  to  con¬ 
nect  the  new  system.  (There  has  been 
much  digging  to  bury  the  cable  between 
buildings  in  recent  months.)  As  for  the 
$4.25  million  price  tag,  he  explains  that 
it  will  be  paid  partly  with  a  grant  of 
$600,000  from  the  Queen's  Appeal,  but 
largely  through  savings  over  the  next  10 
years  on  Queen's  regular  $l-million-plus 
annual  phone  bill.

It 
offers  short  lift  lines  and  an  unending 
variety  of  open  bowls,  tough  bump  ski¬ 
ing,  and  meticulously  groomed  trails  for 
every  level  of  skier.  One  of  Sun  Valley's 
unique  features  is  Dollar  Mountain,  a 
separate  mountain  for  beginners  and  low 
intermediates. 

Early  registration  with  the  Alumni  Of¬ 
fice  is  recommended. 


Abramsky  Hall 
renovations  funded 
by  Province 

The  Ontario  Government  has  given  final 
approval  for  the  renovation  of  Abram¬ 
sky  Hall,  long-time  Physiology  Building 
until  that  department  moved  to  Botterell 
Hall.  According  to  Principal  Smith, 
Abramsky  Hall  is  "a  vital  component  in 
the  completion  of  the  Queen's /Kingston 
General  Hospital  Health  Sciences 
Complex." 

Ontario  will  pay  the  $1.5  million  need¬ 
ed  for  the  project,  including  all  interest 
charges.  According  to  Vice-Principal  T.J. 
Boag  (Health  Sciences),  these  renovations 
are  critical  to  the  Faculty  of  Medicine's 
continuing  R  &  D  programs.  "Renova¬ 
tions  will  relieve  difficult  space  problems 
for  several  medical  departments,"  he 
adds.  Most  affected  are  Community 
Health  and  Epidemiology  and  the 
Biomedical  Engineering  Unit.  Completion 
is  expected  by  summer'86.  Work  to  be 
done  includes  a  new  stairwell,  access  for 
the  handicapped,  better  insulation,  ther¬ 
mally  efficient  windows,  a  70-seat 
classroom  and  two  seminar  rooms. 

David  Suzuki  first 
MacClement  speaker 

On  Nov.  13,  noted  Canadian  science 
educator  David  Suzuki  will  inaugurate 
the  William  T.  MacClement  Lectureship. 
This  lectureship  has  been  established  to 
foster  excellence  in  education  at  all  levels. 
It  honours  William  T.  MacClement, 
BA'88,  MA'89,  LL.D'37,  who  was  for 
many  years  a  respected  Biology  professor, 
Director  of  the  Summer  School  1910-36, 
a  "builder  of  Queen's"  and  a  contributor 
to  teacher  education  nationally. 

Dr.  Suzuki,  Professor  of  Zoology  at 
UBC,  is  widely  known  for  his  science  pro¬ 
grams  on  radio  and  TV.  He  will  spend 
two  days  at  Queen's,  based  in  the  Facul¬ 
ty  of  Education,  working  with  students, 
faculty  and  teachers  from  the  surrounding 
Kingston  area.  On  Wednesday,  Nov.  13, 
at  8.00  pm,  he  will  deliver  the  first  Mac¬ 
Clement  Lecture  in  McArthur  Hall 
Auditorium. 

Organizer  'Mac'  Freeman,  Professor  of 
Education,  hopes  that  many  whose 
careers  and  lives  were  influenced  by  W.T. 
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MacClement  will  come  for  the  lecture  — 
especially  William  Shales,  MA'13,  of 
Kingston,  Honorary  Chairman  of  the 
campaign  that  raised  funds  for  the  lec¬ 
tureship.  (The  Fund  now  stands  at 
$11,200.)

Spotlight  on  Queen's  Buchan  Collection 


A  story  that  began  at  Queen's  Douglas 
Library  in  1955  added  a  happy  chapter 
in  Ottawa  in  May  when  the  National 
Museum  unveiled  a  special  exhibition 
called  'Glimpses  of  John  Buchan:  His  life 
in  Canada  and  his  legacy.'  Author 
Buchan  (1875-1940),  first  Baron 
Tweedsmuir,  was  one  of  the  most  ac¬ 
complished  and  popular  figures  to  serve 
as  Canada's  Governor-General. 

Queen's  played  a  major  role  in  mount¬ 
ing  the  National  Museum  display, 
because  the  University  has  been  custodian 
of  the  John  Buchan  Memorial  Collection 
since  fall  1955,  when  the  first  of  his 
books,  papers  and  manuscripts  was  ac¬ 
quired  through  the  generosity  of  Col.  R.S. 
and  Mrs.  McLaughlin.  Queen's  provided 
about  80%  of  the  material  on  display  in 
Ottawa;  the  rest  came  from  Rideau  Hall. 
A  focal  point  was  the  re-creation  of  a  por¬ 
tion  of  the  famous  man's  library,  com¬ 
plete  with  writing  table,  portfolio,  library 
stepladder,  etc.  William  Morley,  Queen's 
Curator  of  Special  Collections,  and 
researcher  Barbara  Aitken  worked  with 
liaison  people  in  Ottawa  and  England  on 
this  re-creation. 

The  exhibition  continued  in  Ottawa 
through  August  20  and  has  since  been  re¬ 
mounted  at  Queen's  in  the  Douglas 
Library  and  the  Archives. 

"John  Buchan  had  such  a  broad 
panorama  of  interests  and  friends  that  his 


correspondence  and  personal  library  have 
become  the  focus  of  much  research  atten¬ 
tion  lately,"  says  Mr.  Morley.  Some  are 
from  the  John  Buchan  Society,  founded 
in  Edinburgh  in  1979  after  the  BBC 
featured  the  Buchan  Collection  in  a  TV 
program.  One  of  Buchan's  best  known 
novels.  The  39  Steps,  was  an  early  Hitch¬ 
cock  movie  and  is  now  being  remade  in 
Hollywood. 


Alumni 
Director 
Honoured 

Murray  A.  Gill,  Sc'47,  Director  of  Alumni  Ser¬ 
vices,  has  received  the  acclaim  of  his  peers  in 
the  Alumni/Information/Development  As¬ 
sociation  (AID).  He  received  one  of  three  na¬ 
tional  AID  Awards  presented  to  Canadians  in¬ 
volved  in  university  advancement  at  a  national 
conference  held  in  Toronto  in  June. 

The  award  —  the  first  to  be  presented  since 
AID  was  formally  established  as  a  national 
organization  —  was  made  to  Mr.  Gill  by  James 
Ferguson,  Director  of  Alumni  Affairs  at 
Western.  The  award,  he  said,  was  for  Murray's 
outstanding  service  among  his  colleagues  and 
his  own  university  and  for  his  contribution 
toward  the  establishment  of  the  Association  of 
Canadian  Alumni  Administrators  (ACAA).  He 
was  founding  president  of  the  ACAA's  Ontario 
Chapter. 
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Faculty  contributed  to  new 
major  reference  work 


Extending  ideas  into  the  community 
is  the  theme  of  National  Universities 
Week  in  Canada  in  October. 

This  is  just  what  more  than  40 
Queen's  people  will  be  doing  through 
some  80  contributions  to  the  new 
Canadian  Encyclopedia.  This  group 
includes  faculty  members,  researchers 
and  graduate  students  from  17 
departments,  faculties,  schools  and 
institutes,  as  well  as  staff  members 
from  the  Agnes  Etherington  Art  Cen¬ 
tre  and  Computing  Services. 

Prof.  C.E.S.  'Ned'  Franks  of 
Political  Studies  contributed  more  en¬ 
tries  than  anyone  else  (seven).  Prof. 
Donald  Swainson  of  History  was  a 
close  runner-up  with  six. 

History  is  the  departmental 
champ,  with  more  than  20  articles  by 
nine  people.  Historical  topics  in  the 
Encyclopedia  include  the  Ku  Klux 
Klan  in  Canada,  the  Boot  and  Shoe 
Workers  International  Union, 
Pacifism  and  the  Atlantic  Provinces. 


Many  of  the  History  faculty's  en¬ 
tries  —  and  those  of  other  depart¬ 
ments  —  are  brief  biographies  of 
notable  Canadians.  Other  contribu¬ 
tions  range  over  a  wide  variety  of 
subjects:  Meadowlarks  and 

Municipal  Administration;  Canoe¬ 
ing,  Consumer  Credit,  and  White 
Collar  Crime;  Blackbirds  and  Bot- 
terell  (former  Dean  of  Medicine  and 
Vice-Principal  at  Queen's). 

Although  many  of  the  Queen's 
contributors  were  frustrated  by  the 
process  of  trying  to  explain  the  nature 
of  subjects  within  the  word  limits 
allotted,  one  contributor  found  that 
this  encyclopedia  was  different  from 
others  in  that  "it  will  happily  contain 
personal  observations,  theories,  per¬ 
sonality  clashes,  etc.,  which  tend  to 
be  beyond  the  scope  of  general 
reference  works." 

One  historian  adds  that  "by  pro¬ 
viding  a  ready  and  compact  source  of 
current  information  on  Canada 
(along  with  suggestions  for  further 
reading),  the  Canadian  Encyclopedia 
should  meet  a  daily  need  of  both  the 
general  public  and  the  scholar.  It  is 
important  that  the  university  com¬ 
munity  has  played  a  part  in  this 
project." 
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The  names  of  several  Queen's  alum¬ 
ni  who  are  experts  in  their  fields  were 
also  noted  on  the  list  of  contributors.

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Any  woman  who  holds  a 


degree  from  Queen’s  or  who 
will  graduate  in  Spring  1986  is 
eligible  to  apply  for  the 
1986-87  Marty  Memorial 
Scholarship.  Established  by

PR  Officer  will  promote 
Intercollegiate  athletics 

Queen's  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Department  has  taken  the  first 
step  towards  increasing  community  awareness  of  its  extensive 
athletic  program.  Bob  Carnegie,  Director  of  Intercollegiate 
Athletics,  recently  announced  the  appointment  of  David  Wilson 
as  the  new  Public  Relations  Officer.  Wilson,  a  recent  graduate 
of  Queen's  (BA/BPHE'83,  BEd'84),  has  been  the  Women's 
Basketball  Coach  for  the  past  four  seasons,  and  last  year  assum¬ 
ed  duties  as  the  Men's  Intramural  supervisor.  In  addition,  he 
had  responsibilities  with  the  School  of  Physical  and  Health 
Education.  The  new  PR  person's  initial  duties  will  be  to  increase 
the  community's  awareness  of  the  university's  athletic  events, 
and  to  edit  and  distribute  pre-  and  post-game  information. 
Wilson  will  also  be  responsible  for  weekly  press  conferences 
designed  to  expose  the  local  media  to  Queen's  programs,  coaches 
and  athletes. 

New  Faces  for  '85 

The  1985-86  edition  of  the  Golden  Gaels  should  prove  even  more 
exciting  than  last  year's,  with  the  return  of  many  outstanding 
athletes  and  the  addition  of  promising  young  freshmen.  A  few 
coaches  will  also  be  making  their  debut  directing  the  Blue,  Red 
and  Gold. 

Brian  Rombough  will  step  in  to  guide  the  Men's  Volleyball 
Team  this  fall.  Rombough  is  a  graduate  of  York  University, 
where  he  played  on  three  OUAA  championship  teams. 

Mike  Gillis  assumes  the  duties  behind  the  Hockey  Gaels 
bench,  an  opening  created  by  the  move  of  former  coach  Fred 
O'Donnell  to  the  Kingston  Canadians  as  head  coach.  Gillis 
comes  to  Queen's  via  the  NHL,  where  he  spent  the  last  seven 
seasons  playing  for  the  Colorado  Rockies  and,  more  recently, 
the  Boston  Bruins. 

Gillis'  counterpart  for  Women's  Hockey  will  be  Kim  Ferguson. 
Ferguson  is  a  graduate  of  Queen's  and  winner  of  the  Special 
Merit  Plaque  in  1981.  She  distinguished  herself  in  the  OWIAA 
by  winning  the  scoring  race  for  three  consecutive  years. 

Lastly,  Aldo  Popazzi  has  been  named  as  the  new  Women's 
Soccer  Coach.  In  response  to  the  OWIAA's  decision  to  pro¬ 
mote  women's  soccer  to  Sanction  A,  Queen's  hired  Popazzi 
because  of  his  extensive  coaching  and  playing  background.  Most 
recently,  Popazzi  has  directed  the  Kingston  Township  Minor 
Soccer  Association's  District  All-Star  team. 

Big  Four  Update 

The  Council  of  Ontario  Universities  (COU)  has  established  the 
Ontario  Commission  on  Interuniversity  Athletics.  This  Com¬ 
mission  was  one  of  the  significant  recommendations  to  emanate 
from  the  Report  of  the  Special  Commission  on  Intercollegiate 
Athletics.  This  Special  Committee  was  formed  by  COU  in 
response  to  the  issues  surrounding  the  possible  formation  of  a 


new  athletics  association  involving  McGill,  Toronto,  Western 
and  Queen's,  and  other  schools  that  shared  similar  concerns. 

The  Commission,  composed  of  three  executive  heads,  two 
academics,  an  executive  secretary,  and  the  presidents  of  the 
OUAA  and  the  OWIAA,  will  operate  with  the  following  terms 
of  reference: 

•  To  oversee  interuniversity  athletics  in  Ontario  universities, 
including  the  operations  of  the  two  Ontario  interuniversity 
athletics  leagues,  and  to  establish  broad  matters  of  policy, 
including  league  external  and  corporate  relations; 

•  To  serve  as  an  advisory  body  to  the  two  Ontario  interuniver¬ 
sity  athletic  leagues,  the  member  institutions  and  COU  on 
all  matters  of  policy  and  procedure  affecting  interuniversi¬ 
ty  athletics  in  Ontario; 

•  To  serve  as  a  court  of  appeal  on  any  matter  brought  to  it 
by  any  group  of  members  of  either  interuniversity  league 
according  to  the  agreed-upon  appeals  procedure,  or  by  either 
league; 

•  To  name  the  Executive  Secretary  of  Ontario  Interuniversity 
Athletics; 

•  To  name  the  Auditor  of  Ontario  Interuniversity  Athletics; 

•  To  issue  an  annual  report  to  the  leagues,  the  member  institu¬ 
tions  and  COU. 

Other  major  recommendations  included  the  issues  of  athletics 
philosophies,  opportunities  for  women,  eligibility  and  com¬ 
petitive  alignments.  In  regard  to  alignments  it  was  recommended 
that  primary  consideration  be  given  to  geographical  proximity 
and  that  secondary  consideration  be  given  to  institutional 
breadth  of  program  and  competitive  performance. 

Since  Queen's,  with  the  broadest  program  in  Ontario,  44 
teams,  is  geographically  located  with  schools  that  have  narrower 
programs,  this  alignment  recommendation  continues  to  be  a 
contentious  issue  from  the  Queen's  perspective. 

The  two  associations,  the  OWIAA  and  the  OUAA,  have  been 
instructed  to  work  out  their  difficulties  following  the  spirit  of 
total  report.  The  OWIAA  and  the  OUAA  scheduling  commit¬ 
tees  have  been  meeting  over  the  summer  months  in  an  attempt 
to  accommodate  the  needs  of  all  Ontario  Universities.

Football  Forecast 


The  Gaels  move  into  the  1985  season  with  potentially  the 
strongest  offensive  team  in  Doug  Hargreaves'  career.  Peter  Har¬ 
rison,  the  league's  outstanding  player  in  1984,  returns  to 
handle  the  quarterbacking  role,  and  he  will  have  an  impressive 
array  of  running  backs  to  work  with  over  the  season.  Paul 
Senyshyn  will  be  pressing  for  the  starting  pivot  position.  Three¬ 
time  All-Star  and  rushing  leader  Larry  Mohr  will  rejoin  the  Gaels 
in  the  backfield,  along  with  four  other  starters:  Greg  Baun,  Dean 
Wilcox,  Andy  Stubbert  and  Ted  Bergeron.  Along  the  line,  Mike 
Schad  will  enter  his  fourth  campaign  as  an  offensive  tackle  and 
will  lead  the  men  in  the  trenches  towards  another  record-setting 
offensive  display.  (In  1984,  the  Gaels  rushed  for  over  1200  yards 
in  two  league  contests.)  With  one  starter  graduating  from  the 
front  seven,  the  only  position  on  the  unit  which  may  be  dif¬ 
ficult  to  fill  is  at  wide  receiver,  where  veterans  Scott  Stirling, 
Connie  Mandala  and  Paul  Callahan  will  create  strong  competi¬ 
tion  for  the  spot. 

The  kicking  game  is  expected  to  improve.  Connie  Mandala, 
who  set  ^record  for  most  converts  in  '84  and  was  second  in 
scoring,  returns  to  set  the  standard.  Connie  will  be  challenged 
for  the  punting  role  by  several  newcomers,  including  former 
Upper  Canada  College  athlete  Ian  Bacque.  Steve  Porter  will  han¬ 
dle  the  long  snaps  again,  a  role  he  has  executed  flawlessly  for 
three  seasons;  he  is  expected  to  be  ably  supported  by  several 
new  faces,  including  Joel  Swenor  and  Chris  Stefopulos. 

Defensively,  the  Gaels  will  be  depending  upon  a  revamped 
team  concept  and  several  new  faces  in  the  secondary.  Third- 
year  starter  Tom  Langford  will  captain  the  defence  from  his 
linebacker  position.  Coupled  with  All-Star  Gary  Kynoch  and 
sophomore  John  Yach,  the  Gaels  promise  to  be  exciting  in  this 
area.  The  down  linemen  have  experience.  Steve  Bodnar,  Steve 
Stewart  and  Terry  Edwards  are  all  entering  their  third  year  as 


starters,  but  will  be  pressed  by  a  significant  number  of  good 
athletes,  including  Shawn  Cymbalisty,  who  returns  after 
upgrading  his  academics,  and  Ian  Brough,  a  promising 
sophomore  from  Toronto.  The  secondary  shows  a  solid  set  of 
veterans  with  John  Thompson,  John  Larsen,  Russ  Glithero, 
Mike  Patterson  and  Mark  Burleigh  leading  the  field. 

If  the  individuals  can  live  up  to  their  potential,  the  Gaels 
should  be  making  their  ninth  consecutive  appearance  in  the 
OQIFC  Championship  game  this  fall.

Coach  A1  Lenard  is  looking  forward  to  what  he  expects  will 
be  a  highly  successful  season,  thanks  to  the  ''most  talented  group 
of  returning  players  to  Queen's  in  the  last  decade."  Some  fine 
returnees,  including  Gerard  Chiasson,  Larry  Cannon,  Paul 
Hickey  and  Wayne  Morden,  will  be  joined  by  at  least  two  of 
the  best  local  golfers  to  play  for  Queen's  in  several  years.  Johnny 
McCullough  Jr.,  and  Rob  Zarichny  should  both  help  the  team 
immensely. 

Occasionally,  a  ringer  or  two  may  appear  during  the  freshmen 
tryouts  in  September.  Among  the  candidates  this  year  will  be 
Drew  Sinden  of  Tillsonburg.  Sinden  is  a  highly  ranked  Ontario 
Junior  competitor  and  should  challenge  for  a  spot  on  the  team. 
Put  this  all  together  and  it  should  result  in  an  excellent  golf 
season  for  the  Gaels! 

Men's  Cross-Country 

The  Golden  Gaels  distance  and  middle-distance  runners  are 
looking  forward  to  another  highly  competitive  and  successful 
Cross-Country/Track  season  this  fall.  These  versatile  athletes, 
whose  abilities  range  from  800m  to  10,000m,  compete  in  the 
fall  in  cross-country  and  track  &  field,  as  well  as  in  an  exten¬ 
sive  Indoor  season  from  January  to  March.  Due  to  some 
outstanding  individual  and  team  efforts.  Queen's  cross-country 
runners  last  fall  captured  their  fourth  Provincial  and  National 
championships  in  six  years  (79,  81,  83,  84). 

The  X-C/distance/middle-distance  men  will  be  competing  in 
an  extensive  schedule  this  fall.  One  highlight  is  a  cross-country 
meet  at  Lehigh  University  in  Bethlehem,  Pennsylvania.  In  this 
prestigious  meet  our  men  usually  fare  very  well  against  top 
NCAA  Division  I  &  II  schools. 

Graduating  team  members  Allen  Hugh,  Richard  Lee  and  Paul 
Sheridan  will  be  sorely  missed.  However,  with  the  consistent 
strength  of  three-time  All-Canadian  Steve  Boyd,  returning 
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seniors  Kevin  Mackinnon  and  Mark  Bayley  (captain),  and  junior 
David  Mather  (silver  medalist  —  1500m  at  National  Universi¬ 
ty  Indoors),  the  distance/middle-distance/X-C  men  should  field 
a  formidable  team  this  fall.  Based  on  last  year's  results,  strong 
competition  is  expected  from  Western  and  Waterloo. 

Tennis  Looks  Promising 

Although  it  may  be  difficult  to  improve  on  last  year's  OUAA 
record,  which  saw  Queen's  capture  the  Team  and  Individual 
Championships  for  the  first  time  in  the  university's  history, 
Coach  John  McFarlane  is  confident  that  his  men's  tennis  team 
has  the  ability  and  depth  to  retain  the  title.  McFarlane's  cautious 
optimism  is  based  on  the  strength  of  the  following  returning 
players:  Paul  O'Donoghue  (Calgary),  last  year's  #1  player  and 
OUAA  singles  and  doubles  champion;  Bruce  Shoveller 
(Halifax),  undefeated  in  conference  play;  and  O'Donoghue's 
doubles  partner,  Steve  Shamie  (Toronto).  Two  other  veterans 
from  the  1983  team,  Darren  Alcock  (Oshawa)  and  Andrew 
Davenport  (London),  did  not  compete  last  year  but  are  expected 
in  camp  and  should  provide  the  Tricolour  with  another  exciting 
team  for  this  year. 

The  1985  season  marks  the  return  of  Women's  Tennis  to 
Queen's.  This  year's  team,  although  somewhat  of  an  unknown 
quantity,  will  include  first-year  student  Elinor  Ip  (Kingston), 
a  top-ranking  under-18  player  in  Ontario,  Cathy  Shamie 
(Toronto),  a  former  provincially  ranked  player,  and  Tanya 
Ferguson  (New  Jersey),  captain  of  her  high  school  team  in  the 
States.  Assessing  the  prospects  for  this  year,  McFarlane  is  quoted 
as  saying,  "We  should  be  a  strong  contender  that  will  surprise 
many  of  the  other  schools." 

Women's  Basketball  Outlook 

As  efforts  are  being  made  to  improve  the  visibility  of  Queen's 
sport  in  general.  Coach  Dave  Wilson  hopes  that  his  squad  will 
be  well  worth  watching.  "With  12  returning  players,  I  feel  we 
have  a  strong  core  of  veterans  from  which  to  build  an  exciting 
team,"  he  says. 

Leading  the  way  will  be  four-year  veteran  guard,  Jenny  Quail 
(Baie  d'Urfe),  who  will  be  looking  to  get  the  ball  inside  with 
her  pin-point  passing  to  stand-out  forward  Shelly  Gahagan. 
Gahagan  is  coming  off  a  season  marred  by  injury,  but  one  which 
saw  her  score  66  total  points  in  three  consecutive  games.  Sheila 
Coleman  (Foresters  Falls)  and  Leslie  Strickler  (Oakville)  have 
a  good  chance  of  rounding  out  the  front  line,  while  former  Alfie 
Pierce  Award  winner,  Jackie  Dusenbury,  should  secure  a  guard 
spot  alongside  Quail.  "Depth  is  more  evident  this  year,"  says 
Wilson.  "I  suspect  we  will  mould  together  as  a  team  far  quicker 
than  before  and  therefore  be  more  flexible  with  our  approach 
to  the  game.  I'm  really  looking  forward  to  an  exciting  season.'' 

The  Gaels  will  be  tested  early  in  the  fall  as  they  travel  to 
Bishop's  University  for  a  tournament  involving  the  Lady 
Gaiters,  Concordia  and  Laval  Universities,  on  October  18,  19 
&  20.  The  schedule  does  not  get  any  easier  from  there,  as  the 
following  weekend  (October  26  &  27)  the  women  will  head  to 
the  University  of  Western  Ontario  for  the  annual  'Big  Four  Tour¬ 
nament'.  Coach  Wilson  invites  all  alumni  and  friends  to  attend 
the  Queen's  games  and  to  chat  with  him  and  the  players  follow¬ 
ing  the  competitions.

FRANK  TINDALL  INDUCTED  INTO  CFL  HALL  OF  FAME 

On  August  17,  Queen's  famous  football  coach  Frank  Tindall  was  inducted  into  the  CFL  Hall  of  Fame  in  Hamilton, 
Ont.  Although  he  was  an  all-star  tackle  for  the  Argos  in  the  '30s,  Tindall  was  honoured  as  a  'Builder'  of  the 
game  in  Canada.  Many  of  the  Golden  Gaels  he  sent  on  to  the  pros  were  on  hand  for  the  celebration,  and  the 
next  Review  will  feature  more  coverage.

Dr.  Albert  Theodore  Leatherbarrow,  MB'16, 
MD'18,  FACP  and  FRIP  (London),  died  on 
Dec.  3,  1984,  in  Hampton,  King's  County, 
N.B.  He  was  in  his  100th  year  and  was  the 
senior  Scouter  in  Canada,  having  been  active 
in  the  Boy  Scout  movement  since  1907.  Dr.

In  1971 
the  area  high  school  dedicated  its  new  library 
and  reading  room  to  the  doctor  and  his  wife 
for  their  service  to  the  school  and  the 
community. 

Dr.  Leatherbarrow  was  a  Life  Member  of  the 
Royal  Canadian  Legion,  a  Life  Governor  of  the 
Royal  Hospital  and  Home  for  Incurables  in 
London,  England,  and  a  generous  member  of 
Queen's  Cha  Gheill  Society.

Elizabeth  MacCallum: 
Middle  East  Specialist 

Dr.  Elizabeth  MacCallum,  Arts'17,  MA'19, 
LL.D/52,  died  in  Ottawa  June  12  in  her  90th 
year.  She  was  a  member  of  the  Order  of 
Canada,  teacher,  historian,  and  long-time 
authority  on  the  Middle  East.  She  had  an  ex¬ 
tensive  and  distinguished  career  with  various 
international  organizations  and  with  the  federal 
Department  of  External  Affairs,  retiring  only 
in  1977,  at  age  82. 

The  daughter  of  life-long  missionaries,  Dr. 
MacCallum  spent  her  first  15  years  in  Turkey. 
That  experience  included  the  1908  Turkish 
Revolution,  an  event  that  triggered  her  early 
fascination  with  the  Middle  East.  In  1910  the 
family  moved  to  Kingston,  and  Elizabeth  at¬ 
tended  KCVI  for  three  years  before  entering 
Queen's  with  several  scholarships.  She  studied 
at  Queen's  throughout  WWI  and  used  her 
spare  time  to  teach  war  veterans  at  the  soldiers' 
hospital  on  campus.  Intermittently  she  sup¬ 
ported  herself  by  taking  teaching  posts  on  the 
Alberta  prairies. 

After  receiving  her  MA  from  Queen's  in 
1919,  along  with  medals  in  both  English  and 
History,  Miss  MacCallum  was  chosen  to  teach 
in  the  Yukon.  “Every  person  should  have  two 
years  in  the  Yukon  and  they  should  do  it  while 
they're  young,"  she  later  said. 

In  1921  she  began  graduate  studies  in 
political  science  and  history  at  Columbia 
University  but  left  in  1925  to  become  Middle 
East  Specialist  in  the  Research  Department  of 
the  Foreign  Policy  Association  in  New  York. 
Her  articles  on  the  Middle  East  were  widely  cir¬ 
culated,  and  in  1928  she  published  a  history 
of  the  1925-27  Syrian  Rebellion  that  became 
a  standard  university  text. 

Troubled  by  chronic  hearing  problems,  she 
decided  in  1931  to  "follow  Tolstoy  to  the 
farm,"  and  spent  the  next  five  years  writing  and 
gardening  on  a  farm  near  Uxbridge,  Ont.  A 
request  from  the  World  Peace  Foundation  to 
prepare  an  historical  study  on  Ethiopia  in  light 
of  the  threatening  Italian  invasion  —  and  a  new 
hearing  aid  —  brought  MacCallum  back  to 
political  affairs.  From  1936  to  '41  she  headed 
the  Literature  Service  of  the  League  of  Nations 
Society  in  Canada,  and  then  she  began  her 
career  with  the  Department  of  External  Affairs. 

Throughout  the  1940s  and  '50s,  she  held 
various  posts  with  the  Department,  including 
special  assignments  as  a  technical  adviser  to  the 
1945  San  Francisco  Conference  which  drew  up 
the  Charter  of  the  United  Nations  and  to  special 
and  regular  sessions  of  the  UN  General 
Assembly  in  New  York  and  Paris. 

For  a  number  of  years  she  was  the  govern¬ 
ment's  sole  expert  on  Middle  Eastern  affairs  and 
set  up  a  one-woman  division  within  External 
Affairs.  She  was  an  avid  historian  on  that  part 
of  the  world  and  later  spent  five  years  in 
Turkey,  studying  contemporary  literature  and 
independently  working  in  village  development 
and  afforestation. 


During  a  special  Queen's  Women's  Week  in 
1952,  Elizabeth  MacCallum  was  one  of  four 
prestigious  women  graduates  to  receive 
honorary  degrees.  (Another  was  her  friend,  but 
not  a  relative,  Mary  McCallum.)  She  was  then 
a  First  Secretary  in  External  Affairs  in  Ottawa, 
but  her  career  continued  to  reach  new  heights. 
As  Charge  d'Affaires  of  Canada  in  Lebanon  in 
1954,  Dr.  MacCallum  became  the  first  woman 
to  carry  a  lettre  de  chancellerie  to  a  foreign 
minister  of  another  state  (to  notify  him  of  her 
appointment  as  acting  head  of  the  mission), 
and  opened  the  Canadian  legation  in  Beirut. 
She  then  served  as  First  Secretary  of  the  Euro¬ 
pean  Division,  specializing  in  Middle  Eastern 
affairs. 

For  her  service  to  Canada,  she  received  the 
Medal  of  Service  of  the  newly  created  Order 
of  Canada  in  1967,  and  in  1972  was  invested 
as  an  Officer. 

She  was  predeceased  by  two  brothers  and 
two  sisters  who  will  be  remembered  by  older 
Kingstonians:  Lyman  MacCallum,  Sc'15,  who 
represented  the  American  Bible  Society  in 
Turkey  and  neighboring  countries;  Reid  Mac¬ 
Callum,  Arts'19,  Professor  of  Philosophy  at 
Toronto;  Elizabeth  Laird,  Arts'13,  librarian  at 
the  American  University  of  Beirut;  and  Frances 
Crowther,  Head  of  University  Settlement  in 
postwar  Toronto. 

Dr.  MacCallum  was  a  loyal  graduate  all  her 
life  and  in  1982  made  a  major  gift  to  set  up  a 
trust  fund  at  the  University.

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Memories  Surfacing:  Science  Formal  of  '38

Pictures  and  memories  —  both  surface  when  a  reunion  approaches,  and 
this  year,  when  Science'40  celebrates  its  45th  anniversary,  is  no  excep¬ 
tion.  One  event  in  the  life  of  Science'40  was  probably  never  equalled 
by  any  other  class. 

Back  in  the  '30s,  the  Applied  Science  boys  worked  very  hard  every 
Fall,  not  with  books  or  lab  reports,  but  on  preparations  for  THE  big 
event  of  the  campus  year,  the  February  Science  Formal.  When  it  came 
our  turn  for  the  1938  dance,  we  had  an  outstanding  success.  These  were 
the  days  of  the  Big  Bands,  with  a  local  band  filling  in  at  intermissions. 
The  night  of  February  11,  1938,  was  a  long  one  for  many,  as  we  kept 
going  until  the  larger  hours  of  Saturday  morning.

"Classes  as  usual!"  The  delegation  thought  everyone  in  Kingston  knew 
what  was  happening  that  Friday  night. 

So  Science'40  went  to  class  as  usual.  (Professors  took  attendance  in 
those  days!)  Some  went  in  formal  attire,  as  evidenced  by  the  adjoining 
photo.  Dr.  Munro  apologized,  but  said  that  as  we  were  there  we  might 
as  well  carry  on,  which  we  did.  The  photo,  taken  outside  Gordon  Hall, 
shows  what  the  well-dressed  man  (engineering,  of  course)  will  wear  to 
Queen's  lectures.  Only  the  group  in  the  picture  is  aware  of  what  Gerry 
Conlin  is  pointing  at  —  and  we'll  never  tell!

The  play,  about  a  family's  bonds  and 
fallings-out,  has  been  described  as  "an  ex¬ 
uberant  mixture  of  the  absurd  and  morbid." 
It  premiered  at  Toronto's  Tarragon  Theatre  in 
1984.  Her  first  play  was  The  Crackwalker,  a 
drama  about  some  of  Kingston's  more  graceless 
folk.  It  was  produced  in  several  cities,  was 
highly  acclaimed,  and  set  Judith  Thompson's 
reputation  as  one  of  Canada's  brightest  new 
playwrights. 

While  polishing  her  final  draft  of  White 
Biting  Dog,  Ms  Thompson  had  the  support  of 
a  special  grant  from  Queen's  Marty  Memorial 
Scholarship  committee,  just  as  she  had  for  her 
first  play.  She  said  the  grant  saved  her  from 
such  energy-sapping  jobs  as  waitressing  and 
enabled  her  "to  write  one  additional  draft  of 
the  play... and  each  draft  is  crucial."  Judith  also 
had  the  encouragement  of  the  Canada  Coun¬ 
cil  and  the  Ontario  Arts  Council. 

The  award  winner  is  the  daughter  of  the  late 
Prof.  Bob  Thompson,  former  head  of 
Psychology  at  Queen's,  and  Mrs.  Mary 
Thompson  of  Kingston.  She  is  married  to 
Gregor  Campbell  and  has  a  daughter  born  Jan. 
12. 

Although  her  program  at  Queen's  and  the 
National  Theatre  School  in  Montreal  fo¬ 
cussed  on  acting,  Judith  Thompson  chose  to 
become  a  playwright.  At  30,  her  career  still  in 
its  early  stages,  she  would  seem  to  have  made 
a  decision  that's  a  lucky  one  for  Canadian 
culture.  —  Julia  Wilson,  Arts'85

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What  We  Were 

A  return  to  old  friends  and  old  halls

Early  in  September,  almost  30  years 
ago,  John  and  I  met  for  the  first 
time  on  a  street  corner  in  Kingston, 
Ont.  We  were  well  scrubbed, 
about-to-register  freshmen  at 
Queen's  University,  and  John  was 
lost.  "Dumped  all  my  stuff  at  the 
boarding  house,"  he  said 
sheepishly.  "Came  down  to  have 
a  look.  Got  turned  around  I  guess. 
Any  idea  where  Pine  Street  is?"  We 
guided  each  other  home  that  night 
and  became  good  friends. 

Now,  late  on  a  Friday  afternoon 
in  October,  my  wife,  Pat,  and  I  are 
driving  down  Kingston's  Division 
Street  toward  the  25th-anniversary 
reunion  of  our  graduating  class. 
Suddenly,  a  sign  catches  my  eye: 
Pine  Street.  I  immediately  think  of 
John  and  wonder  how  he  is  and  if 
he  will  be  here  this  weekend.  It  is 
just  one  of  many  thoughts  this  reu¬ 
nion  brings  to  mind  as  I  check  my 
scribbled  notes  for  directions  to  the 
LaSalle  Motel. 

Duncan  and  Pat  are  flying  in  from 
Edmonton;  Don  and  Ann  are  driv¬ 
ing  down  from  Ottawa,  Don's 
brush  cut  reportedly  still  intact. 
Another  Don  and  Ann  are  bringing 
their  17-year-old  son,  Bruce,  who 
may  go  to  Queen's  in  a  year  or  two 
if  this  experience  with  the  old  boys 
and  girls  doesn't  overwhelm  him. 
The  weekend  promises  to  be  a 
break  from  the  routine  —  a  time  to 
visit  with  good  friends  and  old  ac¬ 
quaintances.  But  there  are  nagging 
questions  in  my  mind:  Who  comes 
to  a  25-year  reunion  and  who 
doesn't?  And  why?  Are  we  here  in 


pursuit  of  old  friends  or  lost  youth? 
And  how  can  the  next  two  days 
possibly  live  up  to  expectations 
embellished  by  so  many  years  of 
fanciful  memory? 

We  unpack  in  our  brown-on- 
brown  motel  room,  and  I  set  my 
Tricolor  yearbook  on  the  dresser. 
Flipping  through  it  a  few  nights  ago 
had  brought  back  a  parade  of 
forgotten  names  and  faces.  Some 
were  recalled  with  affection  and  the 
hope  that  they  would  be  here; 
most,  however,  were  virtual 
strangers  even  when  we  were 
together  so  long  ago.  And  what 
about  the  others  who  have  return¬ 
ed  and  are  now  unpacking  in  hotel 
rooms  around  the  city  —  have  they 
gone  through  the  same  buildup? 

In  the  weeks  leading  up  to  this 
event,  I  felt  peculiar  whims  and 
urges.  Two  weeks,  for  example, 
were  devoted  to  a  semiserious  at¬ 
tempt  to  lose  a  little  weight.  I  gave 
in  to  a  new  pair  of  expensive  shoes 
and  almost  bought  one  of  those 
jaunty  Irish  country  hats  with  the 
feather  in  the  brim.  Last  Sunday  I 
almost  waxed  the  car.  Pat  was  mov¬ 
ed  to  purchase  more  than  a  few 
things.  "A  reunion,"  she  explain¬ 
ed  to  me  with  a  laugh,  "is  theatre. 
Everybody  wants  to  give  a  good 
performance."  Are  the  good  per¬ 
formers  the  ones  who  come?

As  I  change  my  shirt  for  the  eve¬ 
ning,  I'm  caught  off  guard  by  my 
own  image  in  the  mirror.  The  wavy 
blond  hair  is  a  memory  and  what 
remains  is  tinged  with  gray.  The 
salt  and  pepper  beard  will  be  a  sur¬ 
prise  to  those  who  haven't  seen  me 
in  10  years.  Only  my  battered  shav¬ 
ing  kit,  lying  beside  the  yearbook, 
has  survived  the  25-year  journey 
relatively  unscathed. 

We  head  out  for  the  Principal's 
Reception,  the  first  event  on  our 
schedule.  Tomorrow  will  include  a 
luncheon  at  the  home  of  an  old 
classmate,  the  football  game  and  a 
dinner  and  dance.  Then  on  Sunday 
the  reunion  will  wind  up.  For  those 
of  us  long  removed  from  the  rigors 
of  a  football  weekend,  this  is  a 
demanding  schedule.  Still,  we  have 
a  tradition  to  uphold. 

George  Vaill,  a  member  of  the 
Yale  class  of  1935,  is  an  authority  on 
alumni  reunions.  He  reports  that 
the  first  one  was  held  at  Yale 
University  in  New  Haven,  Conn., 
in  1824.  It  seems  that  at  the  time 
anyone  who  had  earned  a 
bachelor's  degree  from  Yale  could 
have  a  master's  degree  without  do¬ 
ing  any  work  simply  by  appearing 
at  commencement  three  years  after 
graduation  and  paying  five  dollars. 
Thirty-five  graduates  of  1821,  out  of 
class  of  69,  showed  up  and  had 
such  a  fine  time  that  they  decided 
to  meet  regularly.  The  idea  spread 
quickly. 

Today,  the  alumni  reunion  is 
both  a  reaffirmation  of  the  school  as

community  —  graduates,  faculty 
and  students  as  family  —  and  an  ef¬ 
ficient  fund-raising  tool.  Only  the 
style  changes  from  school  to  school. 

Our  reunion  begins  with  a 
quieter-than-expected  reception  in 
venerable  Grant  Hall.  The  building 
is  an  old  friend  —  the  scene  of 
memorable  concerts,  plays,  exams 
(including  the  infamous  Math  3A, 
which  was  almost  my  undoing)  and 
Saturday-night  dances.  Tonight, 
the  hall  creaks  in  semidarkness  as 
we  peer  through  a  smattering  of 
high  foreheads  and  new  clothes, 
nervous  laughs  and  darting  eyes. 

The  emotions  here  tonight  are 
probably  common  to  reunions 


smiling.... 

We  exchange  a  few  words  here, 
a  handshake  there,  fumble  for  a 
name,  reach  for  the  past  and  puz¬ 
zle  over  why  so  many  have  decid¬ 
ed  to  stay  home.  Over  coffee  and 
a  chocolate  square,  one  woman  of¬ 
fers  an  answer.  "Simple,”  she  says 
with  a  hearty  laugh.  "They  don't 
look  as  good  as  we  do." 

We  leave  the  reception  —  six  of 
us,  close  friends  down  through  the 
years  —  and  go  off  to  a  quiet  din¬ 
ner  that  is  filled  with  talk  of  grow¬ 
ing  kids,  farms,  holiday  plans.... 
For  the  moment,  close  friendships 
are  the  bond,  and  we  could  be  a 
thousand  miles  from  the  reunion.

Once  contact  has  been  made,  we 
exchange  the  high  points  of  lives 
that  have  gone  in  very  different 
directions.  The  same  thing  is  hap¬ 
pening  all  over  the  house  as  visitors 
cluster  in  the  living  room,  in  door¬ 
ways,  on  the  stairs  and  in  the  kit¬ 
chen.  Finally,  Bob's  voice  cuts 
through  the  din:  "Kick-off  in  15 
minutes." 

We  join  the  crowd  on  Union 
Street  —  a  tide  of  colorful  scarves, 


everywhere:  the  feeling  of  a  too 
swift  journey  through  the  years,  the 
fear  of  walking  past  an  old  friend 
who  is  unrecognizable  or  of  being 
unrecognizable  oneself.  There  are, 
I'm  relieved  to  discover,  some 
familiar  faces:  Frank,  louder  than 
remembered;  Sandy,  who  went  out 
with  the  football  player  —  or 
perhaps  he  was  a  drummer;  Art, 
still  wearing  white;  Jim,  still 


Bob,  a  Kingston  lawyer,  and  his 
wife,  Gillian,  have  invited  old 
friends,  and  friends  of  friends,  to  a 
buffet  lunch  in  their  home  before 
the  Saturday-afternoon  football 
game.  Jim  is  there. 

Years  ago  we  solved  some  of  the 
world's  most  pressing  problems 
over  coffee  and  French  apple  pie  in 
the  Queen's  coffee  shop.  On  this 
day,  however,  as  we  stand  in  the 


tuques,  duffel  coats  and  tartan 
blankets  moving  through  fallen 
leaves.  Football  sets  the  college  reu¬ 
nion  apart  from  all  others.  Even 
those  who  don't  enjoy  or  unders¬ 
tand  the  game  concede  that 
Queen's  versus  McGill  is  the  ban¬ 
ner  attraction  of  the  weekend. 

The  game  is  a  good  one,  with 
dropped  passes,  long  runs,  fumbles 
and  a  seesaw  flow  from  one  goal  to 
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Wallace  R.  Berry

the  other.  In  the  midst  of  it  all,  my 
eyes  settle  on  a  frail  man  two  rows 
in  front  who  reminds  me  of  Lee 
Hays  and  brings  to  mind  a  very  dif¬ 
ferent  reunion. 

Lee  Hays,  along  with  Pete 
Seeger,  Millard  Lampell  and 
Woody  Guthrie,  formed  the 
Almanac  Singers  in  the  early  for¬ 
ties.  The  Weavers  were  an 
outgrowth  of  the  Almanac  Singers, 
and  in  the  1950s  the  group  brought 
folk  music  to  a  mass  audience, 
popularizing  such  songs  as  “Good 
Night,  Irene"  and  "So  Long,  It's 
Been  Good  to  Know  Ya."  They  fad¬ 


ed  and  were  rarely  heard  from  un¬ 
til  a  Weavers'  reunion  concert  in 
1980  brought  them  to  the  stage  of 
Carnegie  Hall  in  New  York.  Lee 
Hays,  in  a  wheelchair,  had  lost  both 
legs  to  diabetes,  and  his  once 
thundering  bass  voice  was  a  thing 
of  the  past.  The  concert  was  taped 
and  is  still  broadcast  occasionally. 
I  have  seen  it  three  times,  and  on 
each  occasion  the  years  slip  away 
for  both  the  Weavers  and  me. 
When  I  look  at  the  craggy,  balding 
Seeger  and  the  trembling  Hays,  I 
feel  both  joy  and  sadness  —  joy  that 
we  shared  such  good  times  through 
their  music,  sadness  that  their  time, 
and  mine,  passes  so  quickly. 

Thomas  Wolfe  said,  "You  can't 


go  home  again."  As  one  who  can't 
recall  attending  a  family  gathering 
of  more  than  10  people,  weddings 
and  funerals  aside,  my  impressions 
of  family  reunions  come  second¬ 
hand.  It  puzzles  me,  though,  that 
some  will  travel  so  far  to  spend  time 
with  people  they  barely  know.  This 
past  summer,  5000  O'Dochartaighs 
(as  well  as  Daughartys,  Doritys, 
Dockertys,  O 'Dohertys,  Dothertys, 
Daughtys,  Dortys  and  Daughers) 
journeyed  to  Ireland  for  a  four- 
week  family  celebration  that  was 
years  in  the  planning.  At  about  the 
same  time,  some  150  people  travel¬ 
ed  to  Middleville,  Ont.,  near  Perth, 
for  the  annual  get-together  of  those 
who  claim  a  link  to  Alex  (Sandy) 
McKay  and  his  wife,  Ann  Dunlop, 
who  arrived  in  Canada  in  the  1830s. 
Mabel  Simpson,  originally  a  McKay 
from  nearby  Arnprior,  has  been  at¬ 
tending  for  years.  "It's  just  good  to 
feel  part  of  something,"  she  says, 
"to  have  a  sense  of  family  history 
—  even  if  you  don't  know  many 
of  the  people." 

Reunions,  it  seems,  come  in  two 
styles.  The  first  is  the  celebration  of 
spirit  —  family  reunions,  school 
reunions,  gatherings  of  friends 
from  old  neighborhoods  or  those 
who  once  worked  or  played 
together.  They  are  happy  occasions 
and  not  at  all  like  those  reunions 
that  are  prompted  by  wars  and 
other  disasters,  when  the  par¬ 
ticipants  come  together  to 
remember,  to  pay  homage  to  those 
who  didn't  survive  and  to  make 
sure  the  tragedy  isn't  forgotten. 

The  Queen's  Pipe  Band  cuts 
through  my  reverie  and  brings  me 
back  to  the  halftime  ceremonies. 
The  stars  of  this  show  are  100  or  so 
men  and  women  who  have  return¬ 
ed  for  the  50th  anniversary  of  their 
graduation.  Now  in  their  seventies 
and  eighties,  they  are  parading 
around  the  outside  of  the  field,  each 
holding  high  a  bright  yellow  um¬ 
brella.  A  few  are  in  wheelchairs. 
Some  use  a  cane  or  lean  on  a 
spouse  or  friend  for  support.  It  is 
a  touching  sight  as  the  sea  of  yellow 
umbrellas  makes  its  slow,  proud 
journey.  Surprisingly,  today's 
students  seem  to  take  special 
delight  in  these  graduates  of  long 
ago  and  lead  the  applause.  Reu-

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nions,  perhaps,  are  also  a  window 
for  the  young.

Hours  later,  football  has  given 
way  to  the  half  light  of  an  alumni 
dance  in  the  Skylight  Dining  Room 
of  the  University  Centre.  Yellow 
umbrellas  fill  my  mind,  while  the 
music  of  the  fifties  fills  the  room 
and  bounces  off  the  walls:  "Go 
Johnny  Go"...  "Cry"  ...  "Party 
Doll"  ....  "Old  Cape  Cod"  .... 
"Rock  Around  the  Clock"  ....  I  find 
the  door  and  step  outside;  half-a- 
dozen  students  are  sitting  on  the 
steps,  listening.  One  girl  looks  up 
at  me  but  can  only  say  "wow." 

Every  good  reunion  has  its 
stories.  "Remember  the  night  the 
Canadian  flag  went  up  on  city  hall 
in  Watertown,  N.Y.?"  Late  into 
Saturday  night  in  the  La  Salle 
Motel,  down  the  hall  from  the  help- 
yourself  coffee,  the  tales  are  told  — 
old  memories  and  fresh  lies,  pranks 
that  worked  and  ones  that  didn't. 


And  off  in  corners  some  talk 
quietly  of  their  lives  today,  of  sad¬ 
der  events  and  of  those  who 
haven't  come  back.

We  have  left  the  others  to  daw¬ 
dle  over  their  morning  eggs  and 
pancakes. 

Our  Sunday  stroll  for  two  is  one 
we've  taken  before  —  past  old  boar¬ 
ding  houses  on  Aberdeen  and  Earl 
Streets,  along  University  Avenue 
past  the  Douglas  Library  and  Ban 
Righ  Hall  and  down  to  the  shore  of 
Lake  Ontario.  The  sky  is  heavy  and 
threatening.  Somehow  my  ques¬ 
tion  of  Friday  night  seems  less  im¬ 
portant.  Who  comes  to  a  reunion 
and  who  doesn't?  Perhaps  the 
answer  lies  in  how  one  feels  about 
nostalgic  journeys  or  one's  mood  of 
the  moment  or  nothing  more  than 
the  weekend  plans  of  friends. 

The  Concise  Oxford  Dictionary 
defines  nostalgia  as  "homesickness 


as  a  disease."  I  don't  feel  ill  in  any 
way,  but  I  am  aware  of  longings 
this  weekend  —  for  youth,  for 
time... for  days  that  never  were. 

Reunions  are  celebrations  of 
nostalgia.  This  one  has  been  what 
all  reunions  must  be,  I  suppose:  a 
strange  and  not  always  comfortable 
blending  of  today  and  yesterday,  a 
groping  for  connections  to  the  past 
while  laden  with  the  baggage  of  to¬ 
day.  And  perhaps  a  renewal.  The 
first  drops  of  rain  land  on  my  un¬ 
covered  head,  and  we  try  to  outrun 
them  in  a  youthful  dash  for  the  car. 

Pat  and  I  leave  Kingston  in  a 
downpour,  heading  up  Division 
Street  and  past  the  Pine  Street  sign. 
I  think  of  John  and  wonder  how  he 
is.

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The  Queen's  Appeal  1984-89:  Giving  for  Excellence 


A  Report  from  Donald  Duff ’  Director  of  Development 


Launched  two  years  ago,  The  Queen's  Appeal  was  the 
most  ambitious  —  and  has  become  the  most  successful 
—  financial  campaign  in  Queen's  history. 

Gifts  and  pledges  now  exceed  $28  million.  The  "Giv¬ 
ing  for  Excellence"  message  continues  to  attract  generous 
support  from  alumni,  parents,  faculty,  staff,  students  and 
friends,  as  well  as  from  corporations,  foundations  and 
organizations. 

Alumni  support  to  date  accounts  for  more  than  $6 
million  —  nearly  a  quarter  of  the  total!  This  includes  some 
$2  million  contributed  by  alumni  "special  names"  and 
more  than  $3.5  million  raised  through  the  Phone/Mail  Pro¬ 
gram.  Personal  canvassing  and  telephone  calling  by 
students  will  continue  until  all  alumni  have  been 
contacted. 

Canvassing  also  continues  in  the  corporate  gifts  divi¬ 
sion,  where  nearly  $9  million  has  been  raised  —  including 
a  record  $1  million  from  Kingston  and  district  corpora¬ 
tions  and  business  firms.

In  an  October  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  William 
D.  Mulholland,  General  Chairman  of  the  Appeal,  said  that 
while  the  campaign's  original  target  of  $25  million  has 
been  reached,  there  remain  serious  unmet  needs.  Mr. 
Mulholland  explained  that  gift  designations  by  donors 
have  resulted  in  underfunding  in  several  categories  of  the 
Appeal,  notably  student  aid,  especially  at  the  graduate 
level;  adaptation  and  renewal  of  older  buildings;  and  funds 
for  new  equipment  and  technology. 

The  Appeal  has  received  a  number  of  large  personal 
benefactions  from  alumni  and  friends.  These  include 
$500,000  from  May  Ball,  Arts'25,  whose  gift  will  fund  the 
library  in  the  new  School  of  Public  Policy;  $1  million  from 
the  estate  of  Joseph  Stauffer,  Sc'20,  to  endow  a  Chair  in 
Cancer  Research;  and  $300,000  from  an  anonymous 
donor  for  the  construction  of  a  lecture  theatre. 

With  $17  million  received  in  cash  and  $11  million  in 
pledges,  the  Appeal  Committee  is  confident  that  the  cam¬ 
paign  will  top  $30  million  before  the  1989  target  date. 


Joseph  Stauffer's  legacy

Cancer  Research  has  been  a  priority  of  the  Queen's 
University  Faculty  of  Medicine  for  many  years,  but  it 
has  not  always  been  able  to  attract  the  large  sums  of 
money  necessary  to  fund  the  work  of  world-class 
investigators. 

Much  has  been  attempted,  and  one  high  point  was 
reached  when  the  Canadian  Cancer  Society  provided 
money  for  the  construction  of  five  research 
laboratories,  and  the  cancer  research  division  in  the 
Department  of  Pathology  was  accorded  "group  status" 
with  the  National  Cancer  Institute. 

All  of  this  work  has  meant  hard  plugging  for  the  ad¬ 
ministrators  and  medical  researchers  involved.  Even 
when  research  projects  are  of  a  high  quality,  money 
to  fund  them  is  very  hard  to  raise.  It  has  to  be  sought 
in  many  different  places.  Meanwhile,  cancer  research¬ 
ers  gravitate  to  the  institutions  which  have  the  largest 
amounts  of  money  to  fund  their  work. 

Now  comes  an  exciting  announcement  from  the 
Queen's  Faculty  of  Medicine  and  Principal  David 
Smith.  A  $l-million  gift  from  the  estate  of  Joseph  S. 
Stauffer  will  be  used  to  establish  a  chair  in  cancer 
research  in  the  Department  of  Pathology.  The  chair, 
to  be  named  after  the  late  Mr.  Stauffer,  a  Queen's 
graduate,  will  be  occupied  by  the  director  of  the 
Queen's  cancer  research  division.  He  or  she  will  be 
responsible  for  its  development  and  interaction  with 


other  areas  of  cancer  research  at  the  university. 

And  what  of  the  late  Mr.  Stauffer?  It  is  most  fitting 
that  this  chair  be  named  after  him.  The  contributions 
of  his  estate  are  cropping  up  all  over  the  Queen's 
campus. 

He  was  always  a  quiet  alumnus  of  the  university, 
but  now  his  estate  is  making  a  major  impact.  Consider 
the  figures:  In  July  of  1984,  the  estate  contributed  $2.3 
million  for  a  High  Technology  Centre.  In  February  of 
this  year,  the  estate,  which  is  handled  by  a  low-key 
Toronto  lawyer  named  Dennis  Jordan,  (a  Queen's 
man)  who  was  a  friend  of  Mr.  Stauffer's,  gave  $1.2 
million  for  the  construction  of  the  School  of  Public 
Policy.  In  September,  the  estate  contributed  $250,000 
to  the  Clinical  Mechanics  Group  (which  designs  a  wide 
variety  of  innovative  artificial  limbs  and  joints,  among 
other  projects).  And  now,  $1  million  for  cancer 
research. 

The  life  story  of  Joseph  Stauffer  has  always  been  a 
bit  of  a  mystery  at  Queen's.  He  insisted  on  complete 
anonymity  when  he  contributed  gifts  to  the  univer¬ 
sity  during  his  lifetime,  and  his  late  wife  followed  that 
practice. 

We  do  know  that  Queen's  is  in  his  debt  and  is  repay¬ 
ing  the  debt  in  style  by  making  highly  constructive  use 
of  the  gifts  that  he  and  his  estate  have  so  generously 
bestowed. 
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This  feature  is  not  a  book  review.  It  aims 
only  at  informing  Review  readers  of  re¬ 
cent  publications  by  (or  about)  their 
classmates,  fellow  graduates,  and 
former  professors.  The  books  are  listed 
in  no  particular  order. 

Caralan  J.  Dams  (Caralan  Murray), 
Arts' 78,  a  home  economist  living  in 
Calgary,  is  co-author  of  It's 
Microwaved!,  a  national  best-selling 
cookbook.  The  book  is  208  pages, 
coil-bound  for  kitchen  use,  produc¬ 
ed  by  Centax  of  Canada,  and  costs 
$12.95.  For  the  past  few  years 
Caralan  has  worked  for  Toshiba  in 
the  area  of  consumer  education 
about  microwave  ovens  and  is 
widely  consulted  by  TV  programs 
and  magazines  and  continuing 
education  institutions.  Reviewers 
say  that  It's  Microwaved!  is  written 

with  flare  and  good  humour.

Susan  Lederman  of  the  Psychology  Depart¬ 
ment  was  one  of  23  scientists  called  by 
NASA  to  the  Johnson  Space  Centre  in 
Houston  last  summer  to  help  solve  a  space 
dilemma:  how  to  make  a  glove  that  lets 
astronauts'  fingers  function  properly.  Dr. 
Lederman  specializes  in  the  ways  people  use 
their  hands  to  learn  about  the  physical 
world. 

Of  all  the  experts  in  robotics,  engineering, 
hand  surgery,  biomechanics,  textiles,  etc., 
she  was  one  of  only  three  who  possess  the 
experimental  skills  to  evaluate  new  glove 
design  in  either  a  simulated  weightless  en¬ 
vironment  on  earth,  or  in  space. 

She  compares  the  astronauts'  problems 
with  the  current  pressurized  gloves  to  those 
of  a  typist  trying  to  type  with  hands  in 
balloons  or  electricians  having  to  fix  a  light 
switch  with  hands  wrapped  in  towels.  Her 
research  for  NASA  may  take  Dr.  Lederman

'Plastic  Chair'  will  promote  further 
industry/Queen's  collaboration 


The  Natural  Sciences  and  Engineering 
Research  Council  (NSERC)  will  con¬ 
tribute  one-half  million  dollars  over  five 
years  towards  the  development  of  a 
chair  in  polymer  science  and  technology 
at  Queen's  University.  The  chair  is  co¬ 
sponsored  by  Du  Pont  Canada  Inc., 
which  is  committing  $150,000  towards 
the  new  program. 

The  creation  of  the  chair  and  the  ap¬ 
pointment  to  it  of  Dr.  Warren  E.  Baker 
were  announced  jointly  on  October  2  by 
Dr.  Claude  Lajeunesse,  Director  of 
Targeted  Research,  NSERC;  Dr.  Dun¬ 
can  Sinclair,  Queen's  Vice-Principal  (In¬ 
stitutional  Relations);  and  Edward  F. 
Moran,  Senior  Vice-President,  Du  Pont 
Canada  Inc. 

In  the  past,  polymer  producers  such 
as  Du  Pont  have  done  much  of  the 
technical  development  work  for  small 
polymer  processing  companies. 
However,  as  the  industry  becomes 
more  complex,  small  companies  can  no 
longer  rely  on  suppliers  for  technology.

The  new  Queen's  chair  will  help  fill  this 
gap.  Expected  benefits  include  both  in¬ 
dustrial  spin-offs  and  a  supply  of  highly 
trained  graduates  for  the  plastics  in¬ 
dustry.  Du  Pont  is  also  interested  in  the 
program  as  a  means  of  upgrading  train¬ 
ing  for  company  employees. 

NSERC's  funding  is  awarded  under 
a  program  begun  in  1984  to  encourage 
closer  co-operation  between  universities 
and  Canandian  industry.  Last  year  the 
Council  invested  $10  million  in  research 
grants  and  scholarships  at  Queen's 
University. 

Warren  Baker,  holder  of  the  new 
NSERC/Du  Pont  Chair  in  Polymer 
Science  and  Technology,  received  his 
doctorate  from  MIT  in  1966.  He  work¬ 
ed  for  LECO  Industries  as  Director  and 
then  Vice-President  of  Research  and 
Corporate  Development.  During  this 


period,  the  company  developed  and 
marketed  such  innovative  products  as 
coextruded  polyethylene  film  for  dry 
food  packaging,  high  density  film  for 
plastic  grocery  bags  and  film  for  milk 
bags.  Since  leaving  LECO  in  1982,  Dr. 
Baker  has  consulted  for  his  former 
employer  and  for  numerous  clients 
among  the  smaller  producers  in  the 
plastics  industry. 

Coming  to  Queen's,  he  says,  is  not

coming  into  a  void,  but  "a  joining  with 
expert  associates."  Since  his  work  in¬ 
volves  industrial  prototypes,  not  bench¬ 
sized  miniatures,  120  sq.  metres  of  lab 
space  have  been  allocated  to  his 
research  team  in  the  Frost  Wing  of  Gor¬ 
don  Hall,  home  of  Chemistry  at 
Queen's. 

Seven  years  ago  NSERC  made  a 
novel  grant  of  $335,000  to  install  a  high 
field  NMR  spectrometer  in  the  building 
for  the  joint  use  of  Queen's  and  Du 
Pont,  and  the  project  has  been  a  model 
for  industry-university  initiatives  ever 
since.  Part  of  NSERC's  new  investment 
will  be  for  equipment:  a  high  shear 
compounding  device  and  a  Brabender 
plasticorder. 

A  summer  program  for 
senior  science  teachers 

Queen's  has  just  approved  a  short,  but 
intense,  annual  Summer  Program  for 
Senior  Science  Teachers  (SPSST)  in 
Canadian  schools. 

As  described  by  Prof.  Robert  Uffen, 
former  Dean  of  Applied  Science,  it  is 
designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  outstand¬ 
ing  teachers  who  already  have  con¬ 
siderable  formal  education  in  some 
branch  of  science  and  who  have  been 
teaching  at  the  middle  or  senior  levels. 
SPSST  will  be  interdisciplinary  and 
organized  around  a  central  theme 
which  has  large  scientific  and 
technological  components  and  con¬ 
siderable  current  or  future  socio¬ 
economic  impact. 

Participation  will  be  by  both  invitation 
and  application,  and  travel  and  living 
expenses  will  be  provided  for  the  two 
weeks  on  campus. 

The  first  25  participants  are  expected 
to  set  to  work  with  Queen's  faculty 
members  next  July.  The  theme  will  be 
either  Biotechnology  (involving 
Biology,  Biochemistry,  Chemical 
Engineering,  Microbiology  and  Im¬ 
munology)  or  Biomedical  Engineering 
(involving  Physics,  Chemistry,  Biology, 
Electrical  and  Mechanical  Engineering, 
Physiology  and  Biomedical  Engineering 
departments). 
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Frosh  Week:  Shift  from  rowdiness  to  responsibility

Queen's  is  steeped  in  tradition;  it's  one 
of  the  university's  greatest  attractions. 
In  the  last  few  years,  however,  one  of 
its  most  important  and  prominent  tradi¬ 
tions,  Frosh  Week,  has  fallen  into 
disrepute  as  student  antics  gone  over¬ 
board  have  led  to  widespread  com¬ 
munity  anger  and  disgust. 

This  year's  Frosh  Week  was  different, 
though.  Through  the  efforts  of  the 
Alma  Mater  Society,  its  Orientation 
Committee  and  the  students 
themselves,  there  occurred  a  shift  from 
rowdiness  to  responsibility.  In  fact, 
Frosh  Week  '85  has  been  widely  prais¬ 
ed  as  the  best  within  memory. 

Certainly  the  student  government 
and  Frosh  Week  were  under  intense 
scrutiny.  An  AMS/Senate  Committee 
had  made  strong  recommendations 
after  studying  the  problems  of  recent 
years.  This  September,  the  very  future 
of  Frosh  Week  depended  on  the 
students'  conduct  and  the  success  of 
the  AMS  in  shifting  the  activities 
associated  with  Frosh  Week  into  a  more 
positive  perspective. 

Changes  in  emphasis  became  ap¬ 
parent.  For  example,  the  greeting  of  in¬ 
coming  students  (usually  in  their 
parents'  car)  with  obscene  banners, 
spray  bottles  of  cream  and  dye,  and 
roadblocks  of  exuberant  bodies  on  city 
streets  and  at  the  door  of  Victoria  Hall 
was  confined  to  the  Campus  Road 
around  the  Bookstore.  Only  water 
could  be  used  to  spray  the  frosh;  dyes 
and  shaving  cream  were  forbidden. 
Tindall  Field  Games  were  restricted  to 
frosh  and  their  Bosses  (Commerce)  and 
Gaels  (Arts  &  Science);  no  harassment 
from  upper-year  students. 

The  AMS  made  a  big  push  to  de- 
emphasize  alcohol  at  official  activities 
and  provide  guidance  for  first-year 
students  finding  their  way  through 

(complex  academic  programs  and  lear¬ 
ning  their  way  around  the  campus  and 
the  city.  As  reported  by  the  Queen's 
Journal,  90%  of  all  events  were  non¬ 
alcoholic.  Coffee  houses  were  alter¬ 
native  attractions.  So  were  lectures,  in¬ 
cluding  one  by  Stephen  Lewis, 


Canada's  outspoken  Ambassador  to  the 
United  Nations.  One  of  the  major  signs 
of  the  turn  away  from  booze  was  the 
switch  from  a  brewery  to  Coca-Cola  as 
the  official  sponsor  of  most  events.  To 
reinforce  this  shift,  Gaels  (student 
group  leaders)  attended  leadership 
workshops  before  the  new  students  ar¬ 
rived,  learning  Alcohol  Awareness  and 
having  the  importance  of  Queen's  Code 
of  Conduct  stressed.  Any  Gael  who 
didn't  come  for  these  sessions  was  not 
allowed  to  participate  in  Orientation. 


Rather  than  emphasize  abstinence, 
the  AMS  chose  to  provide  enjoyable 
non-alcoholic  alternatives,  realizing  that 
nothing  would  realistically  eliminate 
drinking  at  Orientation,  but  doing  as 
much  as  possible  to  take  the  pressure 
off  new  students  to  either  drink  or  feel 
left  out. 

"I  think  it  is  a  big  improvement  over 
last  year,"  Kingston  Deputy  Police 
Chief  Bill  Hackett  told  the  newspapers, 
"and  I  welcome  any  activity  that's  not 
related  to  drinking."  He  found  students 
this  year  more  responsible  in  their 
behaviour  and  more  positive  in  their  at¬ 


titude  toward  the  police. 

A  second  AMS  goal  was  to  curb 
rowdiness  and  noise  and  strengthen 
lines  of  communication  with  the 
Kingston  community.  For  the  Open  Air 
concert,  the  AMS  reserved  the  right  to 
control  the  live  band's  sound  levels.  To 
discourage  street-partying  after  the  con¬ 
cert,  they  put  more  AMS  Constables  on 
duty.  They  set  up  the  usual  hotline  to 
handle  complaints  and  inquiries  from 
concerned  Kingstonians,  gave  it  lots  of 
publicity,  and  were  delighted  when 


most  of  the  calls  turned  out  to  be  re¬ 
quests  for  information  rather  than  com¬ 
plaints.  If  a  complaint  came  through, 
the  AMS  stood  ready  to  send  someone 
to  check  out  the  situation. 

Another  innovation  provided  first- 
year  arrivals  with  either  guidance  or 
temporary  sanctuary  from  the  busy, 
sometimes  overwhelming,  week.  Call¬ 
ed  "Gimme  a  Break,"  this  drop-in  cen¬ 
tre  set  up  in  the  Poison  Room  was  staff¬ 
ed  by  Queen's  Chaplain,  Rev.  Brian 
Yealland,  and  the  other  denominational 
chaplains.  It  was  well  publicized  by  the

AMS  and  was  used  not  only  by  frosh 
but  by  several  group  leaders  looking  for 
advice  about  problems  they  had  spot¬ 
ted  in  their  freshman  charges.  Because 
of  its  success,  the  Chaplain  hopes  to 
organize  “Gimme  a  Break"  on  a  more 
regular  basis. 

One  of  the  Orientation  traditions 
undergoing  the  most  change  was  the 
Greased  Pole.  The  Engineering  Socie¬ 
ty  understood  that  if  they  were  to  be 
allowed  to  keep  this  event,  changes  had 
to  be  made.  In  Fall'84,  25  frosh  ended 
up  in  hospital  suffering  from  exposure 
(it  was  unusually  cold  weather)  and  in¬ 
jured  by  hard  objects  thrown  at  them 
by  upper-year  students.  The  situation 
made  headlines  and  tied  up  all  the  ci¬ 
ty's  ambulances. 

After  consultation  with  Dean  David 
Bacon,  the  Engineers  shifted  their  em¬ 
phasis  to  fun  and  safety.  Students  were 
bussed  to  the  site  on  Highway  15;  no 
private  cars  allowed.  Dead  and  decay¬ 
ing  animals  and  noxious  chemicals  were 
banned  from  the  pit  around  the  pole; 
no  tomatoes,  beer  or  pop  cans  were  to 
be  thrown.  Instead,  hay,  mud  and 
water  were  the  main  ingredients  in  the 
pit,  with  some  purple  dye  and  dry  ice 
added  to  ensure  that  the  murky  mix 
bubbled  with  a  bit  of  intimidation.  In¬ 
stead  of  frozen  or  rotting  tomatoes  and 
apples,  a  barrage  of  marshmallows  hit 
the  hapless  frosh  as  they  made  their 
valiant  attempts  to  conquer  the  pole. 
They  managed  to  grab  the  tarn  in  50 
minutes,  a  near-record  time,  with  no 
serious  injuries.  The  spirit  of  past  grease 
poles  was  present,  without  the  danger. 

This  redirected  spirit  was  evident  in 
other  more  positive  events,  too.  The 
campaign  for  various  charities  was  a 
great  success,  with  the  students  raising 
almost  $35,700  —  more  than  double  last 
fall's  contributions.  Events  included  a 
pizza  supper  in  aid  of  the  United  Way, 
a  (shoe)  Shinerama  for  Cystic  Fibrosis, 
a  peanut  drive  for  the  Rotary  Club's 
work,  a  blitz  for  the  Arthritis  Society, 
and  assorted  car-washes,  dance-a- 
thons,  etc.  for  other  needy  causes. 

Almost  certainly  Tricolour'86  will 
record  this  season  as  the  Fall  of  the  Pink 
Flamingo.  Early  sightings  suggested 
that  about  400  of  the  plastic  birds  had 
landed  overnight  in  Kingston,  some  on 
Mayor  John  Gerretsen's  front  lawn, 
others  on  balconies,  in  windows,  on  car 
aerials,  even  roosting  on  hard  hats.  Ac-

cording  to  one  prankster  responsible  for 
the  florid  flock,  the  pink  flamingos 
represent  “a  resort  style  of  living  to 
which  many  students  aspire  but  which 
they  can't  afford."  Flamingos  have  also 
become  symbols  of  the  Yuppie  or  Prep- 
pie  crowd  —  which  many  have  come  to 
believe  is  typically  Queen's.  Anyway, 
the  birds  have  not  yet  flown  south,  and 
have  been  spotted  at  football  games 
(leashed,  of  course),  at  Reunion  and 
many  private  parties.  The  pink  flam¬ 
ingos  first  seen  on  Clergy  Street  in  1981 
have  become  one  of  the  students'  most 
harmless  and  widely  enjoyed  visual 
gags- 

Another  fad,  while  it  hasn't  swept  the 
campus,  is  nonetheless  very  obvious 
and  kept  quite  a  few  students  from  go¬ 
ing  home  for  Thanksgiving.  It's  the 
punk-style  Mohawk  haircut.  About  10 
Engineering  Frees  decided  under  the  in¬ 
spiration  of  Alfie's  pub  atmosphere  that 
the  Mohawk  was  macho.  It  wasn't  long 
till  some  30  Engineering  frosh  had  fallen 
victim  to  the  chant,  "Get  a  Mohawk! 
Be  a  REAL  Engineer!" 

As  Frosh  Week  drew  to  a  close,  a  sigh 
of  relief  could  be  heard  on  all  fronts.  By 
comparison  with  recent  years,  it  stands 
out  as  a  unique  turnaround  —  proving 
what  can  be  accomplished  when  the 
students  have  the  desire  to  make  it 
work.  One  of  those  most  surprised  and 
gratified  is  Head  Gael  Doug  Jones. 

"Everyone  had  a  great  time,"  he  says 
—  and  the  pink  flamingo  at  his  office 
door  nods  agreement. 


Nobel  Prize  winners 

Men  of  Peace  honoured 
at  Fall  Convocation 

East  meets  West  in  an  extraspecial  way 
when  three  internationally  renowned 
humanitarians  receive  honorary 
degrees  at  Fall  Convocation,  Nov.  2. 

Two  of  the  three  are  this  year's  win¬ 
ners  of  the  Nobel  Peace  Prize:  Eugeni 
Chazov  and  Bernard  Lown,  the  Soviet 
and  US  co-founders  of  International 
Physicians  for  the  Prevention  of 
Nuclear  War  (IPPNW). 

The  third  honoree  is  Dr.  Robert 
McClure,  former  Moderator  of  the 
United  Church  of  Canada  and  a  40-year 
medical  missionary  in  China  and  India. 
At  the  age  of  85  he  remains  active  in  ar¬ 
ranging  shipments  of  medical  supplies 
and  equipment  to  the  Third  World. 

In  announcing  the  graduands.  Prin¬ 
cipal  David  Smith  said,  "All  three  are 
recognized  worldwide  for  their 
courageous  efforts  in  promoting  an  in¬ 
ternational  dialogue  of  understanding 
and  tolerance.  We  are  honoured  to  have 
these  respected  'men  of  peace'  as  our 
guests." 

The  IPPNW  was  formed  in  1980  after 
an  exchange  of  letters  between  Drs. 
Chazov  and  Lown,  both  cardiologists. 
Today  the  federation  includes  140,000 
doctors  in  40  nations,  including 
Canada.  Dr.  Alex  Bryans  of  Queen's 
Health  Sciences  Office  of  Education  is 
president  of  the  Kingston  Chapter.  Dr. 
Harry  Botterell,  former  Vice-Principal 
(Health  Sciences),  is  honorary  president 
and  a  personal  friend  of  both  founders. 

Drs.  Lown  and  Chazov  will  be  invited 
to  Oslo  to  receive  their  Nobel  Prizes  on 
Dec.  10. 


UN  anniversary  marked 

When  the  United  Nations  marked  its 
40th  anniversary  on  Oct.  24,  Queen's 
students  joined  in  with  a  special  wine- 
and-cheese  reception  at  which  the  AMS 
announced  that  it  will  sponsor  a  Model 
United  Nations. 

The  first  of  what  the  students  hope 
will  become  an  annual  event  will  be 
held  on  campus  the  weekend  of  Feb.  6, 
7  and  8.  Delegate  registration  for  the 
first  Model  UN  has  already  taken  place, 
and  a  lively  session  is  expected. 
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French  honour 
Queen's  parody 

specialists 

GROUPAR,  a  research  group  from 
Queen's  Department  of  French  Studies, 
was  honoured  this  summer  with  an  in¬ 
vitation  to  organize  a  conference  on 
parody  at  the  prestigious  Centre  Culturel 
International  de  Cerisy  la  Salle. 

This  conference  centre,  located  in  a 
17th  century  chateau  in  Normandy,  is  the 
oldest  and  most  famous  of  its  kind  in 
France.  Between  1919  and  '39,  Paul  Des¬ 
jardins  organized  a  series  of  meetings  that 
were  attended  by  Bachelard,  Buber,  Gide, 
Sartre,  and  many  others  known  to  French 
scholars.  Since  WWII,  a  new  series  of 
conferences  has  been  held  on  topics  rang¬ 
ing  from  literature  to  politics.  Cerisy  is 
now  directed  by  the  granddaughters  of 
the  founder  —  Edith  Heurgon  and 
Catherine  Peyron  —  and  it  is  unusual  for 
researchers  outside  of  France  to  be  invited 
to  direct  one  of  their  six-  or  seven-week 
conferences. 

At  the  GROUPAR  sessions,  papers 
were  given  on  a  variety  of  topics,  but  the 
main  thrust  of  each  was  an  examination 
of  parody  in  the  light  of  modern  literary 
theory.  Papers  were  given  by  three  pro¬ 
fessors  from  Queen's  French  Department 
—  Jean-Jacques  Hamm,  Pierre  Gobin  and 
Clive  Thomson  —  and  by  three  of  the 


department's  doctoral  candidates  — 
Marie  Brisson,  Mary-Lou  Kaitting  and 
Anthony  Wall.  Travel  funds  were  provid¬ 
ed  by  the  Deans  of  Arts  and  Science  and 
Graduate  Studies  and  by  the  Social 
Sciences  and  Humanities  Research  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Canada. 

Clinical  Mechanics  Group 
gets  computer  aid  grant 

During  Arthritis  Month  (September), 
the  university's  Clinical  Mechanics 
Group  received  a  $250,000  grant  from 
the  estate  of  alumnus  Joseph  Stauffer 
—  a  grant  that  will  have  direct  benefits 
for  people  suffering  from  arthritis  and 
other  musculoskeletal  disorders. 

The  Clinical  Mechanics  Group  is  a 
collaborative  team  of  physicians, 
engineers,  rehab  therapists  and 
machinists.  They  deal  in  highly  com¬ 
plex  work,  and  the  new  Stauffer  gift 
will  buy  them  a  new  computer  facility. 

As  Dr.  Charles  Sorbie  explains, 
"Manufacturing  novel  diagnostic  tools 
and  prototypes  for  human  joints  re¬ 
quires  precision  lathes,  metal  saws  and 
welders.  Cartilage  studies  require 
centrifuges,  freezers,  specialized 
microtomes  and  light  electron 
microscopes." 

By  providing  these  tools,  the  Stauf¬ 
fer  fund  will  guarantee  the  Group's 
continued  high  productivity.  A 
developing  aspect  of  their  work  is  in  the 
basic  study  of  the  causes  of  arthritis.

Magazine  gives  new  twist 
to  computer  literacy 

Have  you  ever  paid  $1430  to  subscribe 
to  a  magazine?  The  Principal's  Develop¬ 
ment  Fund  recently  paid  that  much  for 
English  Professor  Leslie  Monkman's 
subscription  to  Swiftcurrent,  Canada's 
first  and  only  electronic  literary 
magazine. 

The  grant  is  large  enough  to  cover 
royalty  rates  for  printing  out  and 
photocopying  selections  from  the 
magazine,  making  Swiftcurrent  available 
to  Canadian  literature  courses,  creative 
writing  courses,  and  the  Strathy 
Language  Unit  (a  project  examining  the 
characteristics  of  Canadian  English  as 
it  is  currently  written  and  used). 

Swiftcurrent  exists  in  a  database  at 
York  University  and  consists  of  work 
from  40  contributing  editors.  One  reads 
it  at  a  computer  terminal  —  or  on  a  com¬ 
puter  printout.  The  magazine  is  being 
written  and  edited  almost  continuous¬ 
ly.  It  is  a  way  of  exposing  the  students 
to  the  work  of  major  writers,  Professor 
Monkman  told  The  Whig-Standard.  “The 
problem  with  (published)  anthologies 
is  that  they're  all  at  least  five  years  out 
of  date.  Work  in  progress  is  more  in¬ 
teresting  (and)  gives  the  reader  a 
valuable  insight  into  the  creative 
process."

Gallery  reaches  out  to 
out-of-town  alumni 

Hoping  to  appeal  to  Queen's  alumni  in 
particular,  the  Gallery  Association  of 
the  Agnes  Etherington  Art  Centre  has 
introduced  a  new  category  of  member¬ 
ship:  the  Out  of  Town  Member.

Sir  Sand  ford  Fleming 


Chancellor  Fleming's 
medals  come  home 

A  Canadian  consortium  that  includes 
Queen's  has  acquired  a  set  of  medals  and 
other  memorabilia  that  belonged  to  Sir 
Sandford  Fleming  and  his  son  Noel.  The 
collection  was  auctioned  by  Christie's  of 
London  in  July.  Other  partners  in  the  con¬ 
sortium  of  successful  bidders  are  Sir  Sand- 
ford  Fleming  College  in  Peterborough,  the 
Sandford  Fleming  Foundation  at  the 
University  of  Waterloo,  and  the  Associ¬ 
ation  of  Professional  Engineers  of  On¬ 
tario.  The  collection  they  bought  is  now 
home  in  Canada  and  will  be  shared  by  the 
four  on  a  rotating  basis. 

Sir  Sandford  was  a  close  friend  of 
Queen's  near-legendary  principal,  George 
Munro  Grant.  He  became  Queen's  first 
Chancellor  when  Grant  originated  the 
post  in  1880,  and  he  remained  Chancellor 
until  his  death  in  1915. 

Fleming  was  a  major  figure  in  Ca¬ 
nadian  history  and  engineering.  He  is  best 
known  for  his  role  in  surveying  the  route 
of  the  transcontinental  railway,  being 
engineer-in-chief  for  Canadian  Pacific 
while  it  was  built,  pioneering  the  world's 
24-hour  time  system  known  as  Greenwich 
Mean  Time,  designing  the  original  Ca¬ 
nadian  Three-Penny  Beaver  stamp,  and 
laying  the  Pacific  cable. 

The  Canadian  group's  purchase  of  the

medals  for  $6,500  was  arranged  by  Mrs. 
Lin  Good,  Acting  Chief  Librarian  at 
Queen's.  Interest  in  the  memorabilia  was 
high  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic,  and  the 
group's  agent  in  England  reported  the 
auction  as  "very  spirited  and  well  attend¬ 
ed."  Included  in  the  collection  are  Sir 
Sandford's  Order  of  St.  Michael  and  St. 
George  (Knight  Commander)  and  a 
medal  commemorating  his  service  during 
the  Fenian  Reid  of  1866.  Some  pieces 
belonged  to  Noel  Fleming,  a  constable 
and  hero  in  the  North  West  Mounted 
Police. 

A  Footnote:  In  1981  the  Oakville- 
Mississauga  Branch  of  the  Alumni 
Association  purchased  for  Queen's  the 
silver  trowel  used  by  Sir  Sandford  in  lay¬ 
ing  the  cornerstone  of  Grant  Hall.  That 
piece  of  memorabilia  is  now  on  display 
at  Summerhill.  —  Nancy  Dorrance 

Mature  students  building 
a  campus  support  group 

Mature  students  now  have  their  own 
association  at  Queen's  affiliated  with 
the  AMS.  Their  constitutions  says:  “We 
believe  that  'Mature'  is  not  an  age,  but 
rather  is  a  point  of  view  based  on  a  per¬ 
son's  life  experiences,  interests  and 
motivations." 

The  new  group's  main  purpose  is 
social  at  the  moment,  though  it  may 
change  according  to  the  interests  of  its 
members.  The  executive  is  now  at  work 
analyzing  data  from  a  research  project 
aimed  at  creating  a  profile  of  mature 
students  at  Queen's  and  their  areas  of 
concern. 

There  are  currently  1,800  students  on 
campus  who  are  at  least  25  years  old.

If  you're  an  AMS  ' alumnus' ,  we  need  your  advice

In  the  last  Review,  I  told  you  of  a  number  of  projects  we  hope  to  complete  this 
year.  I  would  particularly  like  to  receive  feedback  from  alumni  who  are  past 
members  of  the  AMS  or  our  development  of  a  long-term  financial  plan  for  the 
AMS.  Our  Board  of  Directors'  Budget  and  Finance  Committee  has  taken  the  first 
step:  to  examine  the  objects  of  the  Corporation  and  the  Society  (two  distinct  yet 
completely  intertwined  bodies  that  make  up  the  AMS)  to  determine  what  our  goals 
are,  and  what  they  should  be.  By  starting  at  such  a  fundamental  level,  we  hope 
to  answer  definitively  such  questions  as:  Should  the  Services  (pubs,  word  pro¬ 
cessing,  publications,  etc.)  run  large,  annual,  excess  revenues?  At  what  level  should 
the  accumulative  surpluses  be?  Should  there  be  separate  surpluses  for  each  divi¬ 
sion?  etc. 

Our  summer  deliberations  concluded  that  the  Constitution  no  longer  reflected 
all  that  the  AMS  offers  and  that  some  parts  were  obsolete.  The  logical  step  was 
to  update  these  sections  to  properly  reflect  the  AMS's  driving  principles: 

(i)  To  represent  the  majority  opinion  of  Society  members  to  any  and  all  external 
bodies  (University,  municipal,  provincial  national  and  international);  (ii)  To  pro¬ 
vide  services  and  activities  which  meet  the  direct  needs  of  Society  members;  (iii) 
To  encourage  awareness  and  facilitate  discussion  among  members  re  important 
issues  and  problems  in  the  local,  national  and  international  communities.  In  this 
respect,  the  Alma  Mater  Society  will  always  attempt  to  make  available  and  pre¬ 
sent  all  relevant  information  in  an  unbiased  fashion,  (iv)  To  promote  acceptable 
behaviour  among  members  in  all  their  activities,  as  outlined  in  the  AMS 
Constitution.  * 

We  believe  that  while  these  goals  cannot  always  be  evaluated  (Can  we  run  referen¬ 
da  on  each  question?),  they  can  always  be  used  as  guidelines  for  any  AMS  decision¬ 
making  body. 

I  am  interested  if  any  of  you  have  comments  about  these  recommendations.  Many 
alumni  have  put  endless  hours  into  making  the  Society  the  effective  student 
organization  that  it  is,  and  I  know  that  any  advice  from  such  people  will  be  taken 
to  heart  before  a  final  decision  is  reached  by  Board  of  Directors,  the  Assembly  Com¬ 
mittee  (formerly  Outer  Council)  and  the  Assembly  itself. 

This  is  only  a  start  for  the  Budget  and  Finance  Committee.  We  hope  now  to  pro¬ 
ceed  with  developing  a  corporate  statement  of  values,  and  analysis  of  the  internal 
flows  and  responsibility  centres  within  the  AMS,  as  well  as  a  statement  on  the 
financial  management  of  our  funds  (investments,  for  example).  The  result  should 
be  a  set  of  documents  that  will  provide  a  consistent,  well-thought-out  long-term 
plan  to  ensure  a  satisfactory  amount  of  continuity  for  the  AMS.

'The  French  Fact':  Don't 
Forget  Few  from  the  '40s 

I  settled  in  with  interest  and  enthusiasm 
to  read  “The  French  Fact"  (Sept. -Oct. 
Review),  and  was  proud  and  a  little  en¬ 
vious  of  the  wonderful  opportunities 
available  to  those  currently  attending 
Queen's.  I  was  also  a  bit  sad  to  discover 
that  what  was  happening  there  40  years 
ago  does  not  appear  in  your  account. 

For  three  years,  1942-45,  I  lived  in 
'The  French  House'  at  Queen's  (official¬ 
ly  titled  McDonnell  House  after  its 
benefactor).  People  like  myself  who  liv¬ 
ed  there  benefitted  in  a  way  to  make  us 
everlastingly  grateful.  How  long  it  had 
functioned  prior  to  the  '40s  I  don't 
know,  but  it  was  demolished  to  make 
way  for  Adelaide  Hall  at  the  corner  of 
University  Avenue  and  Stuart  Street. 

It  was  a  somewhat  shabby  and  forlorn 
old  place  except  on  Friday  afternoons 
—  home  to  13  students  accepted 
because  they  were  willing  to  abide  by 
the  rules  established  to  encourage 
fluency  in  French.  Our  Warden,  Dr. 
Margaret  Gibb,  a  graduate  of  McGill 
and  the  Sorbonne,  was  a  stickler  for 
those  rules.  Our  housekeeper  spoke  on¬ 
ly  French.  There  was  a  French  table  at 
noon  in  Ban  Righ  Hall  at  which  we 
rotated  with  other  students  wishing  to 
participate  in  French  conversation  with 
Dr.  Gibb.  Each  week  night  we  had  a 
soiree  in  the  Common  Room  —  a  snack 
and  conversation  or  readings  from  a 
French  novel  or  play. 


...And  then  there  were  the  Friday 
afternoons.  I  think  they  were  called 
Salons  rather  than  tea  parties.  Then  Dr. 
Gibb  was  in  her  glory.  She  fussed  about 
all  day  preparing  the  goodies  and  ar¬ 
ranging  flowers.  The  residents  were  ex¬ 
pected  to  attend,  and  all  the  guests  had 
one  thing  in  common:  fluency  in  French 
and  an  eagerness  to  communicate.  It 
was  quite  an  experience! 

After  the  fall  of  France,  a  very 
touching  element  was  introduced  by 
Prof.  Marcel  'Papa'  Tirol,  who  was 
revered  by  us  all,  and  who  usually  came 
to  these  gatherings.  Before  departing, 
he  would  have  us  all  stand  at  attention 
while  he  led  us  in  singing  the  Mar- 
saillaise  as  a  tribute  to  his  suffering  peo¬ 
ple.  To  this  day,  whenever  I  hear  that 
anthem  I  picture  Professor  Tirol ,  wear¬ 
ing  his  black  tie  of  mourning,  singing 
with  tears  streaming  from  his  eyes...

Women's  Basketball: 

Short  But  Tough 

“The  only  predictable  factor  in  university  sport  is  its 
unpredictability,"  says  coach  Dave  Wilson,  after  view¬ 
ing  some  35  athletes  out  for  the  Women's  Basketball 
try-outs.  Expecting  a  possible  12  returning  players  from 
last  year's  squad,  Wilson  is  left  with  only  seven 
veterans,  and  only  four  who  have  seen  more  than  one 
season's  action.  "Not  only  do  we  lack  game  ex¬ 
perience,  but  our  overall  lack  of  height  will  limit  our 
options  in  terms  of  both  offence  and  defence,"  com¬ 
ments  Wilson.  Even  with  his  young  (and  short) 
players,  the  coach  feels  that  the  Queen's  team  will  be 
competitive  because  of  their  intense  desire  and 
aggressiveness. 

Sticking  to  the  fundamentals  of  the  game,  with  a 
strong  emphasis  on  keeping  the  opposition  away  from 
offensive  rebounds,  will  be  the  trademark  of  the  Gaels 
this  season.  "Execution  is  always  important,"  adds 
Wilson,  "but  with  the  overall  shortness  of  our  team, 
it  will  be  the  critical  factor  this  year." 

Women's  Tennis  Undefeated 

Women's  tennis  has  returned  to  Queen's  for  the  first 
time  since  1969,  and  our  team  consisting  of  Elenor  Ip 
(Kingston),  Michele  Baressi  (Dundas),  Nicky  Von 
Schroter  (Toronto),  Cathy  Shamie  (Toronto),  Ray 
O'Reilly  (Toronto)  and  Cynthia  Rees  (Toronto)  have 
coaches  John  McFarlane  and  Jeremy  Walker  beaming. 
Against  perennial  contenders  Western  and  Toronto, 
the  Queen's  team  has  split  points  evenly  and  has  con¬ 
vincingly  defeated  Windsor,  Guelph,  Laurier  and 
Waterloo.  With  two  more  team  tournaments  to  play, 
both  of  which  are  on  their  home  courts,  the  Queen's 
Women's  Intercollegiate  Tennis  Team  must  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  a  serious  threat  for  the  OWIAA  team 
championship. 

Men's  Tennis 

Queen's  #1  singles  player  Bruce  Shoveller  (Dartmouth) 
has  captured  the  East  Sectional  Individual  Singles 
Championship  against  Toronto  and  McMaster  and  will 
compete  for  the  OUAA  singles  crown  in  London  later 
this  week.  Shoveller  will  be  attempting  to  return  the 


singles  championship  of  the  OUAA  to  Queen's  for  the 
second  year  in  a  row.  Last  year  Paul  O'Donoghue 
(Calgary)  won  the  title. 

In  team  competition,  Queen's  1983-84  OUAA  team 
champions  placed  a  close  second  to  a  powerful  U  of 
T  team.  Members  of  the  1985  team,  in  addition  to 
Shoveller,  include  Darren  Alcock  (Oshawa),  Dave 
Sotropa  (Regina),  Steve  Shamie  (Toronto)  and  Chris 
Dorey  (Kingston). 

Wrestling  Team 

The  Intercollegiate  Wrestling  Team  had  a  very  suc¬ 
cessful  1984-85  season,  having  our  first  OUAA  cham¬ 
pion  in  many  years,  Geoff  Moon.  Geoff  was  also  voted 
the  outstanding  individual  graduating  team  athlete  for 
the  year  at  Queen's. 

Our  team  amassed  a  higher  number  of  points  at  the 
OUAA's  than  in  quite  a  number  of  years  as  well. 

This  year's  team  looks  strong,  with  the  return  of 
Dave  Sebben  and  Jerry  Chaput.

Sellens,  Floyd  Bajally,  Claude  Root,  Jack  Milliken,  Don  Roy, 
Russ  Thoman,  Jim  Hughes,  Paul  Fedor,  Brian  Wherrett,  Dave 
Harshaw  and  Karl  Quinn.  They  were  accompanied  (as  they 
were  at  all  the  weekend's  festivities)  by  their  Coach,  Frank 
Tindall,  his  assistant,  Hal  McCamey,  and  trainer  Tabby  Gow. 
(In  the  third  year  of  Queen's  Football  Hall  of  Fame,  five 
members  of  this  group  are  already  members:  Stewart, 
Schreider,  Thompson,  McCarney  and  Tindall.) 

The  game  was  dedicated  to  the  late  Lou  Bruce,  and  his  twin 
daughters,  both  Queen's  students,  were  on  hand  to  receive 
a  plaque  and  hear  the  announcement  that  his  former  team¬ 
mates  have  established  a  Lou  Bruce  Scholarship  in  athletics 
at  Queen's.

Queen's  cohort  ushers 
The  Mentor  into  the 
Football  Hall  of  Fame 

When  Queen's  long-time  coach  Frank 
Tindall  was  inducted  into  the  Canadian 
Football  Hall  of  Fame  on  August  12, 
many  of  his  former  players  gathered 
with  his  family  and  other  Queen's  fans 
for  the  occasion. 

(In  the  photo  at  left,  taken  at  the  Hall 
of  Fame  in  Hamilton,  are  former 
Golden  Gaels  Art  MacDonald,  left. 
Coach  Doug  Hargreaves;  Bill  Miklas, 
Jim  Hughes,  Claude  Root,  Dr.  Jay 
McMahan,  Frank  Tindall,  his  son,  Dr. 
Frank  Tindall,  Tony  Arnoldi  and  Ron 
Stewart,  also  a  Hall  of  Fame  member.) 

On  the  eve  of  the  induction  and  din¬ 
ner,  former  Gael  and  Ti-Cat  Jim  Hughes 
hosted  a  party  for  the  Queen's  con¬ 
tingent  and  spearheaded  an  on-the-spot 
campaign  to  raise  funds  for  safety 
equipment  for  the  current  Golden 
Gaels.  The  following  day  was  all 
Frank's,  and  this  is  the  citation  that  was 
read  at  the  Hall  of  Fame: 

FRANK  TINDALL  -  BUILDER 

As  a  builder  — -  and  a  player  —  Frank  Tin¬ 
dall  has  made  extensive  contributions  to  foot¬ 
ball  in  Canada.  *  He  was  bom  in  Syracuse, 
N.Y.,  on  Oct.  16,  1908.  In  1932,  he  was 
the  Most  Valuable  Player  at  Syracuse 
University  where  he  was  an  All-Eastern 
guard  and  All-American  honorable  mention. 
*  Recruited  by  the  Toronto  Argonauts,  Tin¬ 
dall  became  an  All-Star  tackle  in  1933  and 
later  earned  selection  to  the  All-Time  All- 
Star  Argo  squad  (1921-41).  But  in  1939, 
Tindall  turned  to  coaching  when  he  took 
over  Queen 's  University  for  one  year.  *  In 
1948,  Tindall's  second  coaching  stint  at 
Queen's  developed  into  a  long-term  deal 
which  lasted  until  1975.  Tindall  sported  a 
winning  coaching  record  of  112-84-2,  plus 
eight  intercollegiate  championships  and  one 
national  title. 

The  list  of  players  Tindall  coached  at 
Queen's  included  Hall  of  Famer  Ronnie 
Stewart,  Tip  Logan,  Bayne  Norrie,  Lou 
Bruce  and  Jim  Young.  *  To  recognize  Tin¬ 
dall's  significant  achievements  in  the  inter¬ 
collegiate  ranks,  a  trophy  in  his  name  is 
presented  annually  to  the  Canadian  Inter¬ 
collegiate  Athletic  Union  (CIAU)  Coach  of 
the  Year. 
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Globe  &  Mail  sports  writer 
recalls  Queen's  athletes 


Three  noteworthy  Canadian  athletes  who 
had  sports  careers  at  Queen's  were  recent¬ 
ly  featured  in  Paul  Patton's  column 
"Where  are  they  now?"  in  the  Toronto 
Globe  <&  Mail  —  all  in  one  week!  They 
were  Fred  O'Donnell  of  the  '70s  and  both 
Bernie  Thornton  and  John  Munro  of  the 
'30s. 

After  a  career  in  professional  hockey 
as  right  winger  with  the  Boston  Bruins 
and  New  England  Whalers  1972-76,  Fred 
O'Donnell  returned  to  Queen's  as  coach 
of  the  Golden  Gaels  Hockey  team  in  1977. 
In  1980,  when  the  Gaels  finished  17-3-2, 
Fred  was  named  OUAA  Coach  of  the 
Year.  As  noted  in  the  July-August 
Review,  he  is  now  Head  Coach  and 
General  Manager  of  the  Kingston  Cana¬ 
dians  of  the  Ontario  Hockey  League. 

Bernie  Thornton,  recalled  the  Globe, 
played  end  with  the  Hamilton  Tigers, 
Queen's,  Toronto  Argos  and  Winnipeg 
Blue  Bombers  between  1932  and  '41,  and 
helped  Queen's  win  its  intercollegiate  ti¬ 
tle  against  Toronto  in  1937.  After  retir¬ 
ing  in  '41,  he  coached  high  school  foot¬ 
ball  and  worked  in  sales  for  Goodyear 
Tire  and  Rubber  in  Winnipeg,  Hamilton 
and  Toronto.  Now  72  and  retired,  Mr. 
i  Thornton  splits  his  year  between  Sauble 
Beach,  Ont.,  and  Hudson,  Fla. 

Johnny  Munro  was  a  halfback  with 
j  Queen's  and  then  the  Toronto  Argos  be- 
i  tween  1933  and  '38  and  spent  another  12 
|  years  officiating  in  the  CFL,  including 
!  seven  Grey  Cup  games.  During  his 
|  Queen's  years  he  was  also  a  standout 
i  hockey  player  who  won  the  scoring  title 
three  times.  On  graduation  he  won  the 
!  Jenkins  Trophy  for  athletic  and  academic 
i  achievement,  and  when  Queen's  Alumni 
i  Football  Hall  of  Fame  was  instituted,  he 
i  was  among  its  charter  members.  Mr. 
!  Munro  is  a  Governor  of  the  Canadian 
I  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  and  until  recently 
!  served  on  Queen's  Board  of  Trustees  and 
I  chaired  a  successful  campaign  to  establish 
i  at  the  university  a  well-funded  Ted  Reeve 
Memorial  Scholarship.  He  now  lives  in 
Toronto,  where  he  retired  as  Senior  Vice- 
President  of  Marketing  for  Canada  Life.

Record-Setter  Now  106 

On  July  31,  Dr.  Walter  L.  Pannell,  Meds'03, 
celebrated  his  106th  birthday  with  his  family 
in  Aberdeen,  N.J.  According  to  his  son.  Dr. 
Richard  Pannell,  Arts'41  (PhD  New  York),  the 
record-setting  doctor  is  enjoying  a  carefree 
retirement,  going  for  walks,  reading  the  New 
York  Times,  and  enjoying  sports  on  television. 

Dr.  Pannell,  who  was  featured  in  the 
Cuiness  Book  of  Records  as  the  oldest  prac¬ 
tising  doctor  in  the  world  when  he  was  100, 
was  an  eye,  ear  and  nose  specialist.

And  what's  this?  Jean  Beliveau  hanging  gold  medals,  of  monstrous  size,  around  their  necks!

All  members  of  the  Queen's  community  are  eligible  to  nominate  anyone 
who,  in  their  opinion,  merits  the  Distinguished  Service  Award  for  1986. 
This  award,  a  prestigious  honour,  is  granted  to  not  more  than  six  per¬ 
sons  per  year.  Potential  recipients  include  anyone  in  the  “entire  Queen's 
Family."  The  inscription  will  read:  Awarded  to  ....  by  Queen’s  Univer¬ 
sity  Council  for  Distinguished  Service  to  Queen’s  University.  Recipients 
become  Honorary  Life  Members  of  the  Council. 

Nominations  should  be  received  by  the  Secretary  of  the  University  Coun¬ 
cil  by  Friday,  February  28.  They  must  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  at 
least  five  nominators  —  Councillors,  alumni,  faculty,  staff  or  students. 
Winners  are  chosen  by  the  Executive  of  the  Council  and  awards  are 
presented  normally  at  the  Council's  annual  spring  meeting. 


Class  Agent  Champions 

The  Class  Agent  Program  has  identified  the  leaders  in  both  categories  (rate  of 
response  and  actual  dollars)  for  1984-85.  Keith  Sangster,  Grads'72,  led  all  Agents 
with  a  response  from  64%  of  his  classmates.
